§rfJ-!Chat  the  line  dividing  Simpson  and  Logan  county 
Diridin«iine  b&^^Q  altered  and  changed  as  to  begin  and  run  thus,  viz  : 

Lo»an'oouiRi5t-.B.eg*inning  at Turner's,  the  present  northwet«t  corner 

•hanged.^  •.  •  ^^  Simpson  county,  and  running  thence  due  west  to  the 
*  east  edge  of  the  Memphis  Branch  of  the  Louisville  and 
Nashville  railroad,  and  with  said  edge  of  said  road  to  the 
South  Union  Depot,  and  thrnce  to  the  preesent  corner  of 
Logan  and  Siliipson,  in  David  Low's  yard,  but  so  running 
as  to  include  the  residence  of  John  McCutchen  in  Simpi^oa 
county;  thence  to  Leland  Pierce's  residence,  leaving  the 
same  in  Logan  county;  thence«jto  Benjamin  Fresh's  resi- 
dence, leaving  the  same  in  said  county;  thence  to  a  red  oak 
at  B.  D.  Taylor's  horse-lot  gate,  and  west  of  his  residence  ; 
thence  to  the  Phelps  House  northwest,  but  near  Middle- 
ton  ;  thence  to  John  W.  Baker's  residence,  including  same 
in  Simpson  county;  thence  to  John  Rutherford's  residence, 
and  including  him  in  same  county,  and  thence  to  Jo.  Pen- 
nington's well,  in  his  yard,  and  thence  to  the  Tennessee 
State  line  at  the  residence  of  Dr.  Press  McClenden,  but 
leaving  said  residence  in  Logan  county ;  and  all  that  ter- 
ritory heretofore  belonging  to  Logan  county,  lying  east  of 
said  line,  is  hereby  added  to  Simp:<on  county. 

§  2.  That  the  persons  and  property  embraced  within  the 
limits  of  said  change  shall  continue  to  remain  bound,  in 
the  same  way,  and  to  the  same  extent,  for  the  debt  and 
interest  thereon  owing  by  Logan  county  on  account  of 
subscribing  stock  to  the  Memphis  Branch  of  the  Louisville 
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and  Nashville  railroad  company;  and  said  obligation  to  1869, 
pay  their  due  proportion  thereof  shall  continue  as  if  this 
act  had  never  passed;  and  in  the  event  that  it  shall 
become  necessary  for  the  county  court  of  Logan  county 
to  levy  and  collect  taxes  to  pay  off  said  debt,  or  any  part 
thereof,  then  the  same  rates  of  taxation  which  are  levied 
and  collected  in  Logan  county  for  said  purpose  shall  be 
collected  by  the  sherilf  of  Simpson  county  off  of  the  per- 
sons and  property  embraced  in  the  limits  of  said  change, 
and  made  subject  to  taxation  for  said  purpose  by  law;  and 
said  collection  in  Simpson  county  shall  be  based  upon  the 
real  and  personal  estate,  including  the  valuation  under 
the  equalization  law,  as  fixed  by  the  valuation  under  the 
assessment  for  State  revenue  purposes;  and  the  State 
shall  pay  over  such  taxes  to  the  Logan  county  court  or  its 
authorized  agent;  and  the  bond  taken  of  the  sheriff  of 
Simpson  county  for  the  security',  collection,  and  payment 
of  county  and  State  taxes  shall  be  deemed  to  embrace 
this  special  tax;  and*  the  sheriff  of  Simpson  shall,  in  the 
collection  of  said  special  tax,  have  all  the  rights  and 
powers  which  are  conferred  on  him  by  law  in  collecting 
the  State  revenue;  and  he  shall  proceed  to  collect  said 
taxes  when  the  county  court  of  Logan  county  shall  furnish 
him  with  the  order  of  levy  and  collection. 

§  3.  That  John  A.  Finn  and  Geo.  B.  Starks,  of  Simpson 
county,  and  Geo.

000)  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated,  out  of  any  •pp'*^^"*^^ 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the 
purpoi^e  of  removing  the  mill  dams  and  other  obstructions 
to  the  navigation  of  the  Licking  river,  from  Salyersville, 
in  Magoffin  county,  to  the  mouth  of  said  river. 

$2.  That  M.  I).  Martin,  of  Harrison  county,  Moses  Commiirfoneff 
f^irk,  of  Fleming,  and  William  Mynhier,  of  Morgan,  any 
two  of  whom  may  act,  are  appointed  commissioners,  and 
are  authorized  to  go  upon  said  river,  from  its  mouth  to 
said  Salyer^viile,  and  examine  the  obstructions  which 
may  exist  to  the  free  and  safe  navigation  of  said  river 
between  said  points;  and  whenever,  in  their  judgment, 
any  dam,  rock,  or  other  ob.^^truction,  exists,  and  ou^ht  to 
be  removed,  they  shall  proceed,  in  the  manner  hereafter 
described,  to  remove  said  obstruction  or  obstructions  from 
said  river. 

§3.  The  said   commissioners  may   negotiate   with   the  Powenof 

owner  or  owners  of  any  mill-dam  or  dams,  whose  inter-  ^""'""^•"'•'■* 
ests  are  to  be  injuriously  affected  by  the  removal  thereof, 
and   agree  upon  the  amount  of  damages,  if  any,  to  be 
paid  therefor;  but  if  such  agreement  cannot  be  made,  the 
eaid  commissioners  may  apply  to  the  clerk  of  the  county 
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court  of  the  county  in  which  the  mill  of  such  dam  or 
dams  may  be,  and  sue  out  a  writ  of  ctd  quod  damnum  to 
condemn  the  said  dam  or  dams,  and  have  the  damages 
assessed  by  a  fair  and  impartial  jury,  as  land  is  condemn- 
ed and  damages  assessed  for  turnpike  roads  by  the  laws 
now  in  force. 

§  4.  The  said  commissioners  shall  enter  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  in  the  month  of  May  or  June  next, 
and  shall  use  diligence  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work. 
They  shall  severally  receive,  for  each  day  that  they  are 
actually  employed,  as  compensation,  the  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars; but,  before  they  enter  upon  their  duties,  each  one,  in 
the  county  court  of  the  county  where  he  resides,  shall  en- 
ter into  bond,  with  sufficient  security,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance thereof.

son, Norvin  Green,  and  I.  T.  Martin,  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  employ  a  com- 
petent architect,  and  first  cause  to  be  made  a  suitable  plan 
and   specification  of  the   improvements  herein  contem- 
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plated ;  and  when  agreed  upon  by  a  majority  of  the  said 
commissioners,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  advertise  the  fact 
in  the  newspapers  printed  in  Frarnkfort,  those  printed  in 
Lexington,  three  of  those  printed  in  Louisville,  and  one  in 
Cincinnati,  that  sealed  proposals  will  be  received  for  the 
execution  of  said  work. 

§  3.  That  the  contract  or  contracts  for  the  work  shall  be 
given  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder  or  bidders,  at  the 
option  of  the  commissioners,  after  being  first  advertised, 
as  directed,  for  the  space  of  one  month.  The  said  com- 
missioners, in  deciding  thereon,  shall  have  due  regard  to 
the  ability  and  competency  of  the  bidder  to  execute  the 
same,  and  shall  take  bond  of  the  said  bidder,  with  good 
security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  contract. 

§  4.  That  said  commissioners  shall  have  the  authority 
and  are  hereby  directed  to  select  a  competent  architect, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  give  strict  and  constant  attention 
to  the  said  improvements  until  complete,  and  who  shall 
receive  such  compensation  as  said  commissioners  shall 
allow;  and  he  shall  be  subject  at  any  time  to  be  removed 
and  to  have  another  employed  in  his  stead.

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CHAPTER  1497. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  Stale  House  of  Reform  for  Juveuile  Delinqucnta. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Vie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  appoint 
six  commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  a  suit- 
able site  and  grounds  on  which  to  be  erected  the  '^  House 
of  Reform  for  Juvenile  Delinquents;"  and  the  said  com- 
missioners, who  are  hereby  given  full  power  to  contract 
for  and  purchase  land,  consisting  of  not  less  than  one, 
hundred  and  fifty,  nor  more  than  three  hundred  acres,  for 
a  site,  shall,  within  four  weeks  from  the  time  of  their  ap- 
pointment, proceed  to  examine  and  determine  upon  the 
site  aforesaid,  and  shall  locate  the  same  at  some  suitable 
place  within  this  State.  In  determining  such  location,  the 
said  commissioners  shall  take  into  consideration  any  prop- 
osition which  may  be  made  to  them,  and  of  the  perform- 
ance of  which  they  shall  have  satisfactory  assurance,  to 
give  or  sell  to  the  State  the  land  necessary  for  the  site  of 
said  House  of  Reform,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  give  to 
the  State  any  materials  or  money  to  aid  in  the  erection 
thereof;  and  any  bond  or  other  obligation,  executed  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  and  delivered  to  said  com- 
missioners to  secure  any  such  land,  money,  or  materials, 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  shall  be  valid  and  binding  upon 
the  parties  executing  the  same. 

§  2.  If  the  said  commissioners  shall  procure,  by  purchase 
or  voluntary  cession,  the  land,  or  any  part  thereof,  neces- 
sary for  the  site  for  said  House  of  Reform,  the  deed  thereof 
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shall  be  duly  executed  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
and  delivered  to  the  Auditor  of  this  State,  who  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  county  where 
the  land  lies.  The  Treasurer  of  this  State  is  hereby  di- 
rected, after  the  execution  and  delivery  of  said  deed,  to 
pay,  on  the  warrant  of  said  Auditor,  to  the  grantor  or 
grantors  of  whom  the  said  land  shall  be  purchased,  such 
earn  or  sums  as  may  be  required  to  pay  for  said  land, 
agreeable  to  the  contract  of  said  commissioners,  not  ex- 
ceeding; twenty  thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  At  any  time,  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  after  the 
said  land  shall  be  obtained  by  the  commissioners,  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  appoint  three  other  commissioners  to  contract 
for  the  erection  and  inclosure  of  the  said  House  of  Reform, 
OD  surh  plan  and  such  terms  as  they  may  deem  just  and 
proper :  Provided^  That  said  House  of  Reform  shall  be 
built  in  a  plain  and  substantial  manner,  and  shall  not  cost, 
including  inclosure  and  improvements,  more  than  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  unless  the  amount  paid  for  the  land  shall 
be  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  then  so  much 
may  be  expended  for  improvements,  when  added  to  the 
amount  paid  for  the  land,  as  will  make  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollar.^ :  And  provided  also^  That  said  commis- 
sioners shall  select  and  designate  one  of  their  number, 
who  shall  superintend  the  building  of  said  House  of  Re- 
form, with  a  view  to  a  due  execution  of  the  work  on  the 
part  of  those  with  whom  the  said  commissioners  shall  con- 
tract for  the  erection  and  inclosure  thereof. 

§  4.  The  said  commissioners  mentioned  in  the  last  pre- 
ceding section,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their 
office,  shall  each  give  his  covenant  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  with  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  to  be 
approved  by  the  Auditor,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  act. 

§  5.  The  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  said 
commissioners,  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  they  may  require,  from  time  to 
time,  for  the  building  of  said  House  of  Reform,  not  ex- 
ceeding such  amount  as  will,  with  the  sum  drawn  and 
paid  for  the  land  for  said  House  of  Reform,  amount  to 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  at  such  time  as  the  same  may  be 
wanted  by  said  commissioners,  in  sums  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  dollars  at  any  one  time. 

6  6.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  said  commissioners  to  make 
a  detailed  report  of  all  the  moneys  received  and  expended 
by  them,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  of  the  progress  which 
shall  have  been  made  in  the  erection  and  inclosure  of  said 
buildings,  to  the  Governor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
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1869.        December  next,  and  as  often  thereafter  as   he  shall  or 
may  require. 

§  7.  Each  of  said  commissioners  first  mentioned  in  this 
Gommissionen*  act  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  by  the  Auditor  his  neces- 
expeuDod  paid,   ^^^y  expenses  while  actually  employed  in   the  duties  of 
his  appointment. 

§  6.  Each  of  said  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by

bidders :  Providedy  Such  bidder  or  bidders  shall,  in  the

age  of  such  delinquent.

may  warrant  their  discharge. 

$20.  In  all  cases  where  persons  are  discharged  from 
said  House  of  Reform,  or  their  time  expires  by  limitation, 
the  managers  shall  give  to  each  one  entitled  thereto  a  cer- 
tificate of  good  character  and  recommendation  for  the 
particular  business  in  which  he  or  she  has  been  instructed. 

§  21 .  No  sectarian  influence  or  teaching  shall  be  allowed 
or  permitted  in  said  institution  ;  but  the  ministers  of  all 
denominations  may,  at  suitable  times,  be  allowed  to  teach

The  said  court  shall  cause  public  notice, 
at  least  thirty  days,  to  be  given  by  said  company  to  the 
voters  of  the  county,  by  advertisements  in  the  Louisville 
Courier- Journal  and  the  newspapers  published  in  counties 
bordering  on  said  river;  and  shall  appoint  the  necessary 
officers  to  hold  the  elections,  and  said  officers  shall  hold 
the  same  at  the  various  election  precincts  in  said  county,

Whereas,  The  State  of  Kentucky  was  the  owner  of  a 
bridge  extending  from  bank  to  bank  across  Barren  river, 
part  of  the  turnpike  road  leading  from  Louisville  to  Nash- 
ville through  Barren  and  Allen  counties,  which  bridge  was 
burned  down  in  the  year  1861  or  '2,  leaving  there  a  quan- 
tity of  valuable  iron,  the  property  of  the  State ;  and 
wherean,  certain  parties,  without  right  or  just  claim, 
seized  and  appropriated  to  their  own  use  said  iron,  and 
have  not  paid  or  offered  to  pay  for  the  same;  therefore. 

Be  a  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  James  P.  Garrett,  Esq.,  be  appointed   agent      t^^'^jnfJd 
for  the  State,  and  he  is  directed  to  institute  suit  and  pros-  asent  to  brine 
ecute    the  same  in  any  of   the  courts  of  this  Common-  forioMoflron! 
ivealth  having  jurisdiction   under   existing   laws,  in    the  ^^• 
name  of  and  for  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  against 
any  and  all  persons  so  guilty  as  aforesaid  of  taking  or 
converting  said  iron,  and  recover  judgment  for  the  value 
thereof,  and  such  damages  as  the  jury  shall  deem  right 
tinder  the  facts  and  circumstances.

AN  ACT  directing  tbe  Commissioners  of  tbe  Sinking  Fund  to  lease  the 

Improvements  of  tbe  Kentucky  River. 

Be  it  enacted  Inf  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Rentwcky : 

§  1.  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  shall, 
after  having  first  advertised  for  thirty  days  in  two  or  more 
newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  in  one 
or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  6ity  of  Frankfort, 
olfer  for  lease,  for  a  term  of  fifty  years,  all  the  locks,  dams, 
lock-houses,  tools,  implements,  apparatus,  and  materials, 
of  every  kind  and  description,  now  belonging  to,  forming 
part  of,  or  in  anywise  used  in  connection  with,  the  i»lack- 
water  improvements  of  the  Kentucky  river:  Provided^ 
That  it  shall  be  discretionary  with  the  commissioners 
whether  they  accept  the  bid  at  the  first  leat^ing  or  not; 
and  if  rejected,  they  shall  readvertise  and  lease  as  herein- 
before provided. 

§  2.  That  such  lease  shall  be  executed  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  the  highest  and  best  bidder, 
who  shall  agree  to  pay  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sink- 
ing Fund,  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth,  a  stipulated 
annual  rental,  being  the  amount  of  such  bid  by  the  lessee. 
The  lessees  shall  keep  the  said  locks  and  dams  in  good 
repair  at  their  own  expense. 

§  3.  That  such  lease  shall  be  made  at  public  auction  at 
the  court-house  door,  in  the  city  of  Frankfort,  after  adver- 
tisement first  made^  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act.  But  Qo  person  or  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  a  lease,  under  the  terms  of  this  act,  who  shall  not 
satieify  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  his  or 
its  ability  and  intention,  in  good  faith,  to  complete  the 
slackvvater  navigation  of  the  Kentucky  river,  by  substan- 
tial and  permanent  locks  and  dams,  to  the  Three  Forks  of 
said  river;  and  who  shall  fail  to  satisfy  the  commis:«ionera 
that  fi  bona  fide  stock  of  at  least  $300,000  has  been  sub- 
scribed by  responsible  parties  to  the  object  of  said  im- 
provement. 

§  4.  The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  shall,  in 
awarding  said  lease,  and  in  determining  the  goodnesa 
and  worth  of  bids,  have  regard  to  the  franchises  already 
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conferred  by  law  upon  the  Kentucky  River  Navigation 
Company,  and  other  things  being  equal,  shall  give  said 
corporation  a  preference  in  the  bidding. 

$  5.  That  the  lestsees  shall  have  a  right  to  renew  said 
lease  for  a  term  of  twenty- iiye  years  on  the  same  condi* 
tions,  upon  a  re- valuation  of  the  fair  annual  rent  of  the 
improvements  leased  under  this  act. 

^  6.  That  if  the  lessee  shall  fail,  for  sixty  days  after  the 
aurard  of  said  lease,  to  commence,  in  good  faith,  the  ex- 
tension of  slack-water  improvements  on  said  river,  then 
the  lease  shall  be  void,  and  the  same  shall  be  forfeited  to 
the  Commonwealth. 

^  7.  That  the  lease  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  be 
drafted  by  the  Attorney  General,  with  proper  covenants 
to  secure  the  navigation  of  said  river  and  purposes  in 
view,  and  that  they  shall,  at  the  end  of  their  lease,  turn 
the  same  over  to  the  State  in  good  repair,  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Governor  in  behalf  of  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Sinking  Fund.  It  may  be  recorded  by  the  lessee  in 
the  office  of  the  county  court  of  Franklin  county,  and 
copies  certified  under  seal  of  said  court  shall  be  deemed 
authentic,  and  of  full  force  as  the  original.  A  duplicate 
of  said  lease  shall  be  filed  with  the  Auditor  of  State. 

§  8.  The  Governor  of  the  State  shall,  at  the  request  of 
the  lessee,  or  his  authorized  agent,  transfer  and  deliver  all 
the  locks,  dams,  lock-houses,  tools,  materials,  implements, 
and  apparatus  of  the  Kentucky  river  slackwater  improve- 
ments, to  the  lessee,  by  proclamation  to  that  effect,  accord- 
ing to  the  terms  of  said  lease,  after  the  same  shall  have 
been  fully  executed. 

§  9.  That  the  lessee  or  lessees  of  said  work  shall  not,  at 
any  time  during  the  continuance  of  the  lease,  charge  or 
receive  a  higher  rate  of  toll  than  is  now  allowed  by  the 
charter  of  the  Kentucky  River  Navigation  Company:  Pro- 
vided.  That  said  company,  in  adjusting  its  rates  of  toll, 
shall  have  no  power  to  discriminate  in  favor  of  boats 
which  may  belong  to  said  company  in  whole  or  part,  but 
the  navigntion  of  said  river  shall  be  open  to  all  boats  on 
equal  terms. 

§  10.  The  State  reserves  the  right  to  reduce  the  rate  of 
tolls  on  said  improvements  leased  under  this  act  whenever 
the  dividends  on  the  stock  exceed  ten  per  cent.«  free  of  all 
expenses;  hut  no  such  reduction  shall  be  made  which  will 
reduce  the  net  dividends  below  ten  per  cent. 

§  11.  The  lessees  shall  make  a  full  report  to  each  regular 
session  of  the  Legislature,  which  report  shall  exhibit  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  and  all  other  material  facts 
showing  the  condition  of  said  company.  Said  report  shall 
be  verified  under  oath. 
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Reservation. 


§  12.  The  State  reserves  the  right  to  resarae  possession, 
at  any  time,  of  the  property  u^ed  in  the  navigation  of  the 
Kentucky  river  or  convenient  therefor,  upon  one  year's 
notice  first  given  to  the  lessees  or  owners,  and  after  ascer- 
taining and  paying  to  the  lessees  or  owners  the  full  and 
fair  value  thereof.

AN  ACT  to  appropriate  money  to  improve  the  North  Fork  of  the  Kentackj 

River. 

Whereas,  There  are  divers  obstructions  in  the  North 
Fork  of  the  Kentucky  river  which  greatly  endanger  the 
navigation,  and  heavy  losses  are  often  sustained  by  persons 
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who  transport  coal  and  lumber  down  paid  river  to  market; 
and  whereas,  it  is  important  to  the  citizens  of  this  Com- 
monwealth that  said  obstructions  be  removed  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomoealtk 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  be  appro- 
priated, to  be  expended  as  hereinafter  provided  in  remov- 
ing obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  the  North  Fork  of 
the  Kentucky  river  from  the  mouth  of  the  Middle  Fork  of 
8aid  river  to  a  point  opposite  a  place  known  as  Brashear^s 
Salt  Works. 

§  2.  That  J.  W.  Cardwell,  John  Wilson,  Zachariah 
Morgan,  Elijah  Cornett,  of  Perry,  James  W.  Lindon, 
of  Breathitt,  and  William  Spencer,  are  appointed  com- 
missioners to  expend  said  sum  of  money  in  removing 
obstructions  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act. 
Tbey  may  let  out  the  work  in  such  parcels  and  on  such 
terms  as  they  may  deem  best :  Provided,  They  shall  always 
give  at  least  ten  days'  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
and  terms  of  such  letting  of  contracts  for  improvements  as 
aforesaid.  Theywhall  not  pay  any  contractor  more  than 
one  half  of  the  amount  agreed  upon  until  the  work  is 
completed.  They  shall  give  each  contractor  a  copy  of  the 
agreement,  and  may,  upon  his  executing  bond  in  the 
Breathitt  county  court,  with  approved  security,  payable  to 
the  CommonweHllh,  with  a  covenant  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  said  contract,  advance  to  said  contractor  one 
half  of  the  price  agreed  upon.

AN  ACT  to  establish  the  couDty  of  Elliott  out  of  parts  o^  Morgan,  Law- 
rence, and  Carter  counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:

AN  ACT  concerniDg  Public  Books,  and  proyiding  for  the  supply  to  desti- 
tute Counties. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly 
that  in  many  counties  of  this  Commonwealth  the  public 
offices  and  public  books  have  been  destroyed  by  fire,  aud 
otherwise  by  force,  which  no  reasonable  care  and  diligence 
couM  avoid,  and  that  some  of  said  counties  are  yet  with- 
out the  public  books  allowed  to  their  offices  and  officers 
under  the  law,  as  found  in  chapter  61  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes— 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  hereafter  when  there  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  a  copy  of  an  order  of  the  county 
court  of  any  county  in  the  State,  certified  by  the  clerk  of 
said  county,  showing  that  the  public  books,  or  any  of  them 
theretofore  furnished  by  the  State,  and  delivered  to  any 
public  officer  of  said  county,  have  been  destroyed  by  fire, 
or  otherwise  destroyed  without  the  fault  or  neglect  of  the 
officer  or  other  person  having  lawful  custody  thereof,  and 
showing  further  a  full  list  of  such  books  so  lost  and  de- 
stroyed, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Secretary  of  State  to 
procure,  at  the  most  reasonable  cost,  such  of  said  class  of 
lost  books  as  are  included  in  said  chapter  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  and  as  may  so  be  certified  as  aforesaid  to  have 
been  lost  or  destroyed,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  pre- 
siding judge  of  such  county  at  the  same  time  other  public 
books  are  sent  to  such  county,  and  take  the  receipt  of  said 
judge  therefor. 

^  2.  That  said  county  judge  shall  deliver  said  books  to 
the  officers  of  such  county  entitled  thereto,  and  take  their 
receipts  for  the  same,  which  receipt  he  shall  cause  to  be 
entered  at  full  length  upon  the  records  of  the  county  court, 
as  part  of  its  proceedings,  at  the  next  regular  term  of  the 
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court;  and  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  file  away  and  care- 
fully preserve  in  his  office  said  receipts. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  public  officer, 
in  each  of  the  counties  of  this  Gominonwealth,  who  has 
possession,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  of  any  public  book  or 
books  recovered  and  referred  to  in  said  chapter  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  to  make  out  a  full  and  perfect  list  thereof, 
showing  when  he  received  the  same,  and  from  whom,  and 
swear  to  and  file  the  same  in  open  court  at  the  January 
term  of  said  court  of  each  year ;  and  the  same  shall  be 
entered  as  aforesaid  upon  the  records  of  said  court,  and 
the  original  filed  and  preserved  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said 
court.  The  court  of  claims  of  such  county  shall  allow  to 
said  clerk  a  just  compensation  for  his  services  required  by 
this  act,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  one  of  said  public  offi- 
cers, info  whot«e  custody  said  books  shall  be  placed,  or

grand  jury  empanneled  by  them. 

§  5.  Each  public  officer  in  this  Commonwealth  entitled 
by  law  to  any  of  said  public  books,  and  who  is  required 
to  give  an  official  bond,  shall,  with  his  securities,  be  held 
and  bound  to  the  Commonwealth  for  the  faithful  preserva- 
tion, care,  and  delivery  to  his  successor  in  office  of  each 
and  every  public  book  to  him  delivered.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  presiding  judge  of  each  county  court  in  this 
Commonwealth  to  make  out  a  report  in  writing;  to  the 
trustee  of  the  jury  fund  of  his  county,  at  the  first  term  of 
the  circuit  court  of  his  county  in  each  year,  showing  how 
many  public  officers  in  his  county,  to  whom  said  books 
had  been  deliverecT,  have  gone  out  of  office  the  year  pre- 
ceding, and  whether  any  of  them  have  failed  to  deliver 
to  their  successors  said  books,  and  if  so,  what  particular 
books,  and  their  value ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  thet  any 
such  retiring  officer  has  failed  to  deliver  over  to  his  suc- 
cessor in  office  any  or  all  of  the  public  books  aforesaid 
which  have  come  to  his  hands,  said  trustee  oi  the  jury 
fund  shall  institute  suit  therefor  immediately  against  such 
defaulting  officer  and  his  securities,  or  against  the  officer 
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alone,  in  case  he  has  no  securities,  for  the  cost  or  valae  of 
the  books  so  failing  to  be  delivered;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  attorney  for  the  county  to  prosecute  and 
attend  to  the  suit  for  the  State ;  and  the  money  recovered 
shall  form  a  part  of  the  jury  fund  in  the  hands  of  said 
trustee,  when  collected,  and  be  so  reported  and  accounted 
for. 

$  6.  The  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  draw  his  war- 
rant upon  the  Treasury,  in  favor  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
for  such  amounts,  from  time  to  time,  as  be  shall  certify  is 
needful  to  pay  for  any  books  he  may  buy  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid :  Provided^

CHAPTER  1237. 

AN  ACT  to  amead  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Somerset. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonvwalth       1869.

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Somerset  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  that  the  trustees  of  said 
town  shall  have  the  right  to  tax  retail  dealers  in  liquors, 
as  a  licenise  fee,  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  for  the  privilege  of  retail- 
ing spirituous  liquors  within  said  town. 

§  2.  That  the  police  judge  of  said  town  shall  have  au- 
thority to  try  and  decide,  without  the  intervention  of  a 
jury,  all  cases  of  alleged  drunkenness,  breach  of  the  peace, 
or  disorderly  conduct  committed  within  the  limits  of  said 
town. 

§  3.  That  upon  the  finding  of  any  person  or  persons 
guilty  of  either  of  the  above  offenses,  he  or  they  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  lesa  than  three  nor  more  than  fifteen 
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1869.       dollars,  upon  which  jadgment  a  capias  pro  fine  may  iasae 
instanter. 

§  4.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

Financial  Corporation." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Western  Financial  Corporation,"  approved  10th  Febru- 
ary, 1865,  be,  and  the  Bame  is  hereby,  amended  so  that 
the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  be  lesa 
than  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($800,000),  with  the 
privilege  to  increase  the  same  to  five  millions  of  dollars 
($5,000,000),  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
($100)  each;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  reduce  the  present 
capital  stock  of  one  million  dollars  to  eight  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  to  replace  the  present  shares  of  stock  for 
five  hundred  dollars  each  by  issuing  to  the  holders  thereof 
shares  for  one  hundred  dollars  each  for  their  proportions 
of  the  reduced  capital  stock;  and  no  person  shall  at  any 
time  be  president  or  director  in  said  corporation  who  does 
not  own  at  least  ten  shares  of  said  reduced  capital  stock. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  it  is  accepted  by 
a  vote  of  at  least  three  fourths  in  value  of  the  present 
capital  stock  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders.

taxable  property  in  said  district  in  any  one  year,  for  school 
purposes. 

§  2.  The  election  and  other  proceedings  under  this  act 
shall  be  governed  by  said  act  approved  March  2,  1865. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1244.

much  land  as  may  be  necessary  to  construct,  complete, 

and  operate  said  railroad  and  its  appendages;  and  if  said 

Howrichtof  Company  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  said 

Sned.*^^*'"^*  ^^^^  taken  as  aforesaid,  application  may  be  made  to  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  may 
be  situated,  who,  thereupon,  shall  issue  his  warrant,  di- 
rected to  the  sheriff  of  his  county,  requiring  him  to  sum- 
mon a  jury  of  twenty  (20)  bona  Jide  house-keepers,  not 
related  or  in  anywise  interested,  to  meet  on  the  land,  or 
as  near  it  as  is  practicable,  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named 
in  said  warrant  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty

shall  act  as  the  jury  of  inquest  of  damages,  after  having 
been  sworn  by  the  sheriff  justly  and  impartially  to  fix  the 
damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  shall  sustain  by  the 
use  and  occupation  of  the  land  required  by  the  company. 
In  estimating  the  damages,  the  jury  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration the  benefits  resulting  to  the  owner  from  con- 
ducting said  road  through  the  lands  of  said  owner,  but 
'  only  in  the  extinguishment  of  damages.  The  jury  shall 
reduce  thetr  verdict  to  writing,  and  sign  the  same,  and  it 
shall  be  returned  by  the  sheriff  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court  for  said  county,  who  shall  docket  the  same  as  other 
suits,  giving  it  the  precedency  of  all  civil  business;  and, 
upon  the  call  of  the  docket,  the  court  shall  enter  an  order 
confirming  the  said  in.quisition,  unless  defense  be  made 
and  suflicient  cause  be  shown  against  it ;  and  when  so 
confirmed,  the  clerk  shall  enter  it  of  record,  at  the  expense 
of  the  company;  but  if  set  aside,  the  court  may  direct 
another  inquisition  to  be  taken  in  the  same  manner;  such 
inqusition  shall  describe  the  hounds  of  the  land  taken,  and 
the  extent  and  duration  of  the  interest  in  the  same;  and 
such  damages,  when  tendered  or  paid  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  said  land,  or  his,  or  her,  or  their  agent  or  legal 
representative,  or  to  the  clerk  of  said  court  for  the  use  of 
any  such  owner,  when  he,  she,  or  they  may  refuse  to  re- 
ceive the  same,  or  reside  out  of  the  county,  shall,  ipso 
facio^  vest  in  the  company  the  right  to  the  land,  or  to  the 
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use  of  the  same,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  fully  as  if      1869. 
the  same  had  been  acquired  by  valid  conveyance. 

§2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  Capiui  stock, 
iTiiilion  of  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  by  said  com- 
pany to  any  sum  not  exceeding  three  millions  of  dollars, 
"which  may  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  which  shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  may 
be  issued  and  transferred  in  such  manner  as  the  board  of 
directors  may  prescribe.  ^ 

§  3.  The  aflfairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  a  WbotomAnaffo 
board  of  seven  directors,  which  may  be  increased  to  any  Janj'ifirStbiSSi 
number   not  exceeding  thirteen;    and  William    J.  Allen,  ofdJrector8.&o. 
H.  Watson  Webb,  William  H.  Green,  Samuel  Stoats  Tay- 
lor, Daniel  Bodkin,  Thomas  H.  Richardson,  and  William 
White,  are  hereby  appointed    the  first    board,  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  shall  be   elected     * 
and  qualified,  in  such  manner  as  may  be   prescribed   by 
the  by-laws  of  said  company ;   said  board  shall  have  the 
power  of  electing   one  of   their  number   president,  and 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws. 

§  4.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  unite  its  rail-  May  unite  with 
road  with  any  other  railroad  now  constructed,  or  which  ^^  ®"°*  *' 
may  hereafter  be  constructed,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
mutually  agreed  upon  between  the  companies  so  connect- 
ing;  and,  from  time  to   time,   to   borrow  such   sums  of      Mayboirow 
money   as   may  be   necessary   for   the   purposes  of  said  ™°'**^' 
company,  and  at  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  ten 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  to  issue  and  dispose  of  their 
bonds  in  denominations  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  any  amount  so  borrowed ;  and  to  mortgage  their 
corporate  property,  real  or  personal,  and  their  franchise, 
or  convey  the  same  by  deed  of  trust  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  any  money  so  borrowed,  or   any  other  debt  of 
said  company. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

County.

repealed;  and  the  act,  entitled  *' An  act  for  the  benefit  of

declared  to  be  in  full  force.

CHAPTER  1249. 

AN  ACT  for  the  bene^t  of  the  Frankfurt  City  School. 

Whereas,  The  board  of  councilmen  of  the  city  of 
Frankfort  did,  on  the  4th  day  of  December,  1868,  adopt 
and  pass  the  following  ordinance,  to- wit: 

"Z^tf  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Councilmen  of  the  City  of 
Frankfort,  That,  in  order  to  raise  the  money  necessary  to 
the  completion  of  the  city  school  building,  and  furnishing 
the  same,  and  to  meet  the  outstanding  liabilities  of  the 
commissioners  thereof,  as  w^ell  as  to  provide  means  for 
the  employment  of  a  sufficient  corps  of  teachers,  the 
mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to 
issue  twenty-five  bonds  of  the  city,  of  the  denomination 
of  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dollars  each,  with  coupons  at- 
tached, for  the  payment  of  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  to-wit:  On  the 
first  day  of  January  and  July,  at  the  Bank  of  America, 
New  York,  said  bonds  to  be  payable  twenty  years  after 
date  at  said  Bank  of  America,  New  York.  The  bonds  to 
be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk, 
with  the  corporate  seal  of  the  city  attached,  and  the 
coupons  to  be  signed  by  the  clerk ;  which  said  bonds,  so 
issued  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  delivered  by  the  mayor  to 
said  school  trustees,  who  may  put  them  upon  the  market, 
and  from  the  sale  thereof  realize  said  funds  necessary  as 
aforesaid :  Provided,  That  said  bonds  shall  not  be  sold  for 
a  sum  less  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each 
bond." 

Which  said  ordinance  was,  on  Saturday,  the  2d  day  of 
January,  instant,  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
city  of  Frankfort  for  ratification  or  rejection,  after  due 
notice ;  and  whereas,  the  vote  thereon  was  two  hundred 
and  eight  for  and  eighteen  against  said  ordinance ;  and 
whereas,  the  board  of  councilmen  of  the  said  city,  by  res- 
olution, have  asked  the  passage  of  an  act  authorizing  the 
issual  of  the  bonds  of  the  city  as  provided  in  said  ordi- 
nance ;  therefpre. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweahlt 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Frankfort  and  the

authorized,  empowered,  and  directed  to  issue  the  bonds 

of  £aid  city  for  the  purposes  specified  in  said  ordinance,

legalized  and  confirmed. 

§  2.  That  the  board  of  councilmen  of  the  said  city  of    shaii  levy  tax 
Frankfort  shall,  from  year  to  year,  levy  upon  the  taxable  ^\  ™n|*'priiolI 
property  in  said  city  and  collect  an  additional  tax  suffi-  paiot  bonds. 
cient  to  pajr  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  to  redeem 
and  pay  off  the  same  when  they  shall  become  due,  which 
said  taxes,  as  levied  and  collected,  shall  be  kept  separate 
and  apart  from  the  other  revenues  of  said  city,  and  shall 
not  be  expended  for  any  other  purpose  than  the  payment 
of  the  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  councilmen        May  ereato 
aforesaid  to  create  a  separate  fund  of  the  revenues  of  sc^o'^i  f»»<*- 
the  city,  to  be  denominated  the  "School  Fund,"  which 
shall  embrace  all   taxes  and   moneys  collected   and  re- 
ceived for  school  purposes,  as  well  as  all  moneys  arising 
from  levies  to  pay  the  interest  or  principal  of  the  school 
bonds;    and  they  may  require  the  clerk,  treasurer,  and  *  Accounu  u 
tax  collectors  to  keep  separate  accounts  and  make  sepa-  ratel'*^'  **'''* 
rate  reports  and  returns  of  all  moneys  which  belong  to 
the  school  fund,  which  shall  not  be  appropriated  to  any 
other  than  the  purposes  of  the  city  school,  as  provided  by 
law:  Provided.  That  the  moneys  of  the  school  fund  shall      Moneys  of  to 
be  divided  into  moneys  for  the  support  of  the  city  school   **®  ®^"*'*'*^* 
and  moneys  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal 
of  the  debt  of  the  city  created  for  school  purposes   as 
hereinbefore  provided,  each  division  of  the  fund  to  be 
appropriated  exclusively  for  the  purpose  specified.     Any 
accumulation  of  surplus  money  in  either  division  of  the 
fund  may  be  invested  in  safe  and  remunerative  securities 
by  the  board  of  councilmen. 

§4.  All  taxes  authorized  to  be  levied  and  collected  by  ^  ♦h'^'^^'S 
this  act,  or  any  act  heretofore  passed  within  the.  city  of  Frankfori.^ 
Frankfort  for  school  purposes,  shall  be  assessed,  levied, 
and  collected  alike  upon  the  property  and  residents  of 
North  and  South  Frankfort. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1250. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Mayslick  and  Sardis  Turnpike  Road. 

Be  It  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ijie  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  persons  hereinafter  named  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  authorized  and  permitted  to  work  out  the  road 
tax  imposed  upon  them  by  the  road  law  of  Mason  county 
on  the  Mayslick  and  Sardis  turnpike  road,  instead  of  on 
the  roads  to  which  they  are  now  allotted,  at  any  point  on 
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1869.  ^^'^  Mayslick  and  Sardis  turnpike  road  which  may  be 
desig^nated  by  the  president  of  said  road:  Provided^  They 
shall  have  reasonable  notice  given  them  by  the  president 
of  said  road  of  the  time  and  place  where  and  when  said 
work  ia  required  to  he  done.  The  names  of  those  referred 
to  are  as  follows:  William  P.  Clark,  Henry  Cracroft,  Dil. 
Watson,  Isaac  Dye,  Washington  Prather,  Michael  Roney, 
Thomas  Y.  Johnson,  H.  F.  and  A.  M.  Hawkins,  James  M. 
Piper,  David  RaymonJ,  the  heirs  of  Thomas  Raymond, 
deceased,  Mrs.  Virginia  Triplett,  Silas  A.  Cleft,  John  S. 
Mitchell,  Benjamin  Longnecker,  John  Longnecker,  Mrs. 
Julia  Longnecker,  and  all  persons  now  living  upon  the 
lands  of  the  above  named  persons,  or  those  who  may 
hereafter  live  upon  them;  and  upon  the  failure  of  the 
above  named  persons,  or  any  of  them,  to  work  out  their 
tax  after  having  been  duly  notified  by  the  president  of  the 
time  and  place  where  the  work  is  required  to  be  done,  the 
•president  of  said  road  shall  sue  for  and  collect  the  same, 
and  shall  appropriate  it  to  the  completion  or  repairs  of 
said  turnpike  road. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1251. 

AX  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Orangeburg  and  Tollsboro  Tarnplke  Road  Com- 
pany, in  Mason  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  a  body  corporate  be,  and  is  hereby,  created, 
and  authorized  to  be  formed  and  organized,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Orangeburg  and  Tollsboro  turn- 
pike road  cdmpany,  in  Mason  county ;  and  under  that 
name  and  style  it  shall  have  perpetual  succession  ;  may 
have  .a  common  seal;  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  2.  The  object  and  business  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  to  construct,  keep  up,  and  maintain  a  turnpike  road, 
commencing  in  Orangeburg,  Mason  county,  and  running 
so  as  to  intersect  the  Vanceburg,  Tollsboro,  and  Mays- 
vilie  turnpike  road  at  the  Mason  and  Lewis  county  line, 
near  the  house  of  Lewis  Telle. 

§  3.  The  capital  ^tock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each. 

§  4.  Wm.  D.  Coryell,  R.  P.  ToUe,  M.  B.  Telle,  Marshall 
Stubblefield,  Samuel  Lyons,  and  Robt.  L.  Cooper,  com- 
missionersy   having   already  secured   a  large  amount  of 
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stock  subscribed  and  made  payable  to  them  for  the  pur-  1869. 
pose  of  constructing  said  road,  and  said  road  being  all 
under  contract,  and  a  large  amount  of  work  done  on 
same,  it  is  now  declared  that  all  subscriptions  of  stock 
to  said  road,  and  all  acts,  contracts,  &c.,  of  whatsoever 
kind,  relating  to  said  road,  are  hereby  made  valid  and 
binding  on  all  parties  interested. 

§  5.  The  commissioners  before  named,  or  those  of  them 
who  may  act  as  such,  shall  give  ten  days'  notice  to  the 
subscribers  of  stock,  by  written  notices  posted  up  at  three 
or  more  public  places  in  the  vicinity  of  said  road,  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  an  election  for  officers  of  said 
company,  which  shall  consist  of  a  president  and  five 
directors ;  no  one  but  a  stockholder  being  eligible  to 
office.  Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  share  of  stock  owned  by  him,  which  may  be 
cast  in  person  or  by  proxy.  Th^  first  election  shall  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  commissioners,  or  those  act- 
ing. The  president  and  directors  shall  each  take  an  oath 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  which  shall  be 
certified  by  the  officer  administering  same,  and  filed  with 
the  papers  of  the  company ;  and  said  officers  shall  serve 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  After  the 
first  election,  the  regular  annual  election  for  officers  shall 
be  on  the  first  Saturday  of  January  in  each  year.  If  any 
vacancy  occur  before  the  regular  election,  the  remainder 
of  the  directors  may  fill  said  vacancy. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors  may  continue  to  receive 
Bubscriptions  of  stock  until  a  sufficient  amount  shall  be 
raised  for  the  completion  of  said  road.  They  may,  at 
any  time,  build  a  branch  road,  beginning  near  the  house 
of  Mrs.  Lucy  Dickson,  and  running  to  Phillips'  creek; 
thence  to  or  in  the  direction  of  Esculapia  Springs.  So 
soon  as  one  mile  of  said  branch  road  is  completed,  toll 
may  be  collected,  at  the  usual  rates,  for  that  distance,  on 
all  travel  which  passes  through  the  gate  on  the  main  road; 
and  so  soon  as  two  and  a.  half  miles  of  said  branch  road 
shall  be  finished,  the  president  and  directors  may  erect  a 
toll-gate  house,  and  charge  toll  for  all  travel  in  proportion 
to  distance  traveled.  The  charges  for  toll  on  the  main 
road  and  its  branch  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  laws 
of  this  State  regulating  tolls  on  turnpike  roads. 

§  7.  The  said  company  may  receive  releases  of  right  of 
way  for  said  road,  and  ground  for  toll- houses  and  rock 
quarries,  by  consent  or  purchase;  and  if  they  deem  it 
necessary,  may,  by  proceedings  instituted  in  conformity 
with  the  laws  of  this  State  on  the  subject  of  turnpikes  and 
plank  roads,  condemn  land  for  right  of  way  for  said  road, 
for  toll-houses  and  rock  quarries;  just  compensation  being 
first  paid  to  the  owners  thereof,  to  be  assessed  by  a  jury 
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1869.  empanneled  for  such  purpose,  according  to  law  as  afore- 
said. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  may  appoint  a  secre- 
tary and  treasurer,  and  prescribe  their  duties,  fix  their 
compensation,  and  mpy  remove  them  at  pleasure;  said 
secretary  and  treasurer  shall  take  an  oath,  and  give  bond 
and  good  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties;  a  certificate  of  said  oath  and  the  bond  ^hall  be 
filed  with  the  papers  of  said  company;  they  may  appoint 
a  superintendent  or  agent  to  superintend  the  construction 
of  said  road  and  its  maintenance  afterwards;  also,  gate- 
keepers, and  such  other  employes  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary. 

§  9.  Said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
pass  any  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  their  own 
government,  and  the  government  and  conduct  of  said 
company,  its  officers  and  affairs,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State. 

§  10.  The  said  turnpike  road  shall  be  not  less  than 
thirty  feet,  nor  more  than  forty  feet  wide;  and  any  person 
who  shall  unlawfully  obstruct  said  road  shall  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars, 
recoverable  as  other  fines  are  recoverable  by  law,  and  be 
for  the  use  of  said  company  when  collected;  said  presi- 
dent and  directors  may  pass  by-laws  fixing  fines  for  a 
failure  to  pay  toll,  or  for  tlw  evasion  of  toll  on  said  road, 
which  may  be  recovered  as  other  fines  of  similar  amount 
are  recovered  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and 
be  for  the  use  of  said  company. 

§  11.  The  president  and  directors  shall  prescribe  in 
what  installments  the  subscriptions  of  stock  shall  be  paid; 
and  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  to  pay  his  amount  of 
stock  so  called  for,  for  thirty  days  after  the  same  is  due, 
the  president  may  proceed  to  enforce  the  collection  of  the 
same  by  law  as  other  debts  are  collected  in  the  courts 
having  jurisdiction  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth; 
and  should  any  stockholder  tail  or  refuse  to  pay  the 
amount  called,  for  three  successive  calls,  then  his  or  her 
stock  may  be  forfeited  at  the  option  of  the  said  president 
and  directors;  and  all  amounts  remaining  unpaid  shall  be 
collected  as  similar  amounts  are  collected  under  the  laws 
of  this  State,  and  be  for  the  use  of  said  company. 

§  12.  The  president  and  directors  may  borrow  money 
for  the  use  of  said  company,  not  to  exceed  five  thousand 
dollars,  and  give  personal  security  therefor,  or  a  mortgage 
on  said  road  and  its  franchises,  which  may  be  enforced 
and  foreclosed. 

$13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  aathorize  the  Hancock  Coanty  Gonrt  to  approprinte  the  excess 
of  County  Levy,  for  the  year  1867,  to  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  the 
Court-house  Fund  for  the  year  1868. 

Whcreas,  The  **Court-house  Fund,"  levied  for  the  year 
1868,  by  the  Hancock  county  court,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  ''An  act  to  authorize  the  county  court 
of  Hancock  to  impose  additional  taxes,  and  execute  bonds 
to  erect  public  buildings  in  said  county,"  approved  Janu- 
ary 30th,  1867,  is  ascertained  to  be  insufficient,  by  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  and  fifty- three  dollars  and  fifty  cents^  for 
the  payment  of  court-house  bonds  issued  in  pursuance  of 
said  act,  and  payable  1st  November,  1868;  and  whereas. 
The  excess  of  five  hundred  and  eleven  dollars,  county 
levy  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  Hancock  for  the  year  1867, 
and  appropriated  by  the  Hancock  county  court  for  the 
purpose  of  repairing  the  county  jail,  on  condition  that 
certain  commissioners,  appointed  for  such  purpose  by  said 
court,  deemed  it  expedient,  remains  unappropriated  and 
unexpended,  in  consequence  of  said  commissioners  having 
reported  such  expenditure  inexpedient;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  judge  of  the  Hancock  county  court  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed,  at  any  regular 
or  special  term  of  said  court,  held  as  soon  as  may  be  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  to  appropriate  the  aforesaid  sum 
of  five  hundred  and  eleven  dollars,  or  any  excess  (over 
and  above  the  payment  of  county  indebtedness)  that  may 
or  should  have  been  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  Hancock 
for  the  year  1867,  to  and  for  the  payment  of  court-house 
bonds,  payable  1st  of  November,  1868,  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  aforesaid.

Vanceburg,  Quick's  Run,  and  Concord  turnpike  road;  the 
taxes  accrued  on  said  property,  up  to  the  close  of  1868, 
shall,  however,  be  paid  and  collected. 

§  2.  That  the  tax  of  one  dollar  on  the  one  hundred  dol- 
lars' worth  of  property,  shall  hereafter  be  on  all  property 
and  money  subject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue,  situated, 
owned,  or  found  within  the  prescribed  distance  on  Salt 
Lick  creek;  and  said  tax  shall  continue  to  be  levied  and 
collected  until  said  Vanceburg,  Salt  Lick,  Tollsboro,  and 
Maysville  turnpike  shall  be  completed  to  the  divide  be- 
tween Salt  Lick  and  Cabin  creek,  near  Hervie's  shop,  and 
paid  for ;  and  then  said  local  tax  on  Salt  Lick  shall  cease 
and  be  no  longer  assessed,  levied,  or  collected. 

§  3.  That  the  tax  of  one  dollar  on  the  one  hundred  dol- 
lars' worth  of  property  on  each  side  of  said  road  (alter  the 
same  passes  the  head  waters  of  Salt  Lick  creek),  shall 
continue  to  be  assessed,  levied,  and  collected  on  all  prop- 
erty within  one  mile  of  said  road  on  each  side  of  the  same, 
from  the  head  waters  of  Salt  Lick  to  the  Mason  county 
line,  where  said  road  crosses  said  line ;  and  on  the  second 
mile  the  tax  shall,  from  the  beginning  of  1869,  be  only 
fifty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property. 
The  tax  collected  on  the  property  subject  to  this  local  tax, 
along  the  line  of  said  road,  from  the  head  waters  of  Salt 
Lick  to  where  said  road  crosses  Cabin  creek,  shall  be  ex- 
pended in  building  the  road  between  those  two  points ; 
and  when  said  road  is  finished  and  paid  for  between  said 
points,  said  local  tax,  from  head  of  Salt  Lick  to  Cabin 
creek,  shall  cease ;  in  no  event  shall  said  local  tax  be 
collected  on  property  beyond  the  dividing  ridge,  between 
Cabin  creek  and  the  Esculapia  Fork  of  Salt  Lick  creek, 
as  the  property  on  the  Salt  Lick  side  of  said  ridge  is  sub- 
ject to  a  local  tax  to  build  the  pike  leading  up  said  Escu- 
lapia Fork  of  Salt  Lick.  That  when  the  said  road  is 
finished  and  paid  for,  from  the  line  between  Mason  and 
Lewis  county  to  where  said  road  crosses  Cabin  creek,  and 
a  bridge  built  across  said  creek,  and  also  paid  for,  then  the 
local  tax  on  property,  on  each  side  of  said  road,  from  the 
Mason  county  line  to  Cabin  creek,  shall  cease ;  but  if  any 
part  of  the  money  collected  on  property  east  of  Cabin 
creek  shall  have  been  expended  on  that  part  of  the  road 
west  of  said  creek,  then  the  tax-pa3'ers  subject  to  said  tax 
shall  make  up  said  sums,  it  being  the  intention  to  expend 
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the  tax  collected  in  each  section  aforesaid  in  said  section,       1369. 
and  on  that  part  of  the  road  ;  and  the  sheriff  in  collecting; 
the  taxes,  and  the  company  in  expending;  the  money,  shall 
be  governed  by  these  principles,  and  collect  and  apply  the 
money  accordingly, 

§  4.  That  persons  who  pay,  or  have  paid  said  local  tax, 
and   are  stockholders    in  said  company,  by   having  sub- 
scribed to  the  capital  stock  of  said   company,  shall   have 
a  credit  on   their  stock  subscriptions  for  the   amount  of 
their  tax   paid ;  or,  if  they  have  paid  their  calls  on  their 
stock  and  not  their  tax,  then  the  tax  shall  not  be  collected 
.from  them  until  the. taxes  paid  by  the  tax-payer,  who 
owns  no  stock,  or  less  stock  in  proportion  to  his  property 
taxed,  shall  have  paid   an  equal   sum  according  to   the 
value  of  hid  property,  money,  &c.,  subject  to  tax  for  State 
revenue,  and  who  is  taxed  under  this  amendment,  or  the 
original  act,  or  any  amendment  thereto,  it  being  the  inten- 
tion of  this  act  to  equalize  the  tax  and  burthens  of  build- 
ing said  road  as  near  as  possible;  and  the  company,  in 
collecting  said  tax,  shall  hereafter  levy  a^nd  collect  it  upon 
all  property  and  money  subject  to  tax  for  State  revenue, 
within  the  prescribed  distance  and  districts,  for  the  length 
of  time  prescribed  in  this  act,  and  according  to  the  prin- 
ciples set  forth  in  this  act.     The  taxes  due  up  to  the  close 
of  1868  shall  be  collected  and  paid  according  to  the  law 
as  it  stood  before  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  proceedings  of  the  county  court  for  the 
county  of  Nelson,  at  the  October  term,  186S,  of  said  court, 
in  fixing  the  county  levy  at  more  than  two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  legalized;  and  the  sheriff 
of  said  county  is  required  to  collect  said  levy  as  fixed  by 
said  court  at  said  term.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Duller  County, 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KerUucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Butler  county  be,  and  is 
hereby,  authorized  to  issue  county  bonds  to  the  amount 
one  thousand  dollars,  due  in  three  years  from  date,  bear- 
ing six  per  cent,  interest,  payable  annually ;  said  bonds 
to  be  of  such  amount  or  denominati()n  as  the  court  may 
see  proper  to  issue,  and  shall  be  in  substance  as  follows : 
Three  years  alter  date,  the  county  of  Butler  promises  to 

pay  the  bearer  or  holder dollars,  with  interest  thereon 

at  the  rate  of  six  per  ctent.  per  annum,  payable  annually, 
which  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  county  judge  and  at- 
tested by  the  clerk,  and  bear  the  seal  of  the  court,  and 
may  be  sold  at  not  less  than  ninety  cents  on  the  dollar. 
That  the  county  judge  shall  make  sale  of  the  bonds,  and 
be  responsible  on  his  ofiicial  bond  for  the  money,  and 
apply  the  same  to  the  payment  of  the  county  claims 
now  due,  and  make  report  to  the  next  annual  court  of 
claims  of  his  proceedings  under  this  act.  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  court  of  claims  to  make  provision  for 
the  payment  of  said  bonds,  and  to  enable  them  to  do  so,

^  2.  That  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  and  collect 
an  ad  valorem  tax,  not  to  exceed  twenty  cents  upon  each 
one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  in  said  county,  for 
the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  fir^t  section  of  this  act. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and  to  re- 
main in  force  for  two  years.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Rumsey  to  sell  the  Pub- 
lic Grounds  in  said  Town. 

*  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Rumsey,  in  the 
county  of  McLean,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
and  empowered  to  sell  and  convey  any  of  the  public 
lands  or  ground  belonging  to  said  corporation,  and  lying 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town;  the  proceeds  to 
be  appropriated  to  the  improvement  of  said  town,  in  such 
manner  as  the  trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  direct. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

of  paying  and  discharging  the  debts  of  the  county,  and 
for  the  building  of  bridges  and  such  other  public  improve- 
ments as  the  said  court  may,  from  time  to  time,  order. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and 
shall  continue  in  force  for  five  vears.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  John  W.  Howard,  of  Ballard  County.

§  1.  That  John  W.  Howard,  of  Ballard  county,  is  here- 
by authorized  to  transact  business  in  his  own  name  and 
for  his  own  benefit;  and  all  his  acts  shall  be  binding,  and 
he  shall  be  responsible  to  the  same  extent  in  law  as 
though  he  was  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Snnford  M.  Collins,  of  Maiion  County. 

Whereas,  The  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth,  having 
received  information  on  which  he  relied  that  Wm.  Brook- 
over,  a  felon  convicted  in  the  Mason  circuit  court,  but  who 
had  escaped  from  jail  after  the  judgment  of  conviction 
was  affirmed  by  the  court  of  appeals,  was  in  the  northern 
part  of  Ohio,  in  the  town  of  Findlay,  did  commission  San« 
ford  M.  Collins,  of  Mason  county,  to  proceed  to  Ohio  and 
demand,  arrest,  and  receive  said  felon,  and  bring  him  back 
to  Kentucky,  to  be  confined  in  the  Penitentiary  under  the 
said  judgment  of  conviction  ;  and  whereas,  said  Collins 
did,  under  said  commission  of  the  Governor,  in  good  faith 
proceed,  with  a  proper  assistant,  to  the  northern  part  of 
Ohio  for  said  felon,  and  resorted  to  diligent  efforts  to  dit^- 
cover  and  arrest  him;  and  whereas,  it  turned  out  that  the 
information  on  which  the  Governor  relied  was  gotten  up 
by  the  friends  of  the  felon  for  purposes  of  deception,  in 
order  to  enable  said  felon  to  escape  detection  and  recap- 
ture; but  said  Collins,  having  acted  in  good  faith  under 
said  commission  as  the  agent  of  the  State  in  said  matter, 
and  having  necessarily  expended  in  said  business  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  ninety-three  dollars  and  thirty-eight 
cents,  it  is  deemed  just  that  the  State  should  reimburse 
him  for  said  expenses;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KentVjcky: 

§  1.  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-three  dol- 
lars and  thirty-eight  cents  be,  and  hereby  is,  allowed  and 
ordered  to  be  paid  to  said  Sanford  M.  Collins  for  the 
money  so  necessarily  expended  by  him  in  said  business; 
and  the  Auditor  is  hereby  ordered  to  draw  his  warrant  on 
the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  said  Collins  for  said  sum  of  one 
hundred  and   ninety-three  dollars  and  thirty-eight  cents. 
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1869.       paytible  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate   a  Turnpike  Road  Company  to  construct  a  road 
from  Pleasant  Hill  to  the  Boyle  County  Line. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tfie  CommonwealUi 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Mer- 
cer county,  a  majority  of  all  justices  of  the  peace  concur- 
ring, to  form  a  company  to  construct  a  turnpike  road  from 
Pleasant  Hill  to  the  Boyle  county  line,  in  the  direction  of 
Danville. 

§2.  That  said  court  shall  appoint  five  commissioners  to 
locate  said  turnpike  road.  When  said  company  shall  be 
fully  organized,  a  majority  of  the  stock  subscribed  by  in- 
dividuals and  the  amount  by  the  county  court  shall  govern 
in  said  location. 

^  3.  That  said  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  deter- 
mine the  width  of  road,  also  the  width  and  depth  of  stone, 
as  well  as  the  degree  of  elevation  ol*  said  road. 

§  4.  That  said  commissioners  shall  possess  all  the  pow- 
ers granted  similar  companies  found  in  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes, in  acquiring  right  of  way,  earth,  rock,  timber,  or 
other  materiaLn,  out  of  which  to  build  said  road,  also  land 
on  which  to  erect  a  toll-house  and  gate,  not  exceeding  in 
quantity  five  acres.  They  ^all  have  power  to  appoint  a 
gate- keeper  or  keepers,  and  do  all  other  things  chat  a 
body-politic  can  or  may  lawfully  do. 

^  5.  That  said  commissioners  shall  continue  in  office 
one  year  and  until  others  are  elected  by  the  stockholders 
and  by  the  stock  held  by  the  county.

AN  ACT  to  extend  the  charter  of  the  Blandville  and  Cairo  Grarel   Road 

Companj  to  Mayfield,  in  Graves  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CammontDealth 
of  Kentucky  :^ 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Blandville  and  Cairo  Gravel 
Road  Company  be  extended  to  Mayfield,  in  Graves  coun- 
ty; and  said  company  is  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers 
to  construct  or  extend  the  road  from  Blandville  to  May- 
field,  in  Graves  county,  that  is  granted  or  given  them  in 
the  original  charter  to  construct  and  build  the  road  from 
Blandville  to  Cairo. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1274. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  City  of  Frankfort. 

Whereas,  The  board  of  councilmen  of  the  city  of 
Preamble.  Frankfort  have  entered  into  a  contract  vi^ith  John  Ualy, 
in  effect,  that  if  he  would  construct,  finish,  furnish,  and 
complete  a  building  on  Montgomery  street,  in  the  city  of 
Frankfort,  known  and  called  "Major  Hall,"  that  the  city, 
in  its  corporate  capacity,  would,  by  soliciting  private  sub- 
scriptions, and  by  the'  city's  own  subscription  and  credit, 
make  a  loan  to  the  said  John  Haly  of  two  thirds  of  the 
cost  of  constructing  said  building,  and  of  furnishing  the 
concert  hall  in  said  building,  not  exceeding  in  all  forty 
thousand  dollars;  and  whereas,  private  individuals  have 
subscribed  to  said  loan  a  part  of  the  amount  thereof,  and 
the  city  itself  has  subscribed  to  said  loan  the  balance 
not  subscribed  by  individuals — say  the  sum  of  seventeen 
thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars — and  has 
taken  a  mortgage  upon  said  building  and  the  lot  of 
ground  on  which  it  is  erected,  and  ail  th6  furniture  and 
•  fixtures  therein  or  pertaining  thereto,  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  the  money  so  subscribed  by  individuals  and  by 
the  city  in  its  corporate  capacity;  the  said  mortgage 
having  been  made  to  the  said  city  council  in  trust  for 
the  individual  subscribers,  and  intended  to  secure  the 
payment  of  the  whole  sum  so  loaned  by  individuals,  as 
well  as  by  the  city  in  its  corporate  capacity,  as  will  more 
fully  appear  from  said  mortgage  on  record  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  Franklin  county  court;  and  whereas,  the 
said  city  council,  in  order  to  raise  the  amount  so  agreed 
to  be  subscribed  to  said  loan  on  the  part  of  the  city,  has 
been  compelled  to  borrow  money,  and,  in  some  instances, 
'  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  loans  made  by  private  indi- 
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viduals,  and  will  have  to  resort  to  similar  expedients  to  1 869 
raise  other  sums  for  the  same  purpose,  and,  in  some 
instances,  has  agreed  to  pay  intere.it  at  the  rate  of  ten 
per  centum  per  annum;  and  whereas,  doubts  are  enter- 
tained of  the  authority  of  the  board  of  city  council  afore- 
said to  enter  into  the  contract  with  said  Haly  as  above 
stated,  and  to  borrow  money,  and  to  become  guarantors 
to  others  so  lending  money  as  above  stated ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tJie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentvcky: 

§  1.  That  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  council  of         Action  of 
the  city  of  Frankfort,  in  the   matter  referred  to  in  the  u^'^^nd*^^- 
preamble  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  de-  tr«ujt«  mj  be 
clared  to  be  legal  and  of  full  force  and  effect ;  and  that 
said  board  of  city  council  shall  have  full  authority  and 
power  to  carry  out  the  contract  so  made  with  John  Haly, 
and  all  contracts  made  by  the  said  board  of  council  for 
the  purpose  of  raising  money;  and  such  contracts  as  may 
be  hereafter  made  for  the  same  purpose  shall  be  binding 
in  law  and  in  equity  upon  the  said  city  in  its  corporate 
capacity :  Provided^  That  the  said  city  shall  not  be  re-      interest  mt 
quired  to  pay  interest  upon  any  sum  or  sums  so  borrowed  ^ent?^^  *"^" 
or  guaranteed  at  a  greater  rate  than  ten  per  centum  per 
annum;  and  all  certificates  given  by  the  mayor- of  said    Certifloatea  of 
city,  by  authority  of  the  council,  as  evidAice  of  indebted-  Sl'dt'y.^'''**'"' 
ness  on  the  part  of  the  city  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
shall  be  binding  on  the  city,  and  may  be  assigned  and 
transferred  as  promissory  notes  are   now  authorized  by 
law  to  be  assigned ;  and  the  certificates  given   by  said        Certificatet 
mayor  to  individuals  on  account  of  loans  made  by  them  J^id°nJe'^'**** 
respectively  shall  be  taken  and  held  as  evidence  of  the 
amounts  so  loaned  to  said   Haly  by  them  respectively, 
according  to  the  terms  of  said  mortgage. 

§  '2.  That  said  board  of  councilmen  shall  have  power        Boai-d  may 
to  raise  the  money  necessary  to  pay  and  discharge  the  saV^bJids  *ti 
said  indebtedness  and  liability  incurred  under  said  con-  n*®®^  <^>«^»"»»- 
tract  with  Haly,  when  due,  by  the  levy  and  collection  of  a 
tax  on  the  taxable  property  of  the  city  sufficient  for  that 
purpose,  or  by  the  issual  and  sale  of  the  bonds  of  the 
city,  running  for  any  time  not  exceediirg  twenty  years, 
and  bearing  interest,  payable  semi-annually,  at  any  rate 
not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  per  annum;  and  that  said       Mayenforoo 
board  of  council  may,  by  suit   in   the  Franklin   circuit  HTirSy^suU  *** 
court,  enforce  the  performance  of  said  contract  on  the 
part  of  said  Haly,  and  foreclose  said  mortgage  for  the 
protection  of  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  city  as  well 
as   of  the   individuals  and  corporations  which    have  or 
may  hereafter  lend  or  advance  money  under  the  contract 
aforesaid. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  amend  the  cbarter  of  the 

Mayslick  and  Helena  Turnpike  Road.*' 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
oj  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  5th  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
nmend  the  charter  of  the  Mayslick  and  Helena  turnpike 
road  company,"  approved  February  11th,  1868,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  repeal  that  portion 
which  requires  the  president  and  directors  to  open  said 
road  not  less  than  thirty- two  feet  wide;  but  they  t^hali  be 
vested  with  discretion  to  open  it  any  width  they  may  deem 
best:  Provided,  however ^  It  does  not  exceed  fifty  feet  iti 
width. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1278. 

AN  ACT  to  allow  James  E.  Wright,  late  Clerk  of  the  Logan  Circuit  and 
County  Courts,  farther  time  to  collect  his  Fee  Bills. 

be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:        ^ 

§  1.  That  James  E.  Wright,  late  clerk  'o^  the  Logan 
circuit  and  county  courts,  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  allowed 
the  further  time  of  two  years  to  collect  his  unpaid  fee 
bills  as  clerk  aforesaid  :  Provided,  liowever.  That  he  shall 
be  subject  to  all  the  penalties  now  provided  by  law  for 
illegal  distraint. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1279. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Logan  County  Court  to  increase  the  County  Levy 

for  the  year  1869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
oJ  Kentucky: 

§  1,  That  the  county  court  of  Logan  county,  a  majority 
.of  the  justices  of  said  county  being  present  and  concur- 
'Ting  therein,  be,  and  the  said  court  is  hereby,  authorized 
to  increase  the  poll-tax  heretofore  levied  by  said  court  for 
the  year  1869,  to  the  sum  of  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
on  each  person  in  said  county  subject  by  law  to  pay  a 
poll-tax. 

§  2.  The  levy  hereby  authorized  to  be  increased  may- 
be made  by  said  court  at  any  regular  meeting  thereof  in 
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the  months  of  January,  February,  March,  Aprils  May,  or       1869 
June,  18t)9. 

^  3.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1283. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Trustees  of  M.  E..  Church,  of  Madison vi lie. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  of  the  town  of  Madisonville,  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  sell  and  convey  the  church  house  and  ground 
upon  which  the  same  is  situated,  and  to  sell  and  convey 
the  parsonage  property  belonging  to  said  church,  and  re- 
invest the  proceeds  in  other  property  in  said  town. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1281. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Benoni  Mills,  late  Sheriff  of  Wayne  County. 

Whereas,  Certain  claims  against  the  Treasury  belong- 
ing to  Benoni  Mills,  late  sheriff  of  Wayne  county,  were 
lost  in  transit  to  the  Auditor's  Office  or  otherwise,  and 
others  not  presented  in  proper  time  for  the  Auditor  to 
recognize;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  clerk  of  the  Wayne  circuit  court  have  un- 
til the  first  day  of  July,  1869,  to  draw  oS'  and  certify  to 
the  Auditor  a  complete  list  of  claims  against  the  Treasury 
as  allowed  by  the  circuit  court  of  said  county  during  the 
years  of  1865  and  1866,  and  now  appearing  upon  the 
records  of  said  court;  and  for  any  and  all  of  such  claims, 
not  heretofore  presented,  or  omitted  in  the  clerk's  list  here- 
tofore, the  Auditor  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  his  warrant 
upon  the  Treasurer  therefor,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  That  the  further  time  of  two  years  from  the  first  of 
January,  1869,  is  allowed  said  Benoni  Mills  to  distrain  for 
and  collect  any  unpaid  taxes  or  fee  bills  due  him  during 
his  term  of  office  as  aforesaid,  subject  to  all  the  penalties 
now  prescribed  by  law  for  illegal  distraint. 

§  3.  That  said  sheriff  have  until  the  first  day  of  June, 
1869,  to  return  his  delinquent  lists  for  the  year  1866:  Pro- 
vfdedy  Said  delinquent  lists  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred 
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1869.  ^^^  tweBt}'-six  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents;  and  when  the 
same  are  properly  certified  to  the  Auditor,  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  issue  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  therefor. 

§  4.  That  the  damages  recovered  and  collected  by  the 
Commor^wealth  against  said  sheriff,  amounting  to  four 
hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  forty-two  centn,  be,  and 
are  hereby,  remitted,  except  fifty  dollars  thereof  to  pay 
expenses  of  collection;  and  the  Auditor  is  directed  to  issue 
his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  therefor,  payable  out  of 
any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1282. 

AN  ACT  to* amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  extend  the  charter  of  the 
Louisville  Gas  Cooipanj,"  approved  January  30,  1868. 

Whereas,  The  city  of  Louisville  and  stockholiiers  of 
the  old  Louisville  Gas  Company  have  accepted  the  said 
extended  charter,  and  have  agreed  to  certain  amendments 
thereof,  and  desire  that  they  may  become  a  part  of  said 
extended  charter — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  any  person,  who  may  be  entitled  to  a  frac- 
tional share  of  stock  under  the  provisions  of  section  sec- 
ond (2d)  of  said  extended  charter,  may  have  his  or  her 
election  either  to  take  the  same  in  CHi?h  at  par,  or  have 
issued  a  whole  share  by  paying  the  difference  of  par  value 
of  the  fractional  share  and  a  uhole  one. 

§  2.  That  the  gas  company  shall  be  bound  to  extend  its 
main  pipes  whenever  the  public  and  private  lights  imme- 
diately arising  from  said  extension  will  pay  seven  (7)  per 
cent,  profit  on  the  cost  thereof;  and  so  much  of  the  fifth 
(5th)  section  of  said  extended  charter  as  requires  a  profit 
of  eight  (8)  per  cent,  on  the  cost  of  an  extension  is  hereby 
repealed. 

^  3.  That  the  gas  company  shall  put  lamp-posts,  fix- 
tures, &c.,  along  the  street  mains  as  they  are  extended, 
at  a  distance  apart  of  about  two  hundred  feet,  or  as  near 
that  distance  as  the  dimensions  of  the  squares  may  admit, 
80  as  to  make  an  equal  distribution  of  the  same;  and 
whenever  there  are  street  mains  on  both  sides  of  the 
streets,  the  lights  are  to  be  located  so  as  to  alternate,  pre- 
serving the  same  distance,  namely,  about  two  hundred 
feet  for  the  lamps  on  each  side  of  the  street.  The  gas 
company  ar«  to  keep  the  lamp  in  order,  to  furnish  gas, 
and  light  and  extinguish  the  same,  giving  to  each  light  an 
illuminating  power  of  about  twelve  sperm  candles;  anci 
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tbe  time  of  burning  shall  be  from  the  close  of  twilight  at  1869. 
evening  until  dawn  of  day  in  the  morning,  except  in  clear* 
moonlight  nights,  when  the  light  may  be  dispensed  with; 
and  said  public  lights  shall  be  furnished  to  the  city  at  ac- 
tual cost;  but  in  no  event  to  exceed  thirty-five  ($35)  dol- 
lars per  lamp;  and  the  charge  for  gas  to  private  con- 
sumers shall  be  so  graded  as  that  the  company's  profits 
shall  not  exceed  twelve  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  par 
value  of  the  stock;  ten  (10)  per  cent,  of  which  may  he 
drawn  by  the  stockholders,  in  semi-annual  dividends,  and 
tbe  other  two  per  cent,  to  be  laid  out  for  extensions,  and 
not  to  be  capitalized,  except  at  the  end  of  every  five  years. 
Section  seven  (7)  of  said  extended  charter  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

§  4.  That  the  stock  and  other  interest  the  city  has,  or 
may  have,  in  the  gas  works,  shall  not  be  disposed  ot  ;  but 
the  dividends  arising  therefrom  shall,  as  far  as  necessary, 
be  applied  to  paying  for  the  public  lights  of  the  city;  and 
all  investments  of  unused  dividends  belonging  to  the  city 
shall  be  made  by  the  directors  of  the  gas  company,  as 
trustee,  with  the  concurrence  and  advice  of  the  city  coun- 
cil, and  held  as  a  permanent  trust  during  the  continuation 
of  this  charter. 

§  5.  That  said  gas  company  shall  have  the  exclusive 
privilege  of  erecting  and  establishing  gas-works  in  the 
city  of  Louisville  during  the  continuation  of  this  charter, 
and  of  vending  coal  gas-lights  and  supplying  the  city  and 
citizens  with  gas  by  means  of  public  works:  Provided^ 
however^  This  shall  not  interfere  with  the  right  of  any  one 
to  erect,  or  pause  to  be  erected,  gas-works  on  their  own 
premises,  for  supplying  themselves  with  light. 

§  6.  That  no  alteration  or  amendment  to  the  charter  of 
the  gas  company  shall  be  made  without  the  concurrence 
of  the  city  council  and  the  directors  of  the  gas  company. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  efifect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Hancock  County  Court  to  grant  administration 

on  the  estdto  of  Joseph  F.  Wilson,  deceased. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  that  doubts  are  entertained 
as  to  whether  the  county  court  of  Hancock  or  of  Marshall 
county  have  jurisdiction  to  grant  administration  on  the 
estate  of  Joseph  F.  Wilson,  deceased,  but  that  his  lands 
and  effects  are  situate  in  the  former  county,  and  are  now 
the  subject  of  litigation  in  the  Hancock  circuit  court — 
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1869.  ^^  ^  efiacled  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommoniDcalth 

^f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  full  power  and  jqrisdiction  is  hereby  conferred 
upon  the  county  court  of  Hancock  county  to  grant  admin- 
istration on  the  estate  of  Joseph  F.  Wilson,  deceased,  pur- 
suant to  existing  laws. 

§  2.  This'  act  shall  take  effect  from,  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1287. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bullitt  Coanty  Tarnpike  Road  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  organization  existing  in  the  county  of 
Bullitt,  known  as  the  Bullitt  County  Plank  Road  Com- 
pany, formed  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road 
from  the  Jefferson  county  line  to  the  town  of  Shepherds- 
ville,  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Bullitt  County  turn- 
pike road  company. 

§  2.  That  the  election  of  Jilson  P.  Johnson  as  president 
and  H.  C.  Crist  and  George  C.  Shanklin  as  managers  of 
said  company,  at  a  meeting  held  on  the  31st  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1868,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  declared,  legal ;  and  the 
officers  elected  as  aforesaid  shall  be  held  to  be,  and  are 
declared  to  have  been,  duly  elected;  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Bullitt  County  turnpike  road 
company,  with  the  privileges  and  franchises  of  a  corpo- 
ration ;  shall  be  capable  of  holding  their  capital  stock, 
and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  holding,  by  pur- 
^chase,  gift,  or  otherwise,  all  things  proper  and  necessary 
for  the  prosecution  of  their  work,  with  power  and  author- 
ity to  condemn  lands  for  their  roadway,  and  for  the  erec- 
tion of  such  buildings  and  toll-houses  as  are  required,  and 
such  timber,  stone,  gravel,  and  earth  as  may  be  needed 
in  building  and  repairing  their  road  in  accordance  with 
and  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  18,  chapter  54, 
of  the  Revised  Statutes.  They  shall  continue  in  office 
for  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  election,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  They  shall 
have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  generally  to 
do  all  and  every  act  or  thing  lawful  for  a  corporation  to 
effect  the  object  for  which  said  corporation  is  created. 

§  3.  That  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  have 
porwer  to  run  said  road  at  any  degree  of  elevation  they 
may  think  proper,  and  also  to  fix  upon  the  width  of  the 
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grade  and  the  width  and  depth  of  the  stone  or  gravel  to       1869. 
be  used  on  same. 

§  4.  They  are  authorized,  UfJon  the  completion  of  two 
and  one  half  miles  of  said  road,  to  erect  a  toll-gate,  and  to 
collect  one  half  tolls;  and  to  enable  them  to  complete  said 
road,  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  establish  and  collect 
such  rates  of  tolls  as  will  secure  to  the  company  an  in- 
come not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  on  the  capital  stock  of 
the  road,  said  income  to  be  appnopriated  to  the  completion 
of  the  road  and  bridges ;  and  this  latter  right  shall  not  be 
abridged  from  the  inability  of  the  company  to  construct 
the  bridges  on  said  road. 

§  5.  Said  corporation  may,  by  contract,  provide  for  the 
Hbuilding  of  any  lateral  road  by  additional  subscriptions  of 
stock,  and  admitting  the  subscribers  thereto  as  original 
stockholders,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

§  6.  That  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  un- 
der which  the  Bullitt  County  Plank  Road  Company  or- 
ganized shall  apply  to  the  Bullitt  County  turnpike  road 
company,  and  are  declared  to  be  part  of  this  charter,. bo 
far  as  the  same  are  applicable  and  are  not  altered  or 
changed  hereby. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  aft^r  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1288. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mount  Carmel  Cemetery,  in  Fleming  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Mount  Carmel,  in 
the  county  of  Fleming,  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  or, 
in  case  that  they  cannot  purchase,  then  to  condemn,  two 
acres  of  land  within  one  half  mile  of  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  town,  to  be  Used  as  a  public  cemetery.  If  con- 
demned, the  land  to  be  valued  by  a  jury  of  twelve  disin- 
terested housekeepers  of  the  county,  to  be  summoned  by 
the  sheriff  upon  an  order  from  the  county  j.ud^e ;  said 
proceedings  to  be  governed  and  regulated  by  the  laws 
now  in  force  in  relation  to  writs  of  ad  quod  damnum : 
Provided^  The  land  so  condemned,  shall  not  be  within 
four  hundred  yards  of  any  dwelling. 

§  2.  The  trustees  shall  cause  said  land  to  be  laid  off 
into  lots  for  burial  purposes,  and  may  sell  or  convey 
titles  to  same,  which  titles  shall  be  valid  in  law ;  and 
said  lots  shall  be  exempt  from  execution  or  taxation. 

§  3.  The  trustees  shall  enact  such  rules,  regulations,  and 
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18t)9.  ordinances,  as  they  may  deem  necesi^ary,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  4.  That  an  act,  entitled  <'An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Fleming  County  Cemetery  Company  "  approved  January 
26,  18^3H,  shall  apply  to  and  govern  the  trustees  of  thia 
cemetery,  so  far  as  the  same  is  not  inconsistent  herewith. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1289. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  and  New  Orleans   Transportatioii 

Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  t/te  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonu^allh 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  L.  B.  Dunham,  Herman  Verhoff,  Otto  Ver- 
namerandcor-  '*^^»  Frederick  Leib,  Jacob  Peter,  Henry  Peter,  Edwia 
porate powers.  Moore,  Frank  P.  Schmidt,  and  John  R  Montgomery,  to- 
gether with  all  others  who  may  hereafter  become  stock- 
holders in  the  company  incorporated  by  this  act,  shall 
he,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  of  the  Louisville  and  New  Orleans 
Transportation  Company,  and  by  that  name  may  have 
perpetual  succession ;  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,. plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer 
and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  as  a  natural  person  ; 
and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  and 
change  the  same  at  will ;  and  said  company  shall  have, 
and  may  exercise,  all  other  powers  usual  and  incident  to 
corporations,  and  that  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for 
the  carrying  out  of  the  true  intent  and  purpose  of  it» 
creation. 

§  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  trant«port 
Ricbtsapriv  persons  and  property  to  and  from  any  point  or  points, 
pany!  ^^  ^^^'  p'^ce  or  places,  on  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers,  or 
any  of  their  tributaries,  for  such  considerations,  and 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  stipulated, 
expressed,  and  contained  in  the  respective  bills  of  lading 
and  contracts,  made  and  entered  into  by  the  company 
through  its  proper  officers,  agents,  and  employes;  and 
for  that  purpose,  said  company  may  construct,  purchase, 
charter,  or  otherwise  acquire  and  own,  hold,  use,  occupy, 
and  control;  and  may  grant,  bar^fain,  sell,  and  convey,  as 
a  natural  person,  all  such  steamboats,  fiatboats,  keelboats, 
and  other  water  craft,  with  all  equipments,  appendages, 
and  other  personal  property  that  may  be  necessary  and 
desirable  for  the  conducting  of  its  busine^^s;  and  said 
company  may  lease  or  purchase  any  wharves,  landings, 
or  other  real  estate   necessary  for  the  transacting  of  its 
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business  ;  and  may  grant,  bargain,  sell,  convey,  or  other- 
wise dispose  of  the  same  as  a  natural  person. 

§  3.  The  property,  business,  and  affairs  of  said  company 
shall  be  governed,  managed,  and  controlled  by  a  board  of 
directors,  to  consist  of  such  a  number  of  the  stockholders 
as  the  by-laws  nhall  prescribe;  and  the  persons  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act  are  herebv  constituted  and 
appointed  the  fir:>t  board  of  directors  for  said  company; 
and  they  and  their  successors  in  ofSce  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  make  and  put  in  force  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulation:*,  for  the  management  and 
government  of  said  company,  its  property,  business,  and 
affairs,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  alter,  amend,  and 
repeal  the  same  at  will.  They  shall  also  have  the  power 
to  elect  or  appoint  such  officers,  agents,  and  employees  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  ftusinesn  of 
the  company,  and  may  require  of  any  or  all  of  them 
bonds  in  such  penalties  as  they  may  think  necessary  and 
proper  to  secure  the  faithful  and  honest  performance  of 
their  respective  duties;  and,  upon  any  bonds  thus  taken, 
recovery  may  be  had  for  breaches  of  the  conditions  there- 
of. 

§  4.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act 
may,  by  resolution,  fix  the  capital  stock  of  said  company 
at  such  an  amount  as  they  may  think  proper;  and  the 
same  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each;  and  said  persons  may  open  books  for,  and  receive 
subscriptions  to,  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  at  such 
times  and  places,  and  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions, 
as  they  may  think  proper;  and  the  stock  of  said  company 
shall  be  held  to  be  personal  estate  and  pass  fis  such,  and 
shall  be  issued,  sold,  and  transferred  as  the  by-laws  may 
direct. 

§  5.  The  board  of  directors  named  in  this  act  shall  pro- 
vide for  an  election  of  directors  by  the  stockholders  within 
one  year  from  the  time  the  said  company  shall  be  tfrst 
organized,  and  for  annual  elections  thereafter,  first  giving 
the  stockholders  suitable  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
such  elections;  and  at  all  such  elections  each  stockholder 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  which 
he  or  she  may  own,  and  may  cast  the  same  in  person  or 
by  proxy. 

§  6.  A  majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders  may,  at 
any  time,  by  resolution,  increase  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  to  such  an  amount,  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  as  they  may  deem  desirable,  and  may 
prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  same 
may  be  subscribed  and  paid. 

§  7.  A  majority  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  and  said  board 
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1869.  ™*y  appoint  an  executive  committee,  to  consist  of  two  or 
more  directors,  as  the  by-laws  may  prescribe;  and  ^ald 
committee  may,  when  the  hoard  is  not  in  session,  exercise 
all  the  powers  vested  in  the  board  of  directors,  except 
where  it  has  been  otherwise  provided  in  the  by-laws.  All 
vacancies  occurring  in  the  board  of  directors  may  be  filled 
by  the  remaining  directors. 

^  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1290. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Medical  College. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky. 

^  1.  That  W.  N.  Haldeman,  John  Joyes,  J.  W.  Akin,  J. 
J.  Porter,  D.  Cummins,  B.  M.  Wible,  Thomas  E.  WiUon, 
and  Lyttleton  Cooke,  be,  and  the}'  are  hereby,  created  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  success^ion,  to 
be  known  as  the  trut^tees  of  the  Louisville  Medical  Col- 
lege; and  by  this  style  be  empowered  to  acquire  and  hold, 
in  the  city  of  Louisville,  property,  personal,  real  or  mixed, 
to  the  amount  of  one  hundre  J  thousand  dollars  ($100,000), 
to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  said  Louisville  Medical  Col- 
lege, in  the  said  city  of  Louisville. 

§  2.  That  said  trustees  shall  elect  a  president  and  sec- 
retary, and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to 
transact  the  business  of  the  corporation ;  and  when  thus 
organized,  may  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal, 
which  they  may  change  or  alter  at  pleasure. 

§  3.  That  the  property,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  which 
may  be  acquired  and  held  by  said  trustees  for  the  use  and 
bervBfit  of  said  medical  college,  whether  held  in  fee  or 
under  lease,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  immunities,  in  ref- 
erence to  State  and  local  taxations,  which  have  been  here- 
tofore extended  to  educational  Institutions  by  the  statute 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

# 

§  4.  That  the  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
as  many  teachers,  or  professors  of  medicine,  surgery,  den- 
tistry, and  the  collateral  sciences,  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary, and  may  confer  the  degrees  or  titles  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine,  Doctor  of  Dentistry,  or  the  minor  degrees  of 
Bachelor  or  Master  of  these  professions,  upon  such  appli- 
cants as  may  be  recommended  by  the  faculty  or  corps  of 
teachers  or  professors,  or  by  any  examining  board  ot  ex- 
perts to  whom  they  may  commit  the  duty  or  office  of 
examination,  and  grant  diplomas  in  ordinary  or  causa 
honoris  to  such  persons  as  they  may  deem  worthy. 
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§  5.  A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  trustees  shall       1869. 
constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  all  of  the  ordinary  business 
of  the  corporrttion ;  but  in  the  election  or  removal  of  pro- 
fessors or  teachers,  a  majority  equal  to  three  fourths  of  the 
whole  body  shall  be  necessary  to  a  final  decision. 

^  6.  Vacancies  in  the  board  of  trustees,  from  any  cause, 
may  be  filled  by  the  acting  members.  ^ 

§  7.  The  trustees  may  create  and  sell  scholarships;  pro- 
vided, that  all  mone^  received  through  the  sale  of  such 
scholarships  shall  be  invested  for  the  benefit  of  said  school, 
and  that  the  amount  realized  from  this  source  shall  be  lim- 
ited to  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000). 

§  8.  That,  as  W.  N.  Haldeman  and  John  Joyes  are  the 
only  surviving  corporators  of  the  Clay  School  of  Medicine^ 
now  residing  in  Kentucky,  and  the  Louisville  College  is 
intended  to  take  the  place  of  said  Clay  School,  the  char- 
ter of  said  Clay  School  of  Medicine  be,  and  the  same  ia 
hereby,  repealed.

CHAPTER  1291. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Clinton. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  that  portion  of  the  charter  of  the  town  of 
Clinton  making  it  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  town  to 
keep  the  streets  in  repair,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re- 
pealed;  and  said  streets  are  hereby  placed  upon  the  same 
footing  with  other  public  highways. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  county  court  of 
Hickman  county  to  appoint  a  surveyor  of  said  streets, 
who  shall  hold  his  oflice  for  the  same  time,  and  have  the 
same  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties,  with 
surveyors  of  the  public  roads  of  this  Commonwealth.  In 
the  order  making  this  appointment,  the  court  shall  desig- 
nate what  portion  of  said  streets  shall  be  kept  in  repair; 
and  the  surveyor  shall  not  be  required  to  work  any  por- 
tion of  the  streets  not  thus  designated. 

§  3.  That  all  male  citizens  residing  in  said  town,  who 
would  be  subject  to  road  duties  by  the  general  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth,  shall  be  required  to  work  said  streets; 
and  the  names  of  all  such  persons  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  list  of  hands  furnished  said  surveyor;  and  such  per- 
sons shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  for  failing  or 
refusing  to  work  the  streets  when  required  as  is  imposed 
by  law  upon  other  persons  subject  to  road  duty. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  deprive  the 
trustees  of  said  town  of  the  power  to  levy  and  collect 
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1869.       taxes  for  the  purpose  of  constracting  and  keeping  in  re- 
pair the  pidewaiks. 
§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pa^sdage.

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CHAPTER  1292.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Towti  of  Morchead. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Uie  Commomoeallh 
of  Kcntvcky : 

§  I.  That  the  town  of  Morehead,  in  the  coanty  of  Row- 
an, be,  and  the  same  id  hereby,  incorporated;  and  the 
town  limits  shall  extend  and  embrace  all  the  area  in- 
cluded in  the  following  boundary,  viz:  Beginning  at  the 
mou^h  of  the  Dry  Fork  of  Triplett  creek,  at  the  south 
corner  of  C,  Alley's  farm;  thence  with  Triplett  creek,  on 
the  south  side,  to  include  Thomas  J.  Trumbo,  to  Ben.  Mar- 
tin's mill;  thence  to  the  foot  of  the  hill  on  the  west  side  of 
the  creek,  so  as  to  include  Ben.  Martin;  thence  with  the 
foot  of  the  hill  down  the  west  side  ot  Triplett  creek  to 
the  beginning,  including  Cyrus  Alley;  which  survey  and 
boundary  shall  be  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the 
Rowan  county  court. 

§  2.  That  John  Ilargis,  H.  G.  Burns,  P.  G.  Day,  J.  T. 
Sellardfl,  and  J.  E.  Clarke,  are  hereby  appointed  trustees 
of  said  town,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  iir^t  Sat- 
urday in  May,  1870,  at  which  time,  and  annually  thereaf- 
ter, there  shall  be  an  election  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
Faid  town  for  five  trustees,  to  serve  for  one  year  and  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  8aid  trus- 
tees herein  mentioned  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  office,  be  duly  qualified  by  some  justice  of 
the  peace  for  said  county  that  they  will  faithfully  dis- 
charge the  duties  oi  their  said  office. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  kn(Avn 
as  the  **  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Morehead;"  and  by  that 
name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contract- 
ed with,  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, in  all  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees,  any  three  of  whom  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum,  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as  chairman, 
who  shall  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  said  board  when 
convened,  and  who  shall  have  power  to  convene  the  board 
in  session  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary. 

§  5.  There  shall  be  an  election  held  on  the  first  Satur- 
day in  May,  1809,  and  annually  thereafter,  for  a  police 
judge  and  t4)wn  marshal  for  the  town  of  Morehead,  who 
shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified, 
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whose  jarisdiction  and  powers  shall  be  the  same  as  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  and  constables  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky. The  police  judge  shall  be  commissioned  by  the 
Governor.  The  town  marshal  shall  give  'bond  and  be 
qualified  in  the  Rowan  county  court,  the  same  as  con- 
stables. 

§  6.  The  board  of  trustees  created  under  this  act  shall 
provide,  prior  to  the  first  election,  proper  officers  for  hold- 
ing the  same;  and  they  shall  give  at  least  ten  days'  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said  election,  by  written 
notices  posted  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  said  town. 

§  7.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  poVver  over  the  streets, 
alleys,  and  sidewalks,  and  may  direct  the  opening,  straight- 
ening, altering,  or  improving  the  same,  in  such  manner  as 
they  may  deem  most  beneficial  to  said  town.  They  shall 
have  power  to  make  ail  by-laws  for  the  regulation  and 
government  of  said  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  this  Com- 
monwealth. They  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect 
a  tax  upon  the  property  and  tithes  in  said  town,  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  cents  on  each  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  property,  and  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  each  tithe, 
to  be  applied  to  the  improvement  of  the  streets,  alleys, 
sidewalks,  or  other  improvements  necessary  therein;  they 
shall  have  power  to  purchase  any  lot  or  piece  of  ground 
for  the  use  of  said  town,  necessary  to  straighten  or  ex- 
tend the  streets  therein;  to  tax  shows  and  all  public  ex- 
hibitions such  sums  as  they,  in  their  by-laws,  may  fix  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees  to  appoint  a 
treasurer,  clerk,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  to  take  bonds  with  sureties;  and  for  a 
violation  of  duty,  or  default  of  any  officer  so  appointed, 
suit  may  be  brought  before  any  tribunal  having  juris- 
diction thereof.  A  majority  of  said  trustees  may,  for 
proper  cause,  remove  any  officer  and  appoint  others  to 
fill  the  vacancy. 

§  8.  That  no  street  or  alley  shall  be  extended  over  the 
land  of  any  person,  unless  such  land,  so  to  extend  said 
street  or  alley,  shall  have  been  purchased  as  provided  for 
in  section  seventh,  or  unless  it  has  been  condemned  as 
provided  in  chapter  84,  section  1,  Revised  Statutes,  in 
reference  to  public  roads;  and  the  proceedings  to  extend 
said  street  or  alley  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  to  said 
chapter. 

§  9.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  infficted  and  collected 
under  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  said  town,  shall  he 
paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  town  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  corporation. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  tru,stees  to  keep  the 
streets  and  alleys  in  good  repair;  they  are  hereby  author- 
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1869.  ^^^^  ^^  ^^^  ^^^  citizens  and  owners  of  property  a  sam 
sufficient  for  that  purpose  :  Provided^  The  taxation  does 
not  exceed  the  rates  specified  in  nection  seven.  The  citi- 
zens of  said  town  are  hereby  exempt  from  working  on 
public  roads  outside  of  the  corporate  limits. 

§  11.  The  police  jud^e,  in  addition  to  the  powers  con- 

Jurisdiction  ferred    upon    him   by  section    iifth,  shall    have   exclusive 
•fpoiioejadge.  jurisdiction,   subject   to   appbal,   of  all   violations  of  the 

town  ordinances  and  by-laws.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  town  marshal  to  execute  all  processes  directed  to 
him  by  the  police  judge,  and  to  collect  the  revenue  of 
said  town.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  this 
duty,  he  shall  give  bond  with  sureties,  to  be  approved 
of  by  the  trustees.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  office  of 
police  judge  or  town  marshal  are  to  be  filled  in  the 
same  manner  that  vacancies  in  the  office  of  justice  of 
the  peace  and  constables  are  filled. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage; and  the  right  to  repeal,  alter,  or  amend  this  act, 
is  reserved  to  the  General  Assembly.

CHAPTER  1293. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Paducah  and  Clark's  Rirer  Railway,  Lumber, 

and  Mining  and  Manufacturing  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  William  F.  Norton,  George  Lanstaff,  George 
W.  Norton,  and  Oscar  Turner,  their  associates,  successors, 
and  assigns,  be,  and  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-politio 
and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  **  Paducah  and  Clark's  River  Rail  way  i 
Lumber,  and  Mining  and  Manufacturing  Company;"  and 
by  said  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  and  have  a  common  seal  if  they  see  proper, 
and  change  the  same  at  pleasure;  said  corporation  or 
company  may  purchase,  acquire,  hold,  transfer,  lease,  sell, 
and  convey  such  real  and  personal  estate,  choses  in  ac- 
tion and  securities,  negotiable  and  otherwise,  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient  by  said  corporation  or  company  for 
carrying  on  their  business;  may  make  such  by-laws  and 
ordinances  for  the  government  of  its  prudential  and  fiscal 
business,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  Kentucky, 
which  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  said  company  for  car- 
rying on  a  general  lumber,  mining,  and  mercantile  and 
manufacturing  business;  with  power  to  keep  open  offices 
at  its  places  of  business. 
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^  2.  Said  company  may  erect  mills  and  matiufactories,  1869. 
and  run  or  operate  the  same;  open  and  work  any  silver 
or  other  mines;  construct  railways,  railroads,  tramways, 
plank  or  ditched  and  raised  roads;  build  bridges  and  main- 
tain the  same,  and  cut  canals  and  operate  the  same,  from 
its  mills  or  manufactories  to  or  through  its  lands,  and  from 
its  manut'Hctdries,  mills,  or  lands  to  the  city  of  Paducah, 
or  to  any  points  on  Clark's  river;  and  if,  for  these  pur- 
poses, it  be  necessary  or  convenient  to  pass  over  the 
lands  of  others,  they  may  condemn  the  same  for  the  pur- 
poses in  the  same  manner  provided  by  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes for  turnpikes. 

^  3.  That  said  company  or  corporation  may  construct 
boats  and  raits  for  the  transportation  of  lumber,  minerals, 
and  merchandise,  and  navigate  the  same,  and  to  this  end 
may  build  and  keep  in  repair  such  dams  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  for  their  purposes  aforesaid,  in  and  on  Clark's 
river,  not  to  exceed  ten  feet  in  height,  and  to  remove  any 
trees  or  obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  Clark's  river. 

^  4.  That  if  any  person  shall  willfully  or  maliciously  in- 
jure or  destroy  any  of  said  roads,  boats,  rafts,  or  dams,  or 
shall  knowingly  and  willfully  loose,  turn  adrift  any  such 
rafts,  boats,  logs,  or  lumber,  or  shall  knowingly  slop  or 
take  away,  or  in  any  way  injure  any  logs  or  other  prop- 
erty of  said  company,  or  deface  any  works,  or  any  of  the 
logs  or  lumber  of  said  company,  they  shall  pay  double  the 
damages  so  done,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  trespass, 
and  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  imposed  by  the 
general  laws  of  Kentucky  for  such  offenses. 

§  5.  That  books  shall  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places 
as  t«hall  be  directed  by  the  corporators  herein  mentioned 
for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  company.  The  capi- 
tal slock  shall  not  exceed  one  million  of  dollars,  and  shall 
be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  The 
stock  shall  be  evidenced  by  certificates,  and  transferable 
on  the  books  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  said  com- 
.paiiy  may  prescribe.  As  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  of 
the  stock,  or  more,  is  subscribed,  the  said  corporators  shall 
deciignate  a  time  and  place  for  the  election  of  president 
and  directors  of  said  company,  and  give  ten  days'  notice 
to  the  stockholders;  and  the  said  stockholders  shall  elect  a 
president  and  five  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  ofiice  for 
twelve  months  and  until  their  successors  are  elected;  and 
each  successive  election  shall  be  annual;  any  vacancy 
that  may  occur  by  death  or  otherwise  may  be  filled  by 
the  directors  until  the  regular  election  by  the  stockholders, 
who,  in  all  elections,  shall  cast  one  vote  for  each  share  of 
stock.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  conveao

§  6.  That  the  business  and  affairs  of  said  company  shall 
be  controlled  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com* 
pany.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  make 
and  enforce  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  laws  of  this 
State,  subject  to  be  altered  by  said  board  at  any  of  its 
meetings.  Said  directors  may  make  such  calls  for  pay- 
ment on  the  stock  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  meet  lia- 
bilities or  purposes  of  the  company,  and  may  sue  any 
delinquent  stockholder  or  forfeit  his  stock  for  non-pay- 
ment oi  what  he  owes  the  company;  and  said  directors 
may  do  all  acts  and  things  necessary  or  proper  to  be  done 
for  successfully  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  corpora- 
tion. Said  board  of  directors  may  elect  one  of  their 
number,  or  any  one  else,  clerk  and  ti'easurer,  who  sball 
execute  bond,  with  such  security  as  the  board  may  re- 
quire, for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  pre- 
scribed by  the  board  of  directors;  and  suit  may  be 
instituted  on  said  bond  for  breach  of  same  by  the  pres- 
ident and  other  directors,  if  the  said  officer  should  be 
one  of  the  directors,  or  by  the  president  and  directors  if 
anv  one  else  is  elected.

CHAPTER  1295. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Shepherdsvillc,  Bullitt's  Lick,  and  Pitt's  Point 

Tarnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed  and  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Shepherdsville,  Bullitt's  Lick,  and  Pitt's  Point  turnpike 
company,  for  the  purpose  of  making  and  constructing  a 
turnpike  road  from  Shepherdsville,  in  Bullitt  county,  to 
Pitt's  Point. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifteen 
thousand  dollars,  with  the  privilege  of  increasing  it  to 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  A.  C.  Kennison,  Wesley  Phelps,  Jnp.  W. 
Glenn,  J.  D.  Bryan,  and  Jas.  Shepherd,  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed and  created  commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  road, 
any  two  of  whom  may  open  books  for  that  purpose  at 
such  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  best  for  that 
end ;  when  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  to  give  ten  days'  notice  to  the  stockholders  to  meet 
at  the  court-house,  in  the  town  of  Shepherdsville,  for  the 
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1869.  parpoee  of  electing  a  president  and  three  directors;  one 
vote  shall  be  allowed  tor  each  share  of  stock  ;  and  such 
president  and  directors  00  elected  shall  continue  in  office 
until  their  succest^ors  are  elected  and  qualified.  After  the 
first  election,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  the  stockholders  of  this  connpany,  at  the 
court' house  in  Shepherdsville,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
May. 

§  4.  So  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,  under  the 
name  and  title  of  the  Shepherdsville,  Bullitt's  Lick,  and 
Pitt's  Point  turnpike  road  company;  and  by  said  name 
shall  hhve  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges 
and  franchises  incident  to  such  corporations ;  and  kIihII 
be  capable  of  holding  their  capital  stock,  and  the  in- 
crease and  profits  of  same ;  and  also  of  taking  and  liold- 
i"gi  hy  purchase  or  gift,  such  real  and  personal  property, 
and  the  increase  of  same,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
prosecution  of  the  objects  of  this  corporation ;  they  nhall 
also  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
be  answered,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State; 
also  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  generally  to 
do  all  lawful  acts  to  effectuate  the  objects  for  which  this 
corporation   was  created. 

§  5.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  fix  and  graduate  the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road, 
the  width  and  the  portion  thereof  to  be  covered  with 
stone  or  gravel;  to  designate  the  points  of  beginning 
and  termination  ;  the  points  for  the  erection  of  toll-gates, 
and  to  Hx  the  rates  of  toll,  not  going,  however,  beyond 
the  rates  of  toll  fixed  by  the  general  law  of  the  Com- 
mon wealth.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have 
power,  after  three  consecutive  miles  are  completed,  to 
erect  a  gate  and  collect  toll,  and  shall  apply  the  proceeds 
thereof  to  the  completion  of  said  road. 

^  0.  For  the  purpose  of  locating  said  road,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  so  em- 
powered, to  enter,  with  their  surveyor,  chain-carriers, 
engineers,  and  artist,  upon  the  lands,  inclosures,  and  pub- 
lic roads  in,  through,  and  over  which  the  intended  road 
may  pass,  and  to  examine  and  survey  the  grounds  most 
suitable  for  that  purpose;  and  also  to  examine  quarries, 
beds  of  stone,  gravel,  and  all  other  materials  necessary  to 
the  construction  of  said  road. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company,  with  their  agents  and  employes,  wagons, 
carts,  and  other  carriages,  and  beasts  of  draught  or  bur- 
den, to  eater  upon  the  lands  over  and  near  to  which  said 
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road  shall  pass,  having  first  given  notice  in  writing  of  1869. 
their  intention  to  the  owner  or  occupier  or  their  agents: 
Provided^  however^  That  if  the  president  and  directors  shall 
not  be  able  to  agree  with  the  owners  of  the  land  through 
and  over  which  said  road  shall  be  located,  as  to  the  darn- 
ages  which  said  owner  may  sustain  by  reason  of  said 
road  passing  through  and  over  their  land,  the  president 
and  directors  shall  apply  to  the  county  court  of  Bullitt 
county  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^  to  have  the  damages 
ascertained  which  the  owner  of  the  land  may  sustain ; 
and  the  jury,  in  assessing  the  damages,  shall  take  in  con- 
sideration the  advantages  and  disadvantages  resulting  to 
the  party  claiming  by  the  establishment  of  said  road;  but 
the  advantages  shall  not  be  used  as  ^n  offset  to  the  actual 
value  of  the  land  taken;  and  upon  payment  or  tender  of 
payment  of  the  damages  assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  road,  together  with  their 
agents  and  employes,  to  open  and  make  said  road,  and 
dig  and  carry  away  any  stone,  gravel,  or  other  material 
necessary  for  the  construction  or  repairing  of  said  road. 

§  8.  The  president  shall  give  notice  in  such  manner  as 
he  may  deem  best  of  the  amount  of  the  call  on  each  share 
of  stock,  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  payment;  and  if 
any  stockholder  or  subscriber  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  shall  neglect  to  pay  his  amount  of  stock  so  called 
for  lor  the  space  of  six  months  after  said  notice,  his  said 
stock  shall  be  forfeited  to  this  company,  together  with  its 
increase.  No  stockholder  shall  vote  at  any  election,  or  be 
entitled  to  any  rights  of  a  member  of  said  company,  unless 
the  whole  amount  of  his  stock  shall  have  been  paid  agree- 
ably to  the  requisitions  of  the  president. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  shall  appoint  a  treas- 
nrer,  gate-keepers,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  and  may  require  bond  of  them  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  to  hold  their  offices 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  board  of  directors. 

§  10.  That  the  written  or  printed  certificate  of  the  sec- 
retary, countersigned  by  the  president,  shall  be  evidence 
of  the  ownership  of  stock  in  this  company;  and  the  same 
may  be  sold  and  transferred  on  the  books  of  the  secretary, 
in  person  or  by  agent  or  attorney,  when  all  arrearages  are 
paid,  and  not  till  then. 

§  11.  That  the  president  may  call  meetings  at  such  times 
and  places  as  he  may  desire,  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, or  to  do  any  other  lawful  thing  in  effectuating  the 
objects  of  this  act. 

\  12.  The  president,  directors,  and  other  officers  of  this 
company,  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  their  ser- 
vices as  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  may  agree  upon.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  enlarge  the  Town  of  BowHnf; 

Green/* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwecdth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  that  portion  of  Warren  county  included  in  the 
following  limits  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  added  to  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Bowling  Green:  Begin- 
ning at  a  point  in   the   middle  of  the  Portage  railroad, 
where  the  present  old   line  of  the  said  town  crosses  said 
Portage  railroad;   thence  with   said   Portage   railroad    to 
a  point  opposite  the  first  street  beyond  Frank  Kister's; 
thence    in    a    straight    line    southwestwardly   with    said 
street   to   Brown's  Lock  road;  thence  with  said   road  to 
the   large  pond   near  Whitten's;   thence,  excluding   said 
pond,  running  so   as  to   include   the  old   fair  ground  to 
the  southwestward  corner  between  said  fair  ground  and 
the  land   of  Barclay;  thence   with   the   line  of  said  fair 
ground  towards  said  town,  and  continuing  in  the  same 
direction  of  that  line  to  the  present  old  town  boundary 
line:  Provided^  The  property  hereby  added  to  the  town  of 
Bowling  Green  shall  be  subject  to  the-  payment  of  all  town 
taxes  as  fully  and  in  the  same  manner  as  it  would  have 
been  had  this  act  been   adopted   prior  to   10th  January, 
1861).

CHAPTER  1298. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Lezing^OD. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly, 
that,  on  the  7th  day  of  May,  1867,  an  ordinance  was 
adopted  by  the  mayor  and  council  of  the  city  of  Lexing- 
ton, whereby  certain  streets  in  said  city  were  ordered  to 
be  graded,  paved,  or  macadamized  at  the  expense  of  the 
persons  owning  lots  and  parts  of  lots  fronting  on  the  same 
streets;  and  whereas,  the  said  mayor  and  council  did  pro- 
ceed, under  and  by  virtue  of  said  ordinance,  to  let  to  con- 
tract the  work  of  paving,  grading,  or  macadamizing  of 
said  streets,  and  the  contractors  were,  in  good  faith,  to  do 
the  same  work,  and  have  completed  the  same,  in  the  ex- 
pectation of  being  paid  the  contract  price  therefor  by  the 
lot-owners,  as  provided  by  said  ordinance;  and  whereas, 
many  of  the  lot-owners  have  paid  the  cost  of  such  im- 
provements, while  others  have  refused  to  pay  the  same, 
on  the  ground  that  the  ordinance  under  which  the  work 
was  done  was  informally  passed,  and  was  therefore  in-

valid,  and  have  taken  the  cases  into  the  courts,  where  the  1869, 
same  are  still  pending^;  and  whereas,  the  contractors  are 
suflfering  for  want  of  payment  of  their  claims,  which,  in 
the  event  of  an  adverse  decision,  they  may  not  be  able  to 
enforce,  either  against  the  city  or  the  lot-owners;  for  rem- 
edy whereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  in  the  event  that  it  shall  be  decided  by  the 
Court  of  Appeals  that  the  said  ordinance  of  iMay  7,  1867, 
was  invalid  from  any  cause,  and  that  the  lot-owners  are 
not  liable  for  the  work  of  paving,  grading,  or  macadam- 
izing the  streets  in  front  of  their  lots,  then,  and  in  that 
event,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  mayor  and  coun- 
cil of  the  city  of  Lexington  to  as-^ume,  on  behalf  of  the . 
city,  the  payment  of  all  the  costs  and  expenses  c»f  grad- 
ing, paving,  and  macadamizing  the  streets  aforesaid;  and 
in  that  event  said  mayor  and  council  shall  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  authorized  to  levy  and  collect  a  special  tax, 
not  exceeding  in  amount  one  per  cent  of  the  assessed 
value  of  all  the  real  and  personal  property  sitUrite  in 
said  city,  and  a.-*8essed  for  taxation  for  the  present  year  by 
the  city  assessor;  which  tax,  when  collected,  shall  be  ap- 
plied exclusively  to  the  payment  of  such  of  said  contract- 
or's claims  as  have  not  been  discharged  and  paid  by  the 
lot-owners,  and  to  the  repayment  of  such  sums  as  may 
have  been  paid  by  the  lot-owners  to  contractors  for  work 
done  in  front  of  their  lots  under  said  ordinance  of  May  7, 
1807. 

§  2.  Said  mayor  and  council  may  appoint  a  special  col- 
lector of  the  tax  authorized  to  be  levied  and  collected  by 
the  first  section.  They  may  require  of  him  bond,  with 
good  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties; 
may  fix  the  time  within  which  his  collection  ma}'  be  re- 
turned, and  may  allow  him  compensation  for  his«  services 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  col- 
lected by  him. 

§  3.  In  collecting  the  tax  herein  authorized,  each  and 
every  person  shall  be  credited  with  the  full  amount  of  any 
payment  which  he  may  have  made  to  any  contractor  or 
contractors  for  work  done  in  paving,  grading,  or  macad- 
amizing under  and  by  virtue  o^  said  ordinance  of  May  7, 
1807;  and  if  the  payments  so  made  by  any  person  shall  be 
found  to  have  been  greater  than  the  amount  of  the  tax 
assessed  upon  him  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  then 
the  excess  shall  be  refunded  to  him  by  the  said  mayor  and 
council. 

^  4.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  name  of  the  Louisville  Cement  and  Water 
Power  Company  be,  and  the  eame  is  hereby,  changed  to 
that  of  the  Louisville  Cement  Company,  by  which  name 
said  company  shall  hereafter  be  known  :  Provided^  That 
the  change  of  name  shall  in  nowise  affect  any  obliga- 
tions entered  into  by  said  company  in  its  former  name. 

^  2.  That  hereafter  no  purchases  of  real  estate  shall  be 
made  by  said  company  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  holders  of  three  fourths    the  stock  of  the    company. 

$  3.  That  said  company  may  issue  and  ^ell,  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  amount  of 
the  bonds  of  said  company,  having  not  more  than  twenty 
years  to  run,  and  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually.  The 
punctual  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said 
bonds  may  be  secured  by  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  upon 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  franchises,  property,  and 
effects  of  the  company.

Turnpike  Road  Company.

§  1.  That  the  act  approved  March  4,  1807,  entitled  "An 
act  to  incorporate  the  Bardstown  and  Bloomfield  turnpike 
road  company,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as 
follows:  That  said  turnpike  road  may  enter  the  town  of 
Bloomfield  directly,  or  intersect  the  Bloomfield  and  Louis- 
ville turnpike  road  near  Bloomfield. 

§  2.  That  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Bardstown  and 
Bloomfield  turnpike  road  company,  if  unable  to  procure 
stock  enough  to  build  the  road,  and  after  having  used  the 
stock  subscribed  in  the  building  of  same,  may  sell  the  said 
road  with  all  its  rights,  franchises,  and  privileges,  for  a 
term  of  years,  or  absolutely,  to  any  individual  or  company 
who  will  bind  himself  or  themselves  to  complete  the  road 
within  a  reasonable  time,  and  keep  the  same  open  for 
public  use:  Provided,  That  the  holders  of  a  majority  of 
the  stock  shall  have  consented  to  the  sale  in  writing,  and 
that  fact  be  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  board. 
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$^.  It  shall  be  the  daty  of  said  board  of  directors,  by       1869. 
their  president  and  secretary,  to  issue  certificates  of  stock, 
making  the  same  transferable  on  the  books  of  the  com- 
pany. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1301. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Louisville  Journal  Companj. 

Be  ii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  said  company  shall  hereafter  be  known  and 
designated  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Louisville 
Courier- Journal  Company." 

§  2.  That  said  company  may  increase  its  capital  stock 
at  pleasure,  from  time  to  time,  to  an  amount  noX  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  That  said  company  may  borrow  money,  but  not  in 
exce;«s  of  its  capital  stock  subscribed;  and  may  secure  the 
same  by  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  on  its  real  or  personal 
property,  or  pledge  of  stocks  or  bonds,  or  otherwise,  and 
on  such  time,  and  at  such  rate  of  interest,  as  the  president 
and  directors  thereof  may  deem  expedient. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1302. 

AN  ACT  to  create  a  Special  Road  Law  for  the  County  of  Pendleton. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Ute  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Pendleton  county  shall,  in 
the  month  of  June  next,  and  in  the  month  of  June  every 
two  years  thereafter,  appoint  a  commissioner  of  roads  in 
said  county,  who  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation,  to-wit: 
"  I,  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  swear,  or  affirm,  as  the  case  may 
be,  that  I  will  fairly  and  impartially,  to  the  best  of  my 
skill  and  ability,  perform  the  duties  of  road  commissioner 
during  my  continuance  as  such,  according  to  law."  And 
the  said  commissioner  shall,  at  the  same  time,  enter  into 
bond,  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  said  court, 
payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  duty  as  commissioner. 

^  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioner  to 
divide   the   county  into  convenient   road   precincts,   and 
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1869.  recommend  to  the  county  court  for  appointment  suitable 
persons  a^  overseers  in  each  precinct,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  cause  the  road  in  his  precinct  to  be  improved  and 
kept  in  repair  agreeable  to  law. 

§  3.  That  it  ^hall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court  of  said  county  of  Pendleton  to  make  out  for  the  said 
commissioner  a  copy  of  the  books  of  the  commissioner  of 
tax,  and  furnish  the  same  to  him  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  July  in  each  year;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  road 
commissioner,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  in 
each  year,  to  furnish  each  overneer  appointed  by  the  coun- 
ty court  the  boundaries  of  their  respective  precincts,  with 
a  transcript  of  so  much  of  said  commissioner's  books  as 
will  embrace  all  the  persons  and  property  within  the 
bounds  of  his  precinct,  showing,  in  an  appropriate  col- 
umn, the  amount  of  revenue  to  be  paid  by  each  individ- 
ual within  the  bounds  of  his  precinct,  at  a  rate  to  be  fixed 
by  said  commissioner,  subject,  however,  to  the  revision  of 
the  county  court  at  its  court  of  claims,  not  exceeding  ten 
cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  sub- 
ject to  taxation  for  revenue  purposes  hy  the  laws  nf  this 
State,  and  add  to  that  revenue  a  poll-tax  upon  each  titha- 
ble  within  said  county,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents;  and  each  overseer  shall  notify  the  individuals  with- 
in his  precinct  to  work  upon  the  particular  road  of  w^hich 
he  is  overseer  until  each  person  liable  to  pay  revenue  or  a 
poll-tax  as  aforesaid  shall  have  worked  upon  said  road  a 
length  of  time  equal  to  one  day  for  every  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  to  which  such  tax  shall  amount,  or  three  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  a  yoke  of  oxen  or  two  horses 
and  plow  or  wagon,  and  seventy-five  cents  additional  for 
each  extra  horse,  including  the  driver;  and  this  estimate 
shall  determine  the  quantity  of  work  due  upon  the  road 
by  each  person  liable  to  the  same:  Provided,  That  the 
county  court  of  said  county  may  exempt  any  person  from 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  labor  which  would  he  due 
by  the  aforesaid  estimate,  to  be  limited  as  to  time  by  the 
court,  and  not  retrospective  in  its  effects.  That  the  labor 
to  be  done  may  at  all  times  be  performed  by  able-bodied 
substitutes;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  overseers  to 
dock  any  individual  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  cents  per  hour 
for  every  hour  he  shall  willfully  idle  away;  and  the  over- 
seer shall,  within  ten  days,  notify  said  delinquent  of  the 
amount  and  intent  of  the  sum  docked.  The  county  court 
shall  have  power  to  strike  out,  for  good  cause,  any  sums 
for  which  the  hands  may  be  docked.  That  the  whole  of 
the  labor  due  by  any  individual  shall  be  payable  in  one 
road  precinct  convenient  to  his  place  of  residence,  if  he 
resides  in  the  county;  and  when  he  resides  out  of  the 
county,  it  shall  not  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  overseer 
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ft 

to  notify  him,  but  he  shall  have  the  privilege  of  working  1869. 
oat  hiH  tax  in  the  precinct  in  which  h\^  laud,  or  a  majority 
thereof,  lies;  if  he  does  not  work  out  said  tax,  then  the 
sheriff  shall  collect  the  amount  due  by  him  as  he  now  col- 
lects the  revenue  of  the  State:  Provided,  That  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  effect  the  person  or  persons  of  those  residing 
within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  town  or  city  in  said 
county,  who  are  exempt  by  the  charters  of  said  town  or 
city;  but  the  property  of  persons  residing  within  said 
incorporated  town  or  city,  which  shall  be  situated  without 
the  limits  of  such  incorporations,  shall'  be  liable  to  such 
tax,  and  the  same  shall  be  assese^ed  by  the  commisr^ioner 
and  placed  upon  some  convenient  road  precinct  in  said 
county. 

§  4.  That  the  road  overseers  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  , 

Monday  in  July  in  each  year,  return  to  the  commissioner 
the  list  delivered  to  him,  with  the  amount  of  work  done 
by  each  person  upon  said  list;  and  for  his  failure  to  return 
said  lisit,  with  the  credits  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  fined, 
after  ten  days'  notice  to  him,  one  dollar  for  each  day  he 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  return  the  same  after  the  said  first 
day  of  July,  to  be  assessed  by  the  county  court  upon  the 
information  of  the  commis.-^ioner.  The  commissioner  shall, 
at  the  August  term  of  the  county  court  in  each  year,  re- 
port to  the  county  court  a  list  of  overseers  in  the  county, 
together  with  the  names  of  those  who  have  failed  to  re- 
turn their  lists  as  aforesaid;  and  he  shall,  in  each  year, 
deliver  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  a  list  of  all  those  who 
have  failed  to  work  out  the  amount  of  their  taxes,  and  the 
amount  which  each  delinquent  owes;  said  list  to  be  fur- 
nished the  sheriff  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September 
in  each  year,  and  take  the  sheriff's  receipt  therefor.  The 
sheriff  shall  proceed  to  collect  from  delinquents  the  amount 
placed  in  his  hands  by  the  commis.sioner,  together  with 
fifteen  per  cent,  and  his  fees  allowed  for  such  collections 
additional;  and  for  his  failure  to  collect  and  pay  over  the 
same,  he  shall  be  liable  in  the  same  manner  that  he  is 
now  liable  for  a  failure  to  collect  and  pay  over  the  county 
levy;  and  for  his  services  in  collecting  the  delinquent  list, 
the  sheriff  shall  have  the  same  commit^sion  as  now  allowed 
by  law  for  collecting  the  county  levy.  The  commissioner 
shall  report  to  the  county  court  the  amount  received  by 
him  from  the  sheriff,  and  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  cause 
to  be  expended  in  each  precinct  the  amount  collected  from 
delinquents  in  that  precinct. 

§  6.  The  overseers  of  roads  shall  be  liable  to  present- 
ments and  fines  as  by  the  general  law  of  the  State;  and 
the  commissioner  shall,  for  a  failure  to  discharge  any  of 
the  duties  required  of  him,  be  liable  to  presentment  by  the 
grand  jury,  and  to  be  fined  at  the  discretion  of  the  ju.y. 
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1869.  '^^^  county  court  shall  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  io 
the  office  of  road  commi:?moner  by  death,  resignation,  or 
otherwise,  and  may  remove  said  commissioner  at  any  time 
for  malfeasance  or  misfeasance,  or  for  other  good  cau^e. 
The  commissioner  shall,  for  his  services,  receive  a  reason- 
able compensation,  to  be  fixed  by  the  county  court  at  the 
court  of  claim;*,  and  paid  out  of  the  county  levy. 

§  6.  The  commissioner  may  purchase,  for  the  use  of  the 
roads,  any  tools  or  implements  he  thinks  necessary,  to  be 
paid  for  out  of  the  funds  collected  by  the  sheriff  from  de- 
linquents in  the  precinct  where  the  tools  are  to  be  used. 
The  overseers  shall  be  liable  for  any  tools  placed  under 
his  control  by  the  commissioner,  the  value  thereot  to  be  re- 
covered before  any  justice  of  the  peace  upon  suit  brought 
by  the  commissioner  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky.  The  commissioner  shall  not  be  liable  for  any 
costs  in  any  suit  brought  by  him  as  road  commissioner. 

§  7.  The  general  road  law  of  this  State  is  hereby  adopt- 
ed and  made  part  of  this  act,  except  where  it  comes  in 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

^  8.  All  other  road  laws  passed  for  Pendleton  county 
are  hereby  repealed  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  June 
next. 

§  D.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  pf  Pendle- 
ton county  at  the  next  May  election,  and  a  poll  shall  be 
opened,  and  every  person  voting  shall  be  asked  by  the 
fiheritf  of  each  voting  precinct  whether  he  votes  for  or 
against  the  road  law,  and  his  vote  shall  be  recorded  ac- 
cordingly; and  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  in 
favor  of  said  road  law,  then  it  shall  be  considered  a  law, 
and  the  county  shall  be  organized  under  this  law  as  soon 
as  convenient;  but  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  ca:>t  shall  be 
against  said  law,  then  it  bhall  remain  null  and  void.

CHAPTER  1303. 

AN  ACT   to  incorporate  the    Paris   and   Ruddle's    Mills   Tarnpike   Road 

Company,  No.  2. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  ComnwnvDealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  by 
the  name  of  "  The  Paris  and  Ruddle's  Mills  turnpike  road 
company,  No.  2,"  with  power  to  construct  a  turnpike  road 
in  Bourbon  county,  beginning  where  the  old  county  dirt 
road  enters  upon  the  Maysville  and  Lexington  turnpike 
road,  opposite  to  the  place  where  Alexander's  old  hemp 
factory  formerly  stood,  extending  from  thence  to  Ruddle's 
Mills,  or  as  near  thereto   as  the  company's  means  will 
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enable  the  same  to  build.     S^id  turnpike  road   must  be       1869. 
built  on  the  bed  of  the  above   named  dirt  road,  or  near 
thereto;    and   where  the   company,   when    it   desires   to 
deviate  from    the   bed   of  the  old  dirt  road,  and   cannot 
procure  the  right  of  way   and   quarries  for  material   by 
contract,  the    t*ame   may  be   condemned  as   provided   in 
the  Revised  Statutes,  title  "  Turnpike  and  Plank  Roads." 
§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be  sixteen 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  t^hare^  of  fifty  dollars  each. 
Willis  D.  Collins,  John  Redman,  Joseph  Redman,  Robt. 
Horace  Miller,  William  Sheaks,  or  any  two  of  them,  may 
obtain,   as  commissioners,   subscriptions   to    the    capital 
stock  of  said  company ;  and  the  book  or  books  therefor 
may  be  kept  open  as  long  as  they  uiay  think  proper. 

^  3.  As  soon  as  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall 
be  subscribed,  said  commissioners  shall,  by  a  notice  pub- 
lished two  weeks  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  Paris,  and 
giving  the  time  and  place,  call  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders to  elect  five  directors  to  manage  the  affairs  of 
said  company,  who  shall  hold  office  for  .one  year,  and 
until^  their  successors  have  been  elected  and  qualified. 
The  persons  elected  shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  their  office;  and  elect  of  their 
number  a  president,  and  such  other  officers  as  mny  be 
necessary,  fix  the  time  for  the  annual  election  of  direct- 
ors, and  perform  such  other  acts  and  duties  as  are 
usually  performed  by  directors  of  such  like  companies. 

§  4.  Said  directors,  when  said  road  has  been  completed, 
or  three  miles  thereof,  may  erect  a  toll-gate  and  charge 
Buch  tolls  as  the  Maysville  and  Lexington  turnpike  road 
company  are  allowed  by  law  to  charge. 

§  5.  1*he  county  court  of  Bourbon  county  may,  at  any 
regular  term  of  said  court,  a. majority  of  the  justices  be- 
ing present  and  concurring,  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company,  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  thousand  dol- 
lars per  mile,  upon  satit^factory  proof  of  the  ability  to 
finish  the  road,  or  three  miles  thereof.  Upon  making  said 
subscription,  said  court  shall  provide  for  its  payment  by 
levying  a  sufficients^  valorem  tax  upon  the  taxable  prop- 
erty of  said  county  of  Bourbon,  to  be  collected  and 
accounted  for  and  paid  over  as  other  county  taxes  are. 
^  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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1869  CHAPTER  1805. 

AN  ACT  to  iacorporate  LebAQOQ  Female  College. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  E.  P.  Mahon,  J.  M.  Cardwell,  R.  C.  Harris,  T. 
J.  Foster,  John  McElroy,  Milton  Rogera,  Sam.  T.  Ray,  H. 
B.  Phillip«,  and  Jainea  M.  Fogle,  and  successor.'',  be,  and 
are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Lebanon  Female  College;  and 
by  that  name  they  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and 
may  adopt  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same 
at  pleasure;  to  make  contracts  for  the  benefit  of  said 
female  college;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, in  any  courts  of  this  Commonwealth;  to  acquire^ 
by  gilt,  grant,  devise,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  any  real  or 
personal  estate  for  the  use  of  said  company,  not  to  exceed 
fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value;  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the 
same  at  pleasure,  according  to  the  by-laws  which  may  be 
hereafter  established  by  the  trustees  of  said  institution, 
and  reinvest  the  proceeds  thereof  in  such  real  and  person- 
al estate,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  female  college,  as 
they  may  deem  proper. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  college  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  half  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  accord- 
ing to  the  regulations  laid  down  in  its  by-laws;  it  is  also 
hereby  declared  that  the  stock  which  has  been  subscribed 
for  the  benefit  of  said  Lebanon  Female  College  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  conferred  by  this  charter.  For 
every  additional  share  of  stock,  after  the  first,  the  holder 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  additional  vote  in  the  election  of 
trustees;  but  no  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  to  cast  more 
than  ten  votes.  The  said  trustees  shall  be  empowered  to 
hold  the  property  already  acquired  for  the  benefit  of  said 
institution,  and  may  dispose  of  the  same  as  may  be  de- 
termined by  its  by-laws. 

§  3.  The  trustees  may  open  books  for  the  subscription  of 
stock  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may.  determine,  and 
the  stock  so  subscribed,  together  with  thai  already  taken, 
shall  be  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  by 
the  secretary;  and  no  stock  shall  be  transferable  from  one 
person  to  another  except  the  transfer  be  entered  in  such 
book. 

§  4.  The  trustees  hereby  incorporated  shall  be  self-per- 
petuating, and  shall  hold  their  office  until  they  resign  or 
are  deposed  by  the  by-laws  to  be  established  for  their  reg- 
ulation under  this  charter:  Provided,  however,  That  a  ma- 
jority of  the  stockholders  may,  upon  one  month's  notice, 
published  in  the  county  paper,  call  for  the  election  of  new 
trustees;  the  mode  and  manner  of  said  election  to  be  con- 
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ducted  as  in  Pimilar  institutions,  and  which  may  be  fixed       1869. 
by  the  by-laws  of  the  company. 

§  5.  All  real  and  personal  estate  acquired  under  this 
charter  shall  be  vested  in  the  board  of  trustees  and  their 
Boccesisors  in  office,  and  shall  be  forever  held  for  the  pur- 
poses of  education,  and  shall  not  be  diverted  to  any  other 
use  whatever,  nor  shall  the  same  be  subject  to  taxation. 

§  6.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  choose,  from  their 
own  body,  a  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer;  and  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own  body  occa- 
sioned by  death  or  otherwise;  and,  at  all  meetings  of  the 
board,  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  busi- 
ness. 

§  7.  The  trustees  shall  have  power,  a  majority  of  them 
concurring,  to  elect  a  president  or  principal  to  preside 
over  said  institution,  on  such  terms  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  leaving  him,  however,  to  select  his  own  teach- 
ers and  tutors  to  instruct  those  committed  to  his  charge. 

§  8.  The  trustees,  with  the  advice  of  the  president  or 
principal  of  said  college,  shall  have  power  to  confer  upon 
such  pupils  as  may  have  taken  the  regular  course  for 
graduation,  the  honors  usually  conferred  by  similar  insti- 
tutions, by  granting  diplomas,  duly  signed  by  the  princi- 
pal, teachers,  and  trustees  of  said  college. 

§  9.  The  trustees  shall  also  have  power,  from  time  to 
time,  to  establii'h  such  by-laws,  rules  and  ordinances,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  charter,  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  the  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  as  they  shall  deem 
necessary  for  the  supervision  and  gove^rnment  of  said  Leb- 
anon Female  College. 

^  10.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1306. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Countj  Court  of  Graves  Gountj  to   seU   Poor- 
hoQije  and  lands,  and  to  invest  proceeds  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  8h*all  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of 
Graves  county,  a  majority  of  the  magistrates  being  pres- 
ent and  concurring  therein,  to  sell  the  poor-house  and 
lands  of  said  county,  make  a  title,  and  receive  the  money 
for  the  same. 

§  2.  The  money  derived  from  said  sale  to  be  expended 
in  the  purchase  of  other  land  better  suited  for  the  erection 
of  a  poor-house. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  County  Court  of  Pendleton  Count j  to  dose  cer- 
tain Alley's  upon  the  Public  Grounds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Qeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentiicky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Pendleton  county,  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  justices  in  said  county  concurring,  may 
have  power  to  close  up^io  much  of  the  alleys  situate  upon 
either  s'de  of  the  present  court-house  yard  as  lies  between 
said  court-house  yard  and  the  remainder  of  the  grounds 
belonging  to  said  county,  and  known  as  the  county 
grounds  belonging  to  the  court-house  s^quare. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1308. 

AN  ACT  authorising  the  Countr  Court  of  Crittenden  Count/  to  lerj  as 

additional  tax. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweaith 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Crittenden  county,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  justices  in  commission  being  present  and 
concurring  therein,  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized,  in 
addition  to  the  capitation  tax  now  allowed  by  law,  to 
levy  and  collect  an  additional  capitation  tax  not  exceed- 
ing one  dollar  upon  the  tithe,  the  same  to  be  used  in  pay- 
ing i'or  the  construction  of  public  buildings  and  defraying 
other  necessary  expenses  of  said  county. 

§  2.  That  the  presiding  judge  of  said  county  court  may 
cause  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  county  to  be  sum- 
moned and  assembled  at  such  time  as  he  may  designate, 
for  the  purpose  of  levying  the  tax  herein  authorized. 

^  3.  That  the  sheriff  of  said  county  shall  collect  the 
additional  tax  so  levied  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the 
same  time  he  collects  the  ordinary  county  levy  and  State 
revenue;  and  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  therefor  in 
the  same  manner  and  way  that  they  are  liable  for  the 
county  levy  and  State  revenue. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  frohi  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1309.  Iggjj. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Gloverport  Cemetery  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
9f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  David  R.  Murray,  sr.,  Wm.  H.  Bowmer,  A.  L. 
Simons,  A.  B.  Skillman,  R.  L.  Newsorn,  R.  R.  Pierce, 
John  Walter,  Wm.  Vest,  Wm.  H.  Webb,  P.  V.  Duncan, 
and  Jacob  M.  Cooper,  and  their  associates  and  successors, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  ''  Cloverport  Cem- 
etery Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  able  and 
capable  in  law  to  have  and  use  a  common  seat;  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  do  all  such 
other  things  as  are  incident  to  such  a  corporation.  The 
said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  purchase  or  acquire 
title  to  any  quantity  of  land  within  one  mile  of  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  Cloverport,  in  Breckinridge  county,  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  acres,  and  receive  a  conveyance  for 
the  same,  with  such  covenants  of  warranty  as  they  may 
think  proper.  The  lands  and  appurtenances,  when  con- 
veyed to  said  company,  shall  be  held  solely  and  exclu- 
sively for  a  cemetery  and  ornamenal  grounds  connected 
therewith,  and  a  residence  for  a  superintendent  or  sexton, 
and  shall  never  be  alienated,  sold,  or  used  by  said  com- 
pany for  any  other  purposes  than  burial  lots,  as  herein- 
after provided.  The  said  company  may  receive  and  take 
by  devise  or  bequest  any  legacy  or  legacies  that  may  be 
devised  to  them,  to  be  appropriated  solely  and  exclusively 
to  the  ornamenting  and  improvement  of  said  cemetery 
grounds,  and  invest  or  loan  out  any  spare  funds  that,  from 
time  to  time,  they  may  have,  but  they  shall  never  exercise 
or  attempt  to  exercise  any  banking  powers. 

§  2.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by 
five  directors,  who  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  chair- 
man; the  said  directors  to  be  chosen  annually  by  the  lot- 
owners  from  among  their  number,  on  the  first  Saturday  of 
April  in  each  year;  and  if,  for  any  cause,  the  election  is 
not  held  at  this  regular  annual  meeting,  it  shall  be  held  at 
the  next  lot-holders'  meeting.  The  said  directors  shall 
hold  their  oflices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
are  regularly  elected  and  installed. 

^  3.  The  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
treat^urer,  secretary,  sexton,  and  such  other  ofiicers  as  they 
may  think  necessary',  and  take  from  them  such  bonds  as 
may  be  required.  The  secretary  shall  keep,  a  full  and 
fair  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  corporation,  and 
shall  always  preserve  an  accurate  map  and  survey  of  the 
grounds  and  lots.     The  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  lots 
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1869.  ^^^  burial  purposes,  and  all  other  funds  of  the  corporation, 
shall  be  held  and  used  exclusively  for  keeping  said  grounds 
in  repair,  and  ornamenting  and  improving  the  same,  and 
paying  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  necessary  officers. 

§  4.  The  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  lay  out  and 
ornament  said  grounds,  and,  from  time  to  time,  alter  and 
repair  the  same,  and  add  such  buildings  and  fixtures  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  use  or  ornament  of  the  cemetery 
grpunds.  They  shall  have  power  to  lay  off,  sell,  and  con« 
vey  burial  lots,  either  at  private  or  public  sale;  to  make, 
from  time  to  time,  all  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  corporation. 
They  may  levy  a  tax  on  the  lot-owners  in  said  cemetery 
to  raise  the  necessary  funds  for  keeping  said  grounds  in 
repair. 

§  5.  When  a  burial  lot  is  purchased,  the  directors  shall 
give  a  certificate  thereof,  under  the  seal  of  the  company, 
which  shall  vest  the  purchaser  with  title.  This  may  be 
transferred  according  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  company,  but  in  no  other  way.  If 
not  transferred  by  the  grantee,  it  shall  descend  or  pass  by 
devise,  as  other  real  estate.  Such  lots  shall  never  be  used 
for  any  other  purposes  than  burial  lots;  and  if*  applied  to 
any  other  purpose,  the  title  shall  revert  to  the  corpora- 
tion. 

§  6.  The  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  forfeit  any 
lot  or  lots  in  said  cemetery  grounds  taken  up  by  any  per- 
son or  persons  who  shall  fail  to  make  payment  for  such 
lot  or  lots;  and  where  any  interments  have  been  made  on 
any  such  lot  or  lots,  the  directors  shall  have  the  power  to 
enter  upon  the  same  and  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed, 
the  bodies  to  the  public  grounds  in  said  cemetery:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  said  directors  shall,  before  forfeiting  any 
such  lot  or  lots,  give  a  written  notice  to  the  person  or  per- 
sons in  whose  name  such  lot  or  lots  are  entered,  of  at  least 
thirty  days  before  such  action;  and  if  such  person  or  per- 
sons cannot  be  found,  then  said  notice  is  to  be  posted  on 
said  lot  or  lots  for  sixty  days  before  such  action. 

§  7.  If  any  person  shall  forcibly  or  unlawfully  violate 
any  of  the  graves  of  the  dead,  or  deface  or  remove  any  of 
the  tomb-stones,  monuments,  or  inclosures,  or  injure  any 
of  the  grounds  or  inclosures  of  the  company,  such  person 
or  persons  so  offending,  besides  being  liable  to  an  indict- 
ment for  misdemeanor,  and  punishable  according  to  the 
discretion  of  a  jury,  shall  be  liable  to  the  corporation,  or 
to  the  owner  of  a  lot,  in  an  action  for  whatever  damage 
may  be  committed.

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J  869.       ^  required  by  the  pre«ident  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany.    Witness  our  hand,  this day  of. ,  18 — , 

which  amount  shall  be  collected  in  the  proper  courts. 

§  4.  When   the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall 
have  been  subscribed,  the  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  may,  if  deemed  expedient,  proceed  to  finish  the  or- 
ganization of  said  company  by  giving  two  weeks'  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  when  an  election  shall  be  held  for 
a  president  and  directors  of  said  road,  which  election  shall 
be  held  and  the  voting  be  regulated  by  the  rules  allowing^ 
and  regulating  elections  of  president  and  directors  held 
in  the  Lexington,  Versailles,  and  Frankfort  turnpike  road

AX  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Boyd  County.

The .  money  arising  from  the  levy  herein  authorized  shall 
be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  debt  now  owing  by  the 
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1869.  county  not  now  specially  provided  for,  and  for  the  par- 
chaise  or  the  leaifting  of  a  poor-house,  with  the  necessary 
lands,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  said  county;  and  to 
make  the  neceosary  improvements  on  said  lands  for  the 
institution,  as  the  court  which  is  authorized  to  make  levies 
for  said  county  may  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
county. 

§  2.  If  the  said  court  shall  determine  to  purchase  land 
for  a  poor-house  as  now  authorized  by  the  provisions  of 
chapter  75  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  title  **  Poor  and  Poor- 
houses,"  they  are  hereby  authorized,  and  may  direct  the 
treasurer  of  said  count}^  to  is^ue  bonds  of  the  county, 
bearing  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  annually,  the  interest  and  so  much  of  the  princi- 
pal of  the  whole  cost,  that  the  same  shall  be  paid  off 
within  five  years  from  the  purchase. 

§  3.  If  the  said  court  in  their  judgment  shall  think  best 
to  have  lands  and  buildings  for  a  term,  instead  of  pur- 
chasing, they  are  authorized  to  do  so,  and,  to  meet  the 
.  liability,  may  issue  bonds  as  directed  in  the  second  section 
of  this  act. 

$  4.  The  court  of  claims  of  said  county  shall  have  the 
power  to  make  the  levy  directed  in  the  first  section,  so 
long  and  whenever  the  levy  now  directed  by  law  shall  be 
insufHcient  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  county. 

§  5.  The  collector  of  said  county  shall  be  liable  on  his 
bond,  together  with  his  sureties,  for  the  money  collected 
under  this  act,  and  for  the  faithful  collection  and  paying 
over  to  the  order  of  the  Boyd  county  court,  and  which  shall 
be  due  and  payable  as  the  levy  is'now  directed  to  be  col- 
lected and  paid  for  said  county,  and  the  same  proceeding 
'shall  be  pursued  for  the  enforcement  of  the  payment 
thereof. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  McCracken  County  Court. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  whereas,  McCracken  county  is  now  in  debt, 
and  the  ordinary  revenue  of  said  county  is  insufficient  to 
pay  off  the  debts  of  said  county  and  make  the  necessary 
bridges,  &c.;  therefore,  be  it  enacted,  that  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  county  court  of  said  county  to  meet  at  any  time 
before  the  first  day  of  March,  1869,  a  majority  of  all  the 
justices  in  commission  being  present,  and  levy  a  tax  on 
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all  the  property  sabject  to  railroad  tax  in  said  county,  not  1B69. 
to  exceed  ten  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
property,  one  half  of  said  tax  to  be  applied  to  the  repair 
of  the  court- bouse  and  grounds  and  fences,  and  to  the  fur- 
nishing of  said  house;  the  other  half  to  be  applied  towards 
the  building  of  a  bridge  at  Jersey,  over  Island  creek,  on 
stone  pillars. 

§  2.  The  said  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  same  person 
and  in  the  same  manner  that  the  railroad  taxes  of  said 
county  are  collected;  and  said  collector' shall  have  same 
powers  to  sell  property  to  enforce  the  payment  of  said 
taxes  that  the  collector  of  railroad  tax  has  or  may  have 
by  law  in  said  county. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  to  appoint 
the  same  person  to  collect  said  tax  that  he  does  to  collect 
the  railroad  tax  for  1869,  and  take  bond  and  good  security 
from  him  to  account  for  and  pay  over  such  tax  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  ordered  by  said  county  court  composed 
of  a  majority  of  justices;  and  for  his  services  as  collector 
shall  be  allowed  six  per  cent.;  and  on  bis  failure  to  pay 
over  said  money,  shall  be  liable  to  said  county  in  the  same  • 
manner,  and  may  be  proceeded  against  as  the  collectors  of 
railroad  taxes  are  now  by  law.

the  court-house  door  in  Georgetown  being  one.

Wheseas,  The  Boone  county  court,  sitting  as  a  court  c^ 
claims,  at  its  October  term,  1868,  fixed  the  county  levy  for 
«aid  county  at  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  upon  each  tithe 
of  said  county ;  and  whereas,  the  said  court  met  again  on 
the  first  Monday  in  January,  1869,  and  then  rescinded  the 
order  fixing  the  levy  at  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  and 
thereupon  agreed  to  and  fixed  the  county  levy  at  three 
dollars  upon  each  tithe  of  said  county;  and  whereas,  the 
«aid  court,  at  its  said  January  tei^,  appointed  N.  E. 
Hawes  and  W.  L.  Norman  a  committee  to  borrow  three 
liundred  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  eight 
per  cent.,  to  be  used  in  the  support  of  the  paupers  of  said 
eounty;  and  whereas,  there  are  doubts  as  to  the  authority 
of  said  court  to  fix  said  levy  at  three  dollars;  and  there 
are  also  doubts  as  to  the  legality  of  the  manner  of  the 
imposing  and  fixing  said  levy;  and  whereas,  there  are 
also  doubts  as  to  the  power  and  authority  of  said  court  to 
authorize  the  appointment  of  said  committee  to  borrow 
said  sum  of  money;  all  of  said  proceedings  of  said  court 
being  necessary  and  proper,  and  it  is  just  aiid  right  they 
should  be  legalized ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  djf  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  orders  and  proceedings  of  the  Boone  coun- 
ty court  at  its  January  t«rm,  for  1869,  fixing  the  levy  at 
three  dollars,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  legalized,  and 
said  levy  fixed  at  three  dollars. 

§  2.  That  the  orders  and  proceedings  of  the  said  county 
court  appointing  N,  E.  Hawes  and  W.  L.  Norman  a  com- 
mittee to  borrow  three  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purpose 
and  on  the  terms  stated  in  th«  preamble,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  legalized;  and  all  acts  and  proceedings  of  the 
said  committee  under  said  appointment  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  county  court. 

§  3.  This  act  io  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  establishment  of  a  Pauper>bou8e  id  Hancock  Gountjr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
qf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  juds^e  of  Hancock  county  is  au- 
thorized to  have  a  poll  opened  in  the  variout^  precincts  of 
said  county,  on  the  iir^t  Monday  in  August,  1869,  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining;  the  sense  of  the  people  of  said 
county  as  to  the  erection  of  a  hou;«e  for  paupers  in  said 
county.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  the  county  are  cast 
in  lavor  of  building  a  pauper-houste,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  judge  to  appoint  three  commissioners,  who 
shall  select  an  eligible  location  and  grounds  for  said  house, 
and  contract  for  the  same.  The  county  court,  a  majority 
of  justices  concurring,  is  authorized  to  levy  an  ad  valorem, 
tax,  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  hundred  dollars  on  the 
valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  county,  and  also 
a  poll-tax,  if  necessary,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  cap- 
ita, for  any  one  year,  to  be  continued  annually  until  a 
BuHiciency  is  made  to  erect  the  buildinsi;  an<l  purchase  so 
much  land  as  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  may  be  neces- 
sary. The  lax  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner,  and 
under  the  same  fines  and  penalties,  as  other  taxes  are  col- 
lected. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1348. 

AN  ACT  to  amend   an  act  to  establish   the  Mechanics'  Institote,  in   the 

City  of  Paducah. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kcnlvjcky: 

^  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *^An  act  to  establish  a  Me- 
chanics' Institute  in  the  town  of  Paducah,"  approved 
February  23,  1846,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended 
as  follows:  That  said  institute  shall  have  power  to  pass 
by-laws  regulating  the  amount  and  collection  of  all  dues, 
and  may  pass  by-laws  declaring  a  forfeiture  of  all  rights 
and  interest  as  a  stockholder  in  said  institute,  against  any 
member  or  members  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  any 
dues  or  assessments,  regularly  made  by  said  in.stitute 
against  him  or  them;  but  it  is  provided,  that  no  such 
forfeiture  shall  be  had  until  the  delinquent  member  shall 
have  been  tried  and  convicted  at  a  regular  meeting  of 
the  institute;  and  no  trial  or  conviction  shall  be  had, 
unless  the  delinquent  member  shall  have  been  served 
with  written   notice  by  the  secretary  of  the  institute  to 
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appear  and  defend,  at  certain  time  and  place,  at  least       1869. 
five  dayn  ^before  the  trial. 

§  2.  All  forfeitures)  accruing  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  by 
laws  under  it,  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  this  corporation 
in  its  aggregate  capacity. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  pai>sage.

AN  ACT  to  iocorporale  Grace  Charcb,  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Rev.  Oscar  B.  Thayer,  Ed.  Wilson,  Dr.  J.  M. 
Bodine,  Joseph  Hackett,  Jno.  A.  Dake,  Jno.  Wood,  Frank 
Maury,  Wm.  Grubb,  T.  J.  Wyatt,  John  Duhurst,  P.  B. 
Bate,  A.  W.  Hyde,  and  Richard  Isaacs,  and  their  success- 
ors in  office,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a 
corporation  and  body-politic,  by  the  name  of  the  Rector, 
Wardens,  and  Vestry  of  Grace  Church,  Louisville ;  and 
by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  ;  and  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  ;  and  may  pur- 
chase and  hold  properly,  whether  acquired  by  purchase, 
gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  and  vi^hether  real,  personal,  or 
mixed;  and  may  make  and  have  a  corporate  seal,  and 
the  same  break  and  alter  at  pleasure;  and  shall  have 
the  power  to  make  contracts  and  pass  by-laws,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  laws  of  this  State. 

§  2.  That  the  entire  management  of  the  affairs  and 
concerns  of  said  corporation  and  church,  and  all  the  cor- 
porate power  hereby  granted,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby, 
vested  in  a  board  of  thirteen  trustees,  resident  within 
this  State,  consisting  of  the  Vector,  wardens,  and  vestry 
of  said  church,  for  the  time  being;  the  persons  named 
in  the  tirst  section  of  this  act  being  the  present  rector, 
wardens,  and  vestry. 

§  3.  That  the  majority  of  the  trustees  in  vestry  assem- 
bled shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  enact  by- 
laws for  the  regulation  and  management  of  the  affairs 
and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  and  church,  for  filling 
up  vacancies  in  the  board  occasioned  by  death,  resigna- 
tion, removal  from  the  State,  or  otherwise,  as  may  bo 
provided  for  by  the  by-laws;  to  prescribe  the  number 
and  description,  duties,  and  powers  of  the  officers ;  the 
manner  of  their  election,  and  the  term  of  their  offices; 
to  sell  the  pews  in  said  church,  subject  to  a  quarterly  or 
annual  tax,  and  to  enforce  the  payments  thereof,  as  well 
as  of  the  quarterly  or  annual  rent  of  pews;  to  confiscate 
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1869.  ^  ^^^*  ^^  their  option,  for  the  use  of  said  corporation 
and  church,  any  and  all  pews  on  which  the«  quarterly 
tax  remains  unpaid  for  the  space  of  six  months,  provided 
the  same  be  consistent  with  the  terms  of  lease. 

§  4.  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  object 
declared  in  this  act,  or  for  any  purpoee  connected  there- 
with, the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  have,  hold, 
take  by  purchase,  or  otherwise,  real  and  personal  estate, 
and  to  sell,  lease,  and  dispose  of  the  same. 

§  5.  That  all  of  the  real  and  personal  estate,  of  whatso- 
ever kind,  at  present  belonging  to,  or  held  in  trust  for, 
the  use  and  benefit  of  Grace  Church,  Louisville,  or  for 
its  congregation,  be,  and  is  hereby,  vested  in  said  rector, 
wardens,  and  vestry,  and  their  successors  in  office. 

§  6.  That  this  act  is  subject  to  amendment  or  repeal  by 
the  Legislature  at  any  time. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Mozart  Lodge,  No.  149,  lodependeDt  Order  of  Odd 

Fellows,  at  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  A.  Rammers,  John  Laufer,  Frank  Fensterer, 
Henry  Hintzen,  A.  Reutlinger,  I.  C.  Fink,  J.  J.  Fisher,  E. 
Halbleib,  John  B.  Kramer,  charter  members  of  Mozart 
Lodge,  No.  149,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and  their  associates  and  suc- 
cessors, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  corporate, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Mozart  Lodge,  No.  14U,  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows;  and  they  and 
their  associates  and  successors  shall  so  continue  and  have 
perpetual  succession;  and  by  that  name  are  made  capable 
in  law  as  natural  persons  to  sue  and  to  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  answer 
and  be  answered,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this 
Commonwealth;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  German  Bailding  Association,  No.  1,  of  Gov- 

ington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cotntnonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Bernard  Viet,  Jacob  Bold,  H.  C.  Flaute,  Her- 
man Tonnies,  L.  Schnorbus,  George  Bose,  B.  Gautenberg, 
Herman  Wente,  Frank  Weber,  John  H.  Blau,  F.  Kehler, 
Anton  Anto,  and  Henry  Schneider,  their  associates  and 
successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  German  Building 
Association,  No.  1,  of  Covington,  Kentucky,"  and  they 
and  their  associates  and  successors  shall  so  continue  and 
have  perpetual  succession;  and  by  that  name  are  made 
capable  in  law  as  natural  persons  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
answer  and  be  answered,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity 
in  this  Commonwealth;  to  make,  use,  and  have  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  amend  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  They  are  hereby  authorized,  by  means  of  weekly 
contributions,  to  raise  a  fund  or  funds  to  be  loaned  of 
paid  out  to  and  among  the  members  of  said  association, 
to  enable  them  to  build  a  homestead  or  establish  a  bust- 
ness,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the}*  among  them- 
selves may  fix  and  agree  upon. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  this  corporation  shall  consist 
of  shares  of  four  hundred  and  fifly  dollars  each;  no  mem- 
ber shall,  however,  hold  more  than  ten  shares  in  his  own 
right.  . 

$  4.  The  office  of  said  corporation  shall  be  in  the  city  of 
Covington,  Kenton  county,  and  State  of  Kentucky.  The

§  7.  The  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  General  Assembly.

the  same  canceled  ;  and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or  chair- 
man and  board  of  trustees  of  any  town,  or  the  mayor  and 
aldermen  or  council  of  any  cit}',  or  the  county  court  of  any 
county,  may  appoint  collectors  for  said  tax,  or  may  require 
the  sherilfs  or  marshals  of  the  counties,  cities,  or  towns  to 
collect  the  same,  all  of  whom  shall  have  the  same  powers 
and  remedies,  and  shall  proceed  in  the  same  way  for  the 
collection  of  said  tax,  as  the  sheriffs  in  the  collection  of 
the  Slate  revenue.

CHAPTER  1355. 

AN  ACT  to  amecd  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Bardstown. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
•/  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Bardstown,  in  the 
county  of  iNel^on,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended 
as  follows,  to- wit:  AH  real  estate  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  said  town,  upon  which  the  taxes  imposed  by 
the  authorities  of  said  town  are  due,  or  may  become  due, 
and  in  arrears  for  six  months,  may  be  sold  publicly  by 
the  marshal  or  other  collector  of  taxes  for  said  town,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
the  payment  of  said  taxes,  including  the  co^ts  of  sale. 
The  time  and  place  of  sale  being  advertised  by  written 
or  printed  bills  at  least  twenty  days  before  sale;  the  sale 
to  be  made  upon  the  premises,  and  the  officer  making 
the  sale  shall  convey  the  property  thus  sold  to  the  pur- 
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1869.  chaeer,  subject  to  redemption  within  five  years  from  the 
day  of  sale  by  the  owner,  bis  heirs,  assigns,  or  legal  rep- 
resentatives, upon  paying  the  purchaser  the  amount  of 
bis  bid,  including  costs  of  sale  and  twenty  per  cent,  per 
annum  thereon. 

§  2.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have 
power  to  tax  and  license  all  omnibuses  and  other  vehicles 
run  in  said  town  for  pay  or  hire. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  are  hereby 
authorized,  to  subscribe  stock  to  the  amount  of  three 
thousand  dollars,  to  aid  in  the  building  of  a  turnpike 
road  from  Bardstown  to  Bloomfield,  in  said  county;  and 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  said  stock,  may  levy  a  tax 
upon  the  real  and  personal  estate  in  said  town  subject 
to  tax  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  said  town,  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  cents  on  each  hundred  dollars  of  the 
value  of  property  for  any  one  year;  and  may  borrow  the 
money  to  pay  said  stock  ;  and  through  their  chairman  or 
other  authorized  agent,  may  execute  their  bonds  there- 
for, bearing  interest  not  exceeding  eight  per  centum  per 
annum.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mutual  Aid  Societj  of  the  Employes  of  the 
Louisville  aud  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  of  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Mutual  Aid  Society  of  the  Employes  of 
the  Louisville  and   Nashville  railroad  company,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic ; 
and  under  this  charter   shall    have    and  possess   all   the 
powers  usually  granted  to  such  corporations. 

§  2.  The  said  society  shall  have  the  right  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  under  the  laws  of  this  State;  shall  purchase 
and  hold  any  and  all  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed, 
necessary  to  the  pursuit  of  the  object  of  their  bus^iness. 

§3.  The  incorporators,  viz.:  Jeremiah  Kavanach,  Jos. 
Shallcross,  N.  B.  Thompson,  Joel  Henry,  G.  B.  Kiteley, 
and  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  make  and  ordain 
all  the  needful  rules  and  by-laws  for  the  government  of 
the  said  Mutual  Aid  Society,  and  may  break  and  alter 
them  at  pleasure;  they  may  have  a  common  seal,  which 
they  may  break  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

H.  Flaute,  Henry  Nie,  and  John  Seiler,  and  their  suc- 
cessors and  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body-(;orporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
^*  German  Roman  Catholic  St.  Aloysius  Benevolent  Socie- 
ty, of  Covington,  Kentucky;"  and  by  that  name  they  are 
hereby  invested  with  power  to  sue.  and  be  sued,  to  answer 
and  be  answered,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be 
defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  State;  to 
have  perpetual  succession;  to  make,  alter,  amend,  abolish, 
or  change  their  constitution,  and  such  rules  and  by-laws 
and  ordinances  thereunder,  as  they  see  fit,  and  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  good  government  and  man- 
agement of  said  corporation,  so  that  they  are  not  incom- 
patible with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and  laws. 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky ;  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  contract  and  be

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1869.  thousand  dollars;  to  dispose  of  the  same  as  their  Constita- 
tion  and  by-laws  may  direct;  provide  for  administering 
oaths  and  taking  bonds  from  the  officers  and  employes  of 
the  corporation,  to  secure  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties. 

§  2.  Within  three  months  from  the  passage  of  this  act 
said  society  shall  go  into  operation  as  an  incorporated 
body  by  complying  with  this  act  and  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  of  said  society.  Said  corporators  can  call  meet- 
ings of  said  society  at  any  time  to  elect  members,  receive 
membernhip,  and  do  and  perform  all  things  necessary  and 
proper  to  be  done  to  carry  out  and  effectuate  the  purposes 
of  said  association.

of  holding  personal  property  and  real  estat-,  by  purchase, 
gift,  or  devise,  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  in  value, 
and  m^y  sell,  dispose  of,  and  convey  the  same;  nnd  they 
shall  have  power  to  form  and  ratify  a  constitution;  to 
adopt  by-laws  for  the  government  of  said  corporation, 
and  to  carry  out  the  ends  and  objects  of  said  corporation;

L.  Breaker,  George  Welling,  F.  Kohl,  J.  Rehfuss,  H.  Wen- 
zel,  H.  Schleuiker,  C.  Koch,  J.  Hernpel,  A.  Albrecht,  and 
C.  Rosenthal,  and  their  successors  in  ofHce,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  bod^^-corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  General  Building  Association,  of 
Covington,  in  the  county  of  Kenton;  and  by  that  name 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  be,  in  law,  capable  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts;  may 
have  a  common  seal,  the  same  alter,  change,  or  renew  at 
pleasure.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genenzl  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Urban  Stengal,  John  Boes,  T.  T.  WieBemann» 
and  Lewis  Kissel,  and  their  associates  and  successora,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic, 
an,d  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  St.  Leopold's  German 
Roman  Catholic  Benevolent  Society,  of  Louisville;  and 
by  that  name  shall  be  known;  and  shall  have  thei  right  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded; 
of  purchasing  and  holding  real  estate  sufficient  for  benev- 
olent purposes,  and  dispose  of  the  same  at  pleasure;  to 
have  a  common  seal,  and  have  the  right  to  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure;  to  make  their  own  constitution  and  by-laws, 
and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same  whenever  they  see  prop- 
er or  deem  necessary  for  the  good  of  their  society;  nothing, 
however,  to  be  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  or  the  State  of  Kentucky.

§  1.  That  I.  N.^Webb,  Joseph  Brinker,  A.  B.  Smith,  Dr. 
L.  E.  Brown,  Chilton  Scott,  J.  P.  Smith,  Frank  Troutman, 
Joseph  Pryor,  11.  L.  Ricketts,  L.  H.  Corbin,  Richard  Webb, 

Dr. Wilson,  James  P.  Ellis,  their  associatet*,  suc- 

cessiors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succesetion, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Henry  County  Agricul- 
tural and  Mechanical  Association;  and  by  that  name  may 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  with  all  persons  or  corporations,  and  in 
all  courts  and  places  in  this  Commonwealth;  may  procure, 
own,  and  hold  real  estate,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  acres 
in  quantity,  and  personal  estate,  not  exceeding  in  value 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  may  sell,  convey,  or  other- 
wise dispone  of  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof^ at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  association  shall  not  ex- 
ceed thirty  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  deemed 
personal  property,  and  be  transferable  on  the  books  of 
said  company. 

^  3.  The  persons  hereinbefore  named,  or  any  three  of 
them,  may  assume  the  control  of  the  books  already  opened 
for  the  subscription  of  stock,  and  continue  the  same  open, 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said 
association,  under  such  regulations  as  they  may  prescribe;

Utly,  Stanton  Aylor, 
Lewis  Aylor,  and  William  Cochran,  and  their  successors, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  bo<iy-politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  nanne  and  style  of  the  Pleasant  Ridge  In- 
stitute; and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession; 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and  places;  have 
a  common  seal,  and  alter  and  break  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure ;  may  make  all  necessary  by-laws  for  the  transac- 
tion of  the  business  and  government  of  said  company, 
not  inconsistent  with  t(ie  laws  of  the  State  or  United 
tStates. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  or  institute  shall  '^ 

be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars,  subscribed 
and  paid  for  in  such  manner  as  said  board  of  directors 
may,  bv  its  by-laws,  prescribe. 

^  3.  The  stockholders  of  said  institute  shall  annually 
elect  a  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  five  directors, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected.  Said  elections  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  of  each  year. 

§  4.  Said  election  shall  be  held  at  the  school  buildings; 
all  voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the  individual  receiving 
the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  shall  be  declared  elected 
to  the  office  for  which  he  was  voted  for.  The  secretary 
shall  superintend  and  hold  each  election,  and  make  known 
the  result. 

§  5.  Any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  any  of  the  offices 
by  death,  resignation,  or  removal,  or  refusal  to  act,  shall 
be  filled  by  the  remaining  directors  for  the  unexpired 
time. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors,  when  so  elected,  shall  have

§  U.  That  the  officers  herein  declared  to  be  elective, 
shall  he  elected  by  the  stockholders  of  said  company, 
and  none  others  shall  be  legal  voters ;  and  each  stock- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of 
stock. 

§  10.  That  said  board  of  directors  shall  have  full  power 
to  hold  and  control,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  land 
heretofore  deeded,  viz  :  21st  day  of  April,  1866,  by  Wil- 
liam A.  Tanner  and  M.  C.  Tanner,  for  school  purposes, 
known  hs  Pleasant  Ridge  school  house  and  lands,  situated 
on  the  turnpike  from  Union  to  Florence,  in  Boone  county', 
containing  one  acre  and  eight  poles.

providing  for  the  support  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
8uch  members  who  have  not  lelt  suf&cient  estate  for  that 
purpot<e. 

§  3.  That  said  union  shall,  by  the  name  and  style  set 
forth  above,  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  of

Be  it  enacted  by  the   General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Patrick  WaUh,  Joseph  Lowery,  Thomas  M. 
Griffiths,  B.  Dowling,  M.  C.  Wal:9h,  Richard  Barrett,  John 
Tocher,  and  William  McNamara,  together  with  their  as- 
sociates, successors,  and  assigns,  or  any  three  of  them,  be, 
and  are  hereby,  declared  and  created  a  body  corporate,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  *'  The  Building  or  Accumulating^ 
Fund  Association,'*  of  Newport,  Kentucky;  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  shall  be  capable  in 
law  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
implead  and  be  impleaded,  within  all  courts  of  competent 
jurisdiction;  and  shall  have  full  power  to  receive,  acquire »

§  3.  The  office  for  conducting  the  business  of  this  corpo- 
ration shall  be  in  the  city  of  Newport,  Kentucky. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  association  shall  be  five 
thousand  dollars,  with  power  to  increase  the  same  to  fifty 
thousand  dollars  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  share- 
holders, and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  ($2  50)  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  each;  and  the  certificate  of  stock 
shall  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the  association,  signed  by 
the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary;  but  no 
subscriber  of  stock  shall  be  deemed  accepted  or  binding  on 
the  association  until  the  full  amount  of  said  shares  shall 
have  been  paid  to  the  association  by  each  subscriber  to 
the  capital  stock. 

§  5.  Said  association  may  invest  money  in  real  estate, 
mortgages,  or  other  securities,  the  rents,  interest,  and  div- 
idends from  which  shall  be  applied  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  the  association,  and  for  reinvestment,  unless  the  board 
of  managers  unanimously  recommend,  and  four  fifths  of 
the  shareholders  entitled  to  vote,  vote  in  favor  of  appro- 
priating it  to  other  purposes. 

^6.  The  affairs  of  the  association  shall  be  under  the 
control  and  direction  of  a  board  of  managers  consisting  of 
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nine  memberB,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  place  of  buei-  1S69. 
ness  of  the  association  in  the  city  of  Newport,  by  the 
share-owners,  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  1869,  and  on 
the  first  Monday  in  April  of  each  and  every  year  thereaf- 
ter, to  continue  in  office  one  year,  and  until  their  success- 
ors shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  Said  board  shall  elect 
from  their  number  a  pres^ident,  a  vice  president,  a  secre- 
tary, and  a  treasurer,  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire 
with  that  of  the  board  by  whom  they  were  elected,  or 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  They 
shjill  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  own  body 
during  the  time  for  which  they  were  elected;  and  all  acts 
and  contracts  of  the  majority  of  this  board  shall  be  bind- 
ing on  the  association;  a  majority  of  this  board  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

^  7.  The  board  of  managers  shall  fix  the  salary  of  the 
president;  they  shall  slUo  elect  or  appoint  (and  dismiss  at 
pleasure)  such  clerks,  officers,  agents,  or  servants,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  afiairs  of  the  associa- 
tion; fix  their  salaries,  prescribe  their  duties,  and,  at  their 
option,  require  and  receive  bonds,  with  security,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties.  The  board  of  man- 
agers shall  hold  stated  meetings  at  least  semi-monthly, 
and  called  meetings  whenever  deemed  necessary;  and 
shall  keep  a  full  and  complete  record  of  their  proceedings; 
they  shall  have  power  to  make  and  change  all  necessary 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  the 
association. 

§  8.  At  every  meeting  of  the  shareholders,  each  share- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  share  of 
stock  held  by  him,  and  shareholders  may  vote  by  written 
proxy;  but  no  shareholder  shall  he  entitled  to  a  vote  at 
any  meeting  of  the  shareholders  unless  all  his  taxes,  dues, 
&c.,  have  been  paid;  and  at  all  meetinsfs  for  the  election 
of  a  board  of  managers,  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall 
be  necessary  to  elect. 

§  9.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  candidate  to  serve 
as  one  of  the  board  of  managers  unless  he  hold  five  shares 
of  the  stock  of  the  association,  and  has  fulfilled  all  obli- 
gations imposed  on  him  by  the  government  of  the  associa- 
tion. 

§  10.  Shareholders  shall  not  be  personally  liable  for  the 
debts  of  the  association  beyond  the  amount  which  may  be 
due  and  unpaid  upon  the  shares  held  by  them  respect- 
ively. 

§  11.  The  shares  in  this  association  shall  be  liable  and 
holden  for  all  assessments  legally  made  thereon;  and  upon 
the  non-payment  of  such  assessments,  or  any  part  thereof, 
by  the  owners  of  such  shares,  within  the  time  fixed  there- 
for, the  treasurer  may  proceed,  in  the  manner  fixed  in  the 


n 
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1869.  by-laws  of  this  association,  to  advertise  and  sell  such  de* 
]iuquent  shares,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  he  necessary 
to  pay  the  sum  due  thereon,  and  incidental  expenses. 

§  12.  Any  of  the  chartered  members  of  this  corporation 
may,  at  any  time  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  open  books 
for  subscription  of  shares  of  the  association,  at  such  place 
or  places  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  Said  books  shall 
remain  open  until  two  hundred  shares  are  subscribed  for 
and  paid,  when  the  as.^ociation  shall  be  competent  to 
transact  all  kinds  of  business  which  it  is  established  for. 

(  13.  That  in  no  case  shall  said  corporation  exercise 
any  banking  or  other  privileges  not  plainly  and  fairly 
indicated  by  this  act. 

§  14.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  so  much  of  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Versailles  and  McCracken's  Mill  turnpike  road 
company,''  approved  March  9th,  1868,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  so  amended  as  to  authorize  and  permit  the  presi- 
dent, directors,  and  company  of  said  road  to  oonstruct  the 
same  in  width  not  exceeding  thirty-five  feet,  not  more 
than  twenty  feet  of  which  shall  be  graded  for  the  recep- 
tion of  the  metal. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  eflect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Franklin  Lodge,  No.  7,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  Ac. 

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Wm.  H.  Kinnaird,  Geo.  E.  Hackley,  N.  San- 
difer,  and  James  H.  Yantis,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,

^  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1381. 

AN  ACT  declaring  Little  Sandy  Rirer  a  Navigable  Stream. 

Be  it  enacted  by  t/ie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Little  Sandy  river  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
declared  a  navigable  stream*  from  its  mouth  to  the  mouth 
of  Jno.  Adkins's  creek,  near  the  Daniel  Horton  farm:  Pro- 
vided^ That  the  operation  of  this  act  shall  not  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  warrant  the  removal  of  the  Argillite  mill-dam, 
in  Greenup  county;  but  the  same  shall  remain  as  now  es- 
tablished by  law. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1382. 

AN  ACT  to  amend   and    reduce   into  one  all   the  several  acts   in  regard 

to  the  town  of  Foster,  in  Bracken  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That   the    boundaries   of   the  town   of   Foster,  in  iig^dT*****^ 
Bracken   county,  shall    be  the   same  as  now  established 
by  law. 

§  2.  The  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal  concerns  of  a^y^JfiJiS^rf 
said  town,  with  the  government  and  control  thereof,  shall  town. 
be  vested  in  four  trustees;  three  of  whom  shall  form  a 
quorum  to  do  business;  ail  of  whom  shall  be  citizens  of 
the  town,  and  shall  have  residence  in  said  town,  and 
been  bona  Jide  housekeepers  one  year  next  preceding  their 
election,  and  take  an  oath,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  their  office,  faithfully  to  perform  the  same. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office,  «^.«£***^**'*'* 
shall  be  abody-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  board  of  Trustees  of  the 
town  of  Foster;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in 
law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of 
defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  in  this  Com- 
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1S69.  monwealth ;  and  may  use  or  not  use  a  common  seal; 
and  ehall  be  vested  with  all  general  power  conferred  by 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  on  bodies  corporate  of 
like  character. 

§  4.  Said  trustees  shall  he  elected  annually  on  the  third 
y»»J«*  to  Saturday  in  March,  by  the  white  male  inhabitants  of  said 
town  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  have  been 
bona  Jide  ret«idents  of  said  town  for  one  year  next  preced- 
ing the  election.  The  said  trustees  ^hall  hold  their  office 
for  one  vear,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
elected  and  qualified  ;  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  any 
vacancy  which  may  occur  in  their  own  body;  but  if  any 
trustee,  elected  at  any  annual  election,  shall  refuse  to 
qualify,  the  board  shall  immediately  order  another  elec- 
tion to  supply  his  place.  The  election  for  trustees  shall 
be  held  at  some  place  provided  by  the  board  of  trustees 
in  said  town,  by  judges,  sheriff,  and  clerk,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  board,  and  shall  be  conducted  in  all  respects  as 
elections  under  the  State  laws  ;  and  the  penalties  im- 
posed by  the  election  laws  of  the  State  shall  apply  to 
offenses  committed  at  said  elections.  The  trustees  may, 
from  time  to  time,  fix  and  regulate  the  time  of  their  reg- 
ular meetings,  and  may  prescribe  the  mode  in  which 
special  meetings  may  be  called.

The  police  judge  shall 
have  jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of  said  town  in  any 
case,  civil  and  criminal,  in  which  justices  of  the  peace 
have,  or  may  hereafter  have  jurisdiction,  except  as  a 
court  of  inquiry  in  criminal  cases,  in  which  he  shall 
have  the  jurisdiction  now  given  by  law  to  two  justices 
of  the  peace,  with  power,  in  that  particular,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  the  county;  and  shall  proceed  in  like  manner  as 
said   two  justices  are  required    to  proceed    in  criminal

CHAPTER  1884. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  '-Ford's  Mill  and  Kentucky  River  Turnpike 

Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonucealth 
of  Kcntvcky: ' 

§  1.  That  James  P.  Ford,  John  McDonald,  Van  J.  Sel- 
lers,  Lewis   Allen,  Christopher  Veach,   John   Furr,  Jeese 
Moore,  Ezra    Bowman,   Fielding   Davis,   Zack.   Ford,  sr., 
Joseph  S.  Woolfolk,  Benjamin    Wilson,  Benjamin    Haw- 
kins, H.  M.  Sellers,  and  J.  G.  Manuel,  and  their  ass^oci- 
ates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created   a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  •'Ford^s   Mill   and   Kentucky    Kiver   Turnpike   Com- 
pany;" and  by  this  name  shall  have  power  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued;  to  have  and  use 
a  common  seal,  and  to  break,  renew,  and  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure. '  It  shall  have  all  the  powers  incident  to  such 
corporations. 
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§  2.  That  said  company  is  authorized  to  construct  a  1869. 
turnpike  or  nnacadamized  road  in  Woodford  county,  from 
some  point  on  the  Versailles  and  Munday's  ferry  turnpike 
road,  or  on  the  Mortonsville  and  Lexington  turnpike  road, 
to  either  Cummins'  ferry  or  Oregon,  on  the  Kentucky  river, 
and  to  run  near  or  by  Ford's  mill. 

§  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  books  for  the  subscription  of 
stock  ^hall  be  opened  at  such  places  as  may  be  deemed 
best,  under  the  direction  of  the  persons  heretofore  named, 
all  of  whom  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  subspriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company;  and  they  shall  provide  a  book  or  books  for 
the  subscription  of  stock,  in  which  they  shall  cause  to  be 
v.'ritten  the  obligations  of  each  person  subscribing  for  said 
stock;  and  when  the  president  and  directors  shall  be 
chosen,  as  hereinafter  provided,  they  shall  have  full  con- 
trol of  said  books,  and  may  cause  the  same  to  be  opened, 
from  time  to  time,  until  the  entire  amount  of  stock  herein 
mentioned  is  subscribed. 

§  4.  That  as  soon  as  a  majority  of  said  commissioners 
shall  be  of  opinion  that  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  is 
subscribed  to  justify  the  commencement  of  the  work  on 
said  road,  they  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
and  bold  an  election  for  president  and  seven  directors, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  chosen :  Provided,  That  should  a  vacancj' 
occur,  the  remaining  directors  shall  fill  the  same  by  ap- 
pointment; and  should  the  offices  of  all  the  directors 
become  vacant,  any  three  stockholders  may  call  a  meet- 
ing to  elect  their  successors.  The  directors  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  such 
other  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
and  may  remove  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  the  treasurer, 
before  he  enters  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  shall 
execute  a  bond,  with  security,  to  said  company,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

^  5.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  acquire, 
hold,  or  sell  real  or  personal  estate,  as  the  same  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  and  to 
do  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  in  the  exercise  of 
the  power  herein  expressly  conferred.  They  shall  also 
have  power  to  acquire  and  hold  a  sufficiency  of  land  on 
which  to  erect  toll-houses  and  other  necessary  buildings. 

§  6.  The  entire  width  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed  fifty 
feet,  and  the  macadamized  p^rt  thereof  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  feet.  The  graderoute  and  location  of  said  road 
fihali  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  Woodford  county 
court  (a   majority  of  the  justices  of  the   peace  of  said 
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1869.  county  beinj^  present  and  cons^tituting  a  part  of  the  same): 
Provided^  That  if  the.  persons  owning  a  majority  of  the 
shares  of  etock  subscribed  up  to  the  lime  of  the  action  of 
the  court  nhall  petition  the  court  to  locate  the  road  on  one 
of  the  routes  mentioned  hereinbefore,  the  court  shall  s*elect 
the  route  det^ignated  in  the  petition.  Whenever  three  or 
more  milen  of  £iaid  road  shall  be  coni^tructed,  the  directors 
shall  call  on  two  jui?tices  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  not 
interested  in  the  road,  to  examine  the  same,  and  if  they 
shall,  by  a  written  statement  Kled  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  said  court,  certify  that  the  same  is  done  in  a  good  and 
sub:4tantiai  manner,  then  said  company  may  erect  toll- 
gates  on  said  road,  and  may  charge  and  collect  from  per- 
sons traveling  on  or  using  said  road  toll  at  the  rates  fixed 
in  the  general  laws  concerning  turnpikes  until  changed  as 
hereinafter  directed.  The  county  court  of  Woodford  coun* 
ty,  composed  as  aforesaid,  may,  at  any  time,  and  as  often 
as  in  its  discretion  is  best,  fix  a  scale  of  rates  of  toll  for 
said  road,  and  may  change  or  alter  the  same  at  pleasure.

AN  ACT  to   amend    the   charter   of  the  Union   and   Rich  wood  Tarnpik^ 

Road  Company,  in   Boone  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Union  and  Rich  wood  turn- 
pike road  company,  approved  March  the  4th,  1856,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  allow  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  said  turnpike  road  company  to  erect 
upon  the  line  of  said  road  a  toll-house  and  gate  before  the 
completion  of  four  miles  of  said  road,  and  charge  and 
collect  toll  at  said  gate  upon  the  travel  on  said  road  at 
the  same  rates,  and  under  the  same  regulations,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  distance  of  the  road  fully  completed  and 
traveled,  as  are  now  allowed  by  law  upon  the  Covington 
and  Lexington  turnpike  road. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  1386.  IggS. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mercer  Ooanty  Agricultural    and   Mechanical 

Association, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontvealth 
19 f  Kentucky: 

§  1..  That  Baid  association  is  hereby  created  a  body-pol- 
itic and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Mercer  County  Agricultural  and 
JNIechanical  Association. 

§  2.  That  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  ^*An  act  to 
•charter  the  Springfield  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Asso- 
ciation," approved  February  18,  1856,  so  far  as  applicable, 
shall  be  the  law  and  provisions  of  th«  association  hereby 
incorporated* 

§  3.  Said  association  shall  be  capable  of  acquiring,  by 
purchase  or  otherwise,  land  not  exceeding  fifty  acres. 

^  4.  The  president  and  directors  already  chosen  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  first  Saturday  of  April,  1869, 
and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified; 
and  upon  the  first  Saturday  of  April  in  each  year  thereaf- 
ter, there  shall  be  an  election  of  president  and  directors 
from  among  the  stockholders,  unless  the  members  of  the 
association,  by  resolution,  shall  fix  upon  a  difierent  day. 

^  6.  A  majority  of  the  directors,  with  their  president, 
shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  i)usiness. 

§  6.  That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  police  court  of  Harrods- 
burg  is  hereby  extended  over  the  lands  and  grounds  pur- 
chased and  used  by  said  association;  and  said  police  court 
shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  and  inflict  all  penalties  for 
crimes  or  misdemeanors  that  may  be  committed  upon  said

§  7.  The  jurisdiction  herein  given  to  the  police  court  of 
Harrodsburg  shall  be  to  the  same  extent  that  said  court 
now  has  in  the  town  of  Harrodsburg.

uncollected  fee  bills  of  said  decedent  as  clerk  aforesaid,

Whereas,  Peter  and  Ann  Kelly,  of  Bowling  Green, 
Kentucky,  have  taken  Michael  Crosby,  a  young  infant, 
to  raise  as  their  own  child,  with  desire  to  adopt  him  as 
such,  and  to  confer  upon  him  the  right  to  inherit  their 
estate ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  said  Michael  Crosby  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
made  an  heir  of  said  Peter  and  Ann  Kelly,  at  their  death, 
with  all  the  right  of  inheritance  of  their  estate  as  fully 
and  completely  as  if  he  were  their  natural  son ;  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Peter  and  Ann  Kelly  to  con- 
fer their  name  of  Kelly  upon  said  infant  as  his  surname. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  George  E.  Stone  and  James  F.  Montgomery.. 

•    Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  George  E.  Stone  and  James  F.  Montgomery,, 
of  Russell  county,  Kentucky,  who  being  minors,  are  here-

CHAPTER  1393. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Shelbjvillc  Railroad  Company,  and 
to  authorize  certain  Counties  to  take  Slock  in  the  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  said  company  are  authorized  and  empow- 
*ered  to  extend  their  road  through  the  counties  of  Anderson 
and  Mercer  to  or  near  Danville;  thence  along  the  most 
practicable  route  to  the  Virginia  or  Tennessee  line,  run- 
ning through  or  near  Lawrenceburg,  and  through  or  near 
Harrodsburg;  and  the  further  time  of  five  years  from  the 
—  day  of  May,  1871,  is  given  to  said  company  to  construct 
their  road  to  Danville.  This  amendment,  and  the  other, 
amendments  contained  in  this  act,  are  granted,  with  the 
proviso  that  the  present  stockholders  in  said  company 
shall  not  receive  interest  in  stock  on  their  present  stocky 
but  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  placed  upon  the  same  terms 
and  footing  with  those  that  may  hereafter  take  stock  in 
said  company:  It  is  a  further  condition  of  granting  these 
amendments,  that  no  part  of  the  voluntary  subscriptions 
made  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  since  the  year 
1858  shall  be  collected  from  those  persons  who  are  taxed 
to  pay  subscriptions  made  by  the  county  court  of  Shelby 
county  under  this  act.  This  provision  shall  also  apply  to 
subscriptions  made  by  persons  now  deceased,  whose  estates 
may  be  taxed  in  possession  of  their  heirs  or  devisees. 

^  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  that  portion  of  Shelby  county 
embraced  in  the  following  described  boundary,  viz:  Be- 
ginning at  a  point  on  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort 
turnpike  road,  at  the  intersection  of  the  Bagdad  and 
Harrisonville  turnpike,  at  the  second  toll-gate  east  of 
Shelby ville;  thence  north  with  said  pike  to  the  northern 
boundary  of  Clayvillage  election  precinct  (precinct  No. 
2);  thence  with  said  boundary  in  a  western  direction  to 
the  boundary  of  Shelbyville  election  precinct  (precinct 
No.  1);  thence  running  with  the  boundary  of  said  pre- 
cinct around  its  northern  line  to  a  stone  in  the  Shelby- 
ville and  Eminence  turnpike  road,  near  the  residence  of 
G.  Reed,  called  the  half-way  stone;  thence  in  a  western 
direction  to  a  point  at  which  the  Westport  road  crosses 
BuUdkin  creek;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  Miller  &  Cin 
namon's  store;  thence  to  the  Jefferson  county  line,  at  a 
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point  on  said  line  west  of  the  residence  of  R.  A.  Wellman;  1869. 
thence  south  with  said  line  to  a  point  in  the  same  west  of 
the  residence  of  William  Brumley,  thence  to  the  intersec- 
tion of  the  Shelbyville  and  Bardstown  turnpike  road  with 
the  Shelby  and  Spencer  county  line;  thence  in  an  eastern 
direction  with  said  line  to  the  intersection  of  Beech  creek; 
thence  up  said  creek,  and  with  its  meanders,  to  the  cross- 
ing of  the  Shelbyville  and  Mt.  Eden  road,  near  Salem 
church;  thence  in  an  eastern  direction  to  Beech  Creek 
meeting-house;  thence  to  the  Hardinsville  election  pre- 
cinct line  (precinct  No.  8),  at  or  near  Daniel  Brumley's 
blacksmith  shop;  thence  with  said  line  in  a  northern 
direction  to  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  turnpike  road, 
and  with  said  road  to  the  beginning;  and  for  the  counties 
of  Anderson,  Mercer,  and  Boyle  to  subscribe  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  as  hereafter  specified. 

§  3.  The  portion  of  Shelby  county  embraced  in  the 
boundary  aforesaid  may  subscribe  for  any  amount  of 
stocky  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
The  county  of  Anderson  may  subscribe  for  any  amount 
of  stock  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and.  (ifty  thousand 
dollars.  The  county  of  Mercer  may  subscribe  for  any 
amount  of  stock  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  filty 
thousand  dollars.  The  county  of  Boyle  may  subscribe 
for  any  amount  of  stock  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  subscriptions  of  the  county 
of  Anderson  shall  be  made  upon  the  condition  that  the 
said  subscriptions  shall  be  made  by  the  said  portion  of 
Shelby.  The  subscriptions  of  the  county  of  Mercer  shall 
be  made  upon  the  condition  that  the  subscriptions  shall  be 
made  by  the  county  of  Anderson  and  said  portion  of  Shel- 
by. The  subscriptions  of  the  county  of  Boyle  shall  be 
made  upon  the  condition  that  the  said  subscriptions  shall 
be  made  b}'  the  counties  of  Anderson  and  said  portion  of 
Shelby.  The  same  shall  be  subject  to  further  conditions, 
as  follows,  viz:  That  the  subscriptions  of  the  county  of 
Anderson  shall  be  expended  in  the  construction  of  said 
road  through  the  county  of  Anderson;  the  subscription  of 
the  county  of  Mercer  shall  be  expended  in  the  construc- 
tion of  said  road  south  of  Lawrenceburg,  and  the  sub- 
scription of  the  county  of  Boyle  shall  be  expended  in  the 
construction  of  said  road  south  of  Harrodsburg.  To  se- 
cure compliance  with  said  conditions,  the  bonds  herein- 
after provided  for,  except  the  bonds  of  said  portion  of 
Shelby,  shall  not  be  delivered  until  the  road  shall  be 
completed  as  far  as' Shelbyville,  and  the  company  shall 
be  ready  to  begin  work  upon  the  sections  embraced  in  the 
several  limits  aforesaid.  Upon  the  written  application  of 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  and  of  ten 
tax-payers  of  any  of  said  counties,  the  county  judge  of 
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1869.  s^ch  county  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days  thereafter,  caase 
a  vote  of  the  legal  voters  residing  in  the  county,  or  portion 
of  county  to  be  taxed,  to  be  taken  at  the  several  places  of 
voting  therein,  to  ascertain  whether  the  voters  of  said 
counties,  or  portion  of  Shelby  county,  are  in  favor  of  said 
subscription;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  jud^e 
to  cause  at  least  twenty  days^  notice  to  be  given  of  the 
time  at  which  said  vote  will  be  taken  and  of  the  proposi- 
tion to  be  voted  upcm;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  in  due 
time,  to  appoint  judges  and  other  ofBcers  to  conduct  said 
election.  Such  elections  shall  be  held  as  elections  for 
Representatives  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  the  returns 
thereof  shall  be  made  within  ten  days  after  the  election, 
to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county. 

§  4.  At  the  next  term  of  the  county  court  after  the  re- 
turn of  said  vote,  the  poll-books  shall  be  examined  by  the 
county  judge,  county  clerk,  and  county  attorney,  and  the 
result  of  said  vote  for  and  against  said  subscription  shall 
be  entered  on  the  record  of  said  court. 

(5.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  in  favor  of 
said  subscription,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge 
forthwith  to  cause  the  subscription  to  be  made  in  the 
name  of  said  county,  or  portion  of  Shelby  county,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

§  6.  That  where  any  such  subscription  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company  shall  have  been  ordered,  and  the  condi- 
tions aforesaid  complied  with,  bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the 
name  of  and  under  the  seal  of  or  scroll  of  said  portion  of 
Shelby  county,  or  said  counties,  as  the  case  may  be,  in 
such  form  and  in  such  amounts;  the  entire  amount  of  said 
bonds  not  to  exceed  the  sum  subscribed,  and  payable  at 
such  places,  and  bearing  interest,  payable  semi-annually, 
at  such  rates  (not  exceeding  eight  per  centum  per  annum) 
as  the  president  and  directors  may  elect.  The  bonds  shall 
be  due  and  payable  twenty  years  from  their  date,  with  the 
privilege  reserved  to  the  said  counties  to  pay  them  after 
three  years  from  date.  The  bonds  shall  be  signed 'by  the 
judge  of  the  county  court  and  countersigned  by  the  county 
clerk.  When  so  executed,  said  bonds  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  in  payment 
of  said  subscription,  and  they  may  be  by  them  negotiated, 
hypothecated,  or  sold,  upon  such  terms  and  at  such  times 
as  may,  by  said  president  and  directors,  be  deemed  expe- 
dient, and  may  be  transferred  by  indorsement. 

§  7.  That  when  any  such  subscription  shall  have  beeQ 
made,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  and  the 
justices  of  the  peace  of  the  precincts  or  the  counties  in 
which  the  vote  is  taken,  to  levy  annually  a  direct  tax 
upon  all  the  property  in  such  county,  or  portion  of 
county,  subject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue,  to  pay  the 
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interest  when  due,  and  the  principal  at  maturity  ;  and  18G9. 
they  may  levy  a  tax  to  pay  any  portion  of  said  bonds 
at  any  time  after  three  years :  Provided^  That  no  greater 
tax  than  one  per  cent,  shall  be  levied  in  any  one  year, 
except  to  pay  the  bonds  at  maturity.  The  taxes  herein 
provided  to  he  collected  to  pay  the  interest  and  princi- 
pal of  said  bonds,  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff,  or 
such  other  person  as  the  county  judge  and  justices  of 
the  peace  may  designate,  who  shall  execute  bond,  con- 
ditioned that  be  shall  faithfully  discharge  his  duties  and 
pay  over  the  money  collected  by  him.  He  shall  collect 
the  tax  in  pursuance  with,  and  according  to,  the  law  for 
collecting  the  revenue,  and  shall  receive  such  compensa- 
tion as  shall  be  voted  him  by  the  county  judge  and  jus- 
tices of  said  counties  and  said  portion  of  Shelby,  not 
exceeding  three  per  centum,  which  amount  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  the  levy.  He  shall  pay  over  the  taxes  to  a 
treasurer  to  be  appointed  by  the  county  judge  and  jus- 
tices. The  treasurer  shall  execute  a  similar  bond  to  that 
of  the  collecting  officer,  and  the  compensation  allowed 
him,  not  exceeding  one  per  cent.,  shall  also  be  included 
in  the  levy  of  taxes.  The  collecting  officer  shall  execute 
to  each  person  a  receipt  for  the  amount  of  taxes  paid  by 
him,  which  shall  be  assignable,  and  when  they  amount 
to  fifty  dollars  or  more,  shall  entitle  the  holder,  upon 
presentation  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  company,  to 
certificates  of  stock  at  the  rate  of  one  share  for  fifty 
dollars,  and  every  multiple  of  fifty. 

§  8.  The  said  treasurer  shall  make  annual  settlement 
with  the  collecting  officer,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
county  court,  and  the  county  court  shall  make  annual 
settlements  with  the  treasurer. 

i  9.  The  several  counties  and  portion  of  counties  shall 
not  vote  the  stock  for  which  certificates  may  be  issued  to 
the  tax-payers,  but  the  same  shall  be  voted  by  the  indi- 
vidual stockholders. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  two  election  precincts  in 
the  county  of  Boyle,  known  as  precincts  Nos.  3  and  4,  to 
take  the  stock  herein  provided  to  be  taken  by  the  whole 
county,  or  they  may  take  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  deficiency  may  be  supplied  by 
individual  subscriptions  in  said  county  :  Provided^  That 
the  said  subscriptions  shall  be  expended  only  as  provided 
for  the  county  or  precinct  subscriptions.  If  from  any 
cause  the  said  portion  of  Shelby  county  should  fail  to 
make  a  valid  subscription,  as  herein  provided,  the  elec- 
tion precincts  known  as  precincts  Nos.  1,  2,  5,  and  6,  may 
make  the  said  subscription,  and  precinct  No.  1  may  take 
forty  thousand  dollars  ojf  the  same,  in  addition  to  a  pro 
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1869.  ^^^^  ^^  ^^®  remaining  two  bnndred  and  sixty  thousand 
dollars. 

§  11.  If  the  question  of  making  the  subscriptions  afore- 
said shall  be  submiKed  to  the  voters  of  any  of  said  coun- 
ties, or  portion  of  counties,  and  they  should  fail  to  approve 
of  said  subscription,  the  sense  of  the  voters  thereof  may 
be  taken  a  second  time  by  vote :  Provided,  That  it  shall 
not  be  done  within  less  than  one  year  after. 

§  12.  No  contract  that  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company  may  make  with  the  Louisville,  Cincinnati, 
and  Lexington  railroad  company,  or  any  other  railroad, 
shall  be  valid  until  the  same  shall  be  ratified  by  the  stock- 
holders of  this  company. 

§  13.  In  taking  the  vote  upon  the  question  of  said  sub- 
scription in  the  county  of  Shelby,  the  polls  shall  be  opened 
at  the  places  of  voting  in  all  of  the  precincts  in  said  coun- 
ty, except  precincts  Nos.  3  and  8. 

§  14.  That  the  citizens  of  the  fifth  voting  precinct,  in 
Anderson  county,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote  upon  the 
subject  of  this  railroad,  nor  shall  the  citizens  of  said  pre- 
cinct be  taxed  to  build  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof. 

(15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Fitch,  late  sherifl^  of  Lewis  county,  to  collect  and  distrain 
for  his  fee  bills,  and  all  uncollected  taxes  due  him  for  the 
time  he  was  sheriff*,  subject  to  all  the  penalties  and  restric- 
tions now  provided  by  law  for  illegally  distraining  and 
collecting  fee  bills  and  taxes,  or  either. 
^1  §  2.  That  said  Fitch  may  list  his  uncollected  fee  bills 
and  taxes  with  the  sheriff  or  any  constable  of  Lewis 
county,  or  any  county  where  the  debtor  may  reside  or 
be  found,  for  collection,  who  are  also  hereby  empowered 
to  distrain  for  and  collect  said  fee  bills  and  taxes,  for 
two  years  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  June,  1869. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1396.  13^9. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky  Rolling  Mill  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  J.  JV^o^gan  Coleman,  Barry  Coteman,  A.  V, 
Dupont,  and  B.  Dupont,  together  with  their  associates, 
successors,  and  assigns,  be»  and  they  are  hereby,  created 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name,  style,  and 
title  of  the  Kentucky  Rolling  Mill  Company;  and  under 
that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and  may  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead. and 
be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  as  a  natural  person,  in 
all  courts  and  places;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  . 
sea),  and  change,  alter,  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure; 
and  may  also  make  such  rules,  by-laws,  and  regulations  as 
they  may  think  proper  for  the  management,  government, 
and  conduct  of  said  company,  its  property,  business,  and 
a^airs,  and  alter  and  change  them  at  will,  but  not  to  be 
in  conflict  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States. 

§  2.  The  business  of  the  company  shall  be  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  iron  and  steel,  or  of  either,  and  the 
making  or  vending,  or  both,  of  articles  made  thereof,  or 
uisually  sold  in  connection  therewith. 

^  3.  The  capital  stock  of  ^said  company  shall  not  exceed 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  which  shall  be  deemed  personal  estate,  and^ 
pass  as  such,  and  be  transferable  upon  the  books  of  the 
company  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws;  and  the 
stock  shall  be  paid  in  such  installments,  and  at  such  times, 
as  the  board  of  directors  may  determine;  and  for  default 
of  payment,  the  by-laws  may  authorize  a  forfeiture  of  the 
stock;  and  the  company  shall  be  entitled  to  a  prior  lien 
upon  all  the  stock  of  any  stockholder  indebted  to  the  com- 
pany to  the  full  extent  of  his  indebtedness. 

§  4.  The  affairs  oT  said  company  shall  be  managed  by 
not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  directors,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  president,  chosen  by  themselves,  and  all  of 
whom  shall  be  stockholders,  and  shall  continue  in  office 
for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  till  their  successors  are  elected; 
and  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall 
constitute  the  first  board  of  directors,  and  continue  in  office 
till  their  successors  are  elected;  and  may  open  books  of 
subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  at  such 
times  and  places  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  issue  cer- 
tificates of  stock  to  subscribers;  and  the  board  of  directors 
shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  increase  the  cap- 
ital stock  as  they  may  deem  proper,  so  as  not  to  exceed 
the  limit  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  to  issue 
certificates  of  stock  therefor  in  accordance  with  the  by« 
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1869.  laws;  and  shall  have  power  to  elect  all  of  the  other  offi- 
cers and  agents  of  the  company,  and  to  prescribe  their 
qualifications,  powers,  and  duties,  and  their  compensation 
and  terms  of  office,  and  to  take  bonds  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  and  to  remove  them  at  pleasure. 

§  5.  The  company  shall  have  power  to  buy,  hold,  lease, 
or  sell  such  real  and  personal  property  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary and  proper  in  the  judgment  of  the  directors  for  the 
conduct  of  its  business  or  to  secure  debts  due  it;  and  ita 
place  of  business  and  manufacture  shall  be  in  the  city  of 
Loui^«ville  or  any  other  place  in^^he  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  6.  Every  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for 

each  share  of  his  stock  in  the  company,  at  the  election  of 

*     directors  and  in  stockholders'  meetingH,  for  any  purpose, 

and  may  vote  either  in  person  or  by  written  proxy,  signed 

by  himself. 

'}  7.  There  shall  be  annual  meetings  of  the  stockholders, 
and  oftener,  if  called  by  the  directors,  or  by  a  majority  in 
interest  of  the  stockholders,  under  such  regulations  as  the 
by-laws  may  prescribe;  and  at  ever>  -uch  meeting,  the 
officers  of  the  company  shall,  if  required,  ::'ubmit  a  full 
statement  of  its  affairs,  business,  and  accounts. 

§  8.  No  banking  privileges  are  conferred  by  this  char- 
ter. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1398. 

AN  ACT  to  enable  the  Hart  County  Court  to  pay  indebtedness  and  cur- 
rent expenses  of  Hart  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Uie  Commonioealih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  presiding  judge  of 
the  Hart  county  court  to  cause  to  be  summoned  the  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  in  Hart  county  to  attend  and  constitute 
a  court  for  the  purpote  of  revising  the  county  levy  made 
at  the  regular  court  of  claims.  In  the  year  1868;  and  the 
presiding  judge  of  said  court,  and  a  majority  of  the  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  for  said  county,  composing  said  court, 
shall  have  the  power  to  revise  the  county  levy  made  at 
eaid  court  of  claims  in  the  year  1868,  and  may  levy  an 
additional  poll-tax  of  not  exceeding  two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  on  the  head,  and  also  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  more 
than  ten  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars,  or  such  a  pro- 
portion of  either  or  both  poll  and  ad  valorem  tax  as  may 
be  necessary  to  pay  the  indebtedness  of  said  county  exist- 
ing at  the  time  said  revision  of  said  levy  is  made,  and  also 
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to  pay  the  current  expenses  of  said  county  fdr  the  years       1869 
1868  and  1809. 

§  2.  That  hereafter  the  regular  court  of  claims  for  said 
county  may  levy  such  poll  and  ad  valorem  tax  as  may  be 
necessary  to  pay  the  current  expenses  of  said  county:  Pro- 
videdy  howcve?*,  That  the  poll  tax  shall  not  exceed  two  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents  and  the  ad  valorem  tax  more  than  ten 
cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1399. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  several  acts  in  regard  to  the  Town  of  Benton. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Benton, 
in  the  county  of  Marshall,  have  power  to  provide  for  the 
improvement  of  the  public  streets,  alleys,  and  sidewalks  of 
said  town;  and,  to  this  end,  they  shall  have  power  to  re- 
quire any  owner  or  owners  of  a  lot  or  lots  to  make  a 
stone  or  brick  sidewalk  in  front  thereof  not  less  than  four 
nor  more  than  eight  feet  wide,  and  of  such  grade  as  they 
shall  direct,  and  in  the  manner  and  within  such  time  as 
said  trustees  may  require;  and  if,  after  written  notice, 
such  owner  or  owners  shiill  fail,  for  the  period  of  three 
months,  to  make  such  sidewalk,  the  trustees  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  own- 
ers, and  shall  have  a  lien  upon  such  lot  or  lots  for  the 
amount  of  said  expense,  which  may  be  enforced  by  action 
in  the  Marshall  circuit  court  in  the  name  of  the  trustees 
and  at  the  cost  of  such  owner  or  owners;  and  when  sev- 
eral  owners  are  in  default,  they  may  be  joined  as  defend- 
ants in  one  action,  and  a  judgment  rendered  severally 
against  each  for  the  amount  due  from  each,  with  the  costs 
apportioned  as  the  court  may  direct.  The  notice  mention- 
ed in  this  section  may  be  executed  on  a  non-resident  by 
posting  the  same  in  writing  at  the  court-house  door  in 
Benton  for  one  month. 

§  2.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  affix 
and  prescribe  such  penalties,  by  fine,  for  a  violation  of 
any  of  their  by-laws  or  ordinances,  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  in  each  case,  as  they  may  deem  the  good  govern- 
ment of  the  town  may  require;  to  provide  for  the  protec- 
tion, preservation,  improvement,  or  ornamentation  of  any 
public  property  or  grounds  situated  in  said  town;  and  to 
prevent,  by  proper  ordinance  and  penalties,  the  vending, 
giving,  or  loaning  any  liquors  to  minors;  and,  generally, 
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1869.  ^^^^  board  of  trustees  phall  have  power  to  provide,  by 
proper  ordinance,  for  the  general  convenience,  welfare, 
comfort,  health,  and  moraU  of  said  town. 

§  3.  In  addition  to  the  powers  heretofore  given,  said 
trustees  may  increase  the  poll-tax  to  two  dollars;  and  all 
taxes  assessed  against  any  person  under  this  or  the  acts  to 
which  this  is  amendatory  shall  be  and  remain  a  lien  upon 
all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  such  person  situated 
in  said  town  until  the  same  is  paid. 

§  4.  The  police  judge  of  said  town  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion of  all  infractions  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of 
said  town.  The  fines  collected  for  offenses  committed 
against  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
treasurer  for  the  use  of  town  improvements.  The  tow^n 
marshal  shall  be  collector  of  all  taxes  and  fin^s,  and  shall 
have  the  same  powers  in  collecting  them  that  sheriffs  have, 
and  shall  collect  the  taxes  in  the  same  manner,  excepting^ 
that  the  trustees  may  regulate  the  time,  that  sheriffs  are 
required  to  collect  the  State  revenue  taxes. 

^  5.  Any  vacancy  in  the  board  of  trustees  may  be  filled 
by  the  balance  of  the  board,  or  by  the  county  court  of 
Marshall  county,  until  the  next  regular  election. 

^  6.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1400. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Mercer  Circuit  Clerk. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KenttLcky: 

^  1.  That  the  clerk  of  the  Mercer  circuit  court  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
court  aforesaid,  to  procure  the  necessary  books  and  make 
out  a  general  index  and  cross-index  to  all  suits  and  records 
in  his  office,  and  arrange  and  number  the  same  in  alpha- 
betical order,  and  for  which  service,  upon  the  approval  of 
the  judge  of  said  court,  he  will  be  allowed  reasonable 
compensation,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy,  and 
fixed  by  the  justices  of  the  county  court  of  Mercer  coun- 
ty, a  majority  being  present,  at  their  first  court  of  claims 
after  the  finishing  of  the  work. 

(  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1401.  1869. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  North  Middlctown. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonvyealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  North  Middletovvn, 
Bourbon  county,  be  so  amended  as  to  conler  upon  the 
trustees  of  said  town  the  same  rights  and  privileges,  and 
under  the  same  restrictions  and  penalties,  to  grant  cofTee- 
house  license  to  retail  t^pirituous  and  vinous  liquors,  as 
that  granted  to  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Paris,  in 
said  county,  under  its  charter. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approred  February  5,  1869. 


CHAPTER  1402. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Henderson  German  School  Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  body-politic  and  corporate  be,  and  hereby 
is,  created,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Henderson 
German  School  Association,"  with  a  capital  of  not  ex- . 
ceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  by  thnt  name 
said  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  and 
may  have  a  common  seal;  and  may  contract  tind  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  the  courts  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  object  and  business  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  to  establish  and  keep  and  maintain  a  school  in  the 
city  of  Henderson,  where  children  of  German  parentage 
and  descent  may  receive  a  thorough  Elngiish  education, 
and  at  the  same  time  be  instructed  in  the  mother  tongue, 
at  a  cost  so  trifling  as  to  place  educational  facilities  with- 
in the  reach  of  all  for  whom  they  are  intended  by  this 
association.  And  for  this  purpose,  said  corporation  shall 
be  authorized  to  lease  or  purchase,  own  and  hold,  in  the 
city  of  Hendei'son,  so  much  real  estate  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  purposes  of  the  association ;  erect  all  needed 
buildings;  and  may  acquire,  own,  and  hold  such  personal 
property  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  enable  said  cor- 
poration to  c&rry  out  fully  and  successfully  the  object  of 
this  act.  Said  corporation  may  exchange  or  sell  any  land 
or  personal  property  acquired  under  this  act,  and  obtain, 
hold,  and  own  other  real  and  personal  property  for  the 
uses  and  purposes  herein  provided  for. 

§  3.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  consist  of  a 
president,  treasurer,  secretary,  and  a  board  of  trustees, 
who  shall  be  elected  annually  on  a  day  fixed  by  the  by- 
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1869.  Iaws  of  the  association.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  con- 
sist of  the  president  of  the  association,  and  four  inembera 
thf^reof  elected  by  the  association.  The  said  above  offi- 
cers shall  discharge  their  respective  duties  without  pecu* 
niary  compensation  ^  but  should  the  association,  at  any 
time  hereafter,  drem  it  proper  to  attach  a  salary  to  any 
or  all  of  the  offices,  it  shall  be  done  only  at  or  before  a 
regular  annual  election  of  officers.  All  the  officers  above 
named,  before  entering  on  the  performance  of  their  duties 
herein,  shall,  before  the  clerk  of  the  Henderson  county 
court,  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  them,  and  the 
clerk  shall  put  of  record  in  his  office  a  minute  of  the  fact, 
the  names  of  the  parties,  and  the  offices  they  respectively 
fill. 

9  4.  In  order  to  make  the  accession  to  this  association 
possible  to  every  German,  the  association  declares  itself 
independent  of  any  and  all  religious  class  jurisdiction, 
eo  that  all  sectarian  religious  instructions  shall  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  branches  to  be  taught. 

^  5.  Said  corporation  and  its  fiscal  and  prudential 
aflairs  shall  be  under  the  management  and  control  of 
the  board  of  trustees.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
board  (a  majority  of  whom  may  legally  act)  to  conduct 
the  out^iiide  management  of  the  school;  employ  teachers, 
and  arrange  with  them  their  compensation,  and  remove 
them  if  considered  advisable;  prescribe  the  system  of 
instruction  to  be  adopted  and  pursued,  and  fix  the  price 
of  tuition;  but  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the 
association  may  alter,  amend,  or  annul  the  action  of  the 
said  board,  except  in  matters  of  contracts  made  by  them 
with  others ;  or  may  instruct  the  said  board  in  relation  to 
their  duties  in  any  given  state  of  case.  Should  the  said 
board  refuse  to  be  governed  by  the  expressed  will  of  the 
members,  a  majority  thereof  may,  at  any  time  at  a  meet- 
ing called  for  the  purpose  after  a  week's  notice,  depose 
the  said  board,  any  or  all,  and  elect  others  of  their  mem- 
bers to  the  position  so  vacated. 

§  6.  Every  German  of  lawful  ege  may  become  a  mem- 
ber of  the  association  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  pre- 
scribed by  the  by-laws  of  the  association  hereafter  adopted; 
and  a  majority  of  the  members  shall  have  the  right,  at  any 
time,  for  cause,  to  expel  any  member;  and  tl^e  member  so 
expelled,  unless  restored  to  membership  by  a  vote  of  two 
thirds  of  all  the  members,  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  the 
privileges,  advantages,  and  franchises  of  the  association. 
§  7.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  proceed- 
ing9  of  meetings  held,  and  keep  a  faithful  account  of  all 
amounts  received  from  contributions  and  collections  by 
him,  as  also  of  the  accounts  of  the  association  for  ex- 
penditures, &c.     His  books  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to 
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the  inspection  of  the  board  of  trustees;  and  he  shall,  at  the        18G9. 
expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  deliver  them  to  his  suc- 
cessor. 

§  8.  The  treasurer  shall  conduct  the  management  of  the 
financial  matters  of  the  association,  under  the  advice  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  or  a  majority  thereof;  he  ehall  pay 
all  orders  presented  to  him,  when  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary;  he  shall  deposit  the  cash  funds  of  the  asfi?o- 
ciation  in  some  responsible  bank  in  the  city  of  Henderson 
to  his  credit  as  treasurer,  and  deliver  the  same,  with  all 
books,  orders,  evidences  of  debt,  acquittances,  etc.,  to  the 
board  of  trustees,  when  his  term  of  office  expires.  The 
books  and  business  management  of  the  treasurer  of  the 
affairs  of  the  association  may  be  at  any  time  investigated 
by  the  board  of  trustees.  The  said  association  may  re- 
quire a  bond,  with  sufficient  surety,  of  the  treAurer,  for  a 
faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office;  but  should  he 
appropriate  for  his  own  use  any  of  the  funds  belonging  to 
the  said  association,  he  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  pains 
and  penalties  of  felony,  as  prescribed  by  law  for  similar 
offenses. 

§  9.  Parents  or  guardians  desiring  to  send  their  children 
to  the  school,  must  make  application  to  the  board  o\  trus- 
tees; but  no  children  of  German  parentage  or  descent  will 
be  denied  its  privileges,  except  for  bad  conduct  or  charac- 
ter. 

^  10.  Any  officer  elect  of  the  association  may  be  re- 
moved from  office  during  the  year  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds 
of  all  the  members;  and  should  a  vacancy  thus  be  made, 
it  may  be  filled  at  once  by  a  new  election. 

§  11.  All  property  of  real  nature  acquired  by  the  asso- 
ciation shall  be  deeded  to  the  trustees  of  the  German 
School  Association,  of  the  city  of  Henderson,  and  their 
successors  by  name;  but  two  thirds  of  the  members  of  the 
association  may  at  any  time  direct  the  sale  of  such  real 
estate,  and  its  reinvestment  in  other  real  properly  for  the 
purposes  contemplated  by  this  act. 

^  12.  The  members  of  the  said  association  shall  have 
power,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  make  and  es- 
tablish such  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  association 
and  its  concerns  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  SState  of  Ken- 
tucky and  of  the  United  States. 

§  13.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  and  be  author- 
ized by  the  order  of  a  majority  of  all  its  members  to  bor- 
row money,  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  give  bond  for  the  same, 
with  personal  security,  or  secure  said  bond  b^'  a  mortgage 
on  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  said  corporation; 
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1869.       ^^^^  bond  shall  be  signed  b}'  the  president  and  counter-^ 
signed  by  the  secretary  as  ofHcers  of  the  association. 

^  14.  If  at  any  time,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the 
members,  the  dissolution  of  this  corporation  is  determined 
(and  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  shall  be  suffi- 
cient to  dissolve  it),  in  that  event,  the  property,  real  and 
peri^onal,  of  the  corporation,  shall,  in  such  a  way  as  may 
be  fixed  on  by  a  majority  of  the  members,  be  appropriated 
to  similar  educational  purposes;  or,  if  this  be  deemed  im- 
practicable, it  shall  then  be  used  to  aid  and  foster  the  Ger- 
man element  in  this  country,  in  such  ways  as  the  membera 
of  the  association  shall  decide. 

§  15.  If,  from  any  caui«e,  the  number  of  members  of  the 
association  should  be  reduced  below  twelve — that  being 
the  minimum  number — then  this  corporation  shall  have 
ceased  to  ^ist,  and  all  its  property,  real  and  personal, 
shall  be  used  and  disposed  of  as  set  forth  in  section  (14) 
fourteen,  supra;  and  for  the  faithful  carrying  out  of  thia 
section  and  section  fourteen,  above,  the  board  of  trustees, 
after  action  has  been  taken  by  the  members,  as  provided 
for  in  section  fourteen,  or  after  the  membership  has  been 
reduced  below  twelve,  as  stated  in  section  fifteen,  shall  be 
held  responsible. 

§  1(1.  Jac.  U^utlinger,  Wm.  Biershent,  Jac,  Peter,  Felix 
Frey,  J.  J.  Diehl,  Peter  Hofman,  are  authorized  and  era- 
powered  to  carry  this  act  into  efi'ect. 

§  17.  This  act  to  take  eifect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Brick  and  Building  Gorapany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  J.  &  E.  Barbaroux,  S.  B.  Shotwell,  Thomaa 
Slevin,  VV.  L.  McCampbell,  Thomas  E.  Massey,  W.  U. 
Thompson,  L.  T.  Thustin,  R.  Atwood,  and  John  B.  Lewis, 
their  associates  and  assigns,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
'*  The  Louisville  Brick  and  Building  Company,"  with  suc- 
cession for  fifty  years;  and  by  that  name  may  contract' 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever;  may  have 
a  common  seal,  and  alter,  break,  and  renew  the  same  at 
pleasure;  may  buy,  hold,  sell,  and  convey  all  kinds  of 
estate,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  necessary  or  convenient 
lor  the  prosecution  of  its  business. 
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§  2.  The  basiness  of  said  company  shall  be  the  mana-  1869. 
facture  and  sale  of  brick,  and  the  construction  of  houses, 
buildings,  structures,  and  improvements  of  all  kinds,  pub- 
lic or  private.  Its  principal  office  shall  be  in  Louisville, 
Kentucky;  but  it  may  establish  agencies  and  manufacto- 
ries in  any  other  place  in  this  State. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  not  less 
than  twenty  thousand  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each, 
which  shall  be  deemed  personal  estate,  and  transferable 
on  the  books  of  said  company  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws. 

§  4.  The  said  company  may  buy  any  patent  right,  and 
may  pay  for  the  same  in  its  capital  stock;  and  may  bor- 
row money  on  such  terms  and  at  such  rates  of  interest  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  by  its  board  of  directors;  and  it  may 
sell  or  transfer  any  or  all  of  its  franchises  and  pi^operty  to 
any  other  person,  natural  or  corporate. 

'  §  5.  ThQ  business  of  said  company  shall  be  conducted 
by  a  board  of  directors  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  seven,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  president;  and 
they  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  qualified,  and  each  one  of  whom  shall  own 
at  least  five  shares  of  said  capital  stock;  and  the  said 
board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  make  all  necessary 
by-laws,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  prescribe 
by  said  by-laws  the  manner  and  times  of  the  election  of 
officers;  to  employ  any  and  all  agents  necessary  or  proper 
to  carry  on  the  business;  to  require  bonds  of  emplo^'es  and 
officers;  and  to  do  all  things  necessary  and  proper  to  the 
successful  prosecution  of  the  said  business. 

§  6.  The  above  named  corporators,  or  such  of  them  as 
a  majority  sl\all  appoint,  shall  be  commissioners  to  open 
books  of  subscription;  and  when  twenty  thousand  dollars 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  said  company  may  com* 
mence  business;  and  the  first  board  of  directors  shall  be 
composed  of  such  of  the  above  named  corporators  as  they 
may  elect. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

M.  Adams,  A.  T.  Chc- 
naalt,  Joseph  Anderson,  William  Colmesnil,  R.  G.  Burton, 
their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
of  the  ^'  Richmond  Printing  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a  newspaper  and  general  printing  office  in 
the  city  of  Richmond,  in  Madison  county;  and,  when  or- 
ganized, they  shall  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  corporations,  and  be  governed  by  the  laws  relating 
thereto. 

$  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  five 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars each,  which  may  be,  after  the  organization  of  the 
company,  increased  to  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars, 
and  each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to 
\  one  vote  in  all  elections  of  the  company. 

§  3.  The  corporators  named  in  this  act,  or  any  two  or 
more  of  them,  may'  open  books  for  the  subscription  of 
stock,  and  receive  such  subscriptions,  which  shall  be, 
when  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  stock  is  aab- 
scribed,  binding  in  law  upon  the  subscribers,  and  may  be 
I  collected  in  such  installments  as  the  company,  after  organ- 

ization, may  prescribe,  by  suit,  or  the  same  may  be  for- 
feited by  direction  of  the  board  of  directors,  with  any 
amount  which  may  have  been  paid  thereon ;  and  the  com- 
pany may  organize  so  soon  as  the  said  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  shall  be  subscribed  in  stock. 

§  4.  The  company  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  of 
three  directors,  who  shall  select  their  own  chairman  and 
such  other  officers,  clerks,  and  agents,  as  they  may  see  fit, 
and  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  not  incon- 
sistent with  law,  as  they  may  see  fit:  Provided^  That  the 
term  of  office  of  directors  of  said  company  shall  be  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen;  and  the  first 
board  of  directors  shall  fix  the  time  for  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Willow  Creek  Navigation  Gompanj,  in  Ballard 

Goantj. 

Whereas,  The  land  in  Ballard  county,  bordering  on  the 
Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers,  is  subject  to  overflow^  in  times 
of  high  water  in  those  rivers ;  and  in  consequence  of  the 
existence  of  standing  timber  and  other  obstructions,  the 
high  land  in  said  county  is  inaccessible  to  those  rivern  in 
periods  of  high  water,  and  a  high  water  landing  can  he 
obtained  by  clearing  out  and  straightening  Willow  creek, 
in  said  county;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Thos.  H.  Corbett,  R.  P.  Robbins,  A.  W. 
Simonds,  W.  H.  Morris,  and  A.  S.  Taylor,  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  '*  The  Willow  Greek 
Navigation  Company,"  with  all  the  powers  and  authority 
incident  to  corporations,  and  such  as  are  vested  and  created 
by  this  act. 

§  2.  That  the  said  Willow  Creek  Navigation  Company 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  remove  from  Wil- 
low creek,  in  Ballard  county,  in  this  State,  all  drift-wood, 
logs,  stumps,  and  other  obstructions,  and  to  remove  from 
the  banks  of  the  same  the  leaning  and  standing  trees,  and 
to  widen  and  deepen  said  creek,  and  to  alter  and  change 
the  course  of  the  same,  and  to  make  a  new  entrance  into 
the  Mississippi  river,  and  generally  to  improve  said  creek 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  afford,  by  means  thereof,  access  to. 
the  high  land  for  steamboats  or  other  water-craft  from  the 
Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers,  and  provide  a  landing  place 
for  said  water-crafi  at  the  high  land  in  said  Ballard  county 
in  high  water  in  said  rivers.  The  said  company,  in  and 
by  their  corporate  name  of  the  Willow  Creek  Navigation 
Company,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts;  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion of  members  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid;  and 
shall  have  power  to  acquire,  hold,  use,  and  convey  all 
such  real  estate  and  personal  estate  and  property,  and  to 
exercise  all  such  powers,  rights,  and  privileges,  as  shall  or 
may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

(  3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  said  Willow  Creek 
Navigation  Company  may  enter  upon,  and  take  possession 
of,  so  much  land  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  the  im- 
provement in  the  navigation  of  the  said  Willow  creek 
herein  contemplated ;  and  if  said  company  cannot  agree 
with  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land,  taken  as  aforesaid, 
application  may  be  made  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  in 
and  for  said  Ballard  county,  who,  thereupon,  shall  issue  his 
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1869.  warrant,  directed  to  the  sherifTof  his  coanty,  requiring  him 
to  summon  a  jury  of  twenty  bona  fide  housekeepers,  not 
related  to  such  owners,  or  in  anywise  interested,  to  meet 
on  the  land,  or  as  near  it  as  is  practicable,  to  be  valued,  on 
a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  twenty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same;  and  if 
any  of  the  jurors  shall  fail  to  attend,  said  sheriff  shall 
sutiimon  as  many  jurors  as  may  be  necessary,  with  those 
\n  attendance,  to  complete  the  panel  aforesaid;  and  from 
I  hem  each  party,  or  the  attorney  or  agent  of  either  party, 
if  present,  if  not,  then  the  sheriff  for  the  party  absent, 
may  strike  off  four  jurors  each,  and  the  remaining  twelve 
shall  act  as  the  jury  of  inquest  of  damages,  after  having 
been  sworn  by  the  sheriff  justly  and  impartially  to  fix  the 
damages  which  the  owner  or  owners  shall  sustain  by  the 
use  and  occupation  of  the  land  required  by  the  company. 
In  estimating  the  damages  the  jury  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration the  benefits  resulting  to  the  owner  from  making 
said  improvement  and  straightening  said  creek,  but  only 
in  the  extinguishment  of  damages.  The  jury  shall  reduce 
their  verdict  to  writing,  and  sign  the  same  ;  and  it  shall  be 
returned  by  the  sheriff  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  for 
said  county,  who  shall  docket  the  same  as  other  suits, 
giving  it  the  precedency  of  all  civil  business  ;  and,  upon 
the  call  of  the  docket,  the  court  shall  enter  an  order  con- 
firming the  said  inquisition,  unless  defense  be  made  and 
sufficient  cause  be  shown  against  it;  and,  when  so  con- 
firmed, the  clerk  shall  enter  it  of  record  at  the  expense  of 
the  company;  but  if  set  aside,  the  court  may  direct  another 
inquisition  to  be  taken  in  the  same  manner.  Such  inquisi- 
tion shall  describe  the  bounds  of  the  land  taken,  and  the 
extent  and  duration  of  the  interest  in  the  same;  and  such 
damages,, when  tendered  or  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners 
of  said  land,  or  his  or  her  or  their  agent  or  legal  repre- 
sentative, or  to  the  clerk  of  said  court,  for  the  use  of  any 
such  owner,  when  he,  she,  or  they  may  refuse  to  receive 
the  same,  or  reside  out  of  the  county,  shall,  ipso  facto,  vest 
in  the  company  the  right  to  the  land,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  as  fully  as  if  the  same  had  been  acquired  by  valid 
conveyance. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000),  which  may  be  increased  by 
said  company  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($100,000),  which  may  be  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  ($50)  each,  which  shall  be  deemed 
personal  property,  and  may  be  issued  and  transferred  in 
such  manner  as  the  board  of  directors  may  prescribe. 

§  5.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by 
a  board  of  five  directors,  which  may  be  increased  to  any 
number  not  exceeding  nine;  and  Thomas  H.  Corbett,  K. 
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P,  Robbins,  A.  W.  Simonds,  W.  H.  Morris,  and  A.  S.  1869. 
Taylor,  are  hereby  appointed  the  first  board,  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
by-laws  of  said  company.  Said  board  shall  have  the 
power  to  select  one  of  their  number  president,  and  to  fill 
such  other  offices  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws. 
If  any  of  the  directors  herein  named  shall  decline,  or 
refuse  to  serve,  a  majority  of  the  others  may  fill  the 
vacancy.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  company  shall 
have  power  to  make  all  by-laws  necessary  to  the  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  of  the  company,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States. 

§  6.  Said  company  shall  have  authority  to  construct 
landings,  wharves,  embankments,  houses,  and  other  build- 
ings and  other  works  necessary  for  their  purpose,  and  re- 
ceive and  keep  property  therein  or  thereon,  on  storage, 
and  collect  charges  therefor,  and  may  purchase,  lease, 
and  acquire,  hold  and  convey,  all  such  real  or  personal 
estate  or  property  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  carry 
on  their  business.  Said  company  shall  have  and  enjoy 
the  exclusive  right  to  the  use  and  navigation  of  that 
portion  of  said  Willow  creek  improved  by  them,  and 
such  portions  as  they  acquire  under  and  by  virtue  of  this 
charter,  and  may  transport  and  carry  persons  and  prop- 
erty over  and  along  said  Willow  creek,  and  over  and 
along  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers  from  any  point  on 
said  creek,  or  from  any  landing  constructed  by  said  com- 
pany at  the  high  land  in  said  Ballard  county,  or  at  the 
raouth  of  said  creek,  and  one  mile  above  and  below  said 
creek;  and  for  the  purposes  of  such  transportation  and 
carriage  may  purchase  and  acquire,  hold  and  use,  or 
convey  steamboats,  barges,  and  other  water  craft,  or 
may  contract  with  other  persons  or  companies  to  trans- 
port and  carry  such  persons  and  property;  and  for  the 
transportation,  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tacky,  of  such  persons  and  property,  said  company  may 
collect  and  receive  such  reasonable  compensation  and 
toll  as  the  county  court  of  Ballard  county  may  fix  and 
determine,  not,  however,  below  the  rates  charged  for 
similar  services  by  other  incorporated  companies  in  the 
neighborhood. 

§  7.  Said  company  may,  from  time  to  time,  borrow  such 
sdms  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of 
said  company,  and  at  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding 
ten  per  cent,  per  annum;  may  issue  and  dispose  of  their 
bonds  in  sums  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  each,  for  any  . 
amount  so  borrowed,  and  may  mortgage  their  corporate 
property,  or  convey  the  same  by  deed  of  trust  to  secure 
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1869.       ^^®  payment  of  any  sum  bo  borrowed,  or  any  other  debt 
of  Baid  company.

pany. 

Be  it  enacted  bjf  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CammonwedUh 
cf  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  whenever  the  president  and  directors  of  the 
Bank  Lick  turnpike  road  company  shall  have  made  and 
completed,  in  every  respect,  According  to  the  requirements 
of  their  charter,  that  portion  of  the  road  recently  changed, 
and  for  which  a  new  location  has  been  selected  and  estab* 
lished  between  the  fifth  and  seventh  mile  posts,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  to  call  on  any  two 
justices  of  the  peace  for  Kenton  county  to  go  and  inspect 
Baid  new  piece  of  road,  and  if  they  shall  be  of  opinion 
that  the  said  new  piece  of  road  has  been  completed  in 
every, respect  according  to  the  requirements  of  their  char- 
ter, they  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  said  company ;  then  the  said  new  portion  of  sai)! 
road  shall  be  legalized,  and  the  same  shall  be  taken  and 
considered  as  a  part  of  said  company^s  road. 

§  2.  That  tbe  charter  of  said  company  be  so  amended 
as  to  require  the  bridges  on  said  road  to  be  not  less  than 
fourteen  feet  wide,  and  the  approaches  thereto  to  be  not 
less  than  sixteen  feet  wide:  Provided^  That  nothing  in 
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this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  affect,  in       1869.  - 
any   way,  the  contract  entered   into  by  the   Bank   Lick  # 

turnpike  road  company  with  the  Louisville,  Cincinnati, 
and  Lexington  railroad  conapany,  for  the  change  in  the 
location  of  the  turnpike  road. 

§  3.  That  the  company  shall  have  six  months'  time 
allowed  them,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to 
make  the  alterations  and  improvements  herein  required. 

§  4.  That  the  gate-keepers  are  required  to  report,  in  the 
months  of  July  and  January  of  each  year,  to  the  Kenton 
county  court,  under  oath,  the  amount  of  tolls  collected 
or  due  said  company;  and  whenever  it  is  ascertained 
that  the  road  pays  a  greater  dividend  than  ten  per  cent. 
per  annum  upon  the  original  capital  stock,  then  the  tolls 
are  to  be  reduced  until  it  nets  ten  per  cent,  only  upon  its 
stock ;  and  that  the  surveyor  or  president  of  said  road 
shall  report,  under  oath,  to  the  county  judge,  in  January 
and  July  of  each  year,  with  vouchers,  &c.,  the  cost  of  all 
repairs  to  said  road. 

§  5.  That  all  persons  going  to  and  returning  from 
church,  on  the  Sabbath  day,  all  children  going  to  or 
returning  from  neighborhood  schools,  with  or  without 
driver,  and  all  neighborhood  funerals  going  and  return- 
ing, shall  be  free  irom  toll  on  said  road. 

^  6.  That  the  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  sell  tickets  on  said  road  at  a  discount  of  twenty 
per  cent,  upon  the  present  rates  of  toll,  for  amounts  of 
one  dollar  and  over. 

(  7.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter 
of  the  Bank  Lick  turnpike  company,"  approved  Febru- 
ary the  17th,  1866,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§  8.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  the  charter 
of  the  Bank  Lick  turnpike  company,"  approved  February 
27th,  1867,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§  9.  That  if,  at  any  time,  the  said  road  shall  be  out  of 
repair  for  the  term  of  ten  days,  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  any  person  to  call  on  two  adjacent  justices  of  th« 
peace  to  go  and  inspect  said  road;  and  if,  upon  inspecting 
the  same,  and  receiving  proof  that  it  had  been  out  of 
repair  for  the  term  of  ten  successive  days  previous  there- 
to, the  said  justices  shall,  by  their  order,  delivered  to 
the  treasurer  of  said  company,  and,  in  case  of  his  absence, 
to  the  president,  or  any  of  the  toll-gatherers,  direct  that 
no  tolls  or  duty  shall  be  required  on  said  road  until  the 
same  shall  be  repaired  and  put  in  good  order ;  and  if  any 
toll  shall  be  taken  or  demanded  after  the  delivery  of  such 
order,  the  said  company  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
five  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  as  other  debts 
of  like  amount:  Provided,  however^  That  said  recovery 
shall  only  be  had  against  the  company  for  the  unlawful

1869.  demand  of  the  toll-gatherers  nearest  that  part  of  the  road 
80  declared  to  be  out  of  order  or  repair  :  And  provided  fur- 
thevy  That  there  shall  have  been  suf&cient  time  to  inform 
the  gate-keeper  of  said  order  having  been  delivered  to  the 
president  or  treasurer.  Where  that  is  the  fact,  and  upon 
said  road  being  repaired,  the  president  and  directors  shall

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Horton  Dirision,  No.  8,  Sons  of  Temperance. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonwealUi 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  A.  D.  Smalley,  R.  U.  Hay  man,  Henry  J.  Red- 
field,  James  Covert,  and  T.  M.  Rigg,  and  their  successors, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  Horton  Division,  No.  8, 
Sons  of  Temperance,  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall 
have  perpetual  succesBion,  and  be  capable  of  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead 
and  he  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this 
Commonwealth;  of  purchasing  and  holding  such  real  and 
personal  property  as  may  be  required  for  the  use  of  said 
Horton  Division,  No.  8;  to  receive  all  necessary  convey- 
ances; to  sell,  convey,  or  dispose  of  all  such  real  or  per- 
sonal estate  as  they  may  ^now  have  or  may  hereafter 
acquire;  that  the  amount  invested  in  real  estate  shall  not 
at  any  time  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  confided  to  A.  D«  Smalley, 
R.  D.  Hayman,  Henry  J.  Redfield,  James  Covert,  and  T. 
M.  Rigg,  and  their  successors  in  office,  as  trustees  thereof, 
who,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  make  all 
contracts  pertaining  to  the  real  or  personal  property  or 
estate  of  said  Division. 

§  3.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  pass  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State, 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  property 
and  other  interests  of  the  aaid  Division  ;  and  may  use  a 
common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  in 
conveying  real  estate  the  whole  board  of  trustees  shall 
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1869.  unite  in  such  conveyance;  and  all  by-laws  and  regulations 
adopted  or  parsed  by  said  trustees  shall  be  approved  by 
the  action  of  the  Division  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
same. 

§  4.  The  trustees  shall  be  chosen  annually  by  the  Di- 
vision, which  election  shall  be  had  at  a  regular  meeting 
when  an  election  for  officers  of  the  Division  shall  be  held. 
§  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Representatives  and  Heirs  of  Wm:  J.  Fields^ 
deceased,  late  Sheriff  of  Carter  Coniitj,  and  his  Secorities. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General   Assembly 
that  William  J.  Fields  was  qualified  as  sheriflT  of  Carter 
county  in  January,  1861,  and  executed   his  bond  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  for  the  collection  of  the  rev- 
enue tax  of  said  county,  with  J.  F.  Horton«  C.  S.  Counts, 
Jas.  Flawha,  E.  H.  Elliott,  L.  H.  Elliott,  Sam'l  McDavid, 
John   Armstrong,  James  M.   Fields,  John  Jordan,  David 
Rice,  Jacob  Rice,  and  A.  Ruckner,  as  his  'securities;  and 
whereas,  it  appears  from  satisfactory  proof,  that,  in  Sep- 
tember, in  said  year,  and  before  he,  the  said  William  J. 
Fields,  had  collected  any  portion  of  said  revenue  tax,  he 
was  driven  from  his  home  and  county  by  an  organized 
military    band,   called   "Home   Guards,"    and    prevented 
from  exercising  the  functions  of  his  ofiice,  and  that,  dur- 
ing his  absence,  died;  and  whereas,  it  is  also  represented 
and  made  known  to  this  General  Assembly,  that,  after  said 
William  J.  Fields  had  thus  been  driven  from  his  home,  his 
securities  undertook  the  collection  of  said  revenue  tax  by 
a  portion   of  them  qualifying  as  his  deputies;   and   that 
they  were  likewise  prevented  from  collecting  said  tax  by 
the  same  military  force;  and  whereas,  at  the  April,  1862, 
term  of  the  Carter  county  court,  John  Armstrong,  one  of 
said  securities,  was  appointed  sheriff  of  said  county  by 
said  court,  in  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  act  approved 
March  11th,  1862,  and  executed  bond«  as  required  by  law^ 
for  the  collection  of  said  revenue  tax,  and  entered  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  and  proceeded  to  collect  said  rev- 
enue tax  due  the  State  by  said  Wm.  J.  Fields  for  the  year 
1861,  but  failed  to  do  so  in  consequence  of  the  disturbed 
condition   of  the   country,  except  a  small  portion   of  it^ 
which  has  been  paid  into  the  State  Treasury;  and  where- 
as, at  the  February  term,   1862,  of  the  Franklin  circuit 
court,  a  judgment  was  rendered  against  said  William  J. 
Fields  and  his  securities  for  the  amount  of  revenue  tax 
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charged  against  him  as  the  sherifT  of  Carter  county  for       1869. 
the  year  1861,  together  with  interest,  costs,  and  damages 
thereon;  and  whereas,  the  State  of  Kentucky  being  un- 
willing to  deal  unjustly  with  one  of  her  officials,  or  exact 
unreasonable  and  impossible  duties  from  them;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  representatives  and  heirs  of  William  J. 
Fieldrt,  late  sheriff  of  Carter  county,  and  J.  F.  Horton,  C. 
S.  Counts,  James  Flawha,  £.  R.  Elliott,  L.  H.  Elliott, 
Samuel  McDavid,  John  Armstrong,  James  M.  Fields,  John 
Jordan,  Daniel  Rice,  Jacob  Rice,  and  A.  Rucker,  his  secu- 
rities, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  released  from  the  balance 
of  the  judgment  due  the  State,  including  interest,  costs, 
and  damages  rendered  against  them  at  the  February  term, 
1862,  of  the  Franklin  circuit  court,  for  the  revenue  tax  of

AN   ACT   to  legftlize  certain  acts  of  the  Oldham  GouDtj  Court,  and  to 

authorize  the  enforcement  of  the  same. 

Whereas,  A  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  and 
for  the  county  of  Oldham  did,  at  the  May  term,  1868,  of 
the  Oldham  county  court,  levy  a  tax,  by  which  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars  was  raised,  whieh  said  court  appro- 
priated in  aid  of  building  certain  bridges  in  said  county 
upon  certain  turnpike  road  projects,  one  of  which  was,  at 
the  time,  in  progress  of  construction,  and  the  other  is  now 
being  rapidly  built;  and  whereas,  it  was  doubtful  in  the 
minds  of  said  court  whether  the  local  act  of  this  General 
Assembly,  approved  February  6th,  1867,  entitled  "An  act 
to  empower  the  county  court  of  Oldham  county  to  make 
subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  turnpike  roads  in  said 
county,"  or  the  act  of  this  General  Assembly,  approved 
March  9th,  1868,  entitled  "An  act  to  empower  county 
courts  to  take  stock  in  turnpike  roads  in  this  Common- 
wealth," was  binding  on  said  court;  and  whereas,  one 
thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  by  said  court  towards 
the  building  of  a  bridge  on  the  Henry,  Oldham,  and  Jef- 
ferson turnpike  rOad,  to  be  held  as  stock  in  said  road  by 
said  county;  and  whereas,  the  money  is  now  collected  and 
in  the  hands  of  the  late  sheriff  of  said  county;  and  said 
court,  still  doubting  its  power  to  order  the  payment  of  the 
one  thousand  dollars  over  to  the  said  president,  directors, 
and  company;  for  remedy  whereofi 
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1869  Be  it  enacted  by  the  GenercU  Assembly  of  the  Comnumwealth 

of  Kentvjcky : 

§  1.  That  the  levy  of  eaid  tax  is  hereby  legalized,  and 
the  county  court  for  Oldham  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  order  the  payment  of  the  paid  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  named  in  the  preamble  hereof,  to  the 
turnpike  road  company  for  whose  benefit  it  was  levied, 
upon  the  demand  of  the  same  by  the  president  of  said 
turnpike  company;  and  in  the  event  of  the  said  sheriff  not 
paying  over  said  tax,  the  said  county  court  or  said  com- 
pany may  proceed  against  him  and  his  securities  on  his 
official  bond  for  the  same. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

such  additional  office  or  offices,  from  time  to  time,  as  in 
their  judgment  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  govern- 
ment of  said  city. 

§2.  The  mayor,  councilmen,  and  city   judge  shall   be

created  by  ordinance,  the  first  election  to  fill  said  ofiice 
shall  be  held  at  the  first  regular  meeting  after  the  ordi- 
nance creating  such  oflfice  has  taken  efiect :  Providedy  That

wealth, authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths. 

$  5.  No  person  shnll  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  mayor 
who  is  not,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  twenty-five  years 
of  age,  a  qualified  voter  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  and  the  charter  and  laws  of  the  city  of  Owens- 
boro,  and  have  resided  within  the  limits  of  said  city  for 
two  years  next  preceding  his  election  or  appointment. 
Nor  shall  any  person  be  eligible  to  any  other  office 
created  by  this  charter  or  its  amendments,  or  provided 
for  by  same,  who  has  not  been  a  resident  citizen  within 
the  limits  of  said  city  for  one  year  next  preceding  his 
election  or  appointment,  and  a  qualified  voter  under  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  the 
charter  and  laws  of  the  city  of  Owensboro:  Provided ^ 
That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  offices  of  mayor 
or  councilman  who  is  not,  at  the  time  of  his  election  or 
appointment,  the  owner  of  real  estate  situate  in  said 
city:  -4.71^  provided  further^  That  no  officer,  into  whose 
hands  the  money  of  the  city  may  pass,  shall  be  eligible 
to  re-election  or  appointment  until  he  has  met  and  dis- 
charged said  liability  to  the  extent  the  same  is  due  from 
him. 

§  0.  Every  white  male  citizen  over  the  age  of  twenty-

§  11.  The  mayor  (or  the  mayor  py^o  tem.,  when  author- 
ized to  exercise  the  duties  of  mayor)  may,  by  summons  or 
otherwise,  call  the  board  together  in  extra  session,  when- 
ever the  interest  of  the  city  or  the  public  good  requires  it. 
A  majority  of  the  councilmen  elected  shall  be  necessary 
to  transact  business;  and  in  the  event  of  a  meeting  of  the 
council  when  the  mayor  and  m&y  or  pro  tem.  are  both  absent, 
then  the  council  may  elect  a  chairman,  who  shall  then  pre- 
side over  the  meeting. 

§  12.  The  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  council,  and 
all  orders  and  ordinances  passed  by  them,  shall  be  securely 
kept,  but  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  and  all 
persons  during  the  business  hours  of  the  day ;  and  the 
meetings  of  the  council  shall  be  open  to  the. public:  Pro-

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  James  Archie  Davis,  a  Panper  Idiot. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly, 
that,  in  consequence  of  some  mistake  or  oversight  of  the 
committee  for  James  Archie  Davis,  a  pauper  idiot,  of  Nel- 
son county,  there  was  no  inquest  held  in  his  case  after  the 
expiration  of  the  previous  inquest,  which  was  on  the  17th 
day  of  June,  1860,  until  the  October  term,  1868,  of  the 
Nelson  circuit  court;  and  whereas,  the  existing  laws  regu- 
lating the  pa3'ment  of  allowances  to  pauper  idiots  do  not 
authorize  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  to  audit  and  pay 
an  allowance  for  said  Davis  from  the  17th  day  of  June, 
1866,  to  the  date  of  last  inquest;  and  for  remedy  whereof,

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Trea&urer 
in  favor  of  the  committee  of  James  Archie  Davis,  for  an 
allowance,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  from  the 
17th  day  of  June,  1866,  to  the  date  of  inquest  held  in  bia 
case,  at  the  October  term,  1868,  of  the  Nelson  circuit  court:

Whereas,  The  Clark  county  court,  at  its  August  term, 
18t57,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  103 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  incorporated  ''The  Scholisville 
Branch  of  the  Winchester  and  Red  River  Iron  Works 
Turnpike  Road  Company,"  and  constituted  the  subscribers 
thereto  a  body  corporate,  by  the  aforesaid  name;  and 
whereas,  it  is  feared  that  there  exists  some  defect  in  the 
aforesaid  proceedings  of  the  Clark  county  court;  and  that, 
as  a  result  of  said  defective  proceedings,  that  the  afore-

§  4.  When  sufficient  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed 
to  make*  it  proper,  the  corporators  shall  proceed  to  the 
organization  of  the  company,  and  the  subscribers  shall 
elect  a  president,  five  directors,  a  secretary,  and  a  treas- 
urer, who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  in- 
stalled. 

§  5.  The  secretary  and  treasurer  of  said  company  may 
be  removed  at  pleasure  by  the  board  of  directors  if  they 
deem  it  necessary.

§  1.  That  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Boyd  county  court, 
together  with  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  said  county,  at 
any  regular  term  of  said  court,  ate  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding 
twenty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  on  .all  property 
subject  to  taxation  for  revenue  purpo:f>es,  within  the  fol- 
lowing boundary,  tO'Wit:  Commencing  at  the  line  of  the 
corporation  of  the  town  of  Catlettsburg,  next  to  Hampton 
City,  at  the  road  leading  up  Sandy  river;  with  said  road, 
which  passes  Jense  Cyrus's,  George  R.  Burgess's,  to  near 
Turman's  ferry;  thence  with  the  county  road  up  said  river 
to  the  Lawrence  county  line — that  is,  all  the  property

wide  road;  any  such  change  shall  be  under  the  direction 
of  the  Boyd  county  court,  under  the  lav/s  now  in  force  for 
changing  roads;  and  the  right  of  way  to  be  condemned 
shall  be  thirty  feet  in  width;  and  the  lands  taken  for  the 
change,  or  to  extend  the  width,  shall  ha  paid  for  by  the 
county  court  as  now  directed  by  law.

Said  bonds  shall  not  exceed  in  amount  eight  thousand  dol-

annum. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pai^sa^e, 
and  continue  in  force  until  said  road  shall  be  completed.

delay  of  such  payment;  and  if  he  or  she  shall  fail  to  pay

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CHAPTER  1464.  1869. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hartford  Railroad  and  M inin^f  Gompanj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KentiLcky : 

§  1.  That  William  C.  Chapman,  A.  B.  Bennett,  William  „^1^°^^X; 
H.  Miller,  Thomas   Bell,  Virgil   D.   D.  Stevens,   W.   F.  subsoriptionBof 
Gregory,  James  A.  Thomas,  Alfred  T.  Hines  Dr.  William  "*^*'- 
J.  Berry,  Dr.  John  E.  Pendleton,  R.  Seth  Moseley,  and 
Frank  Sullenger,  be,  and  are  hereby,  appointed  commis- 
sioners, under  the  direction  of  a  majority  of  whom  sub- 
scriptions may  be  received    to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Hartford  Railroad  and  Mining  Company,  which  is  hereby 
incorporated;  and  they  may  open  books,  as  a  majority  of 
said  commissioners  may  direct,  to  receive  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company;   and  if  any  of  said 
commissioners  shall  die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  act,  others 
may  be  appointed  in  their  stead  by  a  majority  of  those 
acting  as  such.

tion to  be  determined  by  the  stockholder  and  the  board  of 
directors;  said  residue  shall  be  paid  in  installments  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  com- 
pany: Provided,  No  payment  shall  be  demanded  until

giving  at  least  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place, 
as  provided  in  section  three  of  this  charter  of  giving  such 
notices;  and  at  such  meeting,  said  commissioners  shall  lay 
the  subscription  books  before  the  subscribers  then  present;

§  17.  That  the  president  and  directors  be  granted  the  ^^p^^^*  »"^•^- 
power  to  create  a  sinking  fund  by  dividends  arising  from 
the  proceeds  of  the  road,  after  defraying  the  current  ex- 
penses of  said  road,  or  otherwise  by  taxation,  if  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  coming  exigencies  of  the  company;  that 
the  board  of  directors  shall  appoint  from  amongst  the 
stockholders  three  persons,  who  shall  be  styled  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  the  company. 
The  commissioners  so  appointed  shall,  before  they  pro- 
ceed to  discharge  their  duties,  be  sworn  faithfully  to 
perform  the  same  according  to  the  best  of  their  skill 
and  judgment.  They  shall  immediately  appoint  of  their 
number  treasurer,  who  shall  execute  bond,  payable  to 
the  company,  with  such  surety  as  shall  be  approved  by 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  company,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  keeping  and  disbursing  of  all  money  coming 
to  his  hands  as  treasurer  aforesaid,  on  which  bond  suit 
may  be  brought,  from  time  to  time,  by  and  in  the  name 
of  said  corporation,  or  any  other  person  injured  by  any 
breach  of  his  bond,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  sum  claimed  in  such  suit.  Such  treasurer  may  be 
required  at  any  time  to  give  a  new  bond,  and  any 
surety  in  such  bond  shall  he  entitled  to  the  same  reme- 
dies for  procuring  additional  or  counter  security  as  are 
now  given  to  the  sureties  of  guardians,  administrators, 
etc.  Said  treasurer  shall  be  allowed  for  his  services 
such  compensation,  not  exceeding  one  (1)  per  cent,  on 
the  money  received  and  paid  out  by  him,  as  may  be 
allowed  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company.  In 
case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  board  of  commis- 
sioners, such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of 
directors  by  whom  such   board   was   appointed. 

§  18.  That  the  Legislature  of  this  Commonwealth  will 
not,  for  the  space  of  twenty  years,  authorize  any  railroad 
to  be  laid  on  a  parallel  line  with  the  one  located  by  this 
company,  approaching  nearer  than  five  miles:  Provided^ 
Full  power  is  hereby  reserved  to  this  State  to  incorporate 
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1869.  hereafter  a  company  or  companies  to  build  a  railroad; 
and  that  any  such  railroad  or  roads  hereafter  constructed 
may  connect  and  join  with  the  road  hereby  contemplated; 
and  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State 
or  individuals,  or  any  company  heretofore  or  hereafter  in- 
corporHted  by  law  of  this  State,  to  cross  this  road. 

§  19.  That  nothing  in  this  charter  be  so  construed  as  to 
conflict  with  the  charter  of  the  Elizabethtown  and  Padu- 
cah  railroad  company  in  their  enacted  rights. 

§  20.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  past^age.

CHAPTER  1465. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Ryder  Cemetery  Compaoy. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly  that 
Augustus  Ryder,  a  foreigner  by  birth,  died  a  citizen  of 
Lebanon,  Marion  county,  in  this  State,  and  by  his  v  '! 
devised  all  his  estate  for  the  establishment  of  a  cemete? 
at  or  near  said  place,  except  three  thousand  dollars  and  a 
gold  watch,  which  he  devised  to  his  sister,  Julia  Ryder,  a 
resident  c»f  Germany;  and  that  more  than  five  years  have 
elapsed  since  the  probate  of  said  will,  and  diligent  search 
has  been  made  for  said  Julia  Ryder,  but  unsuccessfully; 
and  that  said  devise  has  not  been  claimed,  and  now  by 
law  vests  in  this  Commonwealth i  now,  to  enable  a  com- 
pany organized  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  said  devise, 
and  to  complete  the  purchase  and  adornment  of  the  cem- 
etery grounds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonuyealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  Th«t  the  Ryder  Cemetery  Company  is  hereby  in- 
vested with  all  the  title  of,  and  right  to  sue  for  and  de- 
mand said  deviscR  to  Julia  Ryder,  that  this  Commonwealth 
has  by  the  thirty-fourth  chapter  ot  the  Revised  Statutes, 
title  "  Escheats  and  Escheators:"  Provided,  Before  said 
company  shall  receive  said  devises,  it  shall  execute  bond 
in  the  Marion  county  court,  payable  to  the  Coinsnon- 
wealth,  with  good  security,  conditioned  to  refund  to  said 
Julia  Ryder,  or  her  heirs  or  devisees,  said  devises,  in  case 
they  shall  appear  and  manifest  their  right  to  have  re- 
ceived them  within  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this 
act. 

^  2.  That  the  eecheator  for  Marion  county  shall  be  paid 
for  his  services  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  that  may  be 
collected  on  said  devise  of  three  thousand  dollars. 

^  3.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1466.  1869. 

AN  ACT  for   the  benefit  of  Julia   Owens,  widow   of  Samuel  W.  Owens, 

former  Clerk  of  the  Mason  Circuit  Court. 

Whereas,  It  ia  represented  to  the  General  Assembly 
that  there  is  no  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Samuel  W. 
Owens,  former  clerk  of  the  Mason  circuit  court,  and  that 
the  creditors  of  his  estate  have  generoue^ly  relinquished  all 
right  to  any  interest  in  his  fee  bills  to  his  widow,  for  the 
benefit  of  herself  and  children;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  further  time  of  two  years,  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  be,  and  hereby  is,  allowed  Julia 
Owens,  widow  of  Samuel  W.  Owens,  former  clerk  of  the 
Mason  circuit  court,  to  issue  and  collect  all  his  unpaid  fee 
bills;  and  she  is  authorized,  within  said  time,  to  issue  and 
collect  the  same,  and  the  same  shall  be  distrainable  for 
said  time;  but  she  shall  be  liable  to  all  the  penalties  now 
imposed  by  law  for  the  collection  or  issue  of  illegal  fee 
bills. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1467. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the   County  Court   of   Fayette  County  to   subscribe 

Stock  in  Turnpike  Rouds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Fayette  county,  a  major- 
ity of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  county  being  pres- 
ent and  concurring  therein,  and  so  appearing  of  record, 
be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered,  in  their 
discretion,  to  subscribe  stock  for  and  in  behalf  of  said 
county,  to  all  or^  any  turnpike  roads  now  in  progress,  or 
hereafter  to  be  made,  in  said  county:  Provided^  That  the 
amounts  of  said  subscription  paid  to  any  such  turnpike 
road,  corporation,  or  company,  shall  not  exceed  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  per  mile;  and  shall  not  be  paid  over 
to  any  such  turnpike  company  or  corporation  except  upon 
and  after  the  completion  of  each  mile  of  such  road  or 
roads  so  subscribed  for  by  said  court. 

§  2.  Said  county  court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  of  said  county  being  present  and  concurring  therein, 
shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  upon  all  the  property  in 
said  county  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  paying  said  sub- 
scription of  stock;  said  tax  to  be  collected  in  the  same 
manner,  and  by  the  same  officers,  and  under  the  same

J  869.  regalations  and  penalties,  that  the  revenue  tax  is  now  col- 
lected. 

§  3.  The  officers  collecting  such  taxes  shall  give  proper 
receipts  to  the  persons  paying  the  same,  which  shall  pass 
by  assignment;  and,  when  presented  in  sums  equal  to  th« 
amount  of  one  or  more  shares  of  stock  in  any  company  or 
companies  in  which  subscriptions  are  made  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided,  shall  entitle  the  holders  to  corresponding 
amounts  of  said  stock. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1469. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Bardsiown. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tfie  Commonwealth 
oj  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Bardstown  be 
amended  as  follows:  That  all  taxes  assessed  by  the  board 
of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  remain  a  lien  upon  the 
property  upon  which  the  taxes  are  assessed  for  the  term 
of  three  years. 

§  2.  That  in  all  cases  where  taxes  may  be  due  upon 
real  estate  situated  within  said  town's  boundaries  for 
more  than  one  year,  the  board  of  trustees  may,  by  suit 
in  equity  in  the  Nelson  circuit  court,  subject  to  public  sale 
so  much  of  said  estate  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the 
taxes  aforesaid  and  the  costs  of  such  legal  proceedings. 

§  3.  Non-residents,  owners  of  any  estate  thus  sold,  shall 
have  three  years  from  and  after  date  of  such  sale  in  which 
they  may  redeem  said  propert)^  by  paying  to  the  pur- 
chaser, his  heirs,  executor,  or  administrator,  the  amount 
of  the  taxes  for  which  such  property  may  have  been  sold 
and  the  costs  incurred  in  the  sale,  with  twenty  per  cent, 
per  annum  thereon.  Infants  and  married  women  may 
redeem  any  estates  of  theirs  thus  sold  within  three  ^^ears 
after  the  removal  of  their  respective  disabilities. 

§  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  taxes 
already  due  said  town,  as  well  to  taxes  hereafter  to  be 
assessed. 

i  5.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Bardstown  shall 
have  power  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Bardstown  and  Bloomfield  turnpike  road  company  (in- 
corporated March  4th,  18G7)  any  amounts  said  board  may 
deem  fit,  and  may  borrow  money  or  issue  bonds  for  the 
payment  of  said  subscription;  may  levy  and  collect  a  tax 
upon  the  real  and  personal  property  within  said  town 
subject   to  taxation    to   the   extent  of  twenty  cents   per 
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annum  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property       1869. 
for  the  payment  of  said  subscriptions  or  bonds  given  in 
payment  of  same. 

§  6.  The  police  court  of  Bardstown  shall  have  power 
over  vag^rants. 

§  7.  This   act   to  take   effect   from   and  after  its   pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Montgomery  Howard,  jr. 

Whereas,  Montgomery  Howard,  jr.,  was  convicted  for 
felony  in  the  Morgan  circuit  court,  and  was  sentenced  to 
the  penitentiary,  for  two  years,  and  said  sentence  has  ex- 
pired; and  whereas,  the  said  Howard  has,  ever  since  the 
expiration  of  the  sentence,  conducted  himself  as  a  good 
citizen  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  has  fully  regained  the 
confidence  of  his  neighbors — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
0^  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Montgomery  Howard,  jr.,  be,  and  he  is  here- 
by, restored  to  all  the  rights  of  citizenship  in  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  eSect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1473. 

AN  ACT  to  iocorporate  the  Town  of  Lusby,  in  Owen  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Luaby,  in  Owen 
county,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  incorporated  and 
made  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  town  of  Lusby,  with  full  power  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  and  to  do  and  per- 
form all  such  other  act^  and  things,  either  in  law  or  equity, 
as  bodies-politic  and  corporate,  having  perpetual  succes* 
sion,  may  rightfully  and  lawfully  do  and  perform. 

§  2.  That,  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  next,  and  on  the 
first  Monday  in  April  thereof  annually  thereafter,  an  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  in  said  town  for  the  choice  of  a  chair- 
man and  three  trustees  for  said  town,  to  serve  for  the 
ensuing  twelve  months,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected;  and  at  said  elections,  all  free  white  male  inhab- 
itants of  said  town  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and 
upwards,  and  all  free  white  persons  holding  real  estate, 
either  by  a  legal  or  equitable  title,  within  the  limits  of 
said  town,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote;  and  said  elections 
shall  be  held  at  some  suitable  place  in  said  town;  and,  at 
the  first  election,  the  officers  thereof  shall  be  appointed  by 
such  voters  as  may  be  present  at  the  time  of  opening  the 
poll,  and  annually  thereafter  by  the  board  of  trustees: 
Provided,  That  should  any  officer  appointed  fail  or  refuse 
to  act  at  an  election,  the  others  may  fill  the  vacancy. 

§  3.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall 
be  chosen  from  among  the  free  white  male  voters  of  said 
town,  and  before  entering  upon  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  their  stations,  shall  exhibit  a  certificate  of  their 
election  from  the  judges  holding  the  election,  and  shall 
each  take  an  oath  honestly  and  faithfully  to  perform  their 
duties  as  such;  and  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power, 
from  time  to  time,  to  make  by-laws  for  the  government  of 
the  town;  for  the  preservation  of  good  order,  decency,  and 
decorum  within  the  limits  of  said  town;  for  preservation 
of  the  peace,  health,  lives,  and  property  of  the  inhabitants 
and  others  within  said  town;  for  the  preservation,  repair, 
and  improvement  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town; 
and  for  all  such  other  matters  as  come  properly  within  the 
police  of  an  incorporated  town;  and  shall  have  power  to 
provide  punishments  for  all  violations  of  their  by-laws  by 
fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both.  They  shall,  from  year  to 
year,  lay  and  provide  lor  the  collection  of  a  tax  on  the 
inhabitants  and  property  within  said  town,  not  exceeding 
fifty  cents  per  annum  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth 
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of  taxable  property,  and  two  dollars  per  annum  on  each       1869. 
tithable  in   said  town,  to  be  expended   by  therri  in   the 
necessary  outlays  attending  the  good  government  of  aaid 
town  and  the  repair,  improvements,  and  preservation  of 
the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town:  Pj^ovided,  That  no  by- 
laws be  passed  which  in  anywise  conflict  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  this  Commonvirealth  or  of  the  United 
States.     They  shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  regulate   the  trus^es^mfra- 
time  and  place  of  their  meetings,  and  shall  have  power  caaoies,*Ao. 
to  change  the  same,  from  time  to  time;  to  fill  all  vacan-  / 

cies  that   may  occur  in  their  own  body,  and  may  enact 
laws  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members.     They 
shall  annually  appoint  such  persons  as  shall   be  recom-      May  appoint 
mended  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  at  the  annual  town   ureVand  mw- 
election  to  fill   the  office  of  town  clerk,  town  treasurer,  ®^*^' 
and  town  marshal,  and  regulate  the  amount  of  the  pen- 
alties of  their  several  bonds,  payable  to  the  corporation, 
and  fill   all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  either  of  said 
offices.     The  chairman  shall  preside  at  the  several  meet-       .  Dutiw  of 
ings  of  the  board,  but  shall  have  no  vote  except  in  cases  *  '"f"*"- 
of  a  tie;  he  shall  take  care  that  all   the  town   laws  be 
faithfully   executed;    call   extra    meetings   of   the    board, 
when   necessary;  and,  in  case  of  his  absence,  death,  or 
re.^ignation,  the  board  shall  appoint  one  of  its  own  mem- 
bers to  fill  his  place  pro  tempore;  and  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  define  the  duties  of  the  town  clerk  and  treasurer, 
and,  from   time  to  time,  shall  fix   their  emoluments  and 
fees,  as  well  as  the  emoluments  of  the  chairman. 

§  4.  The  town  marshal  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  njawbai!*^*'  ^ ' 
be  required  of  him  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  execute 
all  process  which  may  be  requisite  for  the  enforcement  of 
the  by-laws  of  said  town. 

§  5.  That  a  majority  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  a  Qa«>"im« 
quorum  to  transact  business;  but  a  less  number  may  ad- 
journ from  day  to  day,  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body, 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

§  6.  That  there  is  hereby  establis^hed  in  said  town  of  ^  ^**e^®oiooulS! 
Lusby  the  office  of  police  judge;  and  a  police  judge  for  Ao. 
said  town  shall  be  elected  and  commissioned  as  any  other 
justice  of  the  peace.  Said  police  judge  shall  hold  his 
oflice  for  two  years,  or  until  his  successor  be  appointed 
and  qualified;  and  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties 
of  his  ofiice,  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace 
for  Owen  county  faithfully  and  impartially,  to  the  best  of 
his  ability,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  7.  That  the  said  police  judge  shall  have  jurisdiction   .    Powwsaiid 
withm  said  town  of  civil  causes  to  the  same  extent  that  poiioe    jadie. 
justices  of  the  peace  now  have  in  this  Commonwealth;  *^* 
and  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  of  crimes  and  misde- 
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meanors,  committed  within  said  county  of  Owen  that 
justices  of  the  peace  now  have;  and  shall  have  full  juris- 
diction within  said  town  of  all  offenses  against  the  by- 
laws and  ordinances  of  said  town;  and  shall  have  power 
to  enter  judj^ments  and  issue  executions  for  all  fines  and 
penalties  for  such  offenses;  and  his  executions  may  be 
collected  by  the  marshal  of  said  town  in  any  part  of  said 
county,  or  by  the  proper  officers  in  any  part  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. He  shall  keep  a  record  of  his  proceedings, 
copies  of  which  shall  be  evidence  to  the  same  extent  that 
copies  of  the  records  of  justices  of  the  peace  now  are. 
He  shall  have  power  to  issue  original  process  in  all  cases 
before  him,  subpoenas  for  witnesses,  and  attachments  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  before  him,  to  the 
same  extent  that  justices  of  the  peace  now  have;  and  to 
punish  all  contempts  against  his  authority'  by  fines,  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars  in  each  case,  and  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  one  day.  He  shall  have  power  to  order 
the  marshal  to  summon  a  jury  in  cases  cognizable  before 
him,  when  a  jury  is  required  by  law;  He  shall  have  the 
same  power  to  issue  attachments  for  debt  within  the 
county  of  Owen  that  justices  of  the  peace  now  have;  to 
take  and  certify  depositions,  which  shall  be  allowed  to  be 
read  as  depositions  are  now  allowed  to  be  read,  taken  be- 
fore, and  certified  by,  justices  of  the  peace;  administer 
oaths,  and  certify  the  same  when  necessary,  in  all  cases 
where  an  oath  is' provided  for  by  law;  and  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  same  fees  now  allowed  justices  of  the  peace 
in  this  Commonwealth;  and  shall  have  the  same  power  to 
issue  fee  bills  as  justices  of  the  peace  now  have,  and  they 
shall  be  collectable  in  the  same  way.  He  shall  have 
jurisdiction  of  motions  and  suits  against  the  treasurer, 
marshal,  clerk,  and  other  officers  of  said  town,  for  all  de- 
linquencies of  said  officers:  Provided ^  That  all  process 
issued  by  said  police  judge  shall  run  in  the  name  of  the 
Commonwealth. 
§  8.  That  appeals  from  all  judgments  rendered  by  said 
Appeals nuty  police  judge  in  civil  cases  shall  be  allowed  to  any  party 

^^^'  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  and  to  the  same 

tribunals,  as  appeals  are  now  allowed  from  judgments  of 
justices  of  the  peace. 

§  9.  That  the  marshal  of  the  said  town  shall  be  entitled 
Fees  of  mar-  to  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  for  each  defendant  for  executing  a 

•hai.  warrant  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  by-laws  or  ordi- 

nances of  the  said  town;  and,  in  all  other  cases,  his  fees 
and  commissions  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  constables 
for  similar  services,  and  he  shall  collect  them  in  the  same 
manner;  and  shall  execute  all  the  processes  of  the  police 
judge  within  the  county  of  Owen. 
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§  10.  The  boundary  of  said  town  shall  be  as  follows:       1869.  . 
To  be  run  one  half  mile  in  each  direction  from  the  mill  in       BouBdanof 
said  town  of  Lusby;  to  run  so  as  to  include  John  Webb,  town. 
Martin   Holbrook,   Hugh  Stamper,   Allen   HollJrook,   and 
Catherine  Cobb. 

§  11.  This  act  to  take  eflfect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

That  section  3  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  rebuild  the 
bridges  on  the  Bardstown  and  Louisville  turnpike  road,'' 
approved  December  20th,  1865,  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by, rep^ealed.

CHAPTER  1476. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Allensville  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  F.  S.  Allen,  Simpson  W.  Brock,  John  VV. 
Tuttle,  Martin  Brock,  William  Epperson,  James  Noland, 
John  Martin,  and  their  successors  and  associates,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  ** Allensville  turnpike 
road  company ;"  and  by  said  name  and  style  shall  have 
power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  answer  and  be  answered,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
in  all  the  courts  and  places  in  this  Commonwealth ;  to 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  break,  alter,  or  change 
the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  do  all  acts  which  such  bodies 
corporate  may  do,  not  inconssistent  with  the  general  laws 
of  the  State  or  forbidden  thereby,  and  which  may  be 
necessary  or  fit  to  enable  said  corporation  to  execute  the 
powers  hereinafter  granted. 

§  2.  That  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
struct a  turnpike  or  macadamized  road  from  such  point  on 
the  Muddy  Creek  turnpike  road,  in  Clark  county,  not  far 
distant  from  the  mouth  of  *'  Long  Branch,"  as  may  be 
determined  on  by  the  board  of  directors  after  their  elec- 
tion and  organization,  to  some  point  at  or  near  the 
mouth  of  Red  river,  in  said  county. 
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1869.  §  ^*  '^^^  capital  stock  of  i^aid  company  shall  not  exceed 

twenty-five   thrtusand   dollars,  and  shall  be   divided   into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

§  4.  The  books  of  said  company  may  be  opened  for  the 
subscription  of  stock  by  any  of  the  corporators  above 
named  ;  and  as  soon  as  two  thousand  dollars  of  stock  is 
subscribed,  the  stockholders  may  proceed  to  organize  by 
electing  a  president  and  six  directors;  but  the  said  elec- 
tion shall  be  advertit«ed  at  least  ten  days  by  printed  or 
written  notices  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said 
election.  Said  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  vear, 
or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified  ; 
and  an  election  shall  be  held  annually  of  officers  of  the 
said  company,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  board  of  directors ;  the  president  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  a  treasurer,  and  may  remove  him  at  pleasure; 
and  shall  require  of  him  a  bond  with  good  security,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  his  duties. 

§  5.  Said  compaihy  may  charge  upon  their  road  such 
tolls  as  the  directors  may  determine  upon,  not  exceeding, 
however,  the  rates  allowed  by  the  Revised  Statutes  ;  and 
may  erect  a  gate  and  take  tolls  as  soou  as  five  miles  of 
said  road  is  completed. 

§  6.  The  width  of  metal  on  said  road  shall  not  be  less 
than  twelve  feet  in  any  part,  and  it  shall  be  built  in  other 
respects  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth,  with  a  grade  not  exceeding  five  degrees. 

§  7.  The  Clark  county  court  shall  have  power,  n  ma- 
jority of  the  justices  thereof  concurring,  to  subscribe  as 
much  stock  in  said  company  as  will  suffice,  when  added 
to  the  amount  of  stock  subscribed  by  individuals  or  cor- 
porations, to  complete  said  road  :  Provided^  Said  sub- 
scription does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile  ; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  paying  said  subscription,  said 
court  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  and  assess 
a  tax  on  all  the  property  and  estate  in  said  county  sub- 
ject to  taxation  for  State  revenue. 

§  8.  That  sections  7,  8,  9,  and  10,  of  an  act,  entitled 
"An  act  to  incorporate  the  Bedford  and  Milton  turnpike 
road  company,"  approved  February  7th,  1806,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  enacted  as  a  part  of  this  act,  so  far 
as  they  are  applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with  its 
provisions. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  lake  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1477.  1869. 

AN  ACT  incorporating  the  Cla^ysville,  Kentontown,  and  Mt.  Olivet  Turn- 
pike Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
incorporated  to  cone^truct  a  road,  on  the  macadamized 
plan,  from  Claysville  to  Mt.  Olivet,  by  way  of  Kenton- 
town, in  Robertson  county,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  *' Claysville,  Kentontown,  and  Mt  Olivet  turnpike 
road  company;"  and  by  that  name  and  style  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  and  use  and  have  a  common  seal,,  and  alter 
or  amend  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  or  diminished  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  company,  and  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  Judge  Duncan  Harding,  William  Paul, 
Charles  French,  Stark  Whaly,  S.  W.  Craycraft,  Charles 
Bramal,  A..J.  Ashcraft,  Archibald  Hitch,  A.  W.  Stevens, 
W.  W.  Burns,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  books  of  subscription  of 
stock,  at  such  places  as  said  commissioners  may  desig- 
nate; and  as  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed 
they  shall  give  ten  days'  notice  at  the  most  public  places 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  line  of  the  road,  of  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president  and 
five  directors  for  said  company,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
be  competent  to  do  business;  and  to  do  all  things  author- 
ized by  this  act  to  be  done  by  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company,  and  the  management  of  the  fiscal  and 
prudential  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  confided  to 
said  president  and  directors,  and  their  successors  in  ofilce, 
to  be  chosen  annually  at  such  time  and  places  as  the  said 
president  and  directors,  from  time  to  time,  may  appoint, 
and  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  4.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  as  president  or 
director,  who  is  not  the  owner  in  his  name  of  one  or 
more  shares  of  stock  in  said  road. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  sliall  have  the  power 
of  appointing  a  treasurer,  gate-keeper,  and  all  other 
officers  or  agents  deemed  necessary  to  effect  the  purpose 
of  this  act,  and  to  remove  the  same  at  pleasure.  They 
shall  have  power  to  require  of  the  treasurer,  and  all 
other  officers  or  agents  appointed  by  them,  bond  and 
security,  in  such  penalties  as  they  may  require,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  in- 
cumbent on  them  as  such. 
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1869.  §  ^-  ^^^  commissioners  herein  appointed  shall  procare 

a  book  or  books,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said 
company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation  in  said 
book,  viz :  "We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  do 
promise  to  pay  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Clays- 
ville,  Kentontown,  and  Mt.  Olivet  turnpike  road  com- 
pany, the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  share 
of  stock  in  said  company  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such 
manner  and  proportion,  and  at  such  times,  as  shall  be  by 
them  required  under  the  law  incorporating  said  company, 
to  be  collected  as  other  debts.  Witness  our  hands  this 
_  day  of — -,  18—.'' 

§  7.  That  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  feet 
wide,  and  the  metal  not  less  than  twelve  feet  wide,  and 
shall  be  graded  to  an  elevation  not  exceeding  five  degrees 
in  any  part  thereof;  that  whenever  five  continuous  miles 
of  said  road  are  completed,  the  company  may  erect  a  toll- 
gate,  and  charge  toll^  thereat,  at  a  rate  of  toll  not  exceed- 
ing that  now  authorized  by  law  on  roads  made  under  the 
general  turnpike  laws  of  this  State. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road  shall 
have  the  right  and  power  to  acquire  the  right  of  way  for 
said  road,  and  of  earth,  stone,  or  gravel  or  timber  for  its 
construction,  by  voluntary,  concession  and  release,  or  by 
private  contract  with  the  land-holders  :  Provided,  hfmevcr. 
If  the  right  of  way,  and  if  the  material  cannot  be  had  as 
here  indicated,  it  shall  be  obtained  in  the  manner  and 
mode  prescribed  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  2'2d  February,  1836, 
for  condemning  lands  and  materials  for  the  construction 
of  turnpike  roads,  bridges,  &c.,  and  which  act  of  the 
Assembly  is  hereby  adopted  as  part  of  this  charter,  and 
to  be  as  effectual  as  if  the  same  was  here  inserted  at 
full  length. 

§  9.  When  the  stockholder  shall  have  made  full  pay- 
ment of  his  stock,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president, 
over  his  signature,  to  issue  certificates  of  stock  to  all 
persons  entitled  to  the  same,  attested  by  the  secretary 
of  said  company.  , 

§  10.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1478.  1869. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  ShepherdsTille  and  Mt  Washington  Turnpike 

Rortd  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  formed, 
by  the  name  of  the  Shepherdsville  and  Mt.  Washington 
turnpike  road  company;  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall 
have  corporate  existence,  and  be  a  body-politic,  and  as 
such,  and  in  that  name,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  have  and.  use  a  common  seal.  Said  com- 
pany is  created  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike 
or  gravel  road  from  Shepherdsville,  in  Bullitt  county,  to 
Mt.  Washington,  in  said  county,  and  from  Mt.  Washington 
to  intersect  with  the  Shelbyville  pike. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
sixty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each;  and  the  persons  hereinafter  named,  or  any 
two  of  ihem,  shall  have  power  to  open  books  for  the  sub- 
scription of  stock,  and  keep  them  open  until  a  sufficient 
amount  of  stock  shall  have  been  taken  to  construct  said 
road. 

§  3.  The  following  persons  are  appointed  commissioners 
to  receive  subscriptions,  to-wit :  Westly  Phelps,  Dr.  S.  H. 
McKay,  John  T.  Bridges,  Janus  W.  Stallings,  Thomas  J. 
Hall,  Wm.  W.  Hall,  Austin  Hough,  and  Dr.  S.  M,  Hobbs; 
and  so  soon  as  one  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or  such 
of  them  as  may  choose  to  act,  to  give  notice,  by  written  or 
printed  posters,  at  two  or  more  public  places  in  Mt.  Wash- 
ington and  Shepherdsville,  at  least  ten  days,  and  call  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
may  elect;  at  which  time  said  stockholders,  or  a  majority  , 

of  them  having  convened,  shall  proceed  to  the  election 
of  a  president  and  three  managers  of  said  road;  at  which 
election  each  stockholder  shall  have  one  vote  for  each 
share  of  stock  subscribed  or  owned  by  him  in  said  road; 
and  when  said  company  shall  be  thus  organized  they  may 
appoint  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  prescribe 
their  duties,  and  require  them  to  execute  bond,  with  good 
security,  conditioned  as  may  be  required,  and  commence 
the  work. 

^  4.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
locate  and  lay  out  said  road,  receive  releases  for  the  right 
of  way  in  writing,  and  may  take  the  steps  authorized  by 
the  general  law  of  the  State  to  condemn  the  land  over 
which  said  road  is  to  run,  and  material  from  adjacent 
lands. 

§  5.  Tjie  company  shall  have  power  and  authority,  in 
the  construction  of  said  road,  and  the  repairs  on  same,  to 
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1869.  fix  the  width  and  the  manner  of  construction,  its  grade, 
and  whatever  else  may  appertain  to  if^uch  construction. 

§  6.  When  five  continuous  miles  of  said  road  are  com- 
pleted, it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  put  up  a  gate 
and  exact  toll ;  but  no  such  gate  shall  be  erected  within 
one  mile  of  the  corporate  limits  of  the  said  towns  of  Sbep- 
^         herdsville  and  Mt.  Washington. 

^  7.  The  rates  of  toll  on  said  road  shall  be  governed 
and  regulated  by  the  general  law  of  the  State  with  regard 
thereto. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

AS  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  W.  M.  Rhea. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  William  A.  Cardin,  James  A.  Sims,  and  John 
Dawson,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  erect  a 
mill-dam  across  the  Rolling  Fork  of  Salt  River,  at  the 
head  of  the  falls  ot  said  river,  known  as  ''Knob  Creek 
Falls;"  said  dam  shall  not  exceed  five  feet  in  height. 
They  shall,  in  the  erection  of  said  dam,  proceed  and  be 
governed  by  chapter  67,  title  "Mills,"  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1481.  1869. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  Maysville 
and  LcziugtoQ  Railroad  Company,  Northern  Division,"  approved  January 
21,  1868. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Maysville  and  Lexington  railroad  com- 
pany, Northern  DivisKion,  may  take,  receive,  and  hold  any 
and  all  subscriptions  of  stock  which  may  be  made  by  indi- 
viduals, or  any  city  or  town,  corporations  or  counties,  for 
building  branches  of  the  said  railroad  from  the  town  of 
Carlisle,  in  Nicholas  county,  to  the  town  of  Cynlhiana,  in 
Harrison  county,  and  from  the  said  town  of  Carlisle  to  the 
town  of  Mount  Sterling,  in  Montgomery  county;  and  the 
said  Maysville  and  Lexington  railroad  company.  Northern 
Division,  may  construct  and  build  with  the  proceeds  of 
said  subscriptions,  or  with  their  own  means,  or  both, 
branches  of  their  said  railroad  from  the  said  town  of 
Carlisle  to  the  said  town  of  Cynthiana  and  to  the  said 
town  of  Mount  Sterling,  over  such  routes  as  said  com- 
pany may  select;  and  shall  have  power  to  acquire  the 
right  of  way  over  such  routes,  by  purchase,  or  condemna- 
tion, or  gift,  in  the  manner  now  provided  in  the  original  • 
charter  of  the  Maysville  and  Lexington  railroad  company. 

§  2.  That  the  counties  of  Harrison,  Nicholas,  and  Mont- 
gomery may  severally,  by  the  presiding  judges  of  their 
respective  county  courts,  levy  and  collect  a  tax  upon  all 
the  real  and  personal  estate  within  said  counties  subject 
to  taxation,  not  exceeding  one  per  cent,  of  the  value 
thereof  each  year,  for  three  years,  as  provided  in  "An  act 
to  authorize  the  counties  of  Bourbon,  Nicholas,  and  Flem- 
ing to  subscribe  stock  in  the  Maysville  and  Lexington 
railroad  company.  Northern  Division,"  approved  February 
1st,  1668,  and  subscribe  the  amount  thereof  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  railroad  company,  for  the  building  of  said 
branches;  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  last  above 
referred  to  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  levy,  collec- 
tion, and  subscription  of  the  said  money  to  the  said  capi- 
tal stock. 

§  3.  That  the  subscriptions  of  stock  made  by  individuals, 
corporations,  or  counties,  under  the  authority  of  this  act, 
to  the  Maysville  and  Lexington  railroad  company.  North- 
ern Division,  for  the  building  of  either  of  said  branches  of 
said  railroad,  shall  be  held  and  sacredly  applied  to  the 
purpose  for  which  they  may  be  subscribed,  and  no  other; 
and  the  individuals,  corporations,  or  counties  which  may 
become  stockholders  in  said  company  by  the  subscription 
of  stock  for  the  building  of  said  branches,  or  either  of 
them,  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  powers,  in 
the   branch  to   which  they  subscribe,   that  the   original 
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1869.       Btockholdera  have  in  the  Mayaville  and  Lexington  rail- 
road company,  Northern  Division. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  passage 
thereof.

CHAPTER  1482. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and   reduce  into  one  all  acts  in  regard   to  the  Town 

of  Concord,  in  Lewiv  Countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  boundary  of  the  town  of  Concord,  in 
town""^''^^  Lewis  county,  shall  he  the  same  as  established  by  law 

and  the  original  town  plat. 

§  2.  That  the  fiscal,  prudential,  and  nr.unicipal  concerns 
Trustees,  o(  said  town.  With  the  government  and  control  thereof, 
shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  three  of  whom  shall  form 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  bus^iness,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  citizens  of  the  State,  and  shall  have  resided  in 
said  town  and  been  bona  fide  housekeepers  one  year  next 
preceding  their  election,  and  take  an  oath,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  faithfully  to  perform  the 
same. 

§  3.  That  said   trustees  and   their  successors    in   office 

Corporate  shall  be  a  body- politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known 

^^•"-  by  the  name  and  style  of  th^   Board  of  Trustees  of  the 

Town  of  Concord;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in 
law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  y^Mth,  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  ot  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  de- 
fending and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  of  this  Common- 
wealth; and  may  use  or  not  use  a  common  seal;  and  shall 
be  vested  with  all  the  general  powers  conferred  by  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth  on  bodies-corporate  of  like 
character. 

§  4.  Said  trustees  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first 
Wh«nAbow  Saturdav  in  May,  by  the  white   male   inhabitants  of  said

ed.  town  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall  have 

been  bona  fide  residents  in  said  town  for  one  year  preced- 
ing the  election,  and  who  shall  have  paid  the  poll-tax  for 
the  preceding  year  and  all  taxes  by  them  due  said  town. 
Termofoffiee.  The  said  trustees  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and 
Tacancy.Ac.  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  quali- 
fied, and  shall  have  power  to  (ill  any  vacancies  that  may 
occur  in  their  own  body;  but  if  any  trustee  elected  at  any 
annual  election  shall  refuse  to  qualify  and  serve,  the  board 
shall  immediately  order  an  election  to  supply  his  place. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  appoint  one  of  their 
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own  body  chairman,  who  shall  preside  at  all  their  meet- 
ings, and,  in  case  of  his  absence,  may  appoint  a  chairman 
pro  tempore ;  and  in  case  of  his  death,  removal  from  town, 
or  vacation  of  his  seat,  the  trustees  may  appoint  another  in 
his  stead.  The  eleciion  for  trustees  shall  be  held  at  some 
place  provided  by  the  board  of  trustees  in  said  town,  by 
judges^,  sheViSr,  and  clerk,  to  be  appointed  by  the  board, 
and  shall  be  conducted  in  all  respects  as  elections  under 
the  State  laws;  and  the  penalties  imposed  by  the  election 
laws  of  the  State  shall  apply  to  offenses  committed  at  said 
elections.  The  trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  fix  and 
regulate  the  time  of  their  regular  meeting,  and  may  pre- 
scribe the  mode  in  which  special  meetings  may  be  called; 
and  may  inflict  a  penalty,  not  exceeding  one  dollar,  on 
any  member  for  non-attendance  at  any  meeting,  to  be 
applied  to  the  purchase  of  stationery,  lights,  and  fuel  for 
said  board. 

§  5.  A  police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall,  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  of  Concord.  The 
marshal  is  to  hold  his  ofiice  one  year,  and  the  police  judge 
two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied. The  polls  of  the  election  of  trustees,  police  judge, 
and  town  marshal,  shall  be  returned  to  the  county  court  of 
Lewjs  county  at  the  first  term  after  said  election;  and  said 
county  court  shall  certify  the  result  of  the  election,  so  far 
as  the  election  of  police  judge  is  concerned,  to  the  Govern- 
or of  the  State,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  is^ue  a  commis- 
sion for  the  person  elected  to  the  office  of  police  judge, 
who  shall  be  a  judicial  officer,  to  be  styled  the  police 
judge  of  the  town  of  Concord. 

§  6.  The  police  judge,  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of 
his  office,  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  officer  author- 
ized to  administer  an  oath  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office  faithfully  and  im- 
partially, to  the  best  of  his  ability,  without  favor  or  affec- 
tion, together  with  such  other  oaths  as  other  public  officers 
may  be  required  by  law  and  the  Constitution  to  take. 
The  police  judge  shall  have  jurisdiction,  within  the  limits 
of  the  said  town,  in  any  case,  civil  and  criminal,  in  which 
a  justice  of  the  peace  has  jurisdiction.  He  shall  have 
.jurisdiction  of  all  off^enses  arising  under  the  by-laws  or 
ordinances  of  said  town,  and  shall  have  power  to  enter 
judgment  and  award  execution  accordingly;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  judge  to  keep  a  record  of  his  proceed- 
ings, a  copy  of  which  shall  be  evidence,  and  shall  have 
the  same  effect  as  records  of  justices  of  the  peace.  He 
shall  have  power  to  issue  summons  for  witnesses  to  give 
evidence  in  cases  pending  before  him;  and,  upon  their 
failure  to  attend,  issue  compulsory  process  to  compel  their 
attendance,  as  in  cases  of  attachment  for  contempt.     He 
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1869.  shall  have  power  to  fine  and  imprison  for  contempt:  Pro- 
vided, Said  fine  shall  in  no  ca^^e  exceed  ten  doIlar&<,  or  im- 
prisonment more  than  twelve  hours.  He  phrtll  have  power 
to  order  the  marshal,  or  other  officer  authorized  to  execute 
proces:*  in  his  court,  to  summons  a  jury  in  any  case  cog- 
nizable before  him  when  a  jury  should  be  required  before 
a  circuit  court  or  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  to  compel 
their  attendance.  He  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace, 
and  shall,  ex-offwio,  proceed  against  violators  of  the  by- 
laws and  ordinances  of  the  board  of  tru:<tees,  without  the 
need  of  an  informer.  The  police  judge  shall  have  juris- 
diction as  specified  in  this  act;  and  all  fines  for  violations 
of  town  ordinances,  inflicted  before  him,  shall  be  for  the 
use  of  the  board  of  trustees.  All  warrants  for  breaches 
•  of  the  by-laws  and  other  ordinances  shall  run  in  the  name 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Concord,  and  all 
other  warrants  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky: Provided y  That  fines  for  violation  of  the  laws  of 
the  State  shall  be  paid  over  as  now  provided  by  law. 
Said  police  judge  shall  be  entitled  to  the  lol lowing  fees, 
to- wit:  For  a  peac«  warrant,  or  for  a  riot,  rout,  or  un- 
lawful as?sembly,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  one  dollar;  for 
issuing  a  warrant  for  the  violation  of  the  by-laws  or  ordi- 
nances of  said  town,  or  any  case  in  which  the  trustees  are 
the  plaintiffs,  fifty  cents;  issuing  suh^)aBna  for  a  witness  in 
any  case,  twent^'-five  cents;  for  swearing  a  jury  and  pre- 
siding over  a  trial  in  any  case,  one  dollar;  for  taking  a 
recognizance  to  keep  the  peace,  upon  the  application  of 
any  person,  seventy-five  cents,  to  be  charged  to  the  appli- 
cant. All  other  fees  of  said  judge  shall  be  the  same  as 
those  allowed  justices  of  the  peace  for  like  services,  and 
to  be  c<dlected  in  the  same  way.

§  7.  The  police  judge  of  Concord  shall  have  power  to

§  9.  The  police  judge  shall  hold  his  courts  for  the  trial 
•oS?"*^^^^*  of  civil  cases  on  the  first  Saturday  in  every  month;  he 

shall  have  a  right  to  continue  his  court  till  all  the  business 
before  him  is  disposed  of.  His  court  shall  be  open  at  all 
times  for  the  trial  of  the  breach  of  the  penal  [laws]  or 
of  the  ordinances  of  said  town ;  and  shall  hold  said  trials 
without  regard  to  the  time  of  service  of  process;  but 
shall  continue  from  time  to  time,  for  good  cause  shown. 
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§  10.  That  upon  all  judgments  by  the  police  judge, 
either  party  ^hall  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  said 
judgment  in  the  same  manner,  and  upon  the  same  terms, 
appeals  are  taken  from  justices  of  the  peace  in  similar 
cases. 

§  11.  In  the  absence  of  the  police  judge,  or  his  inability 
to  attend  and  hold  his  courts,  or  when  his  office  is  vacant, 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  is  authorized  and 
empowered  to  hold  his  courts,  and  with  the  same  authority 
as  the  police  judge. 

§  12.  If  the  office  of  police  judge  from  any  cause  be- 
comes vacant,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  immediately 
recommend  a  successor  to  the  Governor  of  this  Common- 
wealth, who  is  authorized  to  empower  and  commission 
him  for  the  unexpired  term  of  said  police  judge. 

§  13.  The  police  jwdge   shjili  execute  bond  with  good 
security  to  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  payment  of  all 
fines  and   moneys   that  come  to  his  hands«,  as  is  now  re- 
quired by  law  for  ju-^tices  of  the  peace  and  other  officers. 
§  14.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  marshal  to 
attend  the  sitting  of  the  courts  to   be  held  by  the  police 
judge ;  to  serve  all  process  and   precepts,  and  to  collect 
all  executions  to  him  directed  from  .the   police  judge,  or 
any  court  that  is  authorized   to  direct  the  same  to  him, 
and   make  due  return   thereof,   in   doing   which,   he   may 
go  to  any  part  of  the  county.     He  shall  collect  all  taxes 
due   the  said  town,  executions  and  other  demands  which 
may    be   put   ihto  his    hands  to   collect  or   execute,   and 
account  for  and   pay  over  the  same   to   whosoever  may 
be  entitled  thereto,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations 
required  by  law  of  sheriffs  in  the  collection  of  taxes,  and 
of  constables   in    the   collecting   of  executions  and  other 
demands;  and   for  failure  to  perform   any   of   the  duties 
required  of  him.  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  proceed- 
ings had  against  sheriffs  and  constables  in  similar  cases. 
The  marshal  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  lor  collect- 
ing the  town  tax  that  sheriffs  are  entitled  to  for  collecting 
the  county  levy,  and  in  all  other  cases  the  same  allowed 
constables  for   similar   services :    Providedy  however^  That 
said  police  judge  shall  have  power  and  authority,  when- 
ever it  is  made  to  appear   by  affidavit  that  it  is   imprac- 
ticable, or,  for  some  good  cause,  that  the  marshal  cannot 
execute  the   process,  to  direct   the  same  to  the  sheriff  or 
any   constable  of  Lewis  county  :  Provided    further ,  That 
the    said  marshal   shall  .be   invested  with   all  the    power 
and  authority  which  is  given   to  constables  in   nil   cases 
cognizable  before  said  police  judge;  and  before  the  said 
town  marshal  shall  proceed  to  the  execution  of  his  office, 
he  shall  take  an  oath  before  the  board  of  trustees,  to  be

give  bond  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  the

§  15.  The  marshal  shall  be,  by  virtue  of  his  office, 
supervisor  of  the  public  t^treets  and  alleys  of  the  town  ; 
but  the  trustees  may,  at  their  pleasure,  appoint  a  street 
commissioner  to  act  in  his  place  and  stead. 

§  16    All  taxes  shall  be  due  and  awing  from  the  mar- 
shal on  the  first  day  of  AugU!?t,  each  and  every  year,  at 
which  time,  or  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the   board 
of  trustees   in   said    month,  he   shall  make  a  full  settle- 
ment,  and    be  prepared    with   his   delinquent   list   to   be 
presented  to  the  board  for  allowance.  « 

§  17.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
a  clerk,  who  shall  keep  a  true  record  of  all  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  board  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose;  and 
shall  also  register,  in  a  separate  book,  all  the  ordinances 
and  by-laws  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  board.  Said 
clerk  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  board.  The 
board  of  trustees  shall  allow  him  a  reasonable  compensa- 
tion for  his  services. 

§  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  at  the  first 
meeting  after  the  annual  election,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
possible,  to  appoint  an  asses^sor,  who,  after  being  first 
sworn  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall 
call  upon  the  owners  of  taxable  property  in  said  town,  or 
their  agents,  and  make  out  a  true  list  of  their  taxable 
property,  real  and  personal,  with  the  value  thereof;  and 
this  shall  be  made  upon  oath  of  the  tax-payer  or  his  agent; 
in  the  absence  of  either,  the  said  assessor,  if  a  resident  of 
the  town,  [shall]  have  a  notice,  as  now  required  by  law 
for  assessors  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  be  subject  to  like 
penalties,  if,  after  notice,  shall  fail  to  appear  and  give 
his  taxable  list.  If  there  is  property  owned  in  said  town 
by  non-residents  thereof,  the  said  assessor  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  valued  by  two  respectable  citizens  of  said  town, 
competent  to  affix  the  value,  and  return  the  valuation 
thereof.  If  the  assessor  should  not  be  satisfied  with  the 
value  fixed  by  the  tax-payer,  he  may  call  upon  two  or  more 
persons  to  give  their  estimate  of  the  value  thereof,  who 
shall  be  sworn  by  said  assessor,  and  the  said  assessor  shall 
fix  the  true  value  from  all  the  evidence,  and  return  the 
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eaine.  Said  list  shall  embrace  all  the  real  estate  in  said  1869. 
town,  all  males  over  twenty-one  years  old,  with  all  other 
species  of  property,  money,  notes,  and  choses  in  action, 
exclusive  of  household  furniture;  and  if  any  one  shall  re- 
fuse to  give  in  such  a  list,  he  or  she  shall  be  also  double 
taxed  on  the  value  of  their  property,  to  be  ascertained  by 
the  oaths  of  any  two  respectable  housekeepers  of  said 
town,  to  be  recovered,  with  costs,  by  warrant  before  the 
police  judge  of  the  town  in  the  name  of  the  trustees, 
without  regard  to  the  amount  claimed.  The  said  assessor 
shall  return  his  list  within  one  month  after  his  appoint- 
ment, and  may  be  fined  for  failure  to  do  so  upon  motion  of 
the  trustees,  upon  five  days'  notice,  before  the  police  judge, 
in  a  sum  not  lees  than  ten  or  more  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars. Said  assessor  shall  be  paid  by  the  trustees  out  of  the 
revenues  of  the  town  for  his  services  such  a  sum  as  shall 
be  deemed  by  them  reasonable. 

§  19.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  poll-tax  of  Tmsteesm&y 
not  exceeding  two  dollars  upon  each  male  adult  inhabitant  IhovrB^'oham 
of  the  town,  and  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  more  than  one  J'eMehfoka  il.

The  sale  shall 
take  place  at  such  time  in  the  day,  and  at  such  place  in 
the  town,  as  he  may  appoint;  and  the  marshal  shall  con- 
vey by  deed,  duly  acknowledged,  to  the  purchaser,  so  much 
of  any  lot  or  fraction  of  a  lot  as  he  may  sell;  which  deed 
shall  pass  the  title  to  the  purchaser:  Provided^  hoimver^ 
That  all  real  estate  thus  sold  for  taxes  ma}'  be  redeemed 
at  any  time  within  seven  year^  by  the  original  owner  or 
owners,  or  their  assignees,  by  paying  the  purchaser,  or  his 
heirs  or  assigns,  his  purchase  money,  with  interest  at  the 
rate  of  fifty  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  sum  paid  by  him, 
and  all  costs  of  said  sale:  And  provided  also,  That  infants, 
femes  covert,  and  persons  of  unsound  mind,  shall  have  two 
years  after  their  several  disabilities  are  removed  to  redeem 
their  property. 

§  21,  That  if,  for  an}'  reason,  the  board  of  trustees  may 

May  appoint  ^^^  think  proper  to  intrust  the  town  marshal  with  the  col- 
MiiMtor.lco.      lection  of  the  taxes  or  other  revenues  of  the  town,  or  the 

said  marshal  shall  be  unable  or  refuse  to  perform  that 
duty,  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  collector,  who, 
after  taking  the  oath  and  executing  a  bond,  as  required  of 
the  marshal,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  per- 
form all  the  duties  required  of  the  marshal  in  the  collec- 
tion of  the  taxes  and  other  revenues  of  the  town;  and  his 
acts  so  performed  shall  have  the  same  validity  and  effect 
as  if  performed  by  the  marshal;  and  he  shall  receive  such 
compensation  for  bis  services  as  the  trustees  may  deem 
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reasonable.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  of  Con- 
cord may  require  all  vendors  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors  within  the  corporate  limits  to  pay  a  tax,  not  to 
exceed  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  and  to  obtain  a  license; 
the  tax  to  be  paid  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  direct. 

§  22.  That  no  license  shall  be  granted  by  the  county 
court  of  Lewis  county  to  keep  a  tavern  within  the  corpo- 
rated  limits  of  the  town  of  Concord  to  sell  spirituous, 
vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  until  the  applicant  for  i<uch  a 
liceni>e  shall  have  first  obtained  the  consent  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  said  town.  This  :?hail  not  be  construed  to 
abridge  the  power  of  the  county  court  in  the  exercise  of 
its  discretion  in  refusing  a  license  to  keep  a  tavern.  The 
party  obtaining  license  to  keep  a  tavern  shall,  in  addition 
to  the  tax  now  required  by  law,  pay  to  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, or  to  such  officer  of  the  town  as  they  may  direct,  and 
to  lorm  a  part  of  the  general  revenue  of  the  town,  a  sum 
not  less  than  ten  dollars  or  more  than  fifty  dollars  per 
3'ear,  to  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  board  of  trustees.

They  may 
fix  such  penalties  for  a  violation  of  any  of  their  by-laws 
or  ordinances,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  in  each  case,  as 
they  may  deem  for  the  good  government  of  the  town. 
All  new  ordinances  of  said  town  shall  be  written  in  a  fair 
and  legible  hand,  and  posted  at  two  or  more  public  places 
in  said  town.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  also  have  pow- 
er to  provide  by  ordinances  for  the  purpose  and  for  the 
suppression  of  all  houses  of  ill-fame,  bawdy-houses,  gam- 
bling-houses, houses  which  are  a  common  resort  for  idle 
and  dissolute  and  disorderly  persons,  and  other  nuisances 
within  the  limits  of  said  town;  and  for  any  willful  neglect 
of  the  police  judge  or  marshal  to  enforce  said  ordinances, 
or  any  of  them,  they,  or  either  of  them,  may  be  proceeded 
against  in  the  circuit  court  by  indictmenti  and  fined  any

§  25.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  provide

^^''  enlargement,  extension,  and  improvement  of  the   public 

landings,  and  the  proper  drainage  of  the  said  town.  They 
shall  have  power  to  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  protec- 
tion and  preservation  of  the  public  property,  and  may  im- 
pose proper  penalties  for  the  injury  thereof.  They  may 
improve  or  ornament  any  of  the  public  grounds  belonging 
to  said  town,  and  cause  to  be  planted  upon  the  £:ame,  or 
upon  the  public  streets,  suitable  shade  tree^;  and  any  per- 
son who  shall  injure  or  destroy  any  shade  tree  or  shrub- 
bery upon  the^public  grounds  or  public,  streets,  whether

trustees  may  approve,  conditioned  to  pay  over  and  ac- 
count for  all  moneys  which  shall  come  into  his  hands 
while  in  office,  and  for  the  prompt  and  faithful  discharge 
of  all  duties  imposed  upon  him  as  treasurer  of  the  town 
of  Concord.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  all  moneys  of 
the  town  derived  from  taxes,  licenses,  wharfage,  fines,  or 
other  sources;  but  shall  not  pay  oat  or  expend  the  same 
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in  anywise,  except  upon  the  ordei'  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, signed  by  the  chairman,  or  a  certified  copy  of  the 
order  allowing  the  same,  attested  by  the  clerk,  which 
order  shall  specify  for  what  purpose  the  same  is  to  be 
paid.  He  shall  keep  a  careful  and  correct  account  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the-  trust'^es,  which  account 
shall  always  be  open  for  their  inspection  or  their  proper 
committee;  he  shall  make  reports  of  the  condition  of 
the  treasury,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  trustees  may 
require,  and  at  each  regular  meeting  in  December,  of 
each  year,  shall  report  to  the  trustees  a  full  statement 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year.  He  shall 
receive  for  his  services  a  reasonable  compensation,  to  be 
allowed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  may  be  removed 
at  any  time,  upon  proper  notice,  for  good  cause  shown. 
If,  for  any  cause,  the  office  of  treasurer  shall  become 
vacant  by  removal,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  trus- 
tees may  appoint  another.

Second,  To  prevent,  abate,  and  remove  nuisances  at  the 
cost  and  expense  of  the  owners  or  occupiers,  or  of  the 
parties  whose  ground  they  exist,  and  to  define  and  declare 
by  ordinance  what  shall  be  a  nuisance  within  the  limits  of 
the  town,  and  to  punish  by  fine  any  person  for  keeping, 
causing,  erecting,  or  committing  a  nuisance. 

Third.  To  establish,  erect,  and'  keep  in  repair  bridges, 
culverts,  and  sewers,  and  regulate  the  use  of  the  same, 
and  cover  them  over  when  the  interest  of  the  public  re- 
quires it. 

.  Fourth.  To  provide  for  lighting  the  streets,  market-house, 
and  public  buildings,  rooms,  and  offices. 

Fifth.  To  establish,  support,  and  regulate  policemen, 
night-watches,  and  prescribe  their  duties  and  compensa- 
tion. 

Sixth,  To  erect  a  market-house,  establish  market  places, 
and  provide  for  the  government  and  regulation  thereof, 
and  to  appoint  inspectors  of  the  articles  sold  therein,  and 
to  provide  for  the  condemnation  and  destruction  of  stale 
and  unwholesome  meats  and  vegetables  sold  within  the 
corporated  limits.

made,  or  improved;  and  if  any  one  or  more  of  such  own- 
ers of  lots  or  lands  appear  and  demand  it,  the  court  shall 
award  a  writ  of  ad  qiwd  damnum^  to  be  directed  to  the 
proper  county  officer,  to  be  executed  and  returned  as  pro- 
vided by  law  for  writs  of  that  nature  for  opening  public 
roads;  and  on  the  return  of  the  writ  duly  executed,  the 
court  shall  order  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Concord  to 
pay  the  damages  assessed  to  the  party  or  parties  entitled 
thereto,  and  shall  order  the  street,  alley,  or  ground  for 
wharf  or  wharves  to  be  opened,  widened,  extended, 
made,  or  improved,  upon  the  payment  of  said  damages. 

§  30.  Appeals  may  be  taken  to  circuit  court  and  Court 
of  Appeals,  as  now  provided  by  law  in  cases  of  opening 
public  roads,  as  referred  to  in  last  section. 

§  31.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  wharf- 
master,  and  may,  for  good  cause,  remove  him,  and  to  pre- 
scribe his  powers  and  duties,  require  oath,  and  take  bond 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

§  32.  The  wharf-master  of  said  town  is  hereby  vested

CHAPTER  1483. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  County  Court  of  Franklin  County  to  subscribe 
for  Stock  in  the  Kentucky  River  Navigation  Company,  to  issue  County 
Bonds,  and  create  a  Sinking  Fund  to  pay  the  same. 

Whereas,  The  county  court  of  the  county  of  Franklin 
has  ordered  the  presiding  judge  of  the  said  court  to  sub- 
scribe to  the  stock  of  the  Kentucky  River  Navigation 
Company  the  sum  of  seventyffve  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
raised  by  the  sale  of  the  bonds  of  the  said  county ;  and 
whereas,  the  said  county  court  has  authorized  and  direct- 
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ed  the  sale  of  the  bonds  of  the  said  county  to  raise  an  1869. 
additional  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  a  fund  for  the  erection  of  bridges  in  said  county, 
and  have  imposed  a  tax  of  twenty  cent^  on  the  one  hun* 
dred  dollars  of  value  upon  the  taxable  property  of  said 
county;  and  some  doubts  being  entertained  in  regard  to 
the  power  of  the  said  court  lawfully  to  make  such  sub- 
scription, and  issue  said  bonds  and  impose  said  tax,  now, 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  action  of  the  county  court  in  the  matter 
referred  to  in  the  pream'ble  of  this  act  be,  and  the  same  is' 
hereby,  declared  to  be  legal  and  binding  to  all  intents  and 
purposes;  and  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  lawful  for  the 
presiding  judge  of  said  county  to  subscribe,  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  said  county  of  Franklin,  for  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  shares  to  the  stock  of  the  Kentucky  River  Navi- 
gation Company,  each  share  being  one  hundred  dollars; 
and,  in  order  to  raise  said  sum,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
presiding  judge  of  said  county  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the 
county  to  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  bear- 
ing interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  paya- 
ble semi-annually,  and  the  principal  sum  of  said  bonds 
to  be  paid  at  the  expiration  of  twenty  years  from  the  date 
thereof,  reserving  the  right  of  the  said  county  to  pay  said 
bonds,  or  so  many  of  them  as  the  said  court  may  see 
proper,  at'  any  time  or  times  after  the  lapse  of  five  years 
next  after  the  date  thereof;  and  the  said  presiding  judge 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  in  addition  to  the 
bonds  above  named,  to  issue  like  bonds  to  raise  a  fund  of 
ten  thousand  dollars  to  build  bridges  in  said  county,  all  of 
which  bonds,  when  so  issued,  shall  be  a  binding  and  valid 
debt  against  the  county  of  Franklin,  according  to  the 
tenor  and  efiect  of  said  bonds. 

§  2.  The  said  county  court  shall  have  the  power  and 
authority  to  levy  upon  the  inhabitants  and  the  taxable 
property  in  said  county,  from  time  to  time,  and  collect  a 
tax  or  taxes  sufiicient  to  pay  the  interest  upon  said  bonds 
and  to  pay  the  principal  when  the  same  falls  due. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  said 
county  to  create  and  establish  a  sinking  fund  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  bonds  hereby 
authorized  to  be  issued. 

§  4.  That  if  the  said  county  court,  a  majority  of  all  the 
justices  concurring,  shall  deem  it  proper  to  raise  said  sum 
of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  and  said  sum  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  either,  or  any  part  of  either,  by  a  direct 
tax  upon  the  persons  and  the  taxable  property  in  said 
county,  without  issuing  bonds  as  aforesaid,  it  shall   be 
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1869.  lawful  for  said  court  so  to  do:  Provided^  That  as  to  the 
said  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  the  said  court 
and  the  Kentucky  Kiver  Navigation  Company  shall  agree 
upon  the  amounts  of  the  installments  and  the  times  with- 
in which  they  are  to  be  paid;  and  it  shall  be  competent 
for  the  said  court  and  the  president  of  the  said  Kentucky 
River  Navigation  Company  to  enter  into  any  agreement 
upon  the  subject  they  may  see  proper. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  draw  his  war- 
rant upon  the  Treasurer  for  one  hundred  dollars,  in  favor 
of  Elizabeth  Haden,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  such 
moneys  as  are  not  otherwise  appropriated  by  law,  the 
said  one  hundred  dollars  being  compensation  to  her  for 
taking  care  of  and  providing  for  James  Gates,  a  pauper 
idiot,  from  April,  1866,  to  April,  186S. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate   the   Cowan  Turnpike  Road   Company,  in  Bojle 

and   Mercer  Counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  Uie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  a  body-corporate  and  politic  be,  and  hereby  is. 
Company  created  and  authorized  to  be  formed  and  organized,  under 
and/^oorporato  the  name  and  style  of  the  '*  Cowan  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
powers.  pany;"  and  under  that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpet- 

ual succession;  may  have  a  common  seal;  may  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  the  courts 
of  this  Commonwealth. 

^  2.  The  object  and  business  of  said  corporation  shall 
Objects  of  be  to  construct,  keep  up,  and  maintain  a  turnpike  road 
from  the  turnpike  road  leading  from  Harrodsburg,  in  Mer- 
cer county,  to  Danville,  in  Boyle  county,  to  leave  the  last 
named  road  at  a  point  near  McLane's  gate;  and  from 
there  the  most  practicable  route,  to  be  selected  and  de- 
cided on  by  the  commissioners  hereinafter  named,  to  or

near  a  hickory  tree  in  the  county  road  and  corner  to  the 
bourse  farm,  in  Mercer  county,  or  as  near  said  points  as 
may  be  found  most  practicable  by  said  commissioners  or 
those  that  act. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dol- 
lars each. 

§  4.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company  may  be  opened  at  any  time  or  place  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  under  the  supervision  of  Peter  T. 
Gentry,  Wm  Davis,  Jacob  Funk,  W.  H.  Robinson,  and  C. 
T.  Worthington,  or  any  one  or  more  of  said  persons,  who 
are  hereby  constituted  commissioners  for  that  purpose. 
The  subscribers  for  stock  in  said  company  shall  sign  the 
following  obligation,  to-wit:  "  We,  whose  names  are  here- 
unto subscribed,  hereby  obligate  ourselves  to  pay  to  the 
president  and  directors  of  the  Cowan  Turnpike  Road 
Company  fifty  dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  in  said 
company  hereby  subscribed  by  us."  The  number  of 
shares  so  subscribed  by  each  person  shall  be  designated 
opposite  each  subscriber's  name;  and  said  subscription 
shall  be  made  in  a  book  in  whieh  said  obligation  shall 
be  written.  And  said  commissioners,  Dr  those  acting,  or 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  after  the 
same  is  organized,  may  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  to 
said  company  in  real  estate,  rock,  lumber,  or  other  per- 
sonal property,  which  shall  be  valid  and  binding,  and  the 
amount  in  value  of  such  subscription  shall  be  expressed  in 
the  respective  subscriptions;  and  if  the  property  is  not 
surrendered  or  delivered  on  the  demand  of  the  said  com- 
pany, the  value  thereof  in  money,  as  expressed  in  the  sub- 
scription, may  be  collected  of  the  subscriber. 

^  5.  As  soon  as  three  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed  to 
the  stock  of  said  company,  it  may  be  organized;  and  to 
this  end,  the  said  commissioners,  or  those  acting,  shall 
give  notice  to  the  subscribers  of  stock  of  the  time  and 
place  of  electing  officers  for  said  company,  which  shall 
be  a  president  and  five  directors;  the  time  and  place  of 
such  election  shall  be  stated  in  said  notice,  and  said 
notice  must  be  given  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  day 
of  election  ;  after  the  first  election  of  said  officers,  the 
time  and  place  of  election  of  said  officers  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  said  president  and  directors;  each  stockholder 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
owned  by  him  or  her,  which  may  be  cast  in  person  or 
by  proxy.  No  one  but  a  stockholder  shall  be  an  officer 
in  said  company.  The  president  and  directors  shall  each 
take  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  their  duties  as  such, 
which  shall  be  certified  by  the  officer  administering  it, 
and   filed    with   the   papers   of  the  company ;    and  said 
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officers  shall  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  qualified.  If  any  vacancy  occars 
during  the  year  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the 
State,  or  in  any  other  manner,  the  remainder  of  the 
directors  may,  if  they  deem  it  necessary,  fill  ihfe  vacancy. 

§  G.  The  said  company,  alter  it  is  organized,  may  keep 
open  the  hooks  for  additional  suhncriptions  of  e>tock  in 
said  company.  The  Boyle  county  court  may  subscribe 
stock  in  said  company  to  any  amount  not  less  than  five 
hundred  dollars  per  mile  of  said  road,  as  the  same  may 
be  completed^  payable  on  the  completion  of  each  mile; 
and  to  pay  said  subscription  made  by  said  county  court, 
said  court  is  hereby  authorized  to  levy  and  collect  an 
ad  valorem  tax  on  all  the  property  in  said  county,  subject 
to  tax  for  State  revenue,  sufficient  in  each  year  to  pay 
the  amount  of  the  county's  subscription  for  that  year; 
said  tax  shall  be  collected  and  accounted  for  by  the 
sheriff  of  Boyle  county,  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the 
same  time,  he  is  now  required  by  law  to  account  for 
and  pay  over  the  county  levy  for  Boyle  county,  except 
said  turnpike  tax  shall  be  paid  to  said  company  or  its 
authorized  agent.  For  any  default  or  failure  of  said 
sheriff  to  collect  and  pay  over  said  tax  as  aforesaid,  he 
shall  be  liable  to  a  suit  or  suits  in  the  Boyle  circuit 
court  on  his  official  bond  as  sheriff;  and  upon  the  trial 
of  said  suit  or  suits,  said  company  shall  recover  against 
said  sheriff  and  his  sureties  all  taxes  which  he  has  col- 
lected, or  which  he  might  have  collected  by  due  diligence, 
with  the  damages,  interest,  and  costs  allowed  by  law 
against  defaulting  sheriffs  for  the  county  levy ;  said  suits 
shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  may  appoint  a  treas- 
urer and  clerk,  and  prescribe  their  duties,  fix  their  com- 
pensation, and  may  remove  them  at  pleasure.  Said  treas- 
urer and  clerk  shall  give  bond,  with  good  security,  honestly 
to  account  for  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  their  hands, 
and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  which 
bond,  and  the  certificate  of  such  oath,  shall  be  filed  and 
kept  with  the  papers  of  said  company.  The  said  presi- 
dent and  directors  may  appoint  a  superintendent,  agent, 
or  engineer,  to  superintend  the  construction  of  t«aid  road, 
and  its  maintenance  afterwards;  and  may  appoint  gate- 
keepers and  such  other  employes  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary. 

^  8.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  pass  any  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  their  own 
government,  and  the  government  and  conduct  of  said 
company,  its   officers   and    afiairs,  that   they   may  deem 
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necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or  with  the  Con-       1869. 
Btitution  of  this  State  [or]  of  the  United  States.

finished;  and  as  soon  as  two  and  a  half  miles  of  said  road        When  may

are  nnisjhed,  they  may  erect  a  toll-gate,  and  collect  toll  ieottoii,&o. 
for  that  portion  of  said  road  completed.  The  charges  for 
toll  on  said  road  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  general 
law  of  this  State  regulating  tolls  on  turnpikes;  and  they 
shall  only  be  authorized  to  charge  toll  on  said  road  in  pro- 
portion to  the  distance  traveled,  and  only  for  so  much  of 
said  road  as  shall  be  completed  and  in  good  repair  for 
traveling. 

§  10.  The  said  company  may  receive  releases  of  right  Rightof  way. 
of  way  for  said  road,  and  groutid  for  rook  quarries  and 
toll-houses,  by  consent  or  purchase;  and  if  they  deem  it 
necessary,  they  may,  by  proceeding  instituted  in  conform- 
ity with  the  existing  laws  of  this  State  on  the  subject  of 
turnpike  and  plank  roads  (Revised  Statutes,  chapter  103,  . 
and  amendments  thereto),  condemn  land  for  right  of  way 
over  which  said  road  may  be  located  and  ground  for  toll- 
gates  and  toll-houses  and  rock  quarries,  just  compensation 
being  paid  to  the  owners  thereof,  to  be  assessed  by  a  jury 
empanneled  for  such  purpose,  according  to  law  as  afore- 
said.

Any  person  who  shall  unlawfully  obstruct  said  road 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars  therefor,  which  shall,  when  collected,  be 
for  the  use  of  said  company,  and  shall  be  recoverable 
as  other  fines  are  recoverable  by  law.  Said  president 
and  directors  may  pass  by-laws  fixing  the  fines  for  a  fail- 
ure to  pay  toll,  or  for  the  evasion  of  toll  on  said  road, 
which  may  be  recovered  as  other  fines  of  similar  amount 
'  are  recovered  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and 
be  for  the  use  of  said  company. 

}  12.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall 
prescribe  in  what  installments  the  subscriptions  of  stock 
shall  be  paid;  and  the  rules  adopted  by  them  shall  be 
binding  on  the  subscribers  of  stock.

and  his  sureties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  damages,  amounting  to  five  hundred  and 
seventy-two  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents,  rendered  by  the 
Franklin  circuit  court,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  again:*t  T.  W.  Samuels',  late  sheriff  of  Nel- 
son county,  and  the  sureties  in  his  official  bond,  for  failure 
to  pay  into  the  State  Treasury  the  revenue  for  the  year 
1867,  the  said  Samuels  and  his  sureties  are  hereby  released 
from  the  payment  of  said  damages,  the  said  Samuels  hav- 
ing paid  the  principal,  interest,  and  costs  of  said  judg- 
ment. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1487. 

AN    ACT    incorporating;    the    Berry's   Station,    Raven's   Creek,    and   Dry 

Ridge  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonivealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Berry's  Station,  Raven's  Creek,  and  Dry 
Ridge  Turnpike  Road  Company  is  hereby  incorporated, 
with  authority  to  make  a  turnpike  road  from  Berry's  Sta- 
tion, in  Harrison  county,  through  Raven's  Creek,  so  as  to 
intersect  the  Covington  and  Lexington  turnpike  in  Scott 
county.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  di- 
vided into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  subscriptions 
may  be  taken  up  by  each  of  the  commissioners  hereinafter 
named  for  five  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  unless 
sooner  taken  up. 

^  2.  The  following  persons  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
mis.-ioners  to  perform  the  duties  of  this  act:  N.  L.  Hume, 
Dr.  T.  W.  Hedges,  S.  J.  Dunaway,  Dr.  Wm.  Collend,  J. 
R.  Johnson,  J.  B.  Crouch,  Esq.  Hinton,  and  William  Web- 
ber. 

§  3.  When  one  hundred  shares  of  said  stock  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  the  Jiolders  thereof,  upon  ten  days'  notice 
posted  in  Berry's  Station  and  at  Colemansville,  may  meet 
at  Berry's  Station,  according  to  said  notice,  and  elect  five 
directors,  to  have  perpetual  succession;  each  stockholder 
to  have  one  vote,  by  pro.xy  or  otherwise,  for  each  share  of 
Ktock  owned  by  him  or  her  in  all  elections  of  officers. 
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§  4.  The  directors  elect  shall  elect  from  their  body  a  1869. 
president,  secretary,  and  treasurer;  and  all  officers  shnll 
hold  their  offices  until  the  first  Monday  in  January  next 
succeeding  their  election  or  appointment,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  duly  elected  and  installed;  and  an  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  on  each  succeeding  first  Monday  in  Jan- 
uary, as  heretofore  provided. 

^  5.  The  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  Ofonsti- 
tute  a  board  and  quorum  to  do  all  legal  things  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  road  and  business  of  the  company,  and 
may  make  by-laws  for  that  purpose;  may  use  a  common 
seal,  changeable  at  pleasure.  The  company  may  con- 
tract, sue  and  be  sued  in  their  corporate  name;  and  do  all 
legal  acts  for  their  well-being. 

§  6.  All  officers  of  the  company  shall  take  an  oath  to 
discharge  their  official  duties;  and,  in  addition  thereto,  the 
treasurer  shall  execute  bond,  with  good  security,  binding 
him  to  collect  and  disburse  all  money  as  it  may  become 
his  duty  to  do  according  to  this  charter  and  the  by-laws, 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  board. 

^  7.  After  organization  of  the  company  they  may  view, 
locate,  and  build  said  road,  or  so  much  thereof  as  they 
may  deem  expedient.  They  may  obtain  the  right  of  way 
by  contract  with  the  owners,  getting  their  written  consent, 
or  may  have  writs  of  ad  quod  damnum^  as  in  cases  of  com- 
mon roads;  and  they  shall  pay  such  damages  as  may  be 
assessed  under  said  writ,  or  according  to  agreement,  sub- 
ject to  appeal.  The  construction  of  the  road  shall  not  be 
delayed  on  account  of  the  pendency  of  the  writ  of  ad  qiiod 
damnum;  but  the  company  may  proceed  with  the  work 
during  its  pendency:  Provided^  /towcver,  That  in  no  case 
shall  a  warning  order  of  over  thirty  days  be  necessary  in 
any  proceeding  against  nonresidents  in  the  locating  or 
construction  of  the  road. 

§  8.  The  company  may  collect  all  subscriptions  and  all 
money,  in  such  installments  as  they  may  desire,  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  road;  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  its 
proceedings,  and  cause  a  report  to  be  made  and  spread 
upon  its  records  annually,  in  condensed  form,  showing  the 
condition  of  the  road  and  company,  and  all  things  con- 
nected with  its  interest.  Said  company  and  stockholders 
shall  onlv  be  bound  to  the  amount  of  their  stocky 

^  9.  Alter  four  consecutive  miles  of  said  road  shall  have 
been  finished,  a  toll-gate  may  be  erected  across  it,  and 
tolls  collected;  but  the  rates  of  toll  shall  not  exceed  that 
fixed  by  general  law,  and  may  be  regulated  by  said  law.

AN  ACT    to  incorporate  the    Frnnkfort   and    Flat   Creek    Turnpike  Road 

Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonivealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Lewis  E.  Harvie,  John  N.  Crutcher,  S.  V. 
Pence,  Philip  Swigert,  Dennis  Onan,  R.  E.  Collins,  John 
Rodman,  W.  B.  Onan,  and  Jas.  M.  Lewis,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  incorporated,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Frankfort  and  Flat  Creek  turnpike  road  company;  and 
shall  have  and  exercise  by  that  name  ail  the  powers  and 
privileges  usual,  necessary,  and  proper  to  their  existence 
and  operations  as  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  and  ail 
the  rights  and  powers  usually  granted  turnpike  road  com- 
'  panics,  and  necessary  to  obtain  or  condemn  right  of  way, 
take  and  use  earth,  stone,  or  timber,  and  such  other  rights, 
powers,  and  privileges,  as  shall  authorize  and  enable  such 
corporation  to  lay  out,  construct,  repair,  and  maintain  a 
turnpike  road  and  necessary  bridges  or  ferries  on  such 
route,  and  over  such  land,  as  said  company  may  elect, 
from  the  town  of  Frankfort,  in  said  county  of  Frank- 
lin,' to  {he  mouth  of  Mart»hairs  Branch,  on  Flat  Creek, 
in  said  county. 

§  2.  The  persons  named  in  this  act  shall  constitute  the 
board  of  directors  for  said  company  for  at  least  one  y^ear 
after  the  organization  of  said  company  shall  have  been 
completed,  by  subscription  to  its  capital  stock  of  at  least 
five  thousand  dollars,  which  capital  stock  may  be  in- 
creased at  the  discretion  of  said  board  to  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  thousand  dollars;  and  for  any  part  thereof 
so  subscribed,  and  the  subscription  being  fully  paid,  cer- 
tificates, signed  by  the  proper  officer  or  officers  of  the 
company,  shall    be  issued  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  The  stockholders  of  said  company  shall  meet 
annually  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  Alay,  in  the  town 
of  Frankfort,  and  may  hold  such  other  meetings  as  may 
be  called  by  the  board  of  directors,  or  a  majority  in  in- 
terest of  the  stockholders ;  and  at  such  meetings  the 
stockholders  may,  by  themselves  or  by  written  proxies, 
cast  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held;  and  a  ma- 
jority of  stock  must  be  represented  in  any  such  meeting 
to  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business;  and  said 
company  shall  have  power  to  elect  or  appoint  such  offi- 
cers and  agents,  and  to  make  such  rules  and  by-laws 
for  its  government,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  in 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  the  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth. 

§  4.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  board  of 
directors  appointed  by  this  act,  a  new  board  shall  be 
elected   annually   by   the    stockholders.     Each   board   of 
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directors  shall  elect  a  president  and  secretary,  and  shall       1869 
fill  by  election  all  vacancies  occurring  in  the  board  itself, 
by  death   or  otherwise,  until  the  next  annual   election  of 
directors  is  held. 

§  5.  The  company  phall  keep  a  full  record  of  all  its 
proceedings,  which  shall  be  at  all  reasonable  times  sub- 
ject to  examinations  by  the  stockholders,  and  cause  a 
report  to  be  made  and  spread  upon  its  records  annually, 
in  condensed  form,  showing  the  condition  of  the  road 
and  compafty,  and  all  things  connected  with  its  interest. 

§  6.  The  company  may  collect  all  subscriptions  and 
money  in  such  installments  as  they  may  desire,  for  the 
construction  of  said  road  ;  and  any  stockholders  in  said 
road  failing  to  pay  their  calls  when  due,  shall  be  subject 
to  suit  in  any  of  the  courts  in  this  Commonwealth  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  matter  in  controversy,  and  shall  pay 
interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum 
until  paid;  said  company  and  stockholders  shall  only  be 
bound  to  the  amount  of  their  stock. 

§  7.  All  officers  of  the  company  shall  take  an  oath  to 
discharge  faithfully  their  official  duties;  and,  in  addition 
thereto,  the  treasurer  shall  execute  bond  with  good  secu- 
rity, binding  him  to  collect  and  disburse  all  money  as  it 
may  become  his  duty  t^  do  according  to  this  charter  and 
the  by-laws  of  the  company,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the 
board. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  let 
out  said  road  to  contractors,  on  such  terms,  and  in  such 
portions,  as  they  may  deem  beneficial  to  the  interests  of 
the  company  ;  the  said  company  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
and  in  all  litigations  shall  be  dealt  with  as  a  natural  per- 
son. 

§  9.  After  two  consecutive  miles  of  said  road  have  been 
built,  one  toll-gate  may  be  erected  across  it,  and  for  every 
additional  five  miles  of  road  finished  by  the  company,  they 
may  erect  an  additional  toll-gate  across  said  road;  but  the 
rate  of  toll  shall  not  exceed  that  fixed  by  general  law,  and 
may  be  regulated  by  law. 

§  10.  Should  the  company  conclude  to  establish  a  ferry 
over  the  Kentucky  river  at  or  near  Frankfort,  they  shall 
have  power  to  charge  such  reasonable  additional  tolls 
over  such  ferry  as  are  allowed  by  law  and  customary 
with  similar  ferries  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  11.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Whereas,  A  judgment  was  rendered  in  the  Franklin 
circuit  court,  at  its  fiscal  term,  ISO"^,  in  favor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  and  against  Wm.  Herrin,  sheriff 
of  Fulton  county,  and  Henry  Campbell,  Allan  Campbell, 
R.  A.  Herrin,  R.  S.  Kimbro,  A.  J.  Everett,  J.  A.  Craig,  H. 
L.  Wall,  R.  E.  Finch,  and  Charles  Campbell,  bi^  sureties, 
for  the  sum  of  $3,965  56,  with  interest  from  June  1st, 
1867,  and  $3  05  costs,  and  $793  10  damages,  which  judg- 
ment was  on  account  of  the  revenue  tax  due  from  said 
county  for  the  year  1867;  and  whereas,  it  appears  that, 
after  the  proper  credits  were  entered  on  said  judgment, 
that  the  whole  of  the  principal,  interest,  and  costs  of  the 
same,  and  that  part  of  the  damages  to  which  the  Attor- 
ney General  is  by  law  entitled,  except  $9  27,  has  been 
paid  by  said  sureties;  therefore.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Sbepherdsville  and  Cedar  Grove  Charch  turn- 
pike road  company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created,  with  corporate 
powers  and  corporate  succession,  under  the  name  of  the 
^'Shepherdsville  and  Cedar  Grove  Church  Company,'*  for 
the  purpose  of  building  a  turnpike  or  gravel  road  from 
the  town  of  Sbepherdsville,  in  Bullitt  county,  to  the  Cedar 
Grove  Church,  in  said  county. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  increased  at  any 
time,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  may  be 
opened  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  deemed  best 
by  the  following  named  commissioners,  under  whose 
direction  the  stock  may  be  subscribed,  viz:  Charles  Lee, 
Wilhite  Carpenter,  H.  O.  Maraman,  Jas.

Simmons,  Myron  S.  Combs,  D.  J.  Weller,  Noell  Simmons, 
and  Richard  H.  O.  Simmons:  Provided^  however^  Any 
three  or  more  of  the  foregoing  named  commissioners, 
who  may  first  organize  under  this  charter,  shall  have 
the  same   authority  as  if  all  should  act 

§  4.  That  sui:h  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  this 
act  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company  shall  procure  one  or  more  books,  and 
the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  enter 
into  the  following  obligation,  written    in  said   book   or 
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1869.  books,  viz:  ** We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed, 
do  promise  to  pay  to  the  president,  directors,  and  com- 
pany of  the  Shepherdsville  and  Cedar  Grove  Church 
turnpike  road  company,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each 
share  of  stock  in  said  company,  in  such  manner  and  in 
such  proportion,  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  required 
by  the  president  and  directors  of  the  company. 

^  5.  The  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  remain 
open  until  the  whole  of  the  capital  stock,  or  enough  to 
complete  the  road,  shall  have  been  subscribed,  and  persons 
may  subscribe  at  any  time  until  the  books  are  closed. 

§  6.  So  soon  as  one  hundred  shares  in  said  company  is 
subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  some  one  or  more  of 
the  commissioners  to  give  notice,  by  written   or  printed 
notice,  posted   up   at  Shepherd:«ville,  Welter's  Mill,  and 
Cedar  Grove  Church,  that  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
of  said  company  will  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as 
may   be  named  by  the   commissioner  or  commis.sioners 
'  who  may  give  the  notice,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a 
president   and    board  of  directors   for  said  company,  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  day  of  such  meeting,  at  which 
meeting  such  of  said  commissioners  as  may  be   pre:»ent 
shall  proceed  to  hold  an  election,  by  taking  the  vole^  by 
ballot  of   the  stockholders,  in   person  or  by   proxy;  and 
each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every 
share  of  stock  subscribed  by  him  or  her  for  each  of  the 
officers  of   the   company;  at  which   meeting  the   person 
securing  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  be  duly  de- 
clared  elected    president  of   the   company,  and   each    of 
three    directors   shall    be   chosen    in    like    manner.      The 
president  and  three  directors  shall  constitute  all  the  offi- 
cers of  the  road  except  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  chosen 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  president.     All  of  said  officers 
shall  bold  their  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.     The  treasurer 
shall  be  required,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of 
his  duties,  to  execute,  with  sufficient  surety,  a  bond  to  the 
company,  stipulating  a  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

§  7.  That  the  Shepherdsville  and  Cedar  Grove  Church 
turnpike  company  shall  by  that  name  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding,  and 
of  purchasing,  selling,  and  conveying,  in  fee  simple,  all 
such  real,  personal,  or  mixed  estate  as  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  object  of  this  enactment;  and  may  sue 
and  be  sued  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth  as 
natural  persons  may  do;  and  do  all  and  every  thing  which 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  may  do. 

§  8.  That  said  company  may  erect  a  toll-gate  and  toll- 
house on  their  said  road  whenever  two  and  one  half  con- 
tinuous miles  of  said  road  are  completed,  and  may  collect 
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any  rate  of  toll  fixed  by  the  president  and  directors.:  Pro-       1869. 
vided^  That  the  toll  charged  shall  not  exceed  that  allowed 
by  the  general  law  of  the  State. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  .may  locate  said  road, 
fix  and  regulate  the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road,  the 
width  and  depth  of  stone  or  gravel  on  said  road;  and  may 
proceed  by  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  to  condemn  such  land, 
stone,  or  earth,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  location  and 
construction  of  said  road. 

§  10.  All  elections  of  officers  after  the  first  shall  be  at 
such,  time  and  place,  and  after  such  notice,  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  president  and  directors. 

§  11.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
shall  have  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  niecessary  to  promote 
the  interest  of  the  stockholders;  and  to  superintend  the 
construction  of  said  road,  and  to  carry  out  the  object  of 
this  enactment. 

§  1*2.  The  president  may  call  meetings  of  said  board  of 
directors  at  such  times  and  places  as  he  may  think  best.

The 
capital  stock  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed  forty  thousand 
dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  2.  The  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be 
opened,  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  deemed  con- 
venient, in  said  county  of  Fleming,  under  the  supervision 
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1869.  ^^  ^^'  John  Waugh,  Jerome  Weire,  Gerand  VVeire,  Luther 
Weire,  James  Bateman,  Wm.  tiateman,  Reese  Davis,  Beo- 
jamiii  Ham,  and  R.  C.  Colter,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them, 
who  are  hereby  appointed  and  constituted  commissioners 
for  that  purpose.  That  the  8ub<9cription  for  stock  in  said 
compan}'  shall  he  made  by  the  persons  taking  stock  in  said 
company  subscribing  the  t'ollowtng  obligation,  which  shall 
be  written  in  a  book  procured  for  that  purpose,  to-wit : 
**VVe,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  obligate  and 
bind  ourselves  to  pay  to  the  president,  directors,  and  com- 
pany of  the  Fiemingsburg  and  Dobynsburg  turnpike  road 
compan}^  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  share  of  stock 
in  said-  company  set  opposite  our  names,  agreeable  to  an 
act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  incorporating  said  company. 

$  3.  That  as  soon  as  four  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed, 
said  commissioners,  or  such  as  may  act,  shall,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  of  said  company,  who  sball  elect  a  president 
and  five  directors  for  said  company,  who  shall  hold  their 
office  tor  one  year  and  until  their  succes^^ors  are  elected. 
That  said  president  and  directors,  before  they  enter  on  the 
discharge  of  their  duties,  shall,  before  some  justice  of  the 
peace  or  other  officer  authorized  to  administer  an  oath, 
take  an  oath  that  they  will  faithfully,  without  favor  or 
affection,  discharge  the  duties  of  president  or  director,  as 
the  case  may  be,  according  to  their  best  judgment.  A  cer- 
tificate of  said  oath  shall  be  filed  with  the  records  of  said 
company.

They  shall  have  power  to  receive  a  release  of  right  of 
way  from  any  person  over  whose  land  the  road  may  pass, 
#      or  to  condemn  for  right  of  way,  rock  quarries,  or  land  for 
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toll-gates  and  houses,  according  to  the  provis^iona  of  the  1869. 
general  law  on  the  subject,  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum 
having  been  first  obtained,  in  the  name  of  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  company;  to  erect  gates  and  collect 
tolls  according  to  the  general  law  of  this  State  on  such 
subjects. 

§6.  That  the  provisions  of  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Poplar  Plains  and  Flemingsburg  turnpike 
road  company,"  and  any  act  therein  referred  to,  shall  ap- 
ply to  this  company,  and  shall  regulate  the  proceedings  of 
the  president  and  directors  and  other  officers  of  this  com- 
pany, their  duties,  powers,  and  authority,  so  far  as  the 
provisions  of  said  act  or  acts  may  not  be  inconsistent  with 
this  act

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Ashland  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  in  Crit- 
tenden County. 

Be  it  enacted'  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Joseph  Newcome,  W.  H.  Walker,  and  E.  M. 
Lemon,  and  their  successors  in  office,  are  hereby  created 
a  body-politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  *'  Trustees  of 
Ashland  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,"  in  Crittenden 
county;  and  by  said  name  to  have  perpetual  succestsion; 
and  may  purchase,  take  by  devise,  bequest,  gift,  or  deed, 
any  real  or  personal  estate  or  property,  and  the  same  to 
hold  for  the  only  use  of  said  church,  according  to  the  dis- 
cipline and  economy  of  said  church,  and  to  sell  or  dispose 
of  the  same;  to  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  neces- 
sary for,  and  incident  to,  religious  corporations,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  the 
United  States;  and  by  that  name  may  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded. 

§  2.  That  said  trustees  hereby  appointed  shall  continue 
in  office  for  the  period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  their 
appointment  by  the  church,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  or  appointed,  which  shall  be  done  according  to 
the  discipline  and  usage  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church  now  worshiping  at  said  Ashland  Church;  and 
vacancies  may  be  filled,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may 
occur;  that  a  majority  of  the  trustees  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business;  they  shall  appoint  from  their  num- 
ber a  chairman  and  secretary;  all  contracts  and  convey- 
ances shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  only; 
and  such  conveyances  shall  pass  the  title  of  the  property

AN  ACT  to  regulate  and  create  the  Office  of  Treasurer  for  Carroll  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  for  the  county  of  Car- 
roll the  ofBce  of  county  treasurer;  said  officer  shall  be 
elected  by  the  court  of  claims  for  said  county  in  the  year 
1801),  and  by  the  same  court,  every  two  years  thereafter, 
a  succensor  to  said  office  shall  be  elected:  Provided,  That 
the  judge  of  the  Carroll  county  court  may  appoint  a  treas- 
urer to  serve  from  the  approval  of  this  act  until  the  first 
Monday  in  December,  1869.  The  person  elected  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  hold  his  office  until  his 
8UCcesi<or  has  been  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

^  2.  Said  treasurer  shall  execute  bond,  with  sufficient 
sureties*,  to  be  approved  by  the  county  judge,  a  bond  sim- 
ilar to  that  required  by  law  to  be  given  by  collectors  of 
the  county  revenue,  to  be  sued  upon  in  the  same  manner. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  treasurer  to  collect, 
receive,  and  receipt  for  all  money  due  or  to  become  due 
to  said  county  from  the  several  collecting  officers  thereof, 
to  be  held  subject  to  the  order  of  the  county  court  of  said 
county.  He  shall  safely  keep  the  bonds  of  the  county, 
pay  the  interest  on  them  as  it  accrues,  and  issue  them  by 
the  direction  of  the  county  court,  or  the  judge  thereof. 
He  nhail  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  institute 
actions  against  ail  delinquent  sheriffs  or  collectors  of  said 
county.  In  the  month  of  November  of  each  year,  such 
sheiitrs  and  collectors  shall  settle  their  accounts  with  said 
treasurer,  and  pay  over  any  balance  due  by  them;  and, 
at  the  court  of  claims  held  in  the  following  month,  said 
treasurer  shall  report  said  settlements.     He  shall  keep  a 
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1869.  book,  in  which  he  shall  keep  a  correct  acconnt  of  all 
moneys  and  bonds  received  by  him  lor  the  county,  show- 
ing when  and  on  what  account  received,  and  when  and 
on  what  account  disbursed  by  him. 

§  4.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  one  except  said  treas- 
urer to  receive  any  money  due  or  to  become  due  to  said 
county:  Provided^  however,  That  the  sheriff  or  collector 
may,  as  heretofore,  pay  off  claims  against  the  county, 
and  receive  credit  therefor  in  his  settlement  with  the 
treasurer. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of  said 
county,  in  the  month  of  January  of  each  year,  to  settle 
the  county  treasurer's  accounts,  and  report  the  same  to 
the  next  county  court,  which  shall  lie  over  to  the  succeed- 
ing term  for  exception;  and  if  no  exteptlons  are  then 
taken,  or  those  taken  are  overruled,  said  settlements  shall 
be  confirmed  and  recorded.  Said  judge  shall  receive  five 
dollars  for  making  said  settlement. 

$  6.  The  county  court  clerk  shall  record  all  the  settle- 
ments herein  provided  for,  and  shall  receive  for  his  ser- 
vices fees,  as  allowed  by  law  for  similar  services. 

$  7.  The  court  of  claims  shall  annually  allow  the  treas- 
urer a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

duly  held  as  ordered,  and  that  the  same  rej*uIteJ  in  a 
two  thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cbl^I  being  given  in  favor 
of  the  city  taking  said  ftock;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

5  1.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  D:iyton,  in 
CampbeN  county,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  empowered  to  subscribe,  in  the  name  of  the  city  of 
Dayton,  any  amount  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars, to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Dayton  and  Four  Mile 
turnpike  road  company. 

§  2.  That  the  said  council  is  hereby  authorized  to  levy 
a  special  tax,  by  ordinance,  on  all  of  the  real  estate  in 
said  city,  of  fifteen  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  in 
valuation  of  the  property  so  taxed,  which  tax  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  for  the  year  1869  only,  in  the  same 
manner  and  at  the  same  time  the  general  revenue  tax 
of  said  city  is  now  authorized  by  law  to  be  collected, 
and  the  revenue  arising  from  svtch  levy  shall  be  set  apart 
and  used  for  the  purpose  only  of  paying  the  suhscripiion 
herein  authorized;  and  in  case  such  revenue  shall  be  in- 
sufiicient  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  stock  subscribed,  then 
the  deficiency  may  be  appropriated  by  the  city  council 
from  the  general  revenue  fund. 
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5  3.  That  thia  act  shall  take  effect  from  and   after  its       1869.

CHAPTER  1502. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  irrcorporate  the  Concord  and 

ToUsboro  Turnpike  Road  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  eighth  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act 
to  incorporate  the  Concord  and  Toliahoro  turnpike  road 
company,"  approved  March  the  3d,  18B8,  is  hereby  amend- 
ed as  follows:  The  tax  levied  by  said  eighth  section  of  one 
dollar  on  real  estate  within  one  mile  of  said  road  is  hereby 
levied  on  all  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  subject 
to  taxation  for  State  revenue. 

§  2.  That,  in  like  manner,  there  is  hereby  levied  on  all 
property  subject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue,  owned  and 
situated  within  one  and  a  half  miles  of  said  road,  on  each 
side  of  same,   fifty  cents  on  each   one   hundred   dollars' 
worth  of  property — that  is  to  say,  the  one  dollar  on   the 
one   hundred  dollars'  worth   of   property  shall   be   levied 
and  collected. on  the  first  mile  on  each  side  of  said  road, 
running  parallel  to  said  road  from  the  Ohio  river,  at  Con- 
cord, to  the  intersection  of  said  road  with  the  Vanceburg, 
Salt   Lick,  Tollsboro,  and  Maysville   turnpike   road,  and 
the  fifty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  prop- 
erty shall  be  levied  and  collected  on   all  property  subject 
to  tax  for  State  revenue,  owned  and   located  within  one 
half  mile  of  said   two  miles  in   width,  said  half  mile  to 
commence  on  the  Ohio  river,  at  the  points  where  the  mile 
on  each  side  of  said  road  terminates,  and  then   to  run  a 
line  parallel  to  said   mile  lines,  on  each  side  of  the  same, 
to  the  end  of  said   road;  said   half  mile  on  each  side  of 
said   two  miles  in  width  shall  be  surveyed  separate  and 
taxed  as  a  separate  section,  and  shall  be  called  and  desig- 
nated as  the  second  division  of  property  subject  .ttf  taxa- 
tion, to  help  build  said  road.     Said  taxes  shall  continue 
to  be  levied  and  collected  until  said  Concord  and  Tolls- 
boro turnpike  road  shall  be  finished  and   paid  for.     That 
said  company  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
unite  their  road  with  the  said  Vanceburg,  Salt  Lick,  Tolls- 
boro, and  Mnysville  turnpike  road,  at  any  point  from  the 
head  waters  of  Salt  Lick  creek  to  Tollsboro.     That  the 
twenty-second   and   twenty-third  and    twenty-fourth   sec- 
tions of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Vance- 
burg, Salt  Lick,  Tollsboro,  and  Maysville  turnpike  road 
company,  of  Lewis  county,  and  to  establish   a  sinking 
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1809         ^""^    board   for   said  county,"   approved    February   13th, 
18G7,  nhall  apply  to  the  Concord  and  Tollsboro  turnpike 
road  company,  as  here  modified;  and  it  is  hereby  made 
the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of  Lewis  count}',  whenever 
one  half  the  stock  of  this  company  shall  be  subscribed  by 
responsible  individual  shareholders,  to  build  this  road  five 
miles  of  its  leno^th,  and  proof  of  such  subscription  shall 
be  made  to  said  county  judge,  to  subscribe  to  said  turn- 
pike road  company  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile  for  and 
in   behalf  and   in   the   name   of  Lewis  county;  and   said 
county  shall,  upon  such  subscription  by  the  county  judge 
aforesaid  on  behalf  of  said  county,  become  a  stockholder 
in  said  company  to  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  to 
the  mile;   and   to  pay  said   subscription  thus  made,  said 
county  judge  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue 
the  bonds  of  said  county,  payable  at  not  a  longer  date 
thnn  twenty  years,  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
six   per  cent,  per  annum,  which  bonds   may  be   in  such 
amounts,  and  principal  and  interest  payable  at  such  place 
or  places,  as  said  county  judge  may  direct.     Said  bonds, 
when   thus  issued,  shall   be  delivered  to  the  president  of 
said  Concord  and  Tollsboro  turnpike  road  company  ;  and 
when  thus  delivered,  said  count}'  of  Lewis  shall  become  a 
stockholder  in  said  company  for  the  amounts  called  for  in 
said  bonds.     It  is  further  made  the  duty  of  said  county 
judge,  whenever  said  company  shall  finish  and  pay  for  the 
first  ^\'e   miles,  by  the  aid  of  said   bonds  of  one  thousand 
dollars  per  mile,  and  shall  have  raised  a  sufHoient  sum  to 
finish  two   additional    miles  of  said   road,   aided   by   one 
thousand  dollars  per  mile,  and  shall  have  let  the  building 
of  said  tw^o  miles  to  a  responsible  contractor  or  contract- 
oi's,  to  again  issue  the  bonds  of  said  county  to  the  amount 
of  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  and  deliver  said  bonds 
to  the  president  of  said  companjs  it  being  the  intention  to 
require  the  county  of  L^wis  to  aid  said  company  in  build- 
ing their  road  at  the  rate  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile, 
and  that  the  county  shall  be  a  stockholder  to  that  amount. 

§  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  Vance- 
burg,  Quick's  Run,  and  Concord  turnpike  road,  and  said 
county  court  shall  aid  said  company  to  the  amount  of  one 
thousand  dollars  per  mile  in  building  their  road;  and  for 
that  purpose,  shall  issue  the  bonds  of  Lewis  county  and 
deliver  them  to  the  president  of  said  company  as  soon  as 
four  miles  of  said  last  named  road  is  put  under  contract. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  efl^ect  from  its  passage.

and  Greenup  counties  leaves  said  river;  thence  with  said

waters  of  Montgomery  and  McDowell's  creeks ;  thence 
with  said  ridge  to  Kinniconick  creek,  and  from  Kinnico- 
nick  creek  to  Slate  branch;  the  property  subject  to  said 
tax  shall  be  all  the  property  held,  located,  or  owned  in  a 
belt  of  two  miles  in  width  from  the  Ohio  river  back  in

CHAPTER  1504. 

AN  ACT  to  Fix  the  Tolls  on  the  Qreen  and  Tajlor  Turnpike  Road. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tiie  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Green  and  Taylor 
County  Turnpike  Road  Company,  in  Taylor  county,  to 
charge  and  collect,  at  their  toll-gate  on  said  road  near 
Campbellsville,  the  following  rates  of  toll:  For  one  horse 
and  rider,  and  for  every  led  horse,  five  cents;  for  one-horse 
sulky  or  sleigh,  ten  cents;  for  one-horse  buggy,  fifteen 
cents;  for  one-horse  cart  or  spring  wagon,  twenty  cents; 
for  two-horse  buggy,  one  seat,  twenty  cents;  for  two-horse 
buggy,  two  seats,  twenty-five  cents;  for  two-horse  stage 
or  coach,  twenty-five  cents;  for  three-horse  stage  or  coach, 
thirty-five  cents;  for  four-horse  stage  or  coach,  fifty  cents; 
for  two-horse  wagon,  loaded,  twenty-five  cents;  for  two- 
horse  wagon,  empty,  fifteen  cents;  for  three-horse  wagon, 
loaded,  thirty-five  cents;  for  three-horse  wagon,  empty, 
twenty  cents;  for  four-horse  wagon,  loaded,  fifty  cents;  for 
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four-horse  wagon,  empty,  thirty-five  cents;  for  five-horse  1869 
wagon,  loaded,  sixty-five  cents;  for  five-horse  wagon, 
empty,  forty-five  cents;  for  six-horse  wagon,  loaded,  sev- 
enty-five cents;  for  six-horse  wagon,  empty,  fifty  cents; 
for  drove  of  mules  dr  horses,  over  ten  in  number,  three 
cents  each;  under  that  number,  five  cents  each;  horned 
cattle,  two  cents  each;  hogs,  one  cent  each;  sheep,  half 
cent  each ;  vehicles  drawn  by  oxen  or  mules,  the.  same  as 
by  horses. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right,  and  are 
hereby  given  the  authorit}'',  to  charge  the  same  tariff  of 
freights  as  above  allowed,  according  to  distance  traveled 
on  their  road,  for  traveling  on  or  using  any  part  of  their 
road  between  gates. 

§  3.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  refuse  to  pay  the 
tolls  authorized  in  this  act,  or  who  shall  go  around  a  toll- 
gate  or  gates  to  avoid  the  payment  of  said  tolls,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of 
the  county  where  the  ofiender  resides  or  may  be  found, 
which  fines,  when  collected,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  said 
turnpike  company;  and  suits  shall  be  in  the  name  of  said 
company. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1505. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  ^*An   act  to  incorporate  the  Monnt 
Sterling  and  Spencer  Greek  Turnpike  Road  Oompany." 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly 
that  the  amount  of  stock  has  been  subscribed,  and  the 
company  properly  organized,  as  required  by  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment;  and  that  said  company  has 
completed  said  road  to  the  distance  of  about  seven  miles 
from  its  commencement,  in  the  town  of  Mount  Sterling, 
crossing  Slate  creek,  over  which  it  has  erected  a  superior 
bridge,  at  a  cost  of  over  $5,000;  and  said  company  now 
contemplates  extending  said  road  to  the  Bath  line,  in  the 
direction  of  the  Olympian  Springs;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be 
increased  to  $40,000,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty- 
five  dollars. 

§  2.  That  books  of  subscription  for  additional  stock 
shall  be  opened  at  such  time  and  •  place  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company;. 
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1869.  ^^^  shall  insert  an  obligation  in  the  sabscription  books  in 
substance  the  same  as  that  prescribed  in  section  three  of 
the  original  act;  and  said  president  and  directors  have  all 
the  corporate  powers  and  privileges  for  extending  said 
road  fronn  its  present  terminus  which  are  granted  in  the 
original,  as  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  and  necessary 
for  the  purposes  herein  contemplated  and  designed. 

§  3.  That  as  said  president  and  directors  have  construct- 
ed and  completed  the  bridge  over  Slate  creek,  at  the  cost 
aforesaid,  which  is  of  very  great  public  convenience  and 
advantage,  and  have  thereby  incurred  a  considerable  debt, 
in  order  to  aid  them  in  the  speedy  liquidation  of  the  in- 
debtedness of  said  road,  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  erect  two  gates  on  said  road  at  any  points 
or  places  they  may  designate:  Provided^  They  shall  not 
be  authorized  to  erect  more  than  two  gates  on  said  road 
until  they  shall  have  completed  more  than  ten  miles  of 
said  road:  And  provided  further^  That  the  second  gate, 
there  being  one  already  up  about  one  mile  from  Mount 
Sterling,  shall  be  erected  at  some  point  east  of  the  bridge 
over  Spencer's  creek,  at  or  near  to  a  school-house  near  to 
said  Spencer  bridge. 

§  4.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
may  fix  the  rates  of  toll,  and  regulate  and  change  the 
same  from  time  to  time;  but  the  rates  of  toll  to  be  paid 
at  each  gate  shall  not  exceed,  though  may  be  fixed  at,  the 
rates  fixed  by  the  general  law,  just  as  if  the  gates  were 
five  miles  apart,  each  to  be  a  full  gate,  and  the  company 
authorized  to  charge  full  toll  at  each. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1506. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  the  Bardstown  and 
Louisville  Railroad  Companj,"  approved  March  6tb,  1856. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontoealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  for  Nelson  county  shall 
appoint  a  treasurer,  to  whom  the  sheriff  or  other  collect- 
ing officer  of  the  public  revenue  for  said  county  shall 
pay  all  taxes  collected  in  districts  numbers  one,  five,  and 
nine,  in  said  county,  levied  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  capital  stock  subscribed 
by  said  county  court,  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  districts,  to 
the  Bardstown  and  Louisville  railroad  company.  Before 
said  treasurer  shall  proceed  to  act,  he  shall  execute  bond 
in  said  court>  with  good  security,  for  the  faithful  discharge 
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of  the  duties,  as  treasurer   aforesaid.      Said  court  shall       1869. 
have  power  to  remove  said  treasurer  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  county  judge,  county  attorney,  county  clerk, 
and  said  treasurer,  shall,  ex-officioy  constitute  a  board  of 
commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  manage  the  fund- derived  from  said  tax  for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  on  the  bonds,  and  final  payment 
of  the  principal  thereof.  Said  board  of  commissioners 
shall,  at  the  annual  court  of  claims  of  said  county,  re- 
port, in  writing,  the  amount  of  money  r^eived  by  the 
said  treasurer,  and  how  the  same  has  been  applied,  giv- 
ing the  number  of  the  bonds  on  which  the  coupons  have 
been  paid,  and  the  number  and  amount  of  the  bonds  paid 
off,  and  when  due;  and  they  shall  return  all  of  said  cou- 
pons and  bonds  with  said  report,  and  said  report  ^hall  be 
entered  at  length  on  the  order  hook  of  said  court;  and 
aaid  coupons  and  bonds  so  paid  off  shall  be  burned  in 
the  presence  of  said  court,  which  fact  shall  also  be  en- 
tered on  the  order  book  of  said  court.  It  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  said  board  to  collect  all  coupons  and  bonds 
heretofore  paid  off,  and  report  the  same  to  said  court, 
which  shall  also  be  burned  as  aforesaid. 

§  3.  The  clerk  of  said  county  court  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  same  fees  for  services  rendered  under  this  act  as  for 
similar  services,  as  now  allowed  by  law,  to  be  paid  by 
the  said  treasurer  out  of  said  tax. 

§  4.  Said  board  shall,  in  the  months  of  September  and 
February,  in  each  year,  make  settlements  with  the  sheriff 
or  other  collecting  officer  of  said  tax,  and  shall  allow  him 
the  same  commission  for  collecting  the  same  as  is  allowed 
for  collecting  the  public  revenue. 

§  5.  The  county  court  for  said  county  may,  for  any 
breach  of  the  bond  of  said  treasurer,  maintain  an  action 
in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth. 

§  6.  All  acts  amending  the  chhrtef  of  said  railroad  com-    ^ 
pany,  which  are  inconsistent  with  this  act,  are   hereby 
repealed. 

$  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Drovers'  Bank;  and  shall  have  power  and  authority  in 
that  name  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  alt 
courts  and  places  as  a  natural  person,  and  may  have  and 
use  a  common  sea),  and  alter  and  change  the  same  at  wilK 
and  may  do  such  acts  and  things  as  may  be  desirable  and 
convenient,  provided  the  same  be  not  contrary  to  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth. 
§  2.  The  property,  business,  and  affairs  of  said  bank 
BoardoCdi-  shall  be  Under  the  management,  government,  and  control 
dcBT^eiecUoDB,  of  a  board  of  seven  directors,  which  number  may  be  in- 
^*  creased  to  thirteen,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  presi- 

dent of  the  board;  and  J.  B.  0*Bannon,  W.  S.  Pryor,  Jas. 
P.  Beard,  Archibald  C.  Wilson,  J.  S.  Crutcbfield,  £.  D. 
Standeford,  and  P.  D.  S.  Barbour,  are  hereby  constituted 
and  appointed  a  board  of  directors  for  said  bank,  to  serve 
as  such  until  others  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and 
should  any  of  the  persons  above  named  fail  or  refuse  to 
qualify  and  serve  as  directors,  his  or  their  place  or  places 
may  be  declared  and  treated  as  vacant,  and  the  vacancy 
or  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  remainder;  and  all  va- 
cancies occurring  in  the  board  of  directors  may  be  filled

buy  and  sell  exchange,  stocks,  bonds,  and  other  securities 
and  things;  and  the  promissory  and  negotiable  notes  made 
payable  at  its  banking-house,  which  may  be  discounted  by 
said  bank,  and  inland  bills  of  exchange  which  may  be  dis- 
counted or  purchased  by  it,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and  like 
remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  severally,  against 
the  makers,  drawers,  indorsers,  or  other  parties  thereto. 

§  4.  The  said  bank  may  acquire  and  hold,  possess  and 
use,  occupy  and  enjoy,  all  such  real  and  personal  property, 
goods,  chattels,  or  other  things,  a;i  may  be  convenient  for 
the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may  be  pledged 
or  conveyed  to  it  as  security  for  any  debt  or  purchase  in 
satisifaction  of  any  debts,  judgments,  or  decree,  and  sell 
and  convey,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same,  as  a  nat- 
ural per:*ou;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or 
cashier  of  said  bank,  during  the  first  week  in  each  year, 
to  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  this  Commonwealth  fifty  cents 
oiji  each  hundred  dollars  of  capital  stock  held  and  paid  for 
in'  said  bank,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  all  tax  or  bonus, 
and  be  a  part  of  the  Common  School  Fund  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  5.  The  said  bank  shall  have  power  to  make  advances 
on  approved  securities  of  any  kind,  and  it  may  receive 
stocks,  bonds,  and  other  things  in  pledge  for  the  secu- 
rity of  money  loaned,  or  debts  owing,  and  sell  the  same, 
except  real  estate,  on  the  non-payment  of  the  debt  or  de- 
mand at  tbe  stipulated  time  of  payment,  on  ten  days' 
notice  to  the  party,  according  to  any  agreement  made 
between  the  parties,  in  writing,  at  the  time  of  loan,  or 
renewal  thereof,  and  pass  a  good  title  to  the  purchaser; 
and  an5^  power  given  for  that  purpose  shall  be  irrevocable 
until  the  debt  or  demand  is  paid  or  duly  tendered;  said 
bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver,  bank  notes. 
United  States  Treasury  notes,  or  other  currency,  and  pay 
the  same  in  kind,  or  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  special  or 
general  contract,  and  may  allow  interest  on  deposits,  not 
to  exceed  the  rates  allowed  by  the  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. It  may  issue  certificates  of  credit,  payable 
throughout  the  United  States,  and  elsewhere,  for  the  con- 
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renienee  of  merchants  and  travelers,  bat  shall  not  issae 
any  notes  or  bitls  to  circulate  as  money. 

\  6.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  bank  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  enact  and  put  in  force  such 
rules,  by-laws  and  regulations,  for  the  management,  goT- 
ernment,  and  control  of  its  property,  business  and  affairs, 
as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  alter,  amend,  and  repeal 
the  same  at  will;  and  shall  specify  therein  the  number  of 
directors  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business.  They  may  appoint  such  officers,  agents, 
and  servants  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the 
business  of  the  bank,  and  pay  them  such  sums  for  their 
services,  and  take  from  them  bonds  in  such  penalties  to 
secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  as  they 
may  think  reasonable  and  proper;  and  upon  any  bonds, 
thus  taken,  recovery  may  be  had  for  breaches  of  the  con- 
ditions thereof.  If  any  officer  of  the  bantif  shall  appro- 
priate any  funds  of  said  bank  to  his  own  use,  or  shall 
willfully  fail  to  make  correct  entries',  or  knowingly  make 
false  ones,  on  the  books  of  said  bank^  with  intent  to  cheat 
or  defraud  the  corporation  or  other  person^  such  officer 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  be  sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  jail  or 
penitentiary  of  this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  two  nor  more  than  ten  years. 

$  7.  The  stock  of  said  bank  shall  be  deemed  personal 
property,  and  shall  only  be  assignable  in  accordance  with 
such  rules  as  the  board  of  directors  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  prescribe;  and  said  bank  shall  hold  a  lien  on  the 
shares  of  any  stockholder  who  may  be  indebted  to  it,  and 
such  shares  shall  not  be  assignable  nor  transferred  until 
the  debt  shall  be  paid  or  discharged. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and 
remain  in  force  for  twenty-one  years  from  the  first  organ- 
ization of  the  said  institution,  provided  it  is  organized 
within  three  years  from  its  passage. 

§  9.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
amine into  the  affairs  of  said  corporation  by  any  commit- 
tee they  may  appoint  for  that  purpoi«e.

CHAPTER  1508. 

AN  ACT  to  aiaend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  P^docah, 
BentoB,  and  Murray  Oravel  Road  Company." 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  two  of  said  act  be  amended  as  fol- 
lows: That  the  width  of  said  road,  where  it  will  admit  of 
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it,  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-four  nor  more  than  sixty       1869. 
feet,  and  the  artificial  or  metaled  part  shall  not  be   less 
than  sixteen  feet  wide,  and  the  graded  part  not  less  than 
twenty  feet  wide. 

^2.  That  the  words  "twenty-five  thousand  dollars," 
where  they  occur  in  section  three,  be  stricken  out,  and 
"fifteen  thousand  dollars"  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof- 

§  3.  That  section  six  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "twelve  miles,'^  and  inserting  "five  miles'^  in  lieu 
thereof;  and  by  inserting  as  a  part  thereof  the  foHowinjB:, 
immediately  after  the  word  **  consecutively,"  "  or  from 
Paducah  to  Clark's  river." 

§  4.  Section  20,  chapter  103,  shall  not  apply  to  this  com- 
pany. 

§  5.  The  rights  and  privileges  granted  said  company  by 
this  act,  and  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment* 
shall  not  b#impaired  or  taken  f1*om  said  company. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1509. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Christ  Episcopal  Church,  at  Howling  Green. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemblp  of  the  Commonivealih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Rev.  Judson  M.  Curtis,  Levi  L.  Bacon,  Thos. 
W,  Baird,  Walter  C.  Brashear,  Wm.  J.  Walters,  Theophi- 
lus  St.  y.  Hutchinson,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be 
incorporated,  by  the  name  of  *'  Christ  Episcopal  Church, 
Bowling  Green;"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual 
succession  ;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded; 
may  purchase,  receive,  and  otherwise  acquire  and  hold 
property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed;  and  may  sell,  lease, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  may 
make  contracts  and  pass  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  the  land. 

§  2.  That  the  entire  management  of  the  affairs  of  said 
church  are  vested  in  said  rector,  wardens,  and  vestry,  and 
their  successors  as  such,  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  chosen 
by  the  congregation,  who  shall  be  trustees  under  this  act; 
and  they,  when  assembled  in  vestry  meeting,  shall  have 
power  to  fill  vacancies,  to  regulate  the  appointment  and 
duties  of  officers,  to  lease  or  sell  pews  belonging  to  the 
church,  aiid  enforce  payments  of  the  rents  thereof,  as  may 
be  stipulated  in  the  lease  or  allowed  by  law. 

§  3.  That  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  at  present  be- 
longing to,  or  held  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of,  said 
church,  or  its  congregation,  be  vested  in  the  corporation 
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1869.  created  by  thi^  act;  and  thU  act  shall  be  subject  to  amead- 
ment  or  repeal  at  the  discretion  of  the  Legislature,  and 
dhall  go  into  elTect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1511. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Richmond  Hotel  ConpaDy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  established,  in 
the  town  of  Richmond,  and  county  of  MadiRon,  on  the  lot 
or  lots  of  E.  W.  Powell,  recently  conveyed  to  him  by 
Henry  M.  Wyelh,  of  Licking  county,  Ohio,  a  company 
with  a  capital  stock  of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  ($35,- 
000),  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100) 
each,  to  be  sub.^cribed  and  paid  for  in  the  nfanner  herein- 
after specified;  which  subscribers  and  stockholders,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate  forever,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  president  and  directors  of  the  ''Richmond 
Hotel  Company,"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  competent  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with;  to  have,  poss^ess,  enjoy, 
and  retain  such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  goods, 
chattels,  and  efiects,  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient 
for  the  erection  and  turnishing  a  hotel  on  the  lands  or  lots 
aforesaid;  to  rent  and  demise  said  hotel,  furniture,  and 
fixtui*es,  and  all  such  rooms,  storehouses,  stables,  sheds, 
and  lots  as  they  may  construct  in  the  erection  of  the  said 
hotel;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer 
and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts 
and  places,  as  natural  persons;  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  change,  alter,  or  remove  the  same  at  pleasure;  to 
ordain  and  p4it  into  execution  all  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  as  shall  seem  necessary  for  the  government 
and  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  corportion  :  Provided^ 
That  there  shall  be  nothing  in  such  by-laws,  rules  or 
regulations,  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
«State  or  of  the  United  States. 

^  2.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company  may  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places  as  may 
be  deemed  best,  under  the  direction  of  William  M.  Irvine, 
Charles  S.  Turner,  E.  W.  Powell,  C.  R.  Estill,  Wm.  J. 
Walker,  James  T.  Shackelford,  Jas,  W.  Caperton,  and 
Wm.  M.  Ballard,  or  some  one  or  more  of  them,  all  of  whom 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  or  such  of  them  as 
shall  act,  to  procure  a  book  or  books,  which  shall  contain 
the  following  obligation,  and  shall  be  signed  by  each  and 
every  person   who  takes  stock  in   said   company:   '*\Ve, 
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whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  severally  bind       1869. 

ourselves  to  pay  to  the  president,  directors,  and  company, 

of  the  Richmond  Hotel  Company,  for  each  and  eyery  share 

of  stock  set  opposite  our  names,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 

dollars,  in  such  manne^  and  proportions,  and  at  such  times, 

as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said 

company. 

§  3.  That  so  soon  as  one  half  of  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  such  of  them  as 
may  act,  to  give  notice  of  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of 
said  company,  to  meet  in  the  town  of  Richmond,  for  the 
purpose  of  choosing  officers,  said  notice  to  be  published  in 
the  Richmond  Register,  or  Lexington  Observer  and  Re- 
porter, at  least  twenty  days  before  said  meeting,  at  which 
election  at  least  two  of  the  commissioners  before  named 
shall  be  present  to  take  the  votes,  viva  voce  or  by  ballot,  of 
the  stockholders  in  said  company  for  a  president  and  six 
directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  last  Saturday 
in  December,  1869,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have 
been  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  4.  That  upon  the  election  of  the  president  and  direct- 
ors as  aforesaid,  they  shall  appoint  a  treasurer  and  sec- 
retary, and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  said 
president  and  directors.  The  treasurer,  before  he  enlers 
upon  the  discbarge  of  his  duties,  shall  execute  a  bond,  with 
two  or  more  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  in  the  penalty  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  payable  to  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office,  as  required  by  this  charter, 
and  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  of  said  company, 
and  pay  over  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto  any  money 
that  may  come  into  his  hands  as  treasurer  of  said  com- 
pany. 

'  §  5.  That,  upon  the  election  of  the  president  and  direct- 
ors as  aforesaid,  they  shall  be  a  body- politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  Richmond  Hotel  Com- 
pany; and  by  said  name  the  said  company  shall  have  all 
the  privileges  and  h-anchises  incident  to  a  corporation, 
and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  their  said 
capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and 
of  taking  and  purchasing,  taking  and  holding,  to  them 
and  their  successors  and  assigns,  and  of  selling,  trans- 
ferring, and  conveying,  in  fee  simple,  all  such  lands,  lots, 
tenements,  hereditaments,  and  such  estate,  real  and  per- 
sonal, as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  them  in  the  prose- 
cution of  the  object  of  this  charter. 

^  6.  That   the   president   and  directors,  upon   entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  may  call  upon  the  stock- 
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1869.  holders  for  the  payment  of  forty  dollars  ($40)  on  each 
share  subscribed  in  said  stock;  and  may,  if  deemed  neces- 
sary, call  for  twenty  dollars  on  each  share  every  twenty 
days  thereafter,  until  the  whole  amount  subscribed  shall 
have  been  paid. 

§  7.  That  the  stock  in  said  company  shall  be  personal 
estate,  for  which  the  president  and  directors  shall  issue 
certiticates  to  the  owners,  which  shall  be  transsferable  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said 
company. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall 
have  the  right  to  declare  when  a  stockholder  has  forfeited 
his  stock,  and  the  payments  made;  but  no  such  forfeiture 
shall  be  made  without  due  notice  to  the  delinquent  stock- 
holder, at  least  twenty  days  before  the  record  of  such 
forfeiture  shall  be  made  on  the  book^^  of  the  corporation; 
such  forfeiture  shall  not  release  said  stockholder  from  any 
sum  which  may  at  that  time  be  still  unpaid. 

§  9.  That  at  all  meetings  of  stockholders,  and  at  all 
elections,  each  share  in  stock  of  said  company  shall  enti- 
tle the  holder  to  one  vote. 

$  10.  That  said  company  may,  at  any  time,  sell  and 
convey,  or  dispose  of  the  whole,  or  any  part  of  its  prop- 
erty, real  or  personal,  by  the  assent  of  two  thirds  of  its 
directors. 

§  11.  That  the  president  and  directors  may  fix  the  name 
of  the  hotel  hereby  incorporated,  and  may  change  the 
same  whenever  it  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

§  12.  The  annual  election  of  officers  of  said  company 
shall  take  place  on  the  last  Saturday  in  December,  every 
year. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  Thos.  B.  Vinson,  of  Grajson  County. 

Whebeas,  Thomas  B.  Vinson  has  paid  to  the  Common- 
wealth a  judgment  of  fifty  dollars  and  costs,  and  said 
judgment  was  remitted,  fees  and  costs  excepted,  by  the 
Governor;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  t/ie  Gerural  Assembly  of^  the  Commonweallk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  be  directed  to  draw  his  warrant 
on  the  Treasurer  for  thirty-two  dollars,  that  being  the 
amount  of  said  judgment  remitted  by  the  Governor. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1514.  1869. 

AN  ACT  for   the  benefit  of  Jno.  L.   Slavin,  Sheriff  of  Garrard  County. 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  J.  L.  Slavin,  sheriff  of  Gar- 
rard county,  has  paid  off  the  interest  and  cost  adjudged 
against  him  in  the  Franklin  circuit  court  for  the  non- 
payment of  the  State  revenue  for  the  year  1867,  and 
other  public  dues — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KenttLcky: 

§  1.  That  J.  L.  Slavin,  sheriff  of  Garrard  county,  he 
released  from  the  damages,  amounting  to  three  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  eleven  cents,  adjudged  against 
him  in  the  Franklin  circuit  court  for  the  non-payment  of 
the  State  revenue  and  other  public  dues  by  him  as  sheriff 
aforesaid. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1615. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  Allensville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  immediately  after  the  eighth  clause  of  sec- 
tion three  of  an  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Allens- 
ville Station,  in  Todd  county,  approved  January  30,  1867, 
the  following  clauses  be  inserted  :  They  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  keeper  of  the  lock-up,  hereinafter  provided 
for,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  the  same,  together  with 
all  other  public  buildings  in  said  town,  in  the  manner  the 
law  now  does,  or  may  hereafter  require  county  jails  and 
other  public  buildings  to  be  kept;  said  keeper  of  the  lock- 
up shall  exeoute  bond  with  good  security  before  the  board 
of  trustees,  to  be  approved  by  them,  conditioned  in  all  re- 
spects as  the  bond  of  a  jailer,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  penalties  imposed  on  jailers  for  violations  of  duty, 
ivhich  bond  shall  be  attested  by  the  secretary  and  deliv- 
ered to  the  clerk  of  the  Todd  county  court,  who  shall 
carefully  preserve  .and  file  it  in  his  office,  and  shall  give 
attested  copies,  when  requested  so  to  do  by  any  person, 
which  shall  have  the  same  force  and  credit  in  all  courts 
of  justice  as  other  records  from  said  office  are  entitled 
to  under  existing  laws:  said  clerk  shall  receive  therefor 
such  fees  as  are  allowed  by  law  for  similar  services.  It 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  keeper  of  the  lock-up  to  execute 
any  process  as  directed  in  section  ten,  article  two,  chap- 
ter ninety-one,  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  He  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  same  fees  of  a  jailer  for  similar  services. 
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§  2.  That  immediately  after  the  oecond  clause  in  section 
four,  the  following  clauses  be  inserted:  They  shall  have 
the  right  to  build  a  lock-up  or  house  in  which  drunken 
or  disorderly  persons  may  be  confined;  and  authority  is 
hereby  expressly  given  to  confine  drunken  or  disorderly 
persons  therein,  until  they  become  sober  or  give  bond 
for  their  good  behavior;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  confine 
persons  therein  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  or  satisfy 
any  judgment  upon  which  a  capias  ad  satisfaciendum  or 
capias  pro  fine ^  shall  issue  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the 
ordinances  and  by-laws  of  said  town,  as  in  the  county 
jail;  said  house,  by  consent  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
said  town,  may  be  used  for  the  confinement  of  other 
persons,  in  the  same  manner,  and  for  the  same  purpose, 
of  a  county  jail. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1616. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Odd  Fellows'  Temple  Associatioii. 

Be  it  enacted  b§  the  General.  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Joseph  D.  Trapp,  Thomas  W.  Foster,  Isaiah 
King,  James  Chrystal,  David  King,  Z.  Gibbons,  and 
Andrew  Gilmore,  and  the  other  stockholders  of  the  joint 
stock  company  called  the  Odd  Fellows'  Temple  Associa- 
tion, shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  declared  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Odd  Fel- 
lows' Temple  Association;  and  by  that  name  and  style 
shall  have  perpetual  succession  ;  and  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  have  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  of  local  corporations ;  but  shall 
have  no  power  of  dealing  in  exchange  or  exercise  any 
banking  powers. 

^  2.  The  business,  purpose,  and  object  of  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  the  erection,  furnishing,  building,  and  keep- 
ing in  repair  an  Odd  Fellows'  Temple,  in  Lexington,  and 
the  renting  out,  using,  and  managing  said  Temple  and  its 
appurtenances. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars each. 

§  4.  All  the  property  and  rights  held  by  the  said  asso- 
ciation shall  vest  in  the  corporation  hereby  created,  sub- 
ject to  all  the  liens  and  liabilities  no^  existing  upon  said 
property;  and  all  liabilities  now  existing  against  said 
association  shall  devolve  on  said  corporation;  but  noth- 
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ing  in  this  section  shall  operate  to  release  the  individnal      1869. 
liability   of  the   members  of  said  company  now  existing. 

§  5.  The  management  of  said  association  nhali  devolve 
upon  directors  chosen  as  designated  by  the  charter  under 
which  said  association  is  now  acting,  adopted  by  ihe 
stockholders,  subject  to  repeal  or  alteration  as  therein 
set  out,  which,  with  the  by-laws  said  association  may 
adopt,  not  being  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  Common-, 
wealth  or  the  Constitutions  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States,  subject  to  such  amendments  therein  as  said  asso- 
ciation pay  make,  shall  govern  said  association;  and  the 
officers  thereof  shall  be  elected  as  therein  set  out,  and  the 
meetings  of  stockholders  held  as  therein  provided. 

^  i^.  The  stock  of  said  association  shall  only  be  trans- 
ferable on  the  books  of  the  company,  in  such  manner  as 
the  president  and  directors  shall  determine. 

§  7.  That  this  act  may  be  repealed  at  any  time. 

§  8.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1517. 

AN  AOT  to  charter  the  Marion  School  Association,  in  Crittenden  County, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  D.  N.  Stinson,  J.  W.  Blue,  S.  Hodge,  T.  L. 
Dean,  and  R.  F.  Haynes,  their  associates  and  successors, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  and  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  **  Trus- 
tees of  the  Marion  School  Association;^'  and  as  such  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  with  full  power  to  acquire, 
hold,  and  transfer  real  and  personal  estate,  make  con- 
tracts, sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  their 
corporate  capacity;  to  make  such  rules,  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances, as  they  may  deem  necessary,  consistent  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
Stateis. 

§  2.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  over  all  the 
business  concerns  of  said  association.  They  may  appoint 
a  president,  treasurer,  clerk,  and  such  other  officers  as  they 
may  think  necessary,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

$  3.  That  a  majority  of  said  trustees,  meeting  in  pur- 
suance to  their  own  rul^s,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  The  said  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  employ  a  principal  and  such  assistant  teachers, 
male  or  female,  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

§  4.  They  shall  have  power  to  increase  the  number  of 
trustees,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  think  the  interests 
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18C9.  ^^  ^^^  iriPtitution  may  require;  they  shall  have  power  also 
to  fill  vacancies  that  may  happen  in  said  corporation,  and 
have  power  to  remove  from  office  any  member  of  the 
board  of  truptees,  a  majority  of  all  the  board  concarring. 

§  5.  That  a(l  the  estate,  money,  or  property  now  be- 
lon^ng:  to,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  acquired  by,  said 
corporation,  by  devise,  gift,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  u^ed  in 
fuch  manner  as  the  trustees,  by  their  corporate  action, 
may  determine  for  the  best  intere.st  of  the  association. 

^  6.  That  said  trustees  shall  not  be  required  to  procure 
a  common  seal;  but  all  their  corporate  acts  may  be  per- 
formed and  evidenced  by  the  official  signature  of  the  pres- 
ident; and  said  president  shall  be  chosen  from  their  own 
body  annually. 

§  7.  That  the  trustees  of  the  Marion  School  Association 
shall  have  power  to  confer  upon  the  pupils  of  said  asso* 
elation  any  or  all  the  diplomas  or  degrees  conferred  by 
other  corporate  institutions  of  learning  in  this  State;  and 
the  private  seal  of  the  president  of  the  board  and  princi- 
pal of  said  association  may  stand  in  lieu  of  a  corporate 
seal,  and  until  one  is  procured,  should  said  board  deter- 
mine to  use  a  common  seal. 

§  8.  That  when  the  association  hereby  made  corporate 
ehall  afford  facilities  for  teaching  all  the  children  and 
youths  in  the  district  in  which  it  is  situated,  and  for  the 
period  during  which  each  of  said  pupils  is  or  hereafter 
may  be  entitled  to  tuition  under  the  general  laws  in  rela- 
tion to  common  schools,  then  the  school  trustees  may,  if 
they  see  proper,  report  the  same  as  the  common  school  of 
said  districc,  and  it  shall  be  entitled  to  all  moneys  coming 
to  such  district  from  the  Common  School  Fund:  Provided 
alivays,  That  when  said  association  shall  cease  to  furnish 
facilities  for  teaching  as  above  required,  then  the  benefits 
conferred  on  it  in  this  section  shall  cease  and  determine, 
and  common  schools  are  to  be  taught  in  said  district  as 
heretofore  required  by  law. 

§  9.  That  each  person  subscribing  money  or  property  to 
this  association  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  five 
dollars  so  subscribed  bv  them  in  all  elections  for  trustees 
and  directors  of  said  association. 

^10.  That  the  first  annual  election  of  trustees  for  said 
association  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  June, 
1869,  and  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  June  annually  there- 
after; but  if,  from  any  cause,  said  election  shall  not  be 
held  at  the  time  herein  specified,  an  election  of  trustees  of 
said  association,  until  the  ensuing  fourth  Monday  in  June, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  may 
be  held  at  any  time  upon  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  having  been  given  by  the-  president,  by  written 
notice  poated  at  three  public  places  in  the  town  of  Ma* 
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rion.     At  all  elections  for  trustees,  the   president  of  the       1869. 
board  shall  act  as  judge  of  said  election,  and  may  ap- 
point a  clerk  of  said  election;  and  t«hall  give  a  certificate 
of  election  to  the  parties  receiving  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1519. 

AN  ACT  to  repeal  an  act,  entitled  *^An  act  to  increase  the  Jarisdiction  of 
the  Qutirterh  Court  of  Heury  County  in  Criminal  and  Penal  Causes,"  ap- 
proved  7ih  March,  1868. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Asserhbly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  increase  the  juris- 
diction of  the  quarterly  court  of  Henry  county  in  criminal 
and  p^nal  causes,"  approved  7th  March,  1868,  he,  and  the 
same  'is  hereby,  repealed:  Provided^  however^  That  saii 
court  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  power,  and  it  shall  be 
its  duty,  to  try  and  adjudicate  all  causes  of  every  kind 
and  description  now  pending  in  said  court,  or  which  have 
been  commenced  therein  under  said  act,  as  though  this  act 
had  not  been  passed. 

^  2.  This  act  to  take  eflfect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1520. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Town  of  Catlettsburg. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  hereafter  the  police  judge  of  the  town 'of 
Catlettsburg  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  town  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1870,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter;  and  shall  hold  his  ofKce  for 
and  during  the  two  years  next  after  his  election,  and  until 
his  successor  in  office  shall  be  qualified. 

§  2.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of 
police  judge  of  Catlettsburg,  by  death,  resigriation,  re- 
moval, or  otherwise,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  fill  said 
vacancy  by  appointment,  and  the  person  appointed  by 
said  boarl,  if  commisi^ioned  by  the  Governor  of  Ken- 
tucky, shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next  regular  election 
for  trustees  of  said   town  in  January  thereafter.     The 
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1869.  certificate  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  Bhall 
be  BufBcient  evidence  of  the  appointment  for  the  Gov- 
ernor to  issue  a  commission  to  the  appointee  as  police 
judge  of  said  town. 

§  3.  The  police  judge  ofCatlettsburt^,  in  addition  to  the 
jurisdiction  heretofore  conferred  upon  him,  shall  have  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  the  quarterly  court  of  Boyd 
county  in  civil  cases  where  the  amount  in  controversy 
does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars;  and  the  Civil  Code 
of  Practice  regulating  proceedings  in  the  quarterly  courts 
shall  govern  the  said  police  judge  in  cases  arising  under 
this  section;  and  the  police  judge  shall  have  the  same  fees 
as  are  given  to  judges  of  the  quarterly  courts  in  similar 
cases. 

§  4.  That  the  police  court  of  the  town  of  Catlettsburg 
shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  declared  a  court  of  record,  and 
copies  of  its  proceedings,  certified  by  the  judge  thereof, 
shall  be  competent  evidence  in  any  court  in  this  Com-' 
monwealth. 

§  5.  That,  upon  all  judgments  by  the  police  judge,  ren- 
dered under  section  third  of  this  act,  either  party/shall 
Iftive  the  right  to  appeal  from  said  judgment  to  the  circuit 
court  of  Boyd  county  in  the  same  manner,  and  upon  same 
terms,  as  appeals  are  taken  from  quarterly  courts  in  simi- 
lar cases. 

§  6.  That  the  tax  upon  coffee-house  license  within  the 
town  of  Catlettsburg,  hereafter  granted,  shall  be  one 
hundred  dollars. 

§  7.  That  all  persons  against  whom  fines  have  been,  or 
may  hereafter  be  assessed  by  the  police  judge  of  Catletts- 
burg, who  shall  fail  to  pay  or  replevy  the  same,  may,  by 
order  of  the  police  judge,  be  compelled  to  work  on  the 
streets  of  said  town,  or  be  confined  to  labor  in  a  work- 
house which  the  trustees  of  said  town  may  erect  for  that 
purpose;  but  persons  so  compelled  to  labor  shall  be  al- 
lowed at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  day  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  their  fine. 

§  8.  That  whatever  per  centage  may  be  allowed  the 
town  attorney  of  the  town  of  Catlettsburg,  on  the  fines 
imposed  by  the  police  judge  of  said  town  or  may  be  al- 
lowed him  by  the  board  of  trustees  as  compensation  for 
his  services,  shall  be  his  fees  for  such  services  within  the 
meaning  of  the  tenth  section  of  the  third  article  of  the 
new  Constitution  of  Kentucky,  and  not  subject  to  be 
remitted. 

§  9.  That  the  marshal  of  the  said  town  of  Catlettsburg 
shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  summons  any  per- 
son or  persons  to  assist  him  in  the  execution  of  any  writ 
that  may  come  to  his  hand,  or  in  the  arrest  of  any  pecson 
or  persons  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  by-laws  or  ordi-

nances  of  said  town,  or  for  a  breach  of  the  peace,  affray,  1869. 
riot,  rout,  or  to  disperae  any  unlawful  assembly;  and  any 
person  or  persons  failing  to  render  the  necessary  assist- 
ance, and  obey  the  summons  of  the  marshal,  shall  be 
reported  to  the  police  judge  of  the  said  town,  who  shall 
thereupon  enter  a  judgment  against  each  person  so  dis- 
obeying the  order  or  summons  for  the  sum  of  not  less 
than  five  or  more  than  ten  dollars,  upon  which  judgment 
he  may  is^e  a  capias  pro  fine,  which  shall  be  collected 
according  to  law:  Provided,  That  no  such  judgment  shall 
be  rendered  until  five  days'  notice,  by  warrant  or  sum- 
mons, has  been  given  to  the  person  or  persons  so  re- 
ported. 

i  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  W.  S.  Hicks,  late  Sheriff  of  Henderson  county, 

and  bis  sureties. 

Whereas,  A  judgment  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the 
Commonwealth  of ^  Kentucky,  and  against  William  S. 
Uicks,  late  sheriff  of  Henderson  county,  and  others,  his 
sureties  in  his  revenue  bond  as  such  sheriff,  at  the  — 
term,  1867,  of  the  Franklin  circuit  court,  for  the  sum  of 
eighteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars 
and  thirty-one  cents,  being  the  unpaid  balance  of  the  reve- 
nue from  said  county  of  Henderson  for  the  year  1866,  the 
whole  of  which  judgment  has  been  paid;  and  whereas,  it 
appears  from  the  records  and  papers  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  that  there  was  included 
in  said  judgment  the  sum  of  two  thousand  four  hundred 
and  ninety-two  dollars  (}$2,492),  being  the  amount  of  the 
negro  tax  list  for  said  county  of  Henderson,  levied  under 
the  act  of  Assembly,  entitled  **An  act  for  the  benefit  of  tjie 
negroes  and  mulattoes  in  this  Commonwealth,"  approved 
February  16th,  1866,  and  at  the  January  term,  1868,  of  the 
Henderson  county  county,  the  said  Hicks  tendered  in  court 
his  negro  delinquent  list  for  the  year.  1866,  which  was  ex- 
amined, corrected,  approved,  and  ordered  to  be  filed ;  and 
whereas,  it  appears  from  the  said  list,  as  approved  by  said 
court,  that  said  Hicks  is  entitled  to  a  credit  on  the  said 
negro  list  for  the  sum  of  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven   dollars    and    eighty-three   cents   ($1,797  83);    and 

whereas,  it  further  appears,  that,  at  the  term,  1868, 

of  the  Franklin  circuit  court,  a  judgment  was  rendered 
against  the  said  Hicks,  as  such  sheriff,  and  others,  his  sure- 
ties in  his  revenue  bond,  for  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-one  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents 
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1869.  ($20,821  35),  being  the  unpaid  balance  of  the  revenae  for 
Henders^on  county  for  tlie  year  1807,  and  for  the  fun  her 
sum  of  four  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  dollars 
and  twenty-seven  cents*  ($4,104  27)  damages;  and  whereas, 
it  appears  from  his  delinquent  list,  returned  to  and  filed  in 
the  Auditor's  office  after  the  rendition  of  said  judgment, 
that,  upon  the  Auditor's  li.^t,  No.  2,  1800,  he  is  entitled  to 
a  credit  of  four  hundred  and  ninety-four  dollars  and 
twenty-four  cents  ($494  24),  and  upon  the  Auditor's  list, 
No.  5,  1807,  to  a  credit  of  eleven  hundred  and  thirty-five 
dollars  and  eight  cents  ($1,135  OS);  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assernbly  of  the  CommontocallH 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  the  said  sum  of  four  thousand  one  hundred 
and  sixty-four  dollars  and  twenty-seven  cents  ($4,104  27), 
being  the  amount  of  the  damages  in  the  said  last  men- 
tioned judgment,  be,  and  it  is,  remitted;  and  the  said 
Hicks  and  his  sureties  are  forever  released  from  the  pay- 
ment thereof.  a 

§  2.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is, 
authorized  and  directed  to  allow  the  said  Hicks  credit  on 
the  said  judgment  for  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  dollars  and  twenty-four  cents  ($194  24)»  being  the 
amount  uncollected  on  the  Auditor's  list,  No.  2,  for  1800, 
and  lor  the  further  sum  of  eleven  hundred  and  thirty-five 
dollars  and  eight  cents  ($1,135  OvS),  being  the  amount  un- 
collected on  the  Auditor's  list,  No.  5,  for  1807;  and  that 
any  balance  thereof  in  favor  of  the  said  Hicks,  after  satis- 
fying the  said  judgment,  be  paid  over  to  the  county  court  of 
Henderson  countv  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  Hicks  and  his 
sureties :  Provided^  That  should  it  hereafter  appear  that 
any  part  of  the  amounts  herein  directed  to  be  credited  have 
been  collected  by  said  Hicks,  then,  as  to  such  sums  so  col- 
lected, the  credit  given  shall  be  of  no  effect  either  as  to 
Bald  Hicks  or  his  sureties. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

jiN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  Estill  Station  and  Speedwell  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonv>ealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  i.  That  so  much  of  the  seventh  section  of  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment,  as  provides  for  the  filing  of  a 
petition  to  the  circuit  court  of  Madison  county  for  tfte  pur- 
poses therein  set  forth,  be  so  amended  and  changed  as  to 
authorize  the  filing  of  said  petition  in  the  Madison  county 
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court,  and  the  same  powers  are  hereby  conferred  on  the       1869. 
Madison  county  court  as  by  said  section  are  conferred  on 
the  circuit  court. 

^  2.  This  act  to  be  of  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Elijah  LiUon,  late  sheriff  of  Whitley  County. 

Whereas,  It  appears  from  satisfactory  evidence  that 
Elijah  Litton,  late  sherifl'  of  Whitley  county,  was  charged 
with  a.  delinquent  list,  sent  him  by  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts  in  the  year  18G6,  and  naid  Litton  having  paid 
the  amount  thereof  into  the  Treasury,  the  delinquent  list 
8o  sent  having  been  properly  returned  to  the  Auditor  not 
collected  ;  wherefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
oj  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  draw  his  war- 
rant upon  the  Treasurer  tor  one  hundred  and  sixty-five 
dollars  and  ninety  cents  in  favur  of  Elijah  Litton,  late 
BherKf  of  Whitley  county,  being  the  amount  improperly 
collected  off  of  him. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1526. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Two  Mile  Turnpike  Road  Company,  in  Clark 

County, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Jesse  G.  Hart,  James  Rutledge,  Lewis  Adams, 
Claiborne  Lisle,  James  A.  Bybee,  Peyton  Adams,  and  their 
associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Two  Mile  turnpike  road  company;  and  by  said  name 
and  style  i^hall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  be  answered,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  ail  the  courts  and  places  in  this 
Commonweahh ;  to  Jiave  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
break,  alter,  or  change  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  do  all 
acts  which  such  bodies  corporate  may  do,  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  general  law  of  the  State  or  forbidden  there- 
by, and  which  may  be  necessary  or  fit  to  enable  said 
corporation   to  execute   the  powers   hereinafter  graiited. 
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1869.  §  ^'  l^hat  said  corporation  ib  hereby  authorized  to  con- 

struct a  turnpike  or  macadamized  road  from  Winchester, 
in  Clark  county,  Kentucky,  to  the  mouth  of  Four  Mile 
creek,  in  said  county,  or  such  point  near  thereto  as  may 
be  determined  bn  by  the  pres^ident  and  directors  of  said 
company  after  its  organization. 

^  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
forty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each. 

^  4.  The  books  of  said  company  may  be  opened  for  the 
subscription  of  stock  by  any  of  the  corporators  above 
named ;  and  as  soon  as  two  thousand  dollars  of  stock 
are  subscribed,  the  stockholders  may  proceed  to  orj^anize 
said  company  by  electing  a  president  and  six  directors; 
but  said  election  shall  be  advertised  at  least  ten  da3's  by 
printed  or  written  notices  of  the  time  and  place  of  hold- 
ing said  election.  Said  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  An  election  shall  be  held  annually  for  officers 
of  said  company,  at  such  time  as  may  be  ^xed  by  the 
board  of  directors.  The  president  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  treasurer,  and  may  remove  him  at  pleasure, 
and  shall  require  of  him  a  bond  with  good  security,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

§  5.  Said  company  may  charge,  upon  their  road,  such 
tolls  as  the  directors  may  determine  upon,  not  exceeding, 
however,  the  rates  allowed  by  the  Revised  Statutes ;  and 
may  erecf  a  gate,  and  collect  tolls  at  the  rate  per  mile 
agreed  on,  as  soon  as  two  miles  and  a  half  of  said  road 
are  completed.  ^ 

§  6.  The  Clark  county  court  shall  have  power,  a 
majority  of  the  justices  thereof  concurring,  to  subscribe 
for  as  much  stock  in  said  company  as  will  suffice,  when 
added  to  the  amount  of  stock  subscribed  by  individuals, 
to  complete  said  road  :  Provided,  Said  subscription  does 
not  exceed  ten  hundred  dollars  per  mile ;  and  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  such  subscription,  said  court  is  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  levy  and  assess  a  tax  on  all  the 
property  and  estate  in  said  county  subject  to  taxation 
for  State  revenue. 

^  7.  That  sections  seven,  eight,  nine,  and  ten  of  an  act, 
entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Bedford  and  Milton 
turnpike  road  company,"  approved  February  7,  1866,  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  [made]  a  part  of  this  act,  so  far 
as  they  are  applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with  its  pro- 
visions. 

^  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1527.  1S69. 

AN  ACT  to  repeal  an  act  for  the  benefit  of  E.  J.  ShipmaD. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  for  the  benefit  of 
Eliza  Jane  Shipman,"  approved  January  20,  1880,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed;  and  the  said  Eliza 
Jane  Shipman  is  a^ain  placed  under  all  the  disabilities 
of  coverture  as  a  married  woman. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1528. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  still  further  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act   to  incorporate 

the  Polish  House  of  Israel." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

That  the  act  approved  December  13,  1851,  entitled  "An 
act  to  incorporate  the  Polish  House  of  Israel,"  having 
heretofore,  at  the  request  of  the  corporate  body,  been 
amended  by  changing  its  name  to  '^  Betts  Israel  of  Lou- 
isville," be  now,  upon  the  request  of  said  body,  still 
further  amended  by  striking  out  these  words  in  the  first 
section,  "for  the  purpose  of  improving  each  other  in  a 
knowledge  of  the  religion  of  the  Polish  Israeli^s  accord- 
ing to  their  peculiar  customis,  and  in  the  practice  of  the 
same  "  ^c,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  : 
''As  a  religious  society  ot  Jews  in  said  city."

§  16.  For  conducting  the  afi^airs  of  said  company,  a 
president  and  three  directors  may  be  chosen,  if  the  stock- 
holders so  desire,  who  shall  serve  until  superseded  by 
another  choice;  and  the  president  and  directors  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  all  agents,  officers,  and  servants 
under  them,  and  to  remove  them  at  pleat^ure.

said  company;  and  for  a  failure  to  pay  up  the  stock  by 
any  stockholder,  the  share  or  shares  of  such  stockholder 
may  be  forfeited  by  the  president  and  directors,  after 
thirty  days'  notice  to  said  stockholder  requiring  payment 
of  the  same,  or  they  may  sue  and  recover  the  same. 

§  19.  Books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  may  be  opened

§  20.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  board  of 
directors,  from  time  to  time,  to  borrow  or  obtain  on  loans

deem  expedient  and  neces.-^ary  for  the  i^ood  of  the  com- 
pany, and  to  pledt^e  or  mortgage  all  or  any  part  of  the 
estate,  improvements,  privileges,  a^set:^,  and  effects  what- 
soever of  said  company,  for  the  repayment  of  such  loans 
or  of  any  indebtedness. 

§  21.  In   all  suits  established  against   this  corporation,

o^oeesiionpres*  shall  not  be  necessary  to  t^how  a  contract  under  the  seal 

"•"t*  of  the  corporation  to  maintain  a  suit  against  it  or  for  it; 

but  said  corporation,  [\y  its  duly  authorized  agent  or 
agents,  may  make  parol  contracts,  which  shall  be  bind- 
ing; and  on  such  parol  contracts  suits  may  be  main- 
tained: Provided,  Such  contracts  shall  be  within  the  fair 
meaning  of  the  power  or  authority  granted  or  delegated 
to  such  agent  or  agents. 

§  22.  An  election  for  president,  directors,  and  other  offi-

prescribe,  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  section  (16) 
sixteen  :  Provided^  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act  ^hall 
be  so  construed  as  to  authorize  the  exercise  of  an}*  lottery 
privileges  under  any  of  its  provisions,  or  in  any  manner 
whatever  to  dispose  of  any  property  or  other  thing  of 
value  by  chance. 

§  23.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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Morgan  county,  or  such  of  them  as  shall  act,  are  hereby 
appointed  commit^sioners,  and  they  and  their  associates 
and  successors  are  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  railroad  from  Lexington 
to  a  point  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  the  Big  Sandy  river. 

§  2.  The  style  and  name  of  the  corporation  hereby 
created  shall  be  the  Lexington  and  Virginia  Railroad 
Company. 

i  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  five 
million  of  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fitty  dollars 
each;  and  individuals,  railroad  companies,  and  other  cor- 
porations, either  in  or  out  of  the  State,  are  authorized  to 
subscribe  for  and  hold  stock  in  said  company. 

^  4.  The  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  such  of  them  as 
may  act,  shall  have  power  to  open  books  and  receive  sub- 
scriptions of  stock  in  said  company  at  any  place  or  places, 
either  in  or  out  of  this  State,  and  at  any  time  they  may 
appoint,  and  upon  such  notice  as  they  may  deem  proper; 
said  stock  to  be  paid  in  money,  property,  work,  and  mate- 
rials, or  in  such  other  manner  and  in  such  installments  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  between  them  and  the  subscribers. 

^  5.  When  bona  Jide  subscriptions  of  stock  to  the  amount 
or  value  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  made, 
the  said  commissioners  shall  give  notice  thereof  and  as- 
semble the  stockholders  at  some  convenient  point;  and 
said  stockholders,  from  their  body,  shall  elect  eleven  di- 
rectors, one  of  whom,  to  be  elected  by  the  directors,  si'hali 
be  president  of  the  company.  They  shall  remain  in  office 
for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected,  and 
which  election  shall  be  annually  made  by  the  stockholders 
at  some  convenient  place,  of  which  reai>onable  notice  shall 
be  given.  The  stockholders  may  provide  that  the  presi- 
dent and  four  directors  may  constitute  a  quorum  of  the 
board  of  directors.  Each  stockholder  shall  have  one  vote 
for  each  share  of  stock,  and  may  cast  the  same  in  person 
or  by  proxy. 

§  6.  After  the  organization  of  the  company  as  directed 
by  the  foregoing  section,  the  management  and  control  of 
the  affairs  of  the  company  shall  be  committed  to  said 
board  of  directors;  they  may  continue  to  receive  sub- 
scriptions of  stock;  they  may  acquire  and  hold  such  real 
and  personal  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient 
for  the  objects  of  the  company;  may  sell  and  convey  the 
same,  and  do  all  and  every  thing  else  which  may  be  neces- 
sary and  proper  for  the  building,  equipping,  and  operating 
said  road;  to  fix  the  rates  to  be  paid  for  travel  and  the 
conveyance  of  freight  over  said  road,  not  exceeding  the 
rates  charged  by  other  similar  roads  in  this  State. 

§  7.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  ac- 
quire, and  hold  any  line  of  railway,  finished  or  unfinishedi 
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lying  along  its  line,  and  between  its  termini,  and  all  the 
chartered  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  the  same,  and 
all  its  property,  right  of  way,  &c.;  and  may  proceed  to 
construct  and  operate  their  road  upon  and  along  the  line 
of  any  such  finished  or  unfinished  railway,  or  may  con- 
struct an  independent  line  of  railroad  between  Lexington 
and  Big  Sandy  river. 

§  8.  Said  company,  through  its  board  of  directors,  shall 
have  and  may  exercise  all  the  powers,  and  shall  have  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  usual  and  incident  and  necessary 
to  the  purposes  of  such  corporations.  It  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  he  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  as  a 
natural  person;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  change  or  alter  the  same  at  will. 

§  9.  That  whenever  the  said  Lexington  and  Virginia 
railroad  company  shall  request  the  county  court  of  any 
county,  through  or  adjacent  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  con- 
struct said  road,  to  subscribe,  either  absolutely  or  upon 
specified  conditions,  a  specified  amount  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  the  county  court  so  requested  shall 
forthwith  order  an  election  to  be  held  at  the  several  voting 
places  in  said  county,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  court,  not 
later  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  making  of  such  order, 
and  shall  appoint  judges  and  other  officers  necessary  to 
hold  said  election. 

§  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  such 
county  to  give  notice  to  the  officers  appointed  to  hold  said 
election  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law  in 
regard  to  other  elections;  and  in  case  any  of  the  officers 
appointed  shall  fail  to  attend,  or  refuse  to  act,  others  may 
be  appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  at  general  elections.

denominations  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more

such  tax  may  appoint  a  collector,  who  shall  execute  bond, 
with  sureties,  and  have  all  the  powers,  and  be  subject  to 
all  the  duties  and  liabilities,  of  sheriffs  and  other  officers 
in  collecting  taxes  under  this  act.     That  if  any  sheriff  or 
collector,  or  other  officer  having  in  his  hands  for  collection 
taxes  levied  under  this  act,  shail  fail   to  collect  and  pay 
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over  the  same  within  the  time  prescribed,  such  sheriff,  col- 
lector, or  other  officer  shall,  with  his  sureties,  be  liable  for 
the  amount  not  paid  as  required,  and  ten  (10)  per  cent, 
thereon,  to  be  recovered  on  motion  on  ten  (10)  days'  notice 
in  any  court  having  jurisdiction;  and  any  execution  issued 
on  such  judgment  shall  not  be  replevied,  and  shall  be  in- 
dorsed by  the  clerk  issuing  the  same  that  no  security  of 
anv  kind  is  to  be  taken. 

§  20,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the 
sinking  fund  to  see  that  the  sheriff  or  other  officer  collects 
and  pays  over  taxes  placed  in  their  hands  according  to 
law,  and  to  institute  legal  proceeding  against  them  on 
their  failure  to  do  so.  They  shall  appropriate  such 
moneys,  when  collected,  to  the  payment  of  the  interest 
on  the  bonds  of  their  county,  city,  or  town. 

§  21.  They  shall,  whenever  a  dividend  is  declared  by 
said  Lexington  and  Virginia  railroad  company,  cause 
their  treasurer  to  receive  the  same  and  pay  the  interest 
on  their  bonds  out  of  it,  and  when  a  surplus  shall  re- 
main after  paying  the  interest  due,  they  shall  apply  such 
surplus  to  the  purchase  of  their  bonds,  if  they  can  be 
purchased  at  par,  or  less  than  par;  and  if  they  cannot 
be  purchased  at  par,  they  shall  invest  such  surplus  in 
some  safe  and  profitable  manner,  and  in  such  way,  that 
the  money  may  be  readily  realized  when  needed  to  buy 
or  pay  off  bonds. 

§  22.  That  all  dividends  which  shall  be  received  upon 
the  stock  held  and  owned  by  any  county,  city,  or  town, 
under  this  act,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  set  apart  to  be 
held  sacred  as  a  sinking  fund,  to  be  only  used  as  provided 
in  this  act  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  the  bonds  issued  under  the  authority  of  this  act. 

§  23.  That  in  case  the  dividends  upon  the  stock  held 
and  owned  under  this  act  by  any  count}^  city,  or  town, 
and  for  which  bonds  shall  have  been  issued,  shall  not 
be  sufficient  to  enable  such  county,  city,  or  town  to  pay 
its  bonds  at  maturity,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comtnis- 
sioners  of  the  sinking  fund  to  report  such  fact  to  the 
county  court,  city  council,  or  town  trustees,  at  least  five 
(5)  years  before  the  maturity  of  said  bonds;  and  if  any 
county  court,  city  council,  or  the  trustees  of  any  town 
owing  such  bonds  shall  deem  it  proper  to  do  so,  they 
may  issue  new  bonds  having  not  more  than  twenty  (20) 
years  to  run,  payable  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated 
on  the  face  of  such  bonds,  bearing  the  same  inlt-rest,  and 
secured  in  all  respects,  as  the  bonds  first  issued  are 
secured,  and  sell  such  bonds  or  exchange  them  for  the 
old  ones :  Provided,  however^  That  if  any  county  court, 
city  council,  or  town  trustees  shall  deem  it  inexpedient  to 
.Bsue  and  sell  such  new  bonds,  or  shall  be  unable  to  raise 
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1869.  money  necessary  to  pay  off  its  bonds  at  maturity  by  a 
sale  of  new  bonds,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  county 
court,  city  council,  or  town  trustees  to  cause  a  tax  to  be 
levied  and  collected  on  all  the  property  in  such  county, 
city,  or  town,  which,  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  is 
subject  to  taxation  to  pay  interest,  sufficient,  when  added 
to  any  sum  raised  by  sale  of  new  bonds,  to  discharge  the 
old  bonds  at  maturity  :  Provided  also.  That  any  tax  levied 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  collected  by 
the  same  officers,  under  the  same  powers,  and  subject  to 
the  same  responsibilities  in  every  respect,  as  provided  in 
the  act  in  relation  to  the  collection  of  taxes  levied  to  pay 
interest. 

§  24.  That  in  case  a  direct  tax  shall  be  levied  to  pay  all 

Stock  may  be  or  any   part  of  the  bonds  of  any  county,  city,  or  town, 

tertain oases,     issued  under  this  act,  at  or  before  maturity,  it  bhall  he  the 

duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  to  cause  to 
be  transferred  to  the  tax-payers  or  their  ass^ignees  stock 
held  by  said  county,  city,  or  town,  to  the  amount  of  the 
tax  paid,  upon  the  delivery  to  said  commissioners  of  tax 
receipts  by  the  holders  thereof;  such  receipts  shall  be 
negotiable  by  indorsement,  and  no  stock  shall  be  trans- 
ferred for  a  less  amount  than  fifty  dollars. 

§  25.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurers  of  the 

Certiiioatesof  several  boards  of  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  ap- 

laed.  pointed  under  this  act,  upon  the  surrender  to  them  at  their 

respective  offices  of  receipts  given  for  taxes  paid  to  defray 
the  interest  on  the  bonds  of  their  respective  counties,  cities, 
and  towns,  prior  to  the  time  of  declaring  the  first  cash 
dividend  by  said  railroad  company  to  the  amonnt  of  fifty 
dollars  or  more,  to  issue  to  the  holders  thereof  certificates 
setting  forth  the  number  of  shares  of  stock  to  which  the 
holder  is  entitled,  and  to  give  a  separate  receipt  for  any 
fractional  part  of  a  share,  which  receipt  shall  be  negor 
tiahle  by  indorsement,  and  may  be  added  to  other  like 
receipts  or  tax  receipts  to  make  up  a  iull  share.  The 
treasurer  shall  write  or  stamp  the  word  canceled  across 
the  face  of  each  tax  receipt  taken  up  by  him^  and  file  it 
away  in  his  office;  and  he  may  charge  and  collect  fifty 
cents  per  share  for  each  certificate  issued  by  him.  He 
shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  those  to  whom  he  issues 
certificates,  with  the  number  of  the  certificate  and  the 
number  of  shares  for  which  each  was  given;  and  shall,  on 
the  last  day  of  each  month,  make  out  and  forward  to  the 
secretary  of  the  company  a  copy  of  the  list  of  certificates 
issued  during  that  month. 

§  26.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Lexington 
and  Virginia  railroad  company,  after  the  first  cash  divi- 
dend shall  be  declared,  on  presentation  at  its  office  of  the 
stock  certificates  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the  last 
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preceding  section,  to  issue  stock  therefor  to  those  to  whom 
such  cerlificates  were  issued,  or  their  representatives  or 


assigns. 


§  27.  That  the  commi:?sioner8  of  the  sinking  fund  shall 
keep  an  exact  record  of  all  their  actings  and  doings  as 
such;  and  their  treasurer  shall  keep  a  strict  account  of  all 
moneys  received  or  paid  out  by  him,  and  shall  settle  his 
accounts  annually,  or  oftener  if  required,  which  settle- 
ment shall  state  fully  his  accounts  since  his  last  settle- 
ment. 

§  28.  That  all  the  real  estate  lying  in  any  county,  city, 
or  town,  issuing  bonds  under  this  act,  shall  be  taxed  for 
the  purpose  of  defraying  the  interest  on  such  bonds,  and 
for  the  payment  of  the  principal,  if  that  shall  be  paid  by 
taxation; 'and  when  a  part  only  of  the  land  of  any  tax- 
payer shall  lie  in  such  county,  city,  or  town,  the  assessor 
of  tax  shall  designate  in  his  books  what  part  lies  within 
such  county,  city,  or  town,  and  its  value,  and  only  such 
part  shall  be  assessed  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

§  ^29.  That  the  commi^'sioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  or 
one  of  them,  shall  cast  the  vote  to  which  their  res^peclive 
counties,  cities,  and  towns  may  be  entitled  in  finy  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  Lexington  and  Virginia  rail- 
road company:  Provided,  That  if  neither  of  them  shall 
attend,  then  any  person  duly  authorized  b}^  any  two  of 
said  commissioners  may  cast  the  vote  as  proxy  for  said 
commissioners. 

§  30.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  Lexington 
and  Virginia  railroad  company  may,  if  it  shall  seem  ad- 
visable to  them,  increase  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany to  a  sum  equal  to  the  total  cost  of  the  road  and  its 
equipments,  depots,  water-stations,  &c. 

§31.  That  said  company  may  acquire  a  right  of  way 
sixty-six  (66)  feet  wide;  but  this  shall  not  be  construed  as 
a  limitation  on  the  right  to  acquire  any  width  that  may  be 
shown  to  be  necessary  by  the  affidavit  of  an  engineer  filed 
with  the  justice  at  the  time  ol  suing  out  the  warrant  for 
condemning  such  lands. 

§  3:^.  That  the  said  Lexington  and  Virginia  railroad 
company. shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  until  completed, 
and  that  it  shall  never  be  taxed  at  a  valuation  beyond  the 
rate  at  which  said  roads  are  now  taxed,  nor  exceeding  its 
actual  value. 

§  33.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
may,  with  the  assent  of  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  value 
of  the  stock  of  said  company,  purchase  and  hold  any  other 
railroad  in  this  or  in  any  other  State,  and  may  subscribe 
stock  in  or  guarantee  the  bonds  of  or  aid  in  the  building 
of  any  other  road  in  or  out  of  this  State,  whenever,  in 
their  judgment,  it  may  be  to  the  interest  of  the  Lexing- 
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ton  and  Virginia  railroad  company  to  do  bo;  they  may 
sell  the  Haid  Lexington  and  Virginia  railroad,  or  le&sse 
the  pame,  and  nr)ay  build  branches  from  said  road,  and 
branches  from  such  branches. 

^  34.  That  paid  Lexington  and  Virginia  railroad  com- 
pany may  receive  donations  of  land  to  be  used  for  any 
of  the  purposed  of  said  road,  or  to  be  sold  to  raise  money 
to  build  the  same,  and  may  receive  subscriptions,  to  be 
paid  in  lands  at  a  valuation  to  be  fixed  by  such  means 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  said  company  or  its 
authorized  agents  and  the  subscriber,  and  may  lease  or 
sell,  and  convey  any  land  so  given  or  subscribed. 

§  35.  That  said  Lexington  and  Virginia  railroad  com- 
pany may,  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  value  of  all  the 
stock  therein  concurring,  agree  on  terms  for  consolidat- 
ing said  company  with  any  other  railroad  company,  on 
such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon;  but  no  such  consoli- 
dation shall  in  anywise  affect  the  holders  of  mortgage 
bonds  issued  by  said  Lexington  and  Virginia  railroad 
company. 

§  30.  That  the  Lexington  and  Virginia  railroad  com- 
pany may  issue  and  sell  the  bonds  of  said  company  of 
the  denomination  of  one  thousand  dollars  and  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  to  be  signed  by  the  president  and  counter- 
signed by  the  secretary,  with  the  seal  of  the  corporation 
affixed,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  millions  of  dol- 
lars, bearing  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  interest,  pay- 
able semi-annually,  with  coupons  attached,  signed  by  the 
secretary  of  the  company,  to  be  made  payable  as  said 
company  may  direct,  within  thirty  years  from  their  date. 

§  37.  To  secure  the  prompt  payment  of  the  interest  and 
principal  of  bonds  issued  by  authority  of  this  act,  said 
company  may  execute  a  mortga2:e  or  deed  of  trust  con- 
vex ing  said  railroad  and  its  property  and  franchises  to 
a  trustee  or  trustees,  and,  from  time  to  time,  fill  vacancies 
that  may  occur,  for  the  use  and  to  t-ecure  the  holders  of 
such  bonds,  with  such  covenants  and  stipulations  as  may 
be  necessary  to  effect  the  purpose  and  objects  of  its  execu- 
tion. 

§  38.  That  if  the  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  authorized 
by  the  last  preceding  section  shall  be  foreclosed  by  legal 
proceedings,  such  foreclosure  shall  l«e  for  the  benefit  of  all 
the  holders  of  bonds  secured  by  its  provisions.  Upon  such 
foreclosure  the  president  shall  make  a  correct  list  of  all 
bonds  secured  by  such  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust,  which 
have  been  sold,  and  verify  it  by  his  affidavit,  which  affida- 
vit and  list  shall  be  filed  in  the  Fa>ette  circuit  court, 
where  only  such  proceedings  is  authorized  to  be  had. 
Such  forclosure  shall  not  take  place  until  ninety  days  after 
publication  ot  notice  of  the  commencement  of  proceed- 
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ings  to  that  end  shall  have  been  made  in  one  or  more  1869. 
newspapers  published  in  the  cities  of  New  York,  Louis- 
ville, and  Lexington.

CHAPTER  1543. 

AN  ACT  to  organize  Urania  School  District,  in  Barren  Goantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Glasgow,  in  Barren  county,  Ken- 
tucky, and  all  the  territory  adjacent  thereto,  lying  within 
one  and  a  half  miles  in  every  direction  from  the  court- 
house in  said  town,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorpo- 
rated into  one  common  school  district,  and  ^'hall  be  called 
and  .known  by  the  name  Urania  district,  and  all  persons 
residing  therein,  qualified  under  the  laws  of  the  State  to 
vote  for  trustees  of  common  schools,  shall  be  permitted  to 
vote  for  trustees  of  said  district. 

^  2.  That  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1869,  the  per- 
sons qualitied  to  vote  as  aforesaid,  residing  in  said  district, 
may  attend  at  the  court-house  in  Glasgow,  and  there  vote 
for  three  trustees  of  ^aid  school  district,  which  election 
shall  be  then  and  there  held  for  that  purpose,  and  on  the 
same  day  of  the  month  of  May  every  year  thereafter. 
The  three  persons  voted  for  having  the  greatest  number 
of  votes  shall  be  certified  by  the  clerk  and  judges  of  the 
election,  in  writing,  to  be  so  elected  and  chosen  as  the 
trustees  for  said  district  for  one  year  from  and  after  that 
day.  The  poll-book  and  certificate  of  election,  signed  by 
the  oflicers  holding  it,  shall  be  delivered  to  said  trustees. 
They  shall  each  take  an  oath  that  they  will  honestly  and 
faithfully  discharge  all  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  as 
such  trustees  by  law.  The  said  poll-book,  certificate  of 
their  election,  and  certificate  of  their  qualification,  shall 
be  carefully  filed  away  and  preserved  by  them  as  a  part 
of  the  records  of  said  school  district,  and  shall,  with  the 
other  papers  and  records  of  the  school  district,  be  handed 
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1869.  ^^^''  ^y  them  to  their  succei^sors  in  office,  and  to  no  one 
eUe,  If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  trustee  for 
said  district,  it  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  from  the  two 
or  one  remaining  in  office.  The  said  trustees  shall  hold 
and  exercise  the  functions  of  their  office  until  their  auc- 
cesHors  are  duly^  qualified;  and  said  trustees  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  vested  with  all  the  power  and  rights  and 
privileges  of  trustees  of  common  school  districts,  as  ac- 
corded to  them  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State.  The 
said  trustees  shall  elect  one  of  themselves  chairman  of  the 
board,  and  he,  as  such,  shall  sign  all  their  orders  and 
records. 

§  8.  That  said  trustees  shall  carefully  ascertain  the  num- 
ber of  children  within  said  district  between  the  ages  of 
six  and  twenty  years,  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  com- 
mon school  commissioner  of  Barren  countv  at  the  same 
time  and  under  the  same  restrictions  that  is  required  of 
the  trustees  of  common  school  districts  by  the  common 
school  law  of  this  State,  and  said  comnaissioner  shall  re- 
port the  same  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
for  the  State;  and  in  the  disbursement  of  the  public  school 
money,  trom  time  to  time,  said  district  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  its  due  proportion  with  others  in  the  State,  and  the 
same  shall  be  paid  to  said  trustees  as  such  moneys  are  by 
law  to  be  paid  to  other  trustees. 

§  4.  That  at  any  time  after  the  first  day  of  August, 
1869,  the  said  trustees  of  said  district  may  submit  to  the 
voters  of  said  district  a  proposition  to  levy  a  tax  of  any 
sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  taxable  estate  within  said  district — that 
is  to  say,  such  estate  of  every  kind  as  is  taxable  for  com- 
mon school  purposes  under  the  laws  of  State — for  the 
benefit  of  common  schools  in  said  district.  The  vote 
upon  such  proposition  shall  be  polled  as  is  now  done 
under  the  laws  for  the  election  .of  trustees;  but,  before  it 
is  taken,  there  shall  be  at  least  twenty  days'  public  notice 
thereof  by  printed  advertisements  posted  on  said  court- 
house door  and  at  six  other  public  places  in  said  district, 
signed  by  the  trustees.  The  election  or  poll  upon  the 
question  shall  be  conducted  in  all  respects  as  other  elec- 
tions for  county  or  State  officers.  The  trustees  shall  ap- 
point a  clerk  of  the  election,  who  shall  take  an  oath  that 
he  will  truly  and  faithfully  perform  the  duties  f>f  clerk  of 
such  election  as  required  by  law.  Two  of  said  trustees 
shall  preside  as  judges  at  the  election,  and  one  of  them 
shall  act  as  sheriff  or  crying  officer.  There  shall  be  a 
regular  poll-book  made  out,  in  which  the  clerk,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  judges  and  acting  sheriff,  shall  record 
the  name  of  each  voter,  showing  who  voted  for,  and  who 
voted  against,  the  levying  of  the  tax.     The  poll  shall  be 
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opened  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  closed  at  four  1869. 
in  the  evening.  The  poll-book  snail  be  certified  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  clerk  and  said  judges  and  acting  sheriff, 
showing  the  result  of  the  election,  and  shall  be  filed  away 
amongst  the  papers  and  books  of  said  district.  A  record 
of  said  election  and  its  result  shall  be  made  by  said  trus- 
tees on  their  record ;  the  notice  of  said  election  shall  also 
be  recorded.  In  taking  said  election  the  clerk  shall  ask 
each  voter  the  question  **Are  you  for  or  against  levying 
the  tax  now  being  voted  upon  for  common  school  purposes 
in  this  district  ?"  and  the  vote  shall  be  recorded  as  the  an- 
swer suggests. 

§  5.  That  if  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
district  shall  vote  for  the  tax,  the  said  trustees  are  hereby 
empowered,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  levy  the  same 
upon  the  taxable  estate  aforesaid  within  said  district  as 
shall  appear  from  the  commissioners'  books  of  said  county, 
showing  the  last  assessment,  prior  to  said  election,  of  the 
taxables  in  said  district.  The  said  trustees  shall  make  out 
said  assessment  and  levy  from  said  commissioners'  books, 
showing  a  list  of  the  persons  and  the  amount  to  be  col- 
lected from  each,  and  record  the  same,  from  time  to  time, 
in  their  record  book.  They  shall  deliver  said  list  and 
assessment  to  the  town  constable  or  marshal  of  Glasgow 
and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
collect  the  same  and  pay  it  over  to  the  chairman  of  said 
board  of  trustees,  one  half  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
February,  and  the  other  hall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
June  of  each  year.  Said  officers — constable  and  marshal 
— are  hereby  vested  with  the  same  powers  to  levy  and 
distrain  and  sell  property  for  the  collection  of  said  taxes 
that  sheriflfs  have  in  collecting  the  State  revenue,  and  said 
power  of  levy  and  distrajnt  shall  continue  till  the  taxes 
are  paid;  and  if  any  one  owing  said  taxes  shall  be  or  re- 
side or  remove  outside  of  said  district  or  the  county  of 
Barren,  his  or  her  property  shall  be  subject  to  levy  and 
sale  for  said  taxes  by  said  constable  or  marshal,  if  in  Bar- 
ren county,  or  any  sheriflf  or  constable  of  the  Common- 
wealth in  the  county  where  such  defaulter  may  be  found 
in  the  State. 

§  6.  That  if  said  constable  or  marshal,  to  whom  said 
list  and  assessment  of  taxes  shall  be  delivered  for  collec- 
tion, shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  over  the  same  to  said 
chairman  of  said  board  of  trustees  at  the  times  as  fixed 
in  this  act,  such  defaulting  officer,  and  the  securities  in 
his  official  bond,  shall  be  responsible  for  such  amount  as 
he  fails  to  pay  over  on  or  before  that  day,  and  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  damages  thereon,  recoverable  by  motion 
on  his  bond  in  the  Barren  circuit  court,  or  any  other 
court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  same:  Provided /however  y 
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1869.  T*^^  days'  notice  of  such  motion  fihall  fir^t  be  given  :  And 
provided  further^  That  if  :«aid  officer  ehall,  on  said  day, 
when  under  this  act  he  is  required  to  pay  in  said  tax, 
produce,  and  file  a  delinquent  list,  sworn  to  in  all  re- 
spects as  itherilis  are  required  to  swear  to  their  delin- 
quent ]is>ts  to  get  credit  lor  them  under  the  law,  he  shall 
not  be  liable  to  such  recovery;  but  a  certified  copy  of 
such  delinquent  list  thall  be  placed  back  in  said  officer's 
hands,  and  a  receipt  taken  therefor;  and  he  shall  be  held 
thereafter,  from  time  [to  time],  to  account  for  the  same 
under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  to*  the  original 
list.  The  said  constable  or  marshal  shall  have  as  com- 
pensation for  collecting  said  taxes  —  per  cent,  upon  each 
dollar  thereof;  and  whenever  he  shall  levy  upon  property 
to  sell  the  same,  he  shall  have  thirty  cents  for  each  levy, 
and  such  expenses  as  he  shall  incur  in  preserving  the 
property  before  sale,  and  the  power  to  levy  and  distrain 
for  collection  of  said  taxes  shall  continue  to  be  in  said 
constable,  sheriff,  and  marshal  for  five  years  from  and 
after  each  assessment. 

§  7.  That  said  taxes,  when  collected  and  paid  over  to 
said  chairman  of  said  board  of  trustees,  shall  be  by  said 
trusted,  with  all  sums  received  by  them  from  the  com- 
mon school  fund  of  the  State,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
applied  and  used  in  having  taught  two  common  schools 
in  said  district,  one  a  male  school  and  the  other  a  female 
school,  ten  months  of  each  year  or  for  such  length  of  time 
as  the  funds  will  justify,  taking  care  that  each  school  shall 
be  taught  the  same  length  of  time  each  year.  If  said 
trustees  can  secure  the  tuition  of  said  schools,  one  in 
Urania  College  and  the  other  in  Allen  Lodge  Female 
School,  now  located  and  carried  on  in  Glasgow,  upon 
terms  equitable  and  just  in  the  opinion  of  said  trustees, 
they  shall  do  so  from  time  to* time:  Provided^  however^ 
Said  trustees  shall  make  out  and  return  their  annual 
reports  as  other  common  school  trustees  are  required  to 
do. 

^8.  That  in  submitting  the  question  of  taxation  to  the 
voters  of  said  district  as  provided  in  this  act,  the  trustees 
shall  designate  in  the  notice  the  length  of  time  or  number 
of  years  it  is  proposed  the  tax  shall  continue  ;  and  if  it  is 
voted  upon  the  district  as  hereinbefore  provided,  it  shall 
then  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  cause  its  collection 
each  year  of  the  time  it  is  so  voted,  and  apply  it  as  afore- 
said :  Provided^  however^  The  trustees  may,  at  any  time, 
reduce  the  per  cent,  of  tax  equally  upon  each  list  upon 
the  pro  rata  principle,  if,  in  their  judgment,  the  wants 
of  the  district  will  justify  it;  and  when  the  time  for 
which  it  is  voted  shall  expire,  the  trustees  may  again 
submit  another  proposition   for   taxation   to  the   district 
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for  the  aame  parposes,  under  the  same  rules  and  regula-       1869. 
Cions,  restrictions  and  authorities,  of  this  act;  and  if  it  is 
carried,  proceed  to  collect  and  apply  it  for  the  same  pur- 
poses and  under  like  restrictions. 

§  9.  That  at  the  same  time  or  times  the  vote  is  taken  in 
said  district  upon  the  question  of  taxing  the  properly  of 
the  district  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  question  shall 
also  be  submitted  as  a  part  of  the  same  proposition, 
whether  each  white  male  citizen  of  the  district,  twenty- 
one  years  old,  shall  be  taxed  and  assessed  one  dollar 
capitation  tax  for  the  purposes  aforesaid;  and  in  the 
event  of  the  question  being  carried  as  aforesaid,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  trustees,  in  making  out  the  said  list 
of  assessment  of  taxes  as  directed  in  a  former  part  of 
this  a^t,  to  include  in  that  assessment  one  dollar  capita- 
tion tax  ac^ainst  each  of  the  male  white  citizens  of  said 
district,  to  be  ascertained  as  aforesaid  from  said  commis- 
sioners' books,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  collected  as 
aforesaid ;  and  when  collected,  the  same  shall  be  part 
and  parcel  of  the  school  fund  of  said  district,  and  used 
as  aforesaid. 

§  10.  That  before  any  chairman  of  the  said  board  of 
trustt^es  shall  be  allowed  to  receive  any  of  the  moneys 
aforesaid,  he  shall  execute  bond,  with  approved  security, 
in  the  county  court  of  Barren  county,  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully 
perform  all  the  duties  of  trustee  of  said  district  and  pay 
over  and  account  for  all  moneys  which  shall  come  to  his 
hands  under  this  act.  The  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the 
county  court  and  entered  in  full  upon  the  records  of  said 
court,  and  filed  away  and  preserved  among  the  records  of 
eaid  court  by  the  clerk  thereof.  The  clerk  shall  receive  a 
fee  of  fifty  cents  for  his  services  in  taking  the  bond  and 
performing  the  other  duties  assigned  him  under  this  act, 
to  be  paid  by  said  chairman.  Any  person  injured  by  the 
failures  or  neglects  of  said  chairman  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties  under  the  law,  may  sue  upon  the  bond  as  re- 
lator, and  have  judgment  according  to  the  justice  of  the 
case. 

§  11.  That  said  trustees  shall  have,  and  be  allowed  to 
retain  out  of  said  moneys,  one  dollar  per  day  each  for  each 
day  he  or  they  are  engaged  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties  under  this  act.  The  clerk  provided  for  in  the  elec- 
tions aforesaid  shall  be  allowed  one  dollar  per  day  for  his 
services,  and  one  dollar  for  furnishing  and  making  each 
book,  to  be  paid  by  the  chairman  of  said  board  of  trustees 
out  of  said  funds;  and  the  said  chairman,  for  his  services 
as  chairman,  in  assuming  the  responsibilities  of  receiving 
and  disbursing  said  money,  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  two 
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1869.       ^"^  A  ^^If*  P^r  cent,  on  all  sums  that  may  come  to  his 
hands  as  euch. 

§  12.  That  said  trustees  shall'  keep  a  full  record  of  all 
their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  signed  by  their  chair- 
man; and  upon  their  going  out  of  office,  they  shall  deliver 
the  same,  with  all  papers  pertaining  to  their  office,  to 
their  successors;  and  the  said  chairman  shall  deliver  over 
to  his  successor  all  money  or  other  effects  in  his  hands  as 
such.  The  records  of  the  district  shall  show  a  full  exposi- 
tion of  his  accounts,  the  money  received,  how,  and  to 
whom,  and  when  paid  out,  and  correct  vouchers  on  file 
for  each  item  paid  out.  The  said  record  shall  at  all  and 
any  time  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  and  every 
person  of  said  district;  and  when  asked  to  do  so,  said 
chairman  shall  deliver  to  any  one  a  certified  copy  of 
any  order-minute  thereof,  the  person  calling  for  it  paying 
twenty-five  cents  for  such  copy.  Any  trustee  elected  and 
qualified  under  this  act,  who  shall  willfully  violate  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  subject  to  indictment,  and 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 
Any  person  voting  at  any  of  said  elections,  who  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  vote  under  the  law,  shall  be  subject  to  like 
indictment,  and  fined  fifly  dollars.  Any  person  [who] 
shall  mutilate,  destroy,  or  steal  said  record  books  of  said 
trustees  for  said  district  shall  be  subject  to  indictment,  and 
sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  at  least  one  year,  and 
longer  if  a  jury  so  finds. 

§  13.  That  the  election  provided  for  in  this  act  to  come 
oflf  for  trustees — first  Saturday  in  May,  1869 — and  ever}' 
election  thereafter  for  trustees  under  this  act,  shall  be  held 
and  conducted  by  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Barren  county 
court  and  jailer  of  Barren  county,  who  shall  be  judges 
thereof;  the  clerk  of  the  Barren  county  court,  who  shall 
be  clerk,  and  the  marshal  of  Glasgow,  who  shall  act  as 
sheriff  of  the  election. 

(  14.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1544. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Green  River  Female  College. 

Whereas,  Rev.  Thos.  H.  Storts,  principal  of  the  Green 
River  Female  College,  is  now  conducting  that  institution 
at  his  residence,  in  Bowling  Green,  Kentucky;  and  where- 
as, the  charter  of  said  institution  does  not  authorize  it  to 
be  conducted  at  that  place;  therefore, 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth       I860. 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  the  rights 'conferred  by  said  charter  upon 
the  principal  of  said  institution  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
conferred  upon  said  Rev.  Thomas  H.  Storts,  with  the  right 
on  his  part,  and  on  the  part  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
institution,  to  have  its  location  at  the  residence  of  said 
Storts,  or  any  other  place  in  the  city  of  Bowling  Green, 
subject  to  be  located  and  relocated  by  said  board  at  their 
pleasure,  with  all  the  rightsi  and  privileges  given  by  said 
charter  to  said  board  and  said  principal  and  his  and  their 
successors,  subject  in  all  cases  to  the  action  of  said  board 
as  to  the  rights  of  said  principal  and  his  successors. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1545. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Clark  County  Institute. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  Clark  County  Institute  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  invested  with  the  power  to  make  and  execute 
such  mortgages  or  other  conveyances  of  the  real  estate  of 
said  institute  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  directed  by  an 
order  of  said  board  of  trustees,  entered  on  their  record 
book. 

§  2.  All  such  mortgages  or  other  conveyances  shall  recite 
the  date,  and  also  the  substance  of  the  order  of  the  board 
of  trustees  directing  the  same  to  be  made. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  and  use  a  common 
seal. 

§  4.  All  mortgages  or  other  conveyances  shall  be  ac- 
knowledged by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  or  proved  in  the  manner  required  by  law  for  con- 
veyances of  real  estate;  and  when  so  acknowledged  or 
proved,  shall  be  admitted  to  record  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  deeds.  All  mortgages  or  other  conveyances  made 
in  pursuance  of  the  authority  of  this  act,  shall  be  executed 
under  the  seal  of  the  corporation.  All  such  mortgages 
and  deeds  executed  and  recorded  in  pursuance  of  this  act 
shall  be  received  as  evidence  in  the  courts  of  this  Com- 
monwealth in  the  same  manner,  and  with  the  same  effect, 
as  other  conveyances  of  real  estate. 

§  5.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  indebtedness  of 
the  institute,  the  board  of  trustees  are  authorized  to  bor- 
row any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars. 
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1869.  *^  ®"y  ^^^^  ^f  interest  that  may  be  agreed  upon,  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  per  centum  per  annum;  and  the  president  and 
secretary  may,  in  obedience  to  an  order  of  the  board  of 
truHtees,  execute  the  note  of  the  corporation,  under  the 
corporate  seal,  for  any  such  sum  as  may  be  thus  bor- 
rowed; and  the  board  of  trustees  may  secure  the  payment 
of  said  loan,  or  indemnify  any  surety  of  the  board  against 
loss  by  reason  thereof,  by  a  mortgage  or  other  conveyance 
of  its  real  estate,  executed  as  herein  provided. 

§  G.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  itis  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1546. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Maysrille  and  Mt.  Sterling  Turn- 
pike Road  Company. 

Be  it  emicted  by  the  General  AssemUy  of  Ifie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  Maysville  and  Mount  Sterling  turnpike 
road  company  shall  have  power  and  authority,  in  lieu  of 
the  present  rates  of  toll  upon  wagons  traveling  upon 
their  road,  to  charge  the  following  (if  said  company  shall 
see  proper),  viz:  For  each  and  every  heavy  wagon, 
drawn  by  lour  horses,  weighing  with  its  load  ten  thou- 
sand pounds  and  under,  at  each  and  every  gate  through 
which  said  wagon  shall  pass,  fifty  cents:  Provided^  That 
the  distance  traveled  shall  be  five  miles,  and  if  less  than 
five  miles,  then  they  shall  be  charged  in  proportion  to 
the  distance  traveled  ;  and  for  each  and  every  hundred 
pounds  above  ten  thousand  contained  in  any  wagon, 
two  and  one  half  cents  in  addition  upon  every  hundred 
pounds  shall  be  charged  at  each  gate  up  to  twelve  thou- 
sand pounds;  and  for  every  hundred  pounds  above  twelve 
thousand  pounds  contained  in  any  wagon,  five  cents  per 
hundred  pounds  shall  be  charged  at  each  gate  in  addi- 
tion. 

§  2.  That  said  company  may  erect  scales  at  such  con- 
venient place  or  places  along  the  route  of  their  road  as 
they  may  designate,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
weight  of  wagons  and  their  contents;  and  may,  at  their 
pleasure,  require  wagons  using  their  road  to  be  weighed 
(together  with  their  loads)  upon  such  scales;  and  upon 
the  failure  or  refusal  of  any  such  wagon  to  weigh  as 
aforesaid  when  required  by  said  company,  its  officers  or 
agents,  the  same  or  owners  thereof  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
to  said  company  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and 
every  failure  or  refusal,  to  be  recovered  as  now  provided 
by  the  charter  of  said  company  in  other  cases :  Provided 
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however,  That  the  wagoner  shall  be  at  no   expense  for      1869. 
weighing. 

§  3.  That  said  company  s^hall  have  power  and  authority, 
whenever  they  deem  it  advisable,  to  abandon  or  change 
the  location  of  any  part  of  their  road,  and  relocate  the 
same  upon  new  or  different  ground,  with  all  the  powers, 
rights,  remedies,  and  privileges  in  this  respect  provided 
and  conferred  in  their  charter,  and  subject  to  the  same 
restrictions  and  liabilities. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  thirty  days  after  its  pas- 
sage; and  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
shall  have  power  to  repeal  or  alter  this  act.

CHAPTER  1547. 

AN  ACT   for   the    benefit   of  James  A.    Ward,  late   Sheriff  of  Johnson 

County. 

Whereas,  At  the  June  term,  1862,  of  the  fiscal  court, 
judgment  was  rendered  against  James  A.  Ward,  sheriflF 
of  Johnson  county,  for  the  revenue  due  from  said  county 
for  the  year  1861;  and  whereas,  said  Ward,  in  the  years 
1862-3,  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State  the  principal 
and  cost  of  said  judgment;  and  whereas,  the  failure  of 
said  Ward  to  pay  the  revenue  due  from  said  county  for 
said  year,  before  judgment  was  rendered  thereon,  was 
owing  to  his  being  prevented  from  collecting  the  same 
by  reason  of  threats  against'  his  life,  and  the  disturbed 
condition  of  the  country;  and  whereas,  the  greater  part 
of  the  revenue  due  for  said  year  is  yet  outstanding  and 
unpaid,  and  the  judgment  and  costs  aforesaid  were  paid 
by  said  Ward  from  his  undividual  funds;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comriionwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  interest  upon  said  judgment  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  remitted. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1548. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Deposit  Bank  of  Frankfort. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  said  bank  shall  hereafter  be  authorized  at  all 
annual  elections  to  elect  eight  directors  in  lieu  of  the 
number  now  allowed  by  their  charter,  who  shall  here- 
after elect  out  of  their  number  annually  a  president. 
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1869.  §  ^*  That  the  present  board  of  directors  be  aathorized 

to  elect  two  directors  to  serve  until  their  next  annual  elec- 
tion. 

§  3.  That  said   bank   be   authorized   to    declare   semi- 
annually  dividends  of  the  profits  arising  from  their  busi- 
ness. 
§  4.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  February  23,  1869. 


CHAPTER  1549. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Coyington  aod  Cincinnati   Bridge 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  said  company,  after  the  election  in  1869, 
shall  hold  its  annual  elections  for  officers,  and  have  its 
regular  meetings  of  stockholders,  on  the  second  Wednes- 
day in  January,  and  then  the  annual  report  of  the  affairs 
of  the  company  shall  be  made.  All  stockholders  who 
have  paid  up  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  in  pert^on  or 
by  proxy,  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  so  held;  and 
the  authority  to  the  proxy  need  not  be  recorded.

for  these  purposes;  and  may  purchase,  hold,  and  run  fer- 
ries from  and  to  the  city  of  Covington,  and  do  and  per- 
form all  the  necessary  acts  in  relation  thereto;  but  the 
rates  of  ferriage  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
courts  as  in  the  case  of  ferries  owned  by  individuals;  and 
such  ferry  or  ferries  shall  be  established  by  the  county 
court  as  other  ferries,  upon  the  application  of  said  Cov- 
ington and  Cincinnati  Bridge  Company;  and,  when  so 
established,  shall,  in  every  re.-^pect,  be  regulated,  control- 
led, and  governed  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  in 
relation  to  ferries,  and  shall  be  required  to  give  the  same 
bond,  and  shall  in  all  respects  be  held  to  the  same  respon- 
sibilities as  other  ferries;  and  the  right  of  said  bridge 
company  to  run  a  ferry  or  ferries  shall  be  forfeited  in  the 
same  manner  and  for  the  same  causes  as  other  ferries  are 
forfeited:  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  in  any  manner  abridge  or  interfere 
with  the  rights  or  privileges  of  the  present  or  any  future 
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owner  or  proprietor  of  any  ferry  or  ferries,  between  the       1869. 
cities  of  Covington  and   Cincinnati   to  use   and   run   the 
same  as  is   now,  or  may  hereafter  be,  provided   by  law; 
nor  to  interfere  with  the  establishment  of  any  other  ferries 
to  run  to  and  from  the  city  of  Covington.

§  1.  That  a  corporation  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
created,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Clark  and  Mont-

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  Burgess  Ecton,  Asa  C.  Bar- 
row, Andrew  H.  Hart,  Columbus  Thompson,  Dudley 
Flyn,  and  Harrison  Thompson,  are  appointed  commis- 
sioners to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  and  to  organize  the  same. 

§  4.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  said  commissioners, 
or  such  of  them  as  shall  act  under  the  authority  of  this 
act,  a  sum  sufficient  to  make  it  prudent  to  commence  the 
construction  of  said  road,  said  commissioners  shall  ap- 
point a  time  and  place  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
(and  shall  advertise  the  same  for  ten  days  previously 
thereto,  by  written  or  printed  notices),  who  shall  elect 
six  of  their  number  directors.  Said  directors  shall  have 
supervision,  management,  and  control  of  the  said  com- 
pany and  its  affairs,  and  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
president,  and  another  secretary  and  treasurer.  Said 
president  and  the  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  give  bond 
to  the  company,  with  good  security,  bound  therein  for 
the  faithful  discharge   of  their  respective  duties.     Any 
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1869.  person  aggrieved  may,  as  relator,  maintain  an  action  on 
said  bonda,  which  may  be  the  subject  of  action,  from 
time  to  time,  as  any  misfeasance  or  malfeasance  may 
occur  on  the  part  of  said  officers.

§  8.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  amend,  alter, 
and  repeal  this  act  at  pleasure. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

road,  at  or  near  the  house  of  Ellen  Hopkins,  so  as  to  in- 
tersect the  Smithfield  and  Shelbyville  turnpike  road  at  or 
near  the  northeast  corner  of  John  F.  Hopkins'  land,  on  any 
route  the  president  and  directors  thereof  may  determine. 
Newton  Bright,  Albert  G.  Drane,  Thos.  G.  DunUp,  James 

W.  Crawford,  and ,  or  any  two  of  them  as 

commissioners,  may  open  books  at  any  time  or  place,  and 
receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  thereof  until 
enough  has  been  subscribed  to  complete  the  same.  The 
shares  of  stock  shall  be  fifty  dollars,  and  each  share  shall 
entitle  the  holder  thereof  at  all  elections  to  cast  one  vote 
for  each  share  held  by  him,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy; 
and  when  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  has  been  subscribed 
to  complete  the  road,  the  commissioners  acting  shall,  by 
written  notice  posted  conspicuously  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
road  at  three  places,  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at 
a  time  and  place  therein  fixed,  to  elect  five  directors  to 
manage  the  affairs  of  the  company,  who  shall  continue  in 
office  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 

§  2.  Said  road  shall  be  constructed  twelve  feet  wide  of 
macadamized  stone,  or  of  part  stone  and  part  gravel,  as 
the  board  of  managers  may  determine;  and  where  the 
road  enters  upon  and  passes  out  of  the  land  of  Jilson 
Yates,  the  said  Yates  may  demand  the  company  to  erect 
two  good  and  substantial  gates  across  the  same,  and  it  is 
hereby  made  lawful  for  the  same  to  be  kept  there  at  the 
pleasure  of  said  Yates.

^  1.  That  the  charter  and  supplemental  and  amended 
charters  of  the  Harrodsburg  and  Cornishville  turnpike 
road  be  so  amended  that  said  company  may,  and  they  are 
hereby,  authorized  and  empowered,  with  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  Mercer  county,  to 
build  and  construct  said  road  aH  follows,  to- wit:  The  road- 
bed of  said  road  shall  be  eighteen  feet  in  width,  and  the 
rock  or  metal  thereon  shall  be  fourteen  feet  in  width, 
instead  of  twenty  feet  for  the  bed,  and  sixteen  feet  for  the 
metal,  as  the  charters  afore^^aid  now  require. 

§,  2.  The  action  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
road,  heretofore  taken,  in  letting  out  contracts  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  road,  in  accordance  to  the  provisions  of 
this  amendment,  are  hereby  legalized. 

§  3.  That  the  corporate  name  of  the  said  company  is 
hereby  changed  to  the  Harrodsburg  and  Duncansville  turn- 
pike road  company. 

^  4.  This  act  to  be  a  law  from  its  passage.

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  turnpike  road  company  to  sell  and 
convey  the  house  and  lot  formerly  occupied  by  the  gate- 
keeper on  said  road,  for  such  price,  and  to  such  person,  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  and  to  make  a  deed  of  conveyance 
therefor,  to  be  signed  and  acknowledged  by  the  president

of  said  company,  which  shall  pass  the  title  to  said  prop-       1869. 
crty. 

§  2.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  president  and 
directors  to  contract  for,  purchase,  and  hold,  to  them  and  to 
their  successors  forever,  any  quantity  of  land,  not  exceed- 
ing five  acres,  at  the  s^ite  of  each  toll-gate  to  be  erected 
across  said  road,  and  the  same  mpy  be  erected  at  any  point 
or  points  outside  of  said  towns  of  Burlington  and  Florence: 
Provided^  That  not  more  than  two  gates  shall  be  erected 
on  said  road. 

§  2.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the 
following  rates  of  toll  may  be  collected  at  the  gate  or 
gates  on  said  road,  to-wit  :  For  each  horse,  mule,  jack,  or 
jennet,  per  mile,  one  cent;  for  each  head  of  cattle,  per 
mile,  one  half  cent;  for  each  hog,  sheep,  or  goat,  per  mile, 
one  third  cent;  for  each  buggy,  sulky,  or  gig,  exclusive  of 
the  team  by  which  it  is  drawn,  per  mile,  one  and  a  half 
cents;  for  each  pleasure  carriage,  exclusive  of  the  team  by 
which  it  is  drawn,  per  mile,  two  cents;  for  every  spring 
wagon,  exclusive  of  the  team  by  which  it  is  drawn,  per 
mile,  two  cents;  for  every  road  or  jolt  wagon,  or  cart,  ex- 
clusive of  the  team  by  which  it  is  drawn,  per  mile,  three 
cents;  for  each  omnibus,  stage,  or  other  public  vehicle  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers,  exclusive  of  the  team  by 
which  it  is  drawn,  per  mile,  five  cents;  for  each  sled  or 
sleigh,  same  as  a  buggy. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  guardians  to  vote  the  stock 
of  their  wards  at  the  annual  elections.  In  case  the  presi- 
dent or  any  one  of  the  directors  shall  die,  resign,  or  vacate 
his  or  their  office  or  offices,  in  any  manner,  those  remaining 
in  office  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  successor  or  suc- 
cessors to  serve  until  the  next  regular  election;  and  elec- 
tions may  be  held  at  any  place  in  the  town  of  Burlington. 

^  5.  That  so  much  of  the  act  and  amendments  thereto, 
to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  as  may  be  in  conflict  here- 
with, are  hereby  repealed. 

§  0.  This  act  to  take  efliect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Dojle's  Lane  and  Wilsonville  Turnpike  Road 

Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Jack  Allen,  William  Beckham,  Jonathan  Van- 
dyke, Ed.  Shouse,  Blanton  Baker,  Lewis  Long,  and  Abra- 
ham Whitaker,  of  Shelby  county;  Nathaniel  Russell,  Mike

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1869.  HufTman,  and  Sol.  Norman,  of  Spencer  county;  Ambrose 
Carpenter,  Dr.  Taylor,  and  James  Lancaster,  of  Jefierson 
county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  board  of 
managers,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road 
from  Doyle's  Lane,  on  the  Shelbyville  and  Taylorsville 
turnpike,  so  as  to  cross  Buck  creek  at  Buck  Creek  Church; 
thence  to  Fields'  saw-mill;  thence  to  the  Louisville  and 
Taylorsville  pike,  between  Wilsonville  and  Fi^herville; 
and,  that  they  may  be  the  betted  enabled  to  eflect  the  said 
object,  the  said  managers  are  hereby  constituted  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  under  the  style 
and  name  of  "  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Doyle^s 
Lane  and  Wilsonville  Turnpike  Road;"  and  under  that 
style  and  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all 
the  privileges,  immunities,  and  franchises  of  a  body-poli- 
tic  and  corporate;  and  as  such  shall  be  capable  of  pur- 
chasing, taking,  and  holding,  to  them  and  their  auccessora 
and  assigns,  and  of  selling  and  conveying,  in  fee  simple, 
all  such  lands,  tenements,  and  estates,  real,  personal,  or 
mixed,  as  shall  be  necet<sary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of 
their  >york;  and  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  implead- 
ed, answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  be- 
fore any  or  all  courts  of  record  or  other  judicial  tribunals 
whatsoever;  and  also  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  and  renew  at  pleasure; 
and  to  do  each  and  every  act  which  a  body-politic  and 
corporate  as  such  may  lawfully  do. 

§  2.  That  a  msyority  of  the  said  managers  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  to  do  business;  may  appoint  a  secretary, 
treasurer,  and  all  other  necessary  officers,  and  prescribe 
their  duties:  Providedy  The  treasurer  shall  be  required  to 
execute  bond,  with  good  security,  conditioned  faithfully  to 
perform  the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  managers  to 
keep  a  book  in  which  to  register  their  transactions.  The 
said  managers  shall  have  power  to  employ  engineers  and 
fix  their  salaries;  to  regulate  the  terms  of  subscription  ot 
stock;  make  calls  for  proportions  of  the  stock  subscribed ; 
to  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  any  sums  of  money 
necessary  to  pay  contractors,  damages,  and  other  necessa- 
ry expenses  incurred  in  the  prosecution  of  said  work ; 
such  orders  shall  be  signed  by  their  chairman,  and  be 
entered  in  their  book  of  minutes. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  managers,  together 
with  their  surveyor,  engineer,  and  chain-carriers,  to  enter 
upon  the  lands  or  inclosures  through  or  over  which  said 
turnpike  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  pass;  and  exam- 
ine any  quarries  in  the  vicinity  that  may  be  necessary  for 
constructing  or  repairing  said  road. 
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§  5.  That  when  the  said  managers  shall  have  decided  1869. 
upon  the  location  of  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  them  to  enter  thereon  with  tools,  wagons, 
carts,  and  workmen,  in  order  to  prosecute  said  work;  they 
shall  have  power  to  go  upon  or  over  any  lands,  with 
wagons  or  other  vehicles,  for  the  purpose  of  hauling  stone 
or  other  material  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said 
road,  having  first  given  notice  to  the  owners  or  occupants 
of  said  lands,  and  having  first  made  proper  compensation 
for  such  materials;  and  in  event  of  a  disagreement  as  to 
the  value  of  said  materials  or  damages  arising  from  their 
removal,  with  the  owners  of  such  land,  then  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  managers  to  apply  to  some  justice  of  the 
peace  for  the  county  in  which  said  property  may  lie  for  a 
writ  of  ad  quod  damnum;  and  said  justice  shall  be,  and  he 
is  hereby,  authorized  and  required  to  issue  said  writ,  di" 
rected  to  any  constable  of  such  county,  to  summon  twelve 
discreet  housekeepers  of  the  vicinage  to  meet  at  some 
convenient  place  on  the  line  of  said  road  at  the  time  and 
place  mentioned  in  said  writ. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  justice  of  the  peace 
to  attend  at  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  the  writ  and 
conduct  said  inquest;  the  defendants  in  said  writ  shall 
have  at  least  five  days'  notice  in  writing  previous  to  the 
holding  said  inquest;  either  party  shall  have  the  right  to 
object  to  any  of  the  said  juryman  for  cause  shown,  of 
which  the  justice  will  determine. 

§7.  That  it  may  be  lawful  for  said  managers  to  buy  or 
condemn  any  quantity  of  land,  not  exceeding  five  acres, 
at  the  site  of  each  toll-gate,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
thereon  a  toll-house  and  gate  for  the  use  of  said  road. 

§  8.  That  paid  managers  shall  remain  in  ofiice  one  year; 
and  at  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  ofiice,  an  election 
for  a  new  board,  or  the  same  may  be  elected  by  the  stock- 
holders: Providedy  No  stock  shall  be  voted  that  has  not 
been  fully  paid  up  upon  all  its  calls. 

§  9.  That  said  board  of  managers  shall  have  power  to 
determine  the  width  of  said  road,  the  width  and  depth  of 
stone,  and  the  degree  of  elevation  of  the  grade:  Provided^ 
It  shall  not  be  greater  than  four  degrees  elevation.  Said 
managers  shall  have  power  to  fix  the  rates  of  toll  from 
time  to  time:  Provided^  Said  rates  are  no  greater,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  distance  traveled  on  said  road,  than  is  now 
allowed  by  law  on  the  turnpike  roads  in  Shelby  county. 

§  10.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN    ACT  to  incorporate  the   Flemingsbnrg  and  Moufh  of  Fox  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonvreaKh  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  is  hereby,  created,  under 
the  name  and  Ptyle  of  **  The  Flemingsburg  and  Mouth  of 
Fox  Turnpike  Road  Company,''  for  the  purpoi^e  of  con- 
structing an  artificial  road,  on  the  McAdain^ts  plan,  from  a 
point  near  the  toll-gate  on  the  Flemingsburg  and  Poplar 
Plains  turnpike  road  to  intersect  the  proposed  Poplar 
Plains  and  Tilton  turnpike,  with  the  privilege  of  extend- 
ing it  to  intersect  the  Ilillsboro  and  Mouth  of  Fox  turn- 
pike road,  the  route  to  be  selected  by  the  directors. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  ^hall  be  twen- 
ty-tive  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  to  an 
amount  that  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  road,  if  the 
above  named  sum  be  insufficient,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  Books  shall  be  opened  for  the  subscription  of  stock 
at  any  time  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  at  such  place  as 
may  be  most  convenient,  under  the  direction  of  William 
Fleming,  Theodore  Hart,  William  B.  Hendrix,  and  James 
E.  Smith.  That  said  commissioners,  or  any  one  or  more 
of  them  appointed  by  this  act  to  open  a  book  or  books  for 
the  subscription  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  shall 
procure  a  book  or  books,  and  the  sub.<cribers  to  the  stock  of 
said  company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obligntion  in 
said  book  or  books,  to-wit:  We,  whose  names  are  here- 
unto subscribed,  i\o  respectively  promise  to  pay  to  the

§  5.  So  soon  as  one  hundred  shares  in  said  company' be 
subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or 
some  one  of  them,  to  give  notice  of  a  meeting*  of  the 
stockholders  of  said  company,  to  meet  in  Flemingsburg, 
for  the  purpose  of  choosing  officers;  said  notices  to  be  put 
op  at  three  of  the  most  public  places  on  the  contemplated 
road  ten  days  previous  to  said  meeting;  at  which  election 
at  least  two  of  said  commissioners  shall  be  present,  who 
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ehall  proceed  to  take  the  votes  by  ballot,  in  person  or  by  I860. 
proxy,  of  said  stockholders,  each  stockholder  having  one 
vote  for  every  share  so  held,  for  a  president  and  five  di- 
rectors, who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  succesi^ors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  The  time 
and  place  for  all  elections  after  the  firt*t  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  for  the  time 
being.

§  1.  That  Frank  S.  Hill,  late  sheriff  of  Washington,  is 
released  from  the  payment  of  four  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  dollars  and  seventy-three  cents,  the  damages  ad- 
judged against  him  and  his  securities  by  the  fiscal  court, 
for  the  non-payment  of  the  revenue  for  said  county  for 
1867,  he  having  paid  the  full  amount  of  said  judgment, 
including  costs  and  Attorney  General's  fees,  except  said 
damages. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1574. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  A.  W.  Nickell,  late  sheriff  of  Johnson  County, 

and  his  sureties. 

Whereas,  Judgment  was  rendered  by  the  Franklin  cir- 
cuit court  against  A.  W.  Nickell  and  his  securities,  for  the 
revenue  of  186G,  besides  cost  and  damages  due  from  him 
as  sheriff  of  Johnson  county  ;  and  whereas,  execution 
issued  upon  said  judgment,  which  was  levied  upon  cer- 
tain lands  of  said  Nickell  and  his  securities,  situated  in 
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1869.  B^>^  county,  which  were  afterwards  sold  by  the  sberifT  of 
Floyd  county,  and  were  bid  in  for  the  State  of  Kentucky 
by  her  agent,  but  at  prices  less  than  two  thirds  of  their 
value.  The  sales,  however,  amounted  to  a  sufficiency 
to  finish  paying  olf  said  c^xecution;  and  it  is  now  repre- 
sented  that  the  defendants^,  whose  said  lands  were  sold, 
contemplated  redeeming  them  before  the  one  year  ex*' 
pires  from  the  day  of  sale;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oj  tlie  Comtnonweallh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  in  the  event  said  sheriff,  Nickell,  or  any  of  his 
securities,  shall  pay  into  the  Treasury  the  principal,  inter- 
est, cost.  Attorney  General's  fees,  and  all  other  costs  and 
charges  to  which  the  State  has  or  may  be  subjected  oa 
account  of  said  failure  to  pay  said  revenue  on  or  before 
the  firi^t  day  of  October,  lh69,  then  all  the  balance  of 
the  damages  in  said  execution  is  to  stand  released  and 
forever  remitted,  and  the  Auditor  is  directed  to  settle 
with  said  parties  accordingly. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Ni^ncy  Hodges,  of  Hart  County. 

Whereas,  In  the  year  1863,  there  was  assessed  and  col- 
lected from  JNiancy  Hodges  by  mistake  the  sum  of  twenty- 
one  dollars  and  sixty  cents  ($21  60)  as  taxes,  and  paid 
into  the  revenue  of  the  State;  and  whereas,  the  same 
was  wrongfully  assessed,  collected,  and  pajd  over  aa 
revenue;  and  whereas,  the  term  of  two  3'ears,  the  time 
in  which  said  error  could  have  been  certified  to  the 
Auditor  and  by  him  corrected,  and  said  sum  paid  back 
by  him,  having  expired,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  said  Nancy 
Hodges  for  the  sum  of  twenty-one  dollars  and  sixty  cents, 
and  the  same  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  not  other- 
wise appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  4.  That  said  council  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  and 
empowered  to  direct  the  opening  and  grading  and  paving, 
or  bowMering  or  macadamizing,  of  all  or  any  part  of  any 
street,  alley,  or  square  in  the  city,  upon  petition  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  owners  in  quantity  of  the  real  e^tale  abut- 
ting on  the  part  to  be  improved,  or  without  such  petition, 
if  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  citv  council  cod- 
cur,  where  a  portion  of  the  Ptreet,  alFey,  or  square  has 
been  already  improved,  or  where  the  unimproved  portion 
lies  between  two  improved  streets,  and  to  levy  and  collect 
a  special  tAx,  at  a  rate  per  lineal  foot,  on  all  the  real  estate 
abutting  on  the  part  to  be  improved,  sufficient  to  pay  for 
the  paving,  bowldering,  or  macadamizing;  and  to  direct 
the  owners  of  real  estate,  upon  any  street  or  part  of  street 
or  square  in  the  city,  to  pave  or  otherwise  improve  the

pany or  corporation,  or  shall  knowin<;ly  certify  any  copy 
of  a  record  or  paper  as  true,  when  it  id  not  true,  with  the 
like  intent  to  cheat  or  defraud,  or  if  he  shall  willfully  de- 
stroy, alter,  or  obliterate  any  paper  on  file,  with  like  intent 
to  cheat  or  defraud,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony, 
and  nhall  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  ten  years,  at  the  discretion  of  a  jury.

Are  you  for  or  against 
the  nineteenth  section  of  the  amended  charter?  And  the 
vote  of  each  voter  shall  be  recorded  for  or  against  each 
section  as  indicated  by  the  answer.  Within  three  days 
after  .the  holding  of  said  election  the  mayor  of  said  city 
shall  make  proclamation  of  the  vote;  and  such  sections  as 
shall  have  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be 
adopted,  and  be  in  full  force  from  the  time  of  such  procla- 
mation; and  such  as  shall  not  have  received  a  majority  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  rejected  and  constitute  no  part  of  the 
law. 

§  22.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its

CHAPTER  1570. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  tbe  Blue  Lick  Tarn  pike  Road  Gampanj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  building  a  turnpike  road  leading  from  the  Loui:»ville 
and  Shepherdifiville  turnpike  road,  at  or  near  the  point 
where  the  New  Cut  road  leading  Oom  Shepherd«vilie  to 
Loui^\Mtle  intersects  it,  and  running  thence  with  or  near 
the  New  Cut  road  to  the  old  coal  bank,  in  Bullitt  county; 
thence  to  the  school- house  near  H.  B.  North's;  thence  with 
or  near  the  old  county  road  to  the  gap  in  the  knob,  in 
Bullitt  county,  to  be  staled  the  "  Blue  Lick  Turnpike  Road 
Company.'* 

^  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  sixteen 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  or  diminished  at  the 
pleH8ure  of  the  company,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  book's  of  subscription  shall  be  opened  by  W. 
B.  M.  Brooki*,  J.  H.  Huber,  George  N.  Saunders,  Dr.  B. 
F.  McCauley,  James  AlcCauley,  and  Jordan  Gilmore,  who 
are  hereb}'  appointed  commissioners  for  that  purpose,  at 
such  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  proper;  they  cihall 
insert  in  a  book  an  obligation  as  follows:  '*  We,  whose 
names  are  hereto  subscribed,  severally  promise  to  pay  to 
the  president  and  directors  of  the  Blue  Lick  turnpike  road 
company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  share 
of  stock  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such  manner  and  at 
such  times  as  shall  be  by  them  required  under  the  law 
incorporating  said  company,  to  be  collected  as  other  debts. 
Witness  our  hand,  this  —  day  of ." 

§  4.  That  when  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
subscribed  to  tbe  capital  stock  of  said  company,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  named  to  give  notice 
thereof,  and  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  think  proper,  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  a  president  and  four  directors;  one  vote  t^hall 
be  allowed  for  each  share  o(  stock;  and  the  president  and 
directors  chosen  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  yc^ar,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualilied.  The  time 
and  place  of  each  election  thereafter  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
president  and  directors,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  com- 
petent to  do  business.

of  the  officers,  the  pres«ident  and  directors  shall  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,  by  the  name  and  » 
style  of  the  Blue  Lick  turnpike  road  company,  with  the 
privileges  and  franchie^es  of  a  corporation;  shall  be  capa- 
ble of  holding  their  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and 
profits  thereof;  and  holding,  by  purchase,  gift,  or  other- 
wise, all  things  necessary  or  prop«^r  for  the  prosecution  of  * 
their  work;  they  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  courts  of  law  and 
equity,  and  generally  to  do  all  and  every  thing  lawful  for 
a  corporation  to  effect  the  object  for  which  said  corpora- 
tion was  created. 

§  0.  Said  corporation  shall  fix  and  regulate  the  grade     ^ 
and  width  of  said   road,  and   its  covering  with  stone  or 
gravel;    may  designate    the   place  for    the  toil  gates,  fix 
the  rates  ol  toll,  not,  however,  exceeding  the  rate  fixed  by 
the  general   laws;  they  may  erect  a  gate  on   said    road  ' 

when  two  and  one  half  miles  of  said  road  is  completed. 

§  7.  Said  company  is  authorized  and  permitted  by  this 
charter  to  build  a  branch  road  to  Brookes  Station,  lluber's 
Station,  and  to  Hebron  Church. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  officers  and  employes  of 
the  company,  with  their  tools  and  appliances,  to  enter 
upon  the  lands  over  and  contiguous  to  which  the  road 
shall  pass,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  gravel,  stone,  or 
timber  for  said  road,  having  firdt  given  notice  to  the 
owners  or  occupiers  three  days.  They  shall  have  the 
right  to  take  and  receive  the  right  of  way  over  and 
through  the  land  where  Fald  road  shall  be  located,  and 
the  release  of  timber,  stone,  or  gravel;  and  if  they  can- 
not agree  with  the  owners,  then  the  president  shall  apply 
to  the  county  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  lies 
for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  to  assess  the  damages  for  the 
right  of  way,  or  for  timber,  stone,  or  gravel;  and  upon  the 
payment  or  tender  of  the  damages  assessed,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  company  to  open  said  road,  and  enter  upon 
said  land,  and  take  the  stone,  timber,  or  gravel  necessary 
to  do  the  work  pertaining  thereto. 

§  9.  The  commissioners  and  board  of  directors  may 
receive  subscriptions  to  be  paid  in  work  on  said  road, 
subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  board  of  directors  may 
deeiri  proper. 

§  10.  The  president  and  directors  shall  give  notice,  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  amount  of  call  on  each 
share  of  stock,  and  the  time  and  place  of  payment. 

§  11.  The  president  and  directors  may  appoint  such 
officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  prescribe  their 
duties. 

^  12.  This  act  shall  take  efl^ect  from  its  passage.

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§  4.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  assess,  annually,       1869. 
a  poll-tax  on  the  legal  tithables  of  waid  town,  not  exceed-  ^^  ^^^^ 

ing  one  dollar  a  head,  and  levy  an  ad   valorem   tax   on    taxes. 
the    real    and    personal    estate  within   said   town   that   is 
taxed  by  the  revenue  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  not  to 
exceed  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
property;  they  shall  have  power  to  contract  for  the  grad-      May  contract 
ing,  paving,  and  improvement  of  the  streets  and   alleys,  meat of"8treeu, 
and    the    pavin«j;  of  the   sidewalks   of  the  same;  to  levy  *®- 
and  collect  from  the  owner  or  manager  of  all  exhibitions  Taxshows. 
of  animals  or  phows  of  all   and   every  description,  th?it 
shall   be  exhibited  within   the  limits  of  said  town,  a  t^x 
not  to  exceed    twenty  dtdlars    for  each    exhibition;  they 
shall  have  power  to  pass  by-laws  and  ordinances  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  powers  granted  by  this  act,  by  inflict- 
ing adequate   penalties  for  the  enforcement  of  the  same, 
and  to  fix  the  fees  of   oflicers  under   their  appointment. 

§  5.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  suitable  Commission- 
person  as  a  commissioner,  to  take  in  a  list  of  taxable  prop-  appointeVViJ 
erty  in  said  town,  who  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  p^^orsanddu- 
duties  of  his  office,  make  oHth  before  the  chairman  of  the 
board  (who  is  duly  authorized  to  administer  the  proper 
oath)  that  he  will  faithfully  and  truly  discharge  the  duties 
of  his  said  office  according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 
and  abilit}',  who  sh^ll  proceed  to  the  performance  of  his 
duty,  and  make  return  under  direction  of  the  board;  and 
if  any  person  or  persons  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  give  in  a  list. 
of  his  or  her  property  to  said  commissioner,  together  with 
the  valuation  thereon,  under  oath,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  commij^sioner  to  report  the  fact  to  the  trustees,  together 
with  the  amount  of  property  (as  near  as  he  can  ascertain), 
owned  by  such  individual  or  individuals  in  said  town;  and 
thereupon  the  said  trustees  shall  proceed,  upon  the  report 
of  said  cotnmissioner,  and  such  other  information  aa  they 
can  obtain,  to  fix  the  amount  with  which  such  individual 
may  be  properly  chargeable,  and  collect  the  same,  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  the  list  had  been  regularly  given  in  to 
said  commissioner. 

§  6.  That  said  trustees  shall,  as  soon  aa  practicable,  after       Collector  to 
the  said  commissioner's  list  shall  be  returned  as  aforesaid,  gfve *\H»!d°ank 
appoint  a  collector  to  collect  said  tax,  who  shall  give  bond  whentaxesdue 
and  surety,  payable  to  the  trustees  and  their  successors  in 
office,  in  a  penalty  of  double  the  amount  of  taxes  to  be  col- 
lected, conditioned  for  the  prompt  collection  and  payment 
of  said  tax  to  the  said  trustees ;  and  that  all  taxes  due  the 
trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  due  within  two  months  after 
the  same  is  levied  by  said  board  ;  and  the  collector  of  said  Poweri«r 

tax  shall  have  the  same  powers  of  distraining  for  the  collec-  ^^*®®^'' 
tion  of  the  same  that  the  sherifls  of  the  Commonwealth  now 
have  by  law  for  collecting  the  State  revenue  and  county 
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levy,  and  may  proceed  in  the  same  manner:  Provided  fur- 
tJuTy  That  the  collector  may  notily,  by  posting  up  at  least 
three  notices  in  the  said  town,  when  the  tax  id  due ;  and  if 
not  paid  by  the  tax-payers  within  four  months  alter  the 
same  is  levied,  he  may  add  ten  per  cent,  thereon  as  a  com- 
pens^ation  for  the  collection  thereof,  to  be  collected  by  him 
from  the  delinquent  tax-payers  as  other  taxes  are  collected: 
Providtd  further ^  That  the  trut^tees  of  said  town  may  make 
out  a  iitft  of  persons  who  have  been  assessed  and  failed  to 
pay  tax  any  year  or  years  preceding  their  levy,  and  place 
the  same  in  the  hands  of  said  collector  for  collection;  and 
he  shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority  to  distrain  for 
such  delinquent  tax  as  for  any  other  tax,  and  shall  be  re- 
sponsible on  his  bond  for  collection  and  payment  of  the 
same:  Provided  furtficr^  That  the  trustees  shall  have  a  lien 
on  all  real  and  personal  property  assessed  in  said  town  for 
tax,  until  said  tax  is  paid  by  the  owners  thereof. 

§  7.  That  when  any  person  or  persons  owning  real 
estate  within  said  town  shall  fail  to  pay  the  tax  levied 
as  aforesaid  on  or  before  the  same  becomes  due,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  collector  appointed  by  the  board  to 
advertise  the  said  real  estate,  by  the  number  of  the  lot 
or  lots  on  which  said  tax  may  be  due,  together  with  the 
sum  due  on  each  lot,  for  six  weeks  successively  previous 
to  the  day  of  sale,  at  the  court-house  door  within  said 
town,  and  also  tor  six  weeks  in  any  newspaper  that  may 
be  published  in  said  town;  the  said  sale  to  be  at  the  court- 
house door  within  said  town;  and  should  the  owner  or 
owners  of  such  lot  or  lots  fail  to  pay  the  said  tax  before 
the  day  of  sale,  together  with  all  costs  and  expenses  at- 
tending the  advertising  the  same,  then  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  such  collector,  then  and  there,  agreeable  to 
such  advertisement,  to  proceed  to  selL  under  the  direction 
of  the  trustees  of  said  town,  such  lot  or  lots  so  advertised, 
to  pay  the  tax  thereon  due,  together  with  the  coats  attend- 
ing such  advertisement;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  trustees  and  their  successors,  at  any  time  after  the 
expiration  of  the  time  limited  for  redemption,  to  convey 
the  same  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  by  good  and 
sufficient  deed  or  deeds  of  indenture,  with  special  war- 
ranty; that  all  real  property  sold  by  virtue  of  this  act 
shall  be  redeemable  within  two  years  from  the  day  of  sale 
thereof,  upon  the  payment  of  the  tax  and  cost  due  at  the 
time  of  sale  and  an  interest  of  twenty-five  per  cent,  per 
annum  thereon,  and  all  taxes  that  may  have  become  due 
after  the  sale  thereof:  Provided  always^  That  all  infants 
and  femes  covert  whose  real  estate  may  be  sold  by  virtue 
of  this  act  shall  be  allowed  two  years  after  their  several 
disabilities  are  removed  to  redeem  the  same,  on  the  pay- 
ment of  the  tax  and  costs  due  at  the  time  of  sale,  and  all 
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the  taxes  that  may  be  due  or  paid  until  such  redemption, 
together  with  interest  thereon,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum  from  the  time  such  tax  or  taxeis  became  due 
until  such  redemption:  And  provided  aiso^  That  the  re- 
demption money  as  aforesaid  may  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  and  his  certificate  shall  be  ^ood  for 
the  same. 

^  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  of  the  taxes 
aforesaid,  within  ten  days  after  the  sale  of  any  lot  or  lots 
sold  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  to  make  out  a  true  and  faith- 
ful list  of  such  lot  or  lots  so  sold,  with  the  name  of  the 
purchaser,  and  return  the  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  board 
of  trustees;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  clerk  to  record 
the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  for  the 
information  of  all  persons  concerned. 

§  0.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  have  the  sidewalks  in  said  town  paved  or  streets 
macadamized,  or  any  portion  thereof  paved  or  macadam- 
ized, and  may  levy  a  tax  (in  addition  to  the  ad  valorem 
and  capitation)  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  foot  upon 
the  lots  fronting  upon  the  sidewalks  and  streets  to  be 
thus  paved  or  macadamized,  and  may  compel  the  owners 
thereof  to  pay  said  tax,  or  may  sell  the  said  lot  for  said 
tax,  in  the  same  manner  that  they  mcty  be  sold  to  pay 
other  taxes  under  the  provisions  of  this  act:  Pr^wided  fur- 
ther^ That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  when- 
ever two  thirds  of  the  owners  of  lots  fronting  upon  any 
street  or  square,  or  any  portion  of  a  street  or  square, 
where  four  lots  compose  a  square,  and  whenever  one 
half  of  the  owners  of  lots  fronting  upon  any  street  or 
square,  where  two  lots  compose  such  street  or  square, 
shall  petition  therefor,  to  cause  the  street  or  sidewalk 
of  such  portion  of  streets  to  be  paved,  at  the  cost  and 
expense  of  the  owners  of  the  ground  fronting  such 
street  or  portion  of  a  street;  and  the  said  trustees  shall 
possess  ample  power  to  sell  and  convey  any  lot  or  lots, 
the  owner  or  owners  of  which  shall  refuse,  when  re- 
quired, to  defray  the  expense  of  paving  the  sidewalks 
binding  thereon;  and  whenever  two  thirds  of  the  owners 
of  lots  fronting  upon  any  street  or  square,  or  any  portion 
of  a  street  or  square,  shall  petition  for  paving  such  street, 
or  any  portion  of  a  street,  to  cause  said  street  to  be  paved: 
Provided,  however,  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lot 
or  lots  so  sold  shall  be  allowed  the  term  of  one  year  after 
such  sale  to  redeem  the  same,  by  refunding  the  amount 
for  which  the  same  may  sell,  with  twelve  per  cent,  per 
annum  interest  thereon  till  refunded. 

§  10.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  powers  heretofore  granted  them,  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  grant  wharf  privileges  on  the 
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1869.  Ohio  river,  at  the  foot  of  or  opposite  the  croB8  streets  lead- 
ing to  the  river;  to  fix  the  rates  of  wharfage,  and  to  im- 
pose  upon.the  grantees  or  grantee  the  performance  of  nuch 
dutieH  as  they  may  think  proper  for  the  benefit  of  the  com- 
mercial and  other  interests  of  the  i(aid  town,  and  for  such 
period  or  periods  of  time  as  they  may  thinly  proper,  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may,  from  time  to  tifxie, 
stipulate  with  the  grantee  or  grantees  of  such  privileg-es. 
^11.  That  it  i>hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  trustee:^  of 
Mayhoidreai   gaid  town  to  receive  and  hold  any  real  or  personal  estate,

town,  not  exceeding  Hve  acres,  for  a  burial  ground;  also, 
have  power  and  authority,  whenever  the  same   may    be 
deemed   necessary,  to  purchase  and   hold,  for  the  u.<e   of 
said  town,  a  suitable  site  or  sites,  and  erect,  or  causte    to 
be  erected  thereon,  a  market-house,  and  make  aH  rules  for 
May  protect  the  regulation  and  protection  thereof.     They  shall  have 
pn  ic  proper     p^^r^p  to  pass  bvlaws  and  ordinances  for  the  protection 

of  the  public  property  in  said  to^vn,  including  the  public 
square,  and  impose  adequate  penalties  for  the  violation  of 
the  same. 

$  12.  Said  trustees  shall,  annually,  publish  an  account 
Annual  report    of  all  the  moneys  received  and  paid  out  by^  their  order 

during  the  year  they  are  in  office. 

§  13.  That  no  trustee  of  said  town  shall,  by  himself,  con- 
bJconup.c?oV^  tract  for,  or  procure  any  other  person  to  contract  for  him, 

for  any  public  work  let  out  or  disposed  of  by  the  board 
during  his  continuance  in  office. 

§  14.  Thai  no  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  trustee  unless 
*^J[«*^^^i^y  of  he  is  a  free  white  male  citizen,  of  twenty-one  years  of  age 
or  upwards,  and  has  been  a  resident  of  said  town  for  one 
year  next  preceding  his  election. 

§  15.  Said  trustees  are  hereby  vested  with  full  power  to

the  foregoing  enumerated  powers:  Provided^  however^  That 
the  said  trustees  shall  pass  no  ordinances  repugnant  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 
§  10.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  board  of 
Treasurortp  trustees  to  elect  a  town  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
powers  and  du-  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  who  shall  give  bond,  in  ade- 
^'®"'  quate  penalty,  for  the  faithful   performance  of  such  duties 

as  may  be  assigned  by  the  board,  and  the  faithful  and 
prompt  payment  of  all  orders  that  may  be  drawn  on  him 
when  in  funds,  and  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all 
moneys  and  papers  that  may  be  in  his  possession  belong- 
ing to  the  town  at  the  time  he  leaves  his  office :  Provided^ 
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Said  treasurer  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees during  the  time  he  holds  said  office  of  treasurer. 

§  17.  The  trustees  shall  meet  and  transact  the  business 
of  said  town  as  ofteQ  as  the  chairman  of  the  board  may 
think  it  necessary;  and  should  any  of  them  fail  to  attend 
said  meetings  when  notified,  without  a  good  and  sufficient 
cause,  they  may  be  fined  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  in 
a  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  to  be  collected  by  the 
marbhal  on  a  capias  pro  fine  issued  by  the  chairman,  as  other 
fines  are  collected  by  law.  Said  delinquent  trustee  must 
first  be  summoned  to  show  cause  for  his  non-attendance  at 
least  five  days  before  his  trial. 

§  18.  Should  the  trustees  of  said  town  desire  to  establish 
new  streets  or  alleys,  or  extend  those  already  established, 
they  shall  petition  the  county  court  of  Gallatin,  setting 
forth  in  their  petition  specifically  the  location,  length,  and 
width  of  the  street  or  alley  that  they  desire  to  establish  or 
extend,  and  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land 
over  which  the  same  is  to  pass,  and  the  distance  it  will 
pass  over  each  owner,  if  more  than  one;  and  upon  the  filing 
of  said  petition,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  to 
order  process  to  issue  against  said  owner  or  owners,  to 
show  cause  why  said  street  shall  not  be  established  or 
extended  ;  and  after  the  filing  of  said  petition,  the  county 
court  shall  proceed  to  establish  said  streets  or  alleys,  or 
extend  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  public  roads  are 
now  established  by  law  in  this  Commonwealth,  except  that 
the  order  establishing  and  opening  the  same  shall  be  direct- 
ed to  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Warsaw,  who  may  proceed 
to  open  said  street  or  extend  the  same,  as  the  case  may  be, 
after  paying  the  owner  of  the  land  the  damage  assessed 
therelor. 

§  19.  If  any  person  should  fence  up  any  of  the  public 
streets  of  said  town,  or  obstruct  the  same,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  trustees  of  said  town,  it  shall  be  considered  a 
misdemeanor,  and  he  may  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  dol- 
lars for  every  twenty-four  hours  that  said  street  may  be 
fenced  up  or  obstructed ;  and  should  any  street  remain 
fenced  up  or  obstructed  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  with- 
out the  consent  of  said  trustees,  the  person  who  has  fenced 
up  or  obstructed  the  same  shall  be  guilty  as  aforesaid;  and 
the  parties  aforesaid,  or  either  of  them,  may  be  prosecuted 
before  the  police  judge  for  said  offense,  in  th.e  same  man- 
ner as  other  misdemeanors  are  now  prosecuted  before  htm 
by  law. 

§  20.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  full  power  and  author- 
ity to  borrow  money,  and  execute  bonds  for  the  payment 
of  the  same,  at  such  rate  of  interest  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  not  exceeding  twelve  per  cent,  per  aanum,  the  sum 
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1869.  borrowed  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  hundred  dollars*;  and 
said  bonds,  when  executed  by  said  tru:«tee9,  sbail  be  bind- 
ing upon  the  citizens  of  said  town;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  trustees  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  suflicient  to  dis- 
charge said  bonds,  principal  and  interest,  within  five  years 
from  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  same.  AU  money 
thus  borrowed  shall  be  expended  for  the  use,  improvement, 
and  benefit  of  said  town.

§  22.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  town  of  Warsaw, 

toke!d*ud**  ^^  Gallatin  county,  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 

to,  elect  a  police  judge  in  said  town  on  the  first  Monday 
in  March,  18G9,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in   the  same

before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  an 

oath,  before  some  one  dulv  authorized  to  administer  the 

same,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  said  office  faithfully  and 

inriadiotion  impartially,  to  the  best  of  his  ability.     Said  judge  shall 

•ad powers.  have  jurisdiction  of  all  mi:«demeanors,  and  of  all  causes, 
civil,  criminal,  or  penal,  in  which  justices  of  the  peace 
have  jurisdiction,  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  VVar« 
saw;  and  in  criminal  or  penal  cases  he  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion conferred  by  law  upon  two  justices  of  the  peace;  and 
shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  that  justices  of  the 
peace  are  required  to  proceed  in  such  cases;  he  shall  have 
full  authority  to  require  bail,  and  receive  the  acknowledg- 
ment and  execution  of  recognizance  of  bail  in  all  cases 
originating  before  him  in  which  bail  is  or  may  by  law  be 
hereafter  required.  He  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace, 
and  have  jurisdiction  over  affrays,  assaults  and  batteries, 
riots,  routs,  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  unlawful,  assem- 
blies; all  cases  of  indecent  or  immoral  behavior  or  conduct 
calculated  to  disturb  the  peace  and  dignity  of  said  town; 
of  all  cases  of  drunkenness,  profane  swearing,  running 
horses,  ficing  guns,  pistols,  making  reports  by  burning 
powder  or  crackers,  blowing  horns,  ringing  bells,  crying 
aloud  by  day  or  by  night,  and  all  other  riotous  or  illegal 
and  improper  conduct  whatever,  committed  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Warsaw,  all  of  which 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  misdemeanors.  He  shall  have 
jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  or  causes  arising  out  of  the  by- 
laws and  ordinances  passed  by  the  board  of  trustees  of 
said  town  for  enforcement  of  the  powers  granted  to  them 
by  law.  He  shall  have  power  to  order  the  marshal  to 
summon  a  jury  in  any  case  cognizable  before  him  when  a 
jury  would  be  required  before  the  circuit  court  or  a  justice, 
of  the  peace;  and  in  all  cases  where  the  amount  of  fine 
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18  over  sixteen  dollars  and  sixty-six  and  two  thirds  cents,  1869. 
and  is  not  fixed  by  law,  the  sum  shall  be  ascertained  by 
the  verdict  of  a  jury.  In  all  cases  and  charges  arising  out 
of,  and  for  a  vioiatjion  or  infraction  of,  any  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  said  town,  when  the  penalty  therefor  is  sixteen 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  or  less,  he  shall  hear  and  try  the 
same  without  the  intervention  of  a  jury;  afid  in  all  cases 
in  which  a  fine  is  imposed  by  said  judge,  he  shall  issue 
capias  pro  fine  oxfieH  facias  as  in  his  judgment  the  case  may 
ivarrant;  but  nothing  herein  shall  deprive  a  defendant 
from  the  right  of  replevying  any  judgment  rendered 
against  him  for  fine  and  cost:  Provided^  He  ofiers  ample 
security  for  the  same.  Upon  a  drunken  person  being 
brought  before  the  judge,  he  shall  have  power  to  order  * 
him  to  be  conRned  in  jail  until  he  becomes  duly  sober; 
and  upon  a  disorderly  person  being  brought  before  him, 
he  may  require  of  him  security  for  his  good  behavior  and 
for  keeping  the  peace  ibr  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year; 
and  on  his  failure  to  give  such  security,  may  commit  such 
person  until  he  gives  security;  but  in  no  event  is  the  con- 
finement to  exceed  thirty  days.  He  shall  have  power  to 
issue  summons  for  witnesses  in  cases  pending  before  him; 
and  upon  their  failure  to  attend,  may  award  compulsory 
process  to  compel  their  attendance.  He  shall  have  power, 
without  the  intervention  of  a  jury,  to  fine  and  imprison 
for  contempt:  Provided^  The  fine  does  not  exceed  ten  dol- 
lars, nor  the  imprisonment  twelve  hours.  Said  judge  shall 
have  the  same  authority  to  take  depositions  that  justices 
of  the  peace  now  have  in  this  Commonwealth.  He  shall 
have  full  power  to  grant  injunctions,  restraining  orders, 
attachments,  and  writs  of  habeas  corpus^  and  administer 
oaths  in  all  cases  wherein,  by  existing  laws,  justices  of  the 
peace  are  required  or  authorized  so  to  do.  He  shall  keep 
a  record  of  his  proceedings,  a  certified  copy  of  which 
shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  of  justice,  and  have  the 
same  force  and  efiTect  as  records  of  a  justice  of  the  peace. 
He  shall,  in  all  other  matters  not  herein  mentioned,  have 
concurrent  jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace,  and  be 
governed  by  the  same  laws  and  regulations.  All  trials 
before  said  judge  shall  be  had  and  held  in  the  town  of 
Warsaw. 

$23.  The  police  judge  shall  issue  process  in  the  name  _Fiirtherpov- 
of  the  Commonwealth  as  other  warrants  or  arrest,  except

CHAPTER  1583. 

AN  ACT  to  Charter  the  Metropolis  and  Union  Citj  Railroad  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tfie  Commomoeallh 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  the  formation  of  a  company  is  hereby  author- 
ized for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  communication,  by 
railroad,  between  the  city  of  Metropolis,  Illinois,  to  Union 
City,  Tennessee,  through  the  States  of  Kentucky  and  Ten- 
nessee, the  northern  terminus  to  be  on  the  southern  bank 
of  the  Ohio  river,  at  some  point  convenient  to  the  city  of 
Metropolis,  until  said  company  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  make  immediate  connection  there  by  the  .erec- 
tion of  a  bridge  across  said  river,  which  company  shall 
consist  of  the  stockholders;  and  when  formed,  shall,  and 
they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  '*  Metropolis  and  Union  City  Rail- 
road Company;"  and  by  such  name  sh^ll  have  and  enjoy, 
possess  and  exercise,  all  the  rights,  powers,  privileges,  and 
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franchisees,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable,  which  the  1S69. 
Hendei'Boii  and  Nashville  railroad  conijpany  have,  by  the 
terms  of  an  act  passed  November  15th,  1849,  entitled  **An 
act  to  amend  and  re-enact  an  act,  entitled  ^An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Henders^on  and  Nashville  railroad  com- 
pany,' pasj^ed  by  the  Kentucky  Legislature,  and  approved  . 
February  8ih,  1837,"  and  be  t^ubject  to  the  same  liabilities 
and  restrictions  therein  imposed:  Provided,  That  the  lands 
and  right  of  way  tor  the  construction  of  said  road  required 
by  the  company,  shall  not  exceed  fifty  feet  from  the  center 
of  the  road  on  each  side:  And  provided  further,  That  each 
share  hball  entitle  the  owner  thereof  to  one  vote. 

(2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
sixty  thousand  shares,  of  twenty-five  dollars  each;  and 
books  for  subscription  of  stock  in  said  road  shall  be 
opened  at  such  times  and  places,  and  kept  open  for  such 
length  of  tim^,  in  the  States  of  Illinoi:*,  Kentucky,  and 
Tennessee,  as  may  be  designated  by  the  following  named 
commit?sioners,  or  a  majority  of  them  :  G.  S.  Miles,  G. 
H.  Gary,  F.  M.  English,  Thos.  H.  Corbelt,  G.  W.  Kat- 
clifle,  Ben.  Davis,  li.  Barr,  and  Mason  Johnson,  who 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  three  or  more  pers«ms,  in 
any  of  the  towns  or  neighborhoods  within  the  said  States 
of  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  and  Illinois,  to  open  books  and 
receive  subscriptions. 

§  3.  That  any  three  of  the  above-named  commissioners, 
or  such  persons  as  may  be  appointed  by  them  for  that 
purpose,  shall,  at  each  place  named  and  designated,  open 
books  and  receive  subscriptions  during  the  time  the  said 
books  are  directed  to  be  kept  open;  and  on  each  share 
subscribed  shall  demand  and  receive  the  sum  of  fifty 
cents,  without  which  the  subscription  shall  be  void. 

§  4.  That  said  commissioners,  or  any  three  of  them, 
appointed  as  above  named,  shall  have  power  to  secure 
the  payment  of  each  share  b}'  taking,  as  collateral  secu- 
rity, a  mortgage  upon  real  estate,  executed  to  them,  or 
any  three  of  them,  as  trustees,  for  the  benefit  of  said 
railroad  company,  by  each  subscriber  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company. 

§  5.  That  G.  S.  Miles,  G.  H.  Gary,  F.  M.  English,  Thos. 
H.  Gorbett,  G.  W.  Ratcliffe,  Ben.  Davis,  B.  Barr,  and 
Mason  Johnson,  or  a  majority  of  them,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  constituted  a  board  of  commissioners  to  superin- 
tend and  manage  all  the  affairs  of  said  company,  until 
it  shall  be  fully  organized  by  the  election  of  a  board  of 
directors,  as  prescribed  by  the  charter  of  the  Henderson 
and  Nas'hville  j*ailroad  company,  so  far  as  it  may  be 
applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  em- 
braced in  the  several  sections  of  this  act. 
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1869.  (  ^-  That  so  soon  aa  the  above-named  commissioners,  or 

a  majority  of  them,  i^hall   ascertain    that   four  tbousiand 
shareH  of  the  capital  9tock  of  said  compnny  have  bf^en  sub- 
scribed, on  each  of  which  there  shall   have  been  paid  the 
sum  of  fifty  cents,  the  said  commissioners  shall  advertise 
*     the  facts  in  some  newspaper  in  the  towns  of  iMetropnlis, 
Union  City,  and  Dyersburg,  and  shall  call  the  subscribers 
together  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  de^:ignated  by 
said  commissioners,  or  a  majorit}'  of  them,  at  which  time 
and  place  the  said  subscribers  shall  organize  the  company 
by  the  election  of  a  president  and  directors  thereof,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  charter  of  the  Henderson  and  Nashville  rail- 
road company  and  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  thence- 
forth the  said  subscribers  of  the  sto^k  shall  form  one  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law;  and  the  Metrop- 
olis and  Union  City  railroad  company  be  fully  organized 
in  the  States  of  Kentucky,  Illinois,  and  Tennessee,  lor  the 
purpose  aforesaid. 

§  7.  That  this  act,  whereby  all  the  rights,  powers,  privi- 
leges, and  franchises  which  the  Henderson  and  Nashville 
railroad  company  have  by  the  terms  of  the  act  passed  as 
aforesaid,  and  extended  to  the  Metropolis  and  Union  City 
railroad  company,  when  it  shall  have  been  formed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  above  mentioned,  shall  become  a 
law  whenever  the  State  of  Tennessee  may  enact  the  same 
for  the  same  purpose,  with,  such  modifications  and  amend- 
ments as  they  may  deem  right,  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions hereof:  Provided^  however^  If  the  said  State  of  Ten- 
nessee should  not  enact  or  co-operate  in  this  charter  duting 
the  present  year  when  the  same  shall  be  enacted,  the  lime 
shall  be  allowed  thereafter,  as  is  now  allowed  To  do  and 
perform  certain  things  required  by  the  provisions  of  this 
act:  Provided  further^  That  the  people  of  no  county,  part 
of  county,  city,  or  town,  through  which  said  proposed  road 
may  be  built,  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  upon  themselves 
a  tax  for  the  purpose  of  subscribing  stock  to  the  capital 
stock  of  the  company  hereby  created.  Nor  shall  the  county 
court  of  any  county,  or  the  corporate  authorities  of  any 
city  or  town,  have  the  right  to  issue  the  bonds  o(  such 
county,  part  of  county,  city,  or  town,  to  assist  in  any  man- 
ner in  the  construction  of  said  road,  upon  the  petition  of 
any  number  of  voters  however  numerous  :  Provided  further^ 
That  this  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  charter  is  grant- 
ed to  the  Paducah  company  to  construct  and  make  a  rail- 
road from  Vincennes  to  Paducah,  with  powers,  rights,  and 
privileges  as  liberal  as  are  the  powers  granted  by  the  Leg- 
islature of  Kentucky  in  this  charter.  ,

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  allowing  common 
school  districts  to  levy  a  district  school  tax,''  approved 
March  2d,  1865,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as 
to  allow  common  school  district  No.  15,  in  the  county  of 
Grant,  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  of  not  exceeding  twenty 
cents  in  any  one  year  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  takable  property  in  said  district,  for  the  purpose  of 
building  a  school-house. 

§  2.  The  eleclton  and  other  proceedings  under  this  act 
shall  be  governed  by  said  act  approved  March  2d,  1865. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pa^^sage.

CHAPTER  1586. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporatd  the  Western  Military  Academy,  at  New  Castle, 

Henry  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  institution  oflearning,  located  by  E.  Kirby 
Smith  at  New  Castle,  Henry  county,  Kentucky,  is  hereby 
styled  and  known  as  the  Western  Military  Academy. 

^  2.  That  the  president  of  the  academy  shall  have  pow- 
er to  confer  upon  the  pupils  thereof  any  or  all  the  diplo- 
mas or  degrees  conferred  by  any  other  college  of  learning 
in  the  State. 

§  3.  That  in  order  to  preserve  good  order  and  obedience 
lamong  the  scholars,  and  to  protect  the  property  thereunto 
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1869.  belonging^  from  the  trespasses  of  others,  power  is  hereby 
conferred  upon  the  president  of  said  college,  or  those  act- 
ing under  him,  to  arrest,  without  warrant,  all  persons 
who  are  found  trespassing  upon  the  premises  of  said 
school,  or  engaged  in  inducing:  the  scholars,  or  any  of 
them,  to  leave  the  grounds  of  said  institution:  Proviled^ 
That  when  any  such  arrest  is  made,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  prei<ident,  or  those  acting  under  him,  to  carry  the 
•  person  so  arreisted  before  the  police  judge  of  the  town  of 

New  Castle,  or  any  magistrate  of  said  district,  for  trial; 
and  for  a  violation  of  this  act,  the  persons  so  offending 
shall  be  fined  not  let's  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  dollars 
for  each  and  every  offense. 

$  4.  That  any  person  who  shall  sell,  give,  or  loan  to  the 
students  of  said  college,  or  any  of  them,  within  the  county 
of  Henry,  spirituous  liquors  in  any  quantity,  without  the 
written  authority  of  the  president  or  one  of  the  professors, 
ahall  he  fined  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  exceeding  two 
hundred  dollars,  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  county,  upon 
an  indictment  by  the  grand  jury  thereof,  as  in  other  cases 
for  a  violation  of  the  penal  laws. 

§  5.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1587. 

AN  ACT  to  Charter  the  Horse  CaTe  High  School,  in  Hart  Coantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  Cofitmonweallh 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  Horse  Cave  High  School,  established  by 
J.  P.  Bagby,  at  Horse  Cave,  Hart  county,  Kentucky,  shall 
hereafter  be  known  under  the  name  and  style  of  ''  Horse 
Cave  Male  and  Female  Seminary." 

§  2.  That  A.  Anderson,  Wm.  B.  Young,  Aaron  Lawson, 
Thos.  S.  Walton,  Thomas  Mustain,  Wade  Veluzet,  M.  N. 
Lasley,  and  J.  P.  Bagby,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Trustees  of  Horse  Cave 
Male  and  Female  Seminary,"  and  as  such,  they  and  their 
8ucces>sors  may  acquire,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold, 
real  estate  and  personal  property,  and  dispose  of  the  same 
by  sale  or  otherwise;  may  make  contracts,  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded;  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
change  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  also  make  such  rules, 
by-laws,  and  ordinances,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  good 
government  of  said  corporation,  not  incompatible  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United 
States;  they  may  open  books  for  subscriptions  for  stock 
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in  said  eeminary,  and  issue  certificates  therefor  in  shares  1869. 
of  fifty  dollars  each,  at  such  times  as  they  may  think 
proper:  Provided^  That  the  aforenamed  trustees  shall 
appr)int  one  of  their  number  treasurer  of  the  board,  who 
shall  give  bond  with  ample  security  for  the  proper  appli- 
cation of  the  moneys  accruing  to  said  company  from  sale 
of  shares  in  the  building  or  buildings  proposed  to  be  built 
for  educational  purposes.  The  moneys  received  by  sub- 
scriptions for  stock  and  donations  made  to  said  corporate 
company,  shall  be  used  and  employed  in  founding  and 
building  and  maintaining  an  institution  of  learning,  in 
the  town  of  Horse  Cave,  county  of  Hart,  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, to  be  called  and  styled  **  Horse  Cave  Male  and 
Female  Seminary." 

§  3.  Shares  of  stock  held  in  this  enterprise  may  be 
transferred  by  parties  holding  the  same,  in  the  same 
manner  as  any  other  species  of  real  estate  may  be. 

§  4.  The  trui<tees  named  in  this  act  may  appoint  one  of 
their  number  president  of  the  board  of  trustees;  and  the 
president  and  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  stockholders 
may  rpake  and  change  the  by-laws,  and  appoint  such 
agents  and  teachers  as  they  may  choose,  from  time  to 
time  :  Provided^  however^  That  each  stockholder  may  count 
as  many  (and  no  more)  votes  as  he  may  hold  shares  in 
Baid  stock,  in  person  or  by  proxy.

47,  in  Was^hington,  and  common  9chool  district  No.  48,  in 
Marion  county,  be  so  changed  as  to  include  Josephus 
Adams,  R.^  Y.  McElroy,  Jackson  Vanarsdall,  and  F. 
Spalding,  within  said  school  district  No.  48. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  Binend  an  not,  entitled  **Ad  act  to  amend  an  act  to  rednce 
into  une  the  aeveral  acts  concerning  the  Town  of  Lagrange,"  approTe4l 
3d  of  March,  1868. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonwealtA 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act  to 
reduce  into  one  tiie  several  acts  concerning  the  town  of 
Lagrantje,"  approved  March  the  3d,  1808,  be  amended  as 
follow?,  viz:  That  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  powers  now  vested  in  him  by  law,  shall  have 
power,  without  the  intervention  of  a  jury,  to  hear  and 
determine  all  cases  arising  in  said  town  of  any  and  all 
infractions  of  the  criminal  or  penal  laws  of  this  State  or 
the  ordinances  and  hy-lnwrs  of  said  town,  where  the  pun- 
ishment thereof  does  not  exceed  a  fine  of  thirty  dollars  or 
fifteen  days'  imprisonment,  or  both  such  fine^and  imprison- 
ment: Provided y  however^  In  all  cases  where  the  fine  shall 
exceed  sixteen  dollars,  or  the  puni.-ihment  imprisonment, 
the  accused,  if  he  demand  it,  shall  have  the  right  of  trial 
by  jury. 

§  *Z,  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  have  power  to  issue 
warrants  of  arrest,  and  executions  or  capias  pro  fine  to 
enforce  his  judgments,  which  may  be  directed  to  the  sher- 
iff or  any  constable  of  Oliiham  county;  and,  when  so  di- 
rected, said  officers  shall  be  bound  to  receive  and  execute 
the  same;  or  the  same  may  be  directed  to  the  marshal  of 
said  town,  who  shall  have  power  to  execute  the  same  any- 
where in  the  countv  of  Oldham. 

§3.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  the  power  to 
impose  a  tax,  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  one  year, 
on  any  billiard  table,  ten-pin  alley,  or  pigeon-hole  table 
erected  or  kept  within  said  town;  which  tax  shall  be  col- 
lected and  accounted  for  as  other  taxes  levied  on  the  in- 
habitants of  said  town. 

§  4.  That  all  persons  who  shall  be  convicted  of  drunk- 
enness or  other  disorderly  conduct  in  said  town,  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  tive  dollars  for  each  of- 
fense; and  upon  failure  to  pay  the  said  fine  assessed  and 
costs,  shall  stand  committed  to  the  jail  of  said  county  at 
the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  day  till  said  fine  and  costs  are 
paid. 

§5.  That  upon  information  to  the  police  judge,  or  on  his 
own  view^,  that  any  one  has  been  guilty  of  any  of  the  of- 
fenses aforesaid,  he  shall  issue  his  warrant  for  the  appre- 
hension of  such  persons,  and  forthwith  proceed  to  trial, 
and  if  convicted,  lo  enforce  the  penalty  aforesaid. 

§G.  The  police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall  have  the 
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iame  fees  for  services  under  this  act  as  are  allowed   in       1869. 
cases  of  breaches  of  the  peace. 

§  7.-  This  act  to  take  eifect  from  and  after  its  pas:«age.

CHAPTER  1590. 

AN  ACT  to  Charter  t'.ie  Crittenden  Seminary. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/te  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Littleton  Finley,  B.  M.  Ratcliff,  F.  T.  Mans- 
field, A.  F.  Hogsett,  J.  Poor,  Thomas  Rouse,  and  John 
Finley,  and  their  succe^^sors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  cre- 
ated a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succes- 
sion, to  be  styled  the  trustees  of  Crittenden  Seminary,  with 
full  powers  to  transfer,  hold,  and  acquire  property,  real 
and  personal,  make  contracts,  sue  and  be. sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  in  all  the  courts 
of  this  Commonwealth,  both  at  law  and  in  equity;  to  make, 
have,  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  or 
change  at  pleasure,  and  to  do  any  other  act  which  like  cor- 
porations may  of  right  do. 

§  2.  That  said  seminary  shall  be  located  in  the  town  of 
Crittenden. 

§  3.  That  all  funds  and  estate  which  may  now  belong 
to  said  Crittenden  Seminary,  or  which  may  herealier  be 
acquired  by  it,  are,  and  shall  be,  vested  in  said  trustees,  to 
be  held  by  them  and  their  successors,  in  their  corporate 
capacity,  for  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  said  seminary,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting  learning  therein:  Provided^ 
That  the  whole  of  the  moneys  and  estate  so  held  shall 
never  exceed  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  or 
employ  such  professors  and  teachers  in  the  various  depart- 
ments of  said  school  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  may 
remove  the  e^ame  at  pleasure. 

^  5.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  make  all  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the 
government  of  said  seminary  and  the  management  of  its 
concerns,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  to  alter,  amend, 
or  annul  the  same  at  pleasure:  Provided y  however ,  That  said 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  shall  not  be  repugnant  to 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  nor  inconsistent 
with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  charter. 

§  6.  That  a  majority  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
school  shall  constitute  a  quorum  competent  to  transact  all 
the  business  belonging  or  appertaining  to  said  school,  ex- 
cept the  appointment  or  removal  of  teachers,  for  which 
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1869.       ^^^  ^^^^  ^^  A  majority  of  the  whole  board  of  trustees  shall 
be  requi:<ite. 

§  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  be  composed  of  seven 
members,  who  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  stockhold- 
ers of  the  institution  on  the  first  Saturday  in  July,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are 
duly  elected  and  qualified.     The  present  board  appointed 
by  this  charter  shall  continue  in  offi:e  until  the  first  Sa.tar- 
day  in  July,  1869t  or  until  their  successors  have  been  duly 
elected  and  qualified.      They  shall   appoint  a  president, 
treasurer,  and  secretary;   shall  hold  at  least  two    stated 
meetings  in  each  year;  and  when  deemed  necessary,  the 
pre&tident  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  board  for  the    trans- 
action of  business  at  any  time  during  the  interval  bet^veen 
the  regular  semi-annual  meetings. 

§  8.  That  the  president,  treasurer,  and  secretary  shall 
constitute  the  jud^^es  and  clerk  of  the  election  for  trustees; 
and  in  the  event  of  either  of  them  being  absent  or  beings  a 
candidate,  then  the  stockholders  present  may  choose  from 
their  number  judges  and  clerk,  or  either  of  them,  to  hold 
the  election,  and  an  election  so  held  shall  be  valid. 

^  9.  That  the  said  trustees,  before  entering  upon  the  da- 
ties  of  their  ofiicc,  shall  take  an  oath  before  a  magistrate 
that  they  will,  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  discharge  the 
duties  imposed  upon  them. 

§  10.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  occa- 
sioned in  their  own  body  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal, 
and  to  require  bond  and  security  of  any  officer  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  his  duty. 

§  11.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  trustee 
unless  he  shall  be  the  owner  of  one  share  of  stock  at  least 
six  months  before  the  regular  election.  Stockholders  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned  by 
them,  and  pay  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy  duly  appointed 
in  writing.  The  stock  may  be  negotiated  and  assigned  on 
the  books  of  the  trustees,  and  the  assignees  be  entitled  to 
all  the  privileges  of  stockholders. 

§  12.  The  trustees  shall  annually  declare  and  pay  such 
dividends  as  may  be  earned,  and  shall  have  power  to  con- 
fer all  the  honors  and  degrees  usually  conferred  by  such 
institutions  on  deserving  students. 

§  13.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  said  corporation  to 
procure  a  common  seal,  but  it  may  authenticate  its  acts 
by  the  signature  and  seal  of  the  president. 
(  14.  This  act  shall  take  efi'ect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1591.  1869. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Greenup  Countj  Court  to  \erj  an  ad  valorem  tax 
for  the  payment  of  certain  Bonds  therein  mentioned. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  the  magistrates  of  Greenup  county  may  as- 
semble at  the  county  seat,  and,  by  a  majority  vote  of  all 
the  magistrates  of  said  county,  levy  an  annual  ad  valorem 
tax,  which  shall  not  exceed  twenty  cents  on  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  «aid  county,  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  bonds  of  the  county,  which 
have  been  Issued,  and  are  now  outstanding  against  the 
county,  for  the  purchase  of  a  poor-house  and  farm  for  the 
support  of  the  paupers  of  said  county. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  or  other  col- 
lecting officer  to  collect  said  taxes  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  responsibility,  as 
is  now  prescribed  by  law  for  the  collection  of  the  county 
levy,  and  he  shall  pay  the  same  on  the  order  of  the  court 
of  claims,  which  order  shall  be  a  proper  voucher  in  the 
hands  of  the  sheriff  or  other  officer  when  receipted. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  who  collects  said 
taxes  to  pay  the  same  over  to  the  proper  authorities  with- 
in the  limits  now  prescribed  by  law  for  the  paying  over 
the  county  levy. 

§  4.  No  part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  taxes  levied  and 
I  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  appro- 
priated for  any  other  purpose  than  that  which  is  indicated 
in  this  act. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1592. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Jones'  Mill  and  Barnes*  Mill  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontrealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Jones' 
Mill  and  Barnes'  Mill  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  or  near 
Jones'  Mill,  on  Silver  creek,  in  Madison,  to  Barnes'  Mill  or 
near  same. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
ei^ch.     The  books  for  subscription  shiall  be  opened  at  such 
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1869.  times  and  placea  as  may  sait  the  convenience  of  any  three 
of  the  commiddioners,  and  continue  open  until  the  stock  is 
taken. 

§  3.  That  the  following  persons  are  appointed  commis- 
sioners or  corporators  to  open  the  books,  viz :  Tho8.  Jones, 
Richard  Clark,  Irvine  Roberts,  Turner  Davis,  Dr.  F.  J. 
Dicker^on,  and  Robert  Rice  and  Benjamin  Bogie;  and 
each  commissioner  who  will  act  shall  open  a  book,  and 
the  ^ub.^crlbers  therein  shall  sign  an  obligation  in  the  fol- 
lowing form:  ''We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed, 
respectively  promii«e  to  pay  to  the  Jones'  Mill  and  Barnes* 
Mill  turnpike  road  company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for 
each  share  of  stock  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such  pro- 
portions and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  determined  on  bj 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company. 

§  4.  When  two  thousand  dollars  of  said  capital  stock  is 
subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or 
any  of  them,  to  give  a  notice  of  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders on  the  proposed  route,  for  the  purpose  of  organ- 
izing said  company  by  choosing  officers,  to  cone^ist  of  a 
president  and  four  directors,  a  treasurer  and  secretary, 
notice  to  be  given  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  meet- 
ing. Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for 
every  share  of  stock  subscribed  or  owned  by  him  or  her. 

§  5.  That  the  grade  and  thickness  of  the  metal  shall  be 
determined  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany; one  toll-gate  to  be  erected  as  soon  as  two  miles 
and  one  half  of  said  road  is  completed:  Provided^  That 
said  com  pan}'  shall  charge  the  same  tolls  as  are  charged 
on  the  Richmond  and  Lexington  turnpike  road. 

§  6.  That  said  company  shall  charge  only  half  toll  at 
said  gate  until  more  than  two  and  one  half  miles  are 
finished,  and  then  at  the  same  rates  per  mile;  the  amount 
collected  to  be  applied  for  the  purpose  of  completing  said 
road. 

§  7.  That  as  soon  as  said  company  shall  be  organized, 
the  president  and  directors  shall  possess  ail  powers,  au- 
thority, rights,  and  privileges;  may  do  and  perform  all 
acts  necessary  for  carrying  on  and  completing  said  turn- 
pike road,  as  well  as  laying  out  and  locating  the  same,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  qualifications,  restric- 
tions, penalties,  fines,  and  forfeitures,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  tolls  as  above. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  elected 
annually  on  the  second  Saturday  in  April,  and  hold  their 
office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  sworn. 

(  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Fleming  Salmons,  of  Carter  County. 

Whereas,  Fleming  Salmons,  of  Carter  county,  has  built 
a  mill-dam  across  Little  Sandy  river  at  the  site  of  the  old  / 

Lyons  mill,  in  Carter  county;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  ef  tkt  Commonweedth 
9f  Kentwcky: 

^  1.  That  the  said  Fleming^  Salmons  be,  and  he  is  here* 
by,  authorized  to  continue  said  dam  across  the  said  river 
at  said  point,  not  exceeding  four  feet  high,  so  long  as  he 
will  keep  a  good  and  sufficient  slope  to  the  same  ten  feet 
long  for  ever  foot  the  dam  shall  be  in  height. 

§  2,  That  said  Salmons  shall  be  forever  absolved  from 
all  pains  and  penalties  which  he  may  have  laid  himself 
liable  to  by  reason  of  the  erection  of  said  dam. 

§  3.  This  act  to  tak«  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1594. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Deposit  and  Savings  Bank  of  liezington* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
vf  Kentwcky: 

}  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  the  Deposit  and 
S^vvings  Bank  of  Lexington,  the  capital  stock  of  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  thousand  dollars  nor  more 
than  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each;  which  shall  be  personal  estate, 
and  transferable  on  the  books  of  said  bank  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  board  of  directors  may  prescribe. 

§  2.  That  Willard  Davis,  George  E.  Billingsly,  John  A, 
Prall,  Wm.  F.  White,  Thos.  Outen,  and  Hugh  W,  Adams, 
are  appointed  commissioners,  any  of  whom,  after  giving 
notice  to  the  others,  may  open  books  in  the  city  of  Lex- 
ington for  the  subscription  of  stock  iR  said  bank;  which 
subscriptions  shall  be  binding  upon  the  subscribers  there- 
to. At  any  time  when  a  sum  not  less  than  thirty  thous- 
and dollars  shaU  have  been  subscribed,  said  commissioners, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  may  dose  the  books  and  call  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  which  a  board  of  five  di- 
rectors shall  be  ckosen,  who  shall  elect  one  of  their  num- 
ber president;  and  to  said  board  shall  be  committed  the 
management  of  the  afiairs  of  the  bank.  Five  dollars  on 
each  share  shall  be.  paid  by  each  stockholder  at  the  time 
of  subecribing,  and  the  remainder  in  such  calls  as  the 
board  may  direct;  and  said  bank  may  commence  business 
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1869.  ^'  soon  as  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be  actually  paid  in. 
At  all  elections  each  stockholder  shall  cast  one  vote  for 
each  share  of  stock  he  may  hold,  and  upon  which  all  calls 
have  been  paid;  but,  after  the  first  election,  no  vote  shall 
be  cast  for  stock  which  the  owner  has  not  actually  owned 
for  at  least  six  months.  The  votes  aforesaid  may  be  cast 
either  in  person  or  by  written  proxy.  The  board  thus 
chosen  shall  serve  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  chosen;  but,  during  the  year,  the  board  may  fill 
any  vacancies  occurring  in  their  number  by  death,  resig- 
nation,  or  otherwise;  and  a  regular  election  of  directors 
shall  be  held  each  year. 

§  3.  That  the  stockholders  and  their  successors  and  as- 
signs shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  aforesaid,  and  shall  so  continue  for  thirty 
years;  and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a 
natural  person  in  contracting  and  being  contracted  with, 
and  in  suing  and  being  sued;  and  may  have  and  u&e  a 
common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  Said  board  may  declare,  from  time  to  time,  divi- 
dends out  of  the  profits  and  earnings  of  the  bank;  may 
appoint  such  officers,  agents,  and  employees  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  their  business,  and 
pay  them  reasonable  compensation  therefor;  may  take 
from  the  president,  cashier,  and  other  officers  and  em- 
ployes, bonds,  with  good  security,  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  their  duties;  which  bonds  shall  be  binding  upon 
said  officers,  employes,  and  their  sureties;  and  may  make 
such  by-laws  for  the  regulation  of  the  affairs  of  the  bank 
as  they  may  think  proper,  and  alter  and  amend  the  same 
at  pleasure:  Provided,  That  the  same  shall  not  be  in  con- 
flict w*ith  this  act  or  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  Ken- 
tucky or  the  United  States. 

§  5.  Said  bank  may  receive  on  deposit  gold  and  silver 
coin,  bank  notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully 
circulated  as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner, 
at  such  times,  and  at  such  rates  of  interest,  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  with  the  depositors  by  special  or  general 
contract,  but  not  exceeding  legal  interest;  may  deal  in 
the  loaning  of  money;  may  buy  and  sell  bills  of  ex- 
change, promissory  notes,  uncurrent  money,  stocks,  bonds, 
mortgages,  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  take  personal  and 
other  security  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  and  dit«pose  of 
the  latter,  except  real  estate,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  be- 
tween the  parties,  and  pass  a  valid  title  to  the  same.  All 
promissory  notes  and  inland  bills  of  exchange,  which  may 
be  discounted  and  owned  by  said  bank,  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby,  put  upon  the  same  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  ex- 
change, and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and 
severally,  against  the  drawers  and  iadonierfl. 
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§  6.  Said  bank  may  acquire,  and  hold  and  use,  all  such  1869. 
real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  con- 
venient for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may 
be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any  debt,  or  purchased  in 
satisfaction  of  any  judgment  or  decree  in  its  favor;  and 
may  sell  and  convey  the  same. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  bank,  on  the  1st  of  Jan- 
uary in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State 
fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  stock  paid  for  in 
said  bank,  which  shall  be  in  full  of  all  tax  on  said  stock, 
and  shall  form  part  of  the  Common  School  Fund. 

§  8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any  note 
or  bill  to  circulate  as  money. 

§  9.  If  the  president,  cashier,  teller,  clerks,  or  other  offi- 
cers of  said  bank,  shall  appropriate  any  of  the  funds 
thereof  to  his  own  use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  make  cor- 
rect entries,  or  knowingly  make  false  entries  on  the  books 
of  said  bank,  with  intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the  bank  or 
any  person,  or  conceal  any  improper  appropriations  of  the 
funds  of  said  bank,  the  person  or  persons  so  offending 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  jail  and  peni- 
tentiary of  this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  two  nor  more  than  twenty  years. 

§  10.  The  president,  directors,  and  other  officers  of  said 
bank,  before  entering  on  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
shall  each  take  an  oath  faithfully  and  honestly,  and  to  the 
best  of  their  skill  and  judgment,  to  discharge  all  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices  under  this  charter,  or  which 
may  be  required  of  them  by  the  by-laws  and  regulations 
of  this  corporation;  and  that  they  will  not,  during  their 
continuance  in  office,  sanction,  or  knowingly  permit,  any 
of  the  provisions  thereof  to  be  violated. 

§  11.  The  president  and  directors  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  wind  up  the  affairs  of  said  bank  when- 
ever a  majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders  shall  deter- 
mine that  the  wants  of  the  community  and  the  interests 
of  the  stockholders  do  not  require  its  continuance. 

§  12.  The  bank  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stock  to  se- 
cure the  payment  of  the  unpaid  calls  and  assessments 
thereon. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1598. 

AN  ACT  to  aathorize  the  Ooonty  Court  of  Butler  Coantj  to  ifisne  bonds 

to  build  a  Jail  and  repair  Court-house. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Butler  county,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present  and  concurring, 
be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  to  issue  county  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  twenty  five  thoipsaQd  dollars,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  a  sufficient  jail  for  said  county,  and  for 
repairing  the  court-house. 

§  2.  Said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  to  be  paid  annually,  and  shall  have  six 
years  to  run,  but  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  county 
after  five  years. 

§  3.  That  the  bonds  may  be  issued  in  such  sums  as  the 
court  may  direct,  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  4.  That  the  court  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  the  bonds; 
they  shall  be  signed  by  the  judge,  attested  by  the  clerk, 
and  stamped  with  the  seal  of  the  court. 

§  5.  The<  court  may  appoint  a  commissioner  to  sell  said 
bonds,  and  direct  the  price  to  be  tak^n  therefor,  and  the 
time,  manner,  and  place  where  they  shall  be  offered. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  the  payment  of  the  interest 
on  said  bonds,  and  for  their  final  payment  when  due. 

§  7.  That  to  enable  the  court  to  comply  with  this  act,  it 
is  hereby  authorized  to  increase  the  county  levy  of  said 
county  to  three  dollars  per  tithe,  and  to  levy  an  ad  valorem 
tax  of  not  exceeding  twenty  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  property  in  said  county. 

(  8.  That  the  tax  levied  under  this  act  shall  be  collected 
in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  liability,  that  the 
other  county  levy  and  taxes  are  collected^

^  9.  That  the  court  shall  have  power  to  make  all  orders       1869.

CHAPTER  1599. 

AN  ACT  to  amend   the  Road   Laws  so  far  as  the  Counties  of  Hickman 

and  BaUard  are  concerned. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  courts  of  Hickman  and  Ballard 
counties  shall  divide  said  counties  respectively  into  road 
precincts,  the  boundaries  of  which  shall  be  distinctly  de- 
fined; and  as  often  as  may  be  necessary,  appoint  a  sur- 
veyor in  each  precinct,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  superin- 
tend all  the  roads  therein,  and  see  that  the  same  are 
cleared  and  kept  in  good  repair,  and  ditched  and  kept 
ditched,  on  one  or  both  sides,  when  so  ordered  by  the  said 
courts.  No  surveyor  shall  be  allowed  to  resign  his  place 
under  such  appointment  under  two  years,  if  he  continues 
to  re:!iide  in  the  precinct  so  long;  said  surveyors  shall  have 
the  same  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties,  as 
surveyors  under  the  general  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 
The  clerks  of  said  county  courts  shall,  within  ten  days 
after  the  appointment  of  such  purveyors,  deliver  a  copy 
of  the  order  to  the  sheriffs  of  their  said  counties  respect- 
ively, containing  c^  full  and  complete  description  of  the 
precinct,  and  take  their  receipts  therefor;  and  the  sher- 
iffs, in  delivering  said  orders,  shall,  in  all  things,  be  gov- 
erned by  existing  laws. 

§  2.  All  persons  subject  under  existing  laws  to  work  on 
public  roads,  who  reside  within  limits  of  each  of  said 
road  precincts,  shall  be  required  to  work  on  all  the  roads 
in  said  precinct;  and  it  shall  be  no  defense  in  an  action 
against  such  persons  for  failing  or  refusing  to  work,  after 
having  been  notified  by  the  surveyor,  that  their  names 
are  not  on  the  list  of  hands  furnished  said  surveyor  by 
the  county  court. 

^  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  *pas- 
sage.

the  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property  in  said 
county,  and  to  raise  the  poll-tax  of  said  county  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  three  dollars  to  each  poll,  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  means  to  build  and  pay  for  a  court- 
hout«e  and  clerks'  oiHces  in  said  county. 

^  2.  That  section  one  of  an  act  heretofore  passed,  em-

ings elections,  upon  publishing  such  change  not  less  than 
thirty  days  in  some  newspaper  having  a  circulation  in  Bar-

CHAPTER  1604. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Carrollton. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Carrollton  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  empower  the  trustees 
of  sairt  town  to  take  stock  in  the  proposed  turnpike  roads 
leading  out  of  said  town,  to  connect  with  the  Louisville, 
Cincinnati,  and  Lexington  railroad,  and  to  appropriate  a 
sufficient  amount  of  revenue  to  pay  for  said  stock:  Pro* 
vided,  Thttt  no  stock  shall  be  taken  until  the  question  is 
submitted  to  the  legal  voters  of  said  town,  and  is  approved 
by  a  majority  of  those  voting  on  the  proposition. 

§  2.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  authority  to  pass  and 
enforce  an  ordinance  to  prevent  hogs  and  cattle  from  run- 
ning at  large  in  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town. 

§  3.  That  all  fines  recovered  in  the  police  court  of  said 
town  for  breaches  of  the  peace,  or  other  violations  of  the 
penal  laws,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  said  town. 

§  .4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have 
power  to  levy  and  collect  a  reasonable  tax  upon  all  steam- 
boats, and  other  water  crafts,  for  the  use  of  the  public 
landings  belonging  to  said  town,  and  shall  regulate  the 
amount  to  be  collected  by  ordinance. 

§  5.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies 
occurring  in  the  offices  of  police  judge  or  town  marshal; 
the  appointee  to  hold  his  office  until  the  next  regular  elec- 
tion, and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

§  G.  That,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  trustees  of 
said  town  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first  Thursday 
in  May. 

§  7.  That  this  aoC  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  Thrtt  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Car- 
ter county,  a  majority  of  the  ju^lticea  concurring  therein, 
to  levy  upon  the  property  of  snid  county,  listed  lor  taxa- 
tion for  revenue  purposes,  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  prop-^ 
erty  so  listed,  and  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  the  same; 
and  the  proceeds  of  such  levy,  when  collected,  shall  be 
applied  excla^ively  to  the  rebuilding  and  remodeling  of 
the  county  ami  circuit  court  clt^rks'  offices  of  said  county, 
80  as  lo  make  them  fire-proof,  or  for  the  erection  of  fire- 
proof vaults  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  public  records  of 
said  county,  as  in  the  discretion  of  said  county  court  may 
seem  most  expedient. 

§  2.  That  the  sheriff  of  Carter  county  shall  collect  such 
tax  as  said  county  court  may  levy  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  shall  pay  over  the  same,  when  so  collected, 
to  such  person  or  persons  as  the  county  court  may  order; 
and  for  the  faithful  di:*charge  of  his  duties  in  collecting 
and  paying  over  said  tax,  said  shertif  and  his  sureties 
shall  be  liable  upon  the  bond  given  by  them  for  the  col- 
lection of  the  county  levy  and  public  dues  of  said  county.

AN  ACT  to  amend  tbe  act  authorizing  the  Counties  of  Bourbon,  Xicbolaa, 
and  Fleming,  to  take  stock  in  tbe  ^Irtj'sville  and  Lexington  Railroad 
Company,  Nortbern  Division. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tfie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontrealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  1o  authorize  the 
counties  of  Bourbon,  Nicholas,  and  Fleming,  to  subscribe 
stock  in  the  Maysville  and  Lexington  railroad  company, 
northern  divit«ion,"  appnwed  February  1,  1868,  be  so 
amended  that,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  county  of  Flem- 
ing, the  question  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company  shall  be  submitted  to  any  one,  two,  or 
more  justices'  districts  in  saiij  county,  separately. 

§  2.  Upon  a  petition  of  twenty  freeiiolders  of  any  elec- 
tion district,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  to 
order  an  election  to  be  held  in  that  district  within  thirty 
deys  after  the  reception  of  such  petition.  If  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  in  any  di8trict  are  in  favor  of  said  sub- 
scription, a  tax  not  exceeding  one  per  cent,  per  annum 
for  three  years  shall  be  levied  upon  the  asseti^aed  valua- 
tion of  taxable  property  in  that  district;  but  if  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  are  against  such  subscription,  no  tax 
shall  be  levied. 

§  3.  Any  election  district  in  said  county  that  takes  sub- 
scription in  said  railroad,  shall  not  be  taxed  to  aid  in 
constructing  any  branch,  or  any  railroad  to  intersect  said 
railroad,  unless  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  the  same 
precinct  at  an  election  held  for  the  purpose  of  at>certain- 
ing'^the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  upon  the  question, 
are  cast  in  favor  of  such  taxation. 

§  4.  The  county  judge  shall  appoint  a  treasurer  or  re- 
ceiver, whose  duty  it  shall  bft  to  receive  the  money  from 
the  tax  payers  of  the  district  or  districts  for  the  railroad, 
and  he  shall  give  bond  and  approved  security  to  the 
county  judge  for  the  faithful  pertormance  of  his  duties, 
and  shall  receive  a  compensation  not  exceeding  one  per 
cent,  of  the  amount  received  by  him. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  tax-payers  of  the  districi 
or  districts  to  pay  to  the  treasurer,  at  his  office,  or  other 
place  designated  b}'  him,  the  railroad  taxes  on  or  bef«>re 
the  first  day  of  December  of  each  year;  but  the  place  of 
collection  shall  be  in  one  of  the  taxed  districts,  or  at 
Flemingsburg. 

§  6.  If  any  tax-payer  refuse  or  fail  to  pay  to  the  treas- 
urer the  amount  of  tax  due  from  him  by  the  first  day  of 
December  of  each  year,  he  shall  be  liable  for  such  de- 
linquency to  ten  per  cent,  damages  on  the  sum  unpaid. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  make  out  a 
list  of  the  tax  uncollected  by  him  upon  the  first  day  of 
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December  of  each  year,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  and       3869. 
deliver   the   same  to    the    sheriff,    who    shall    collect   the 
unpaid   tax,  ^ith  ten   per  cent,   thereon,   which  ten  per 
cent,  he  vshall  receive  as  compen^^ation  for  collection.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Asseinbly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:

That  whenever  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  any  elec- 
tion held  for  that  purpose,  shall  instruct  the  county  Judge 
of  the  county  or  precinct  voting  to  take  stock  in  the 
Owensboro  and  Russellville  railroad,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  judge  of  said  county  to  subscribe  the 
amount  so  voted  for,  and  issue  boncis  therefor:  Provided^ 
however^  That  this  act  shall  not  interfere  with  subscrip- 
tions by  petition  as  authorized  in  the  act  to  which  this 
is  an  amendment,  and  the  original  act  of  incorporation 
of  said  company. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommontaetiJth 
of  Kentucky:

bookd  to  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places  a8  they  mfty

sum  of  three  hundred  and  fi(.ty  thousand  dollars  of  said 
stock  shall  be  subscribed,  the  subscribers,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be, 
incorporated  into  a  company,  by  the  name  of  the  Paducah 
and  Gulf  Railroad  Company;  and  by  that  name  shall  be 
capable  of  purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing,  and  con- 
veying real  estate,  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  acres,  and

quired, when  the  que^^tion  shall  be  for  the  quantity  thus 
stated;  that  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  saiJ  cojn- 
pany  to  have,  use,  or  occupy  any  lands,  material,  or  uther 
property,  in  order  to  the  construction  or  repairing  of  j*nid 
road  or  their  necessary  works  or  buildings,  the  president 
and  directors,  or  their  agents,  or  those  contracting  with 
them  for  constructing  or  repairing  the  same,  may  i.nrne- 
diately  take  and  use  the  same,  they  having  first  caused 
the  property  wanted  to  be  valued  by  three  commissionerg, 
as  hereinbefore  prescribed;  and   it  shall   not  be  necessary, 
after  the  report  of  the  commissioners,  in  order  to  thn  use 
and  occupation  of  the  same,  to  await  the  issue  of  the  pro- 
ceedings in  case  exceptions  are  filed  to  the  report;  and  the 
report  of  the  commissioners,  after  the  payment  or  tender 
of  the  amount  assessed,  shall  be  a  bar  to  all  actions  for 
taking  and  using  such  property. 

§  14.  That  said  Paducah  and  Gulf  railroad  company 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  until  completed,  and  that 
it  shall  never  be  taxed  at  a  valuation  beyond  the  rate  at 
which  said  roads  are  now  taxed  or  may  hereafter  be 
taxed,  nor  exceeding  its  actual  value. 

§  15.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company

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the   interest  of  the  Paducah  and  Gulf  railroad  company       1869. 
to  do  60.     They  may  sell  the  Paducah  and  Gulf  railroad, 
or  lease  the  same,  and  may  build  branches  from  said  road 
and  branches  from  such  branches. 

§  16.  ThHt  the  said  Paducah  and  Gulf  railroad  company  Maj  receiye 
may  receive  donations  of  lanrl,  to  be  used  for  any  of  the  °°*^  ^^"'  *' 
purposes  of  said  road,  or  to  be  sold  to  raise  money  to  build 
the  same;  and  may  receive  subscriptions  to  be  paid  in 
land,  at  a  valuation  to  be  fixed  by  such  means  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  said  company  or  its  authorized 
agents  and  the  subscribers,  and  may  lease  or  sell  and 
convey  any  land  so  gfiven  or  subscribed. 

5  17.  That  said  Paducah  and  Gulf  railroad  company  ^atewulTtUw 
may,  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  value  of  all  the  stock  companies. 
therein  concurring,  agrree  on  terms  for  consolidating  said

signed  by  I  he  secretary  of  the  company,  to  be  made  paya- 
ble as  said  company  may  direct  within  thirty  years  from 
date. 

§  19.  To  secure  the  prompt  payment  of  the  interest  and  road*  to^secSre 
principal  of  bonds  issued  by  authority  of  this  act,  said  payment  of

real  estate  and  personal  property,  and  dispose  of  the

N.  Craija:,  Thomas  W.  Varnon,  and  Henry  T.  Harris,  trus- 
tees of  the  Stanford  Male  and  Female  Seminary,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-politic  and  corporate,

and  they  may  sell,  dispose  of,  and  convey  the  same,  accord- 
ing to  the  by-laws  which  may  be  hereafter  established  by 
a  mnjoiity  of  the  aforesaid  trustees;  which  by-laws  they 
may,  from  time  to  time,  establish  for  the  good  government 
of  the  si;hool,  and  the  management  of  its  funds  and  prop- 
erty, pi'ovideci  the  same  are  consistent  with  the  Constitu- 
tion t%\\i\  laws  of  this  State.  A  majority  of  all  the  trustees

ber, be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to  issue  his  warrant  on 
the  Auditor,  in  favor  of  the  school  commissioner  of  said

Whereas,  The  county  court  of  Magoffin  county,  through 
the  disorganization  of  the  country  caused  by  the  late  war, 
failed,  for  over  twelve  months,  to  be  furnished  with  dupli- 
cate weights,  measures,  and  balances,  as  required  by  law; 
for  remedy  therefor, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  furnish  the  said 
county  of  Magoffin  with  duplicate  weights,  measures,  and 
balances,  now  in  the  custody  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  as  established  by  law;  and  upon  the  written  certifi- 
cate of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  cost  of  such  dupli- 
cates, the  Auditor  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury 
for  the  co^t  thereof. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1623. 

AN  ACT  nmending:  an  act  authorizing  County  Courts  to  subscribe  Stock 
in  Turnpike  Roads,  and   for  the  beuetit  of  Ilarrisoa  County. 

Whereas,  By  virtue  of  an  act  approved  March  9th, 
1868,  entitled  **An  act  authorizing  county  courts  to  sub- 
scribe stock  in  turnpike  roads,"  the  county  court  of  Har- 
rison county  submitted  to  the  voters  of  said  county  the 
question  of  t«ubscribing  stock,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  said  act,  and  the  qualified  voters,  at  the  election 
held  in  August,  1868,  voted  against  the  propositions  oon- 
tained  in  said  bill;  and  whereas,  the  question  was  resub- 
mitted, at  the  November  election,  by  the  magistrates  of 
said  county,  and,  at  this  election,  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  county  voted  for  the  subscription  of  stock  to  build 
turnpike  roads  in  said  county  by  a  decided  majority;  and 
whereas,  doubts  are  entertained  as  to  whether,  under  the 
act  aforesaid,  said  county  court  could  legally  order  said 
question  to  be  submitted  a  second  time;  therefore, 
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1869.  Be  it  enacted  Tnf  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwecdtk 

of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  said  second  eubmission,  and  the  vote  thereoD, 
be,  ftnd  is  hereby,  declared  as  valid  and  obligatory  as 
though  said  first  submission  of  said  question  had  not  been 
made  by  said  court. 

^  2.  That  said  county  court  be,  and  is  hereby,  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  subscribe  stock  in  turnpike  roads 
to  be  constructed  in  said  county  to  the  extent  and  in  ac* 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  original  act  to  which 
this  is4  an  amendment;  and  that  said  court  shall  levy  and 
collect  the  tax  necessary  to  pay  said  subscription  accord* 
ing  to  the  mode  prescribed  in  said  act. 

§:j.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1624. 

AN  ACrr  to  Charter  the  Deposit  Bank  oT  Glasgow. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  there  is  hereby  establiti^bed  a  bank  of  deposit 
in  the  town  of  Glasgow,  Kentucky,  with  a  capital  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  chares  of  twenty-five  dollars 
each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  speci' 
fied;  and  the  subscribers,  their  associates,  successors,  and 
aF8ign.-«,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  '*  The  Deposit  Bank  of  Glasgow,"  and  shall 
BO  continue  for  twenty  years  from  its  organization;  and 
shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with, 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, of  answering  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatever;  it  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change 
and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure. 

^  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  direction 
of  seven  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders; 
they  shall  be  residents  of  this  State;  and,  after  the  first 
election,  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  in  each  year,  and  hold  their  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified;  they  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  president,  and  shall  hold  regular  meetings 
at  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  and  other 
meetings  may  be  had  whenever  deemed  necessary;  and  in 
case  of  death  or  resignation  of  any  director,  the  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  directors.  The  directors 
shall  have  power  to  receive  subscriptions  for  so  many  of 
the  shares  of  the  stock  of  said  company  remaining  unsold 
as  they  may  at  any  time  choose  to  sell;  to  declare  divi- 
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dends;  and  to  appoint  sach  officers,  agents,  and  servants  1869. 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of 
the  bank,  and  pay  them  such  sum  as  wages  and  salaries, 
and  take  from  them  such  bonds  to  secure  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  as  they  shall  think  proper  and 
reasonable.  The  stock  shall  be  deemed  to  be  personal 
estate,  ai]d  shall  be  assignable  according  to  such  rules  aa 
the  directors  may  prescribe;  but  such  corporation  shall 
have  a  lien  on  the  stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness  of  the 
stockholders. 

§  3.  Thomas  M.  Dickey,  P.  H.  Leslie,  S.  H.  Boles,  M. 
H.  Dickinspn,  C.  L.  Hill,  W.  H.  Bolts,  and  Henry  Mun- 
ford,  are  hereby  appointed  commi&(sioners,  any  two  of 
whom  may  act,  and  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  - 
for  the  capital  stock;  and  when  shares  to  the  amount  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers, and  appoint  a  day  lor  the  flection  of  a  board  of 
directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  succeeding 
annual  election.  The  payment  for  the  shares  subscribed 
shall  be  made  as  follows:  One  dollar  on  each  share  at  the 
time  of  subscribing,  and  the  residue  in  installments  of 
twenty  per  cent,  on  the  remainder:  Provided^  That  when 
ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid  in,  the  directors  may, 
if  they  think  proper,  extend  the  time  for  paying  the  re- 
mainder, and  may,  thereupon,  commence  business  upon 
the  presidents  making  affidavit  that  such  sum  has  been 
actually  paid  in. 

§4.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver,  bank 
notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully  circulating 
as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner,  at  such 
times,  and  with  such  interest,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with 
the  depositors,  by  special  or  general  contract;  may  deal  in 
the  loaning  of  money,  exchange,  promissory  notes,  bonds, 
stocks,  bills  of  exchange,  and  other  evidences  of  debt; 
take  personal  and  other  securities,  except  real  estate,  for 
the  payment  thereof,  and  dispose  of  the  latter  as  may  be 
agreed  upon,  in  all  respects  as  natural  persons  may  law- 
fully do;  and  the  promissory  notes  or  bills  made  negotia- 
ble and  payable  at  its  banking-house,  or  at  any  other 
bank  or  banking-hod^,  which  may  be  discounted  by  said 
bank,  and  inland  bills  which  may  be  discounted  by  it, 
shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of 
foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and  like  remedy  may  be  had 
thereon,  jointly  and  severally,  against  the  drawers  and 
indorsers. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  possess, 
use,  occupy,  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and 
chattels,  as  may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its 
business,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any 
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1869.  debt,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  jadgment, 
or  decree,  and  pell  and  convey  the  same;  and  they  may 
make  hU  needful  by-laws  for  the  government  of^aid  bank, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
or  of  the  StHte  of  Kentucky. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  State  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dolUrs  of 
stock  held  and  paid  for  in  said  institution,  in  full  and  in 
lieu  of  all  other  taxes,  to  he  part  of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

^  7.  If  the  cashier,  clerk,  teller,  or  any  other  of  the  offi- 
cers or  Hgents  of  said  bank,  phall  unlawfully  appropriate 
any  of  the  funds  of  said  bank,  or  shall  willfully  iail  to 
make  corrrect  entries,  or  shall  make  false  entries  on  the 
books  of  said  bank,  they  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of 
felony,  and  punished  by  confinement  in  the  penitentiary 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  five  years. 

§  8.  It  fhall  not  be  lawtul  for  said  bank  to  issue  any 
note  or  bill  to  be  passed  or  used  as  currency. 

§  9.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  repeal, 
or  amend  this  charter  at  its  pleasure. 

§  10.  This  act  to  take  etiect  and  be  in  force  from  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  said  of  Spirituous  Liquors  within  the  Corporate 
Limits  of  the  Town  of  Sberburu,  io  KlemiDg  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealth 
of  Kcntvcky : 

^  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Sherburn  are  here- 
by  authorized   to   prohibit  the  sale   of  .'Spirituous   liquors 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  a  majority  of 
said  trustees  concurring^  therein. 

§  2.  A  majority  of  the  trustees  of  said  town  may  grant 
license  to  retail  spirituous  liquors  within  the  c<>rporate 
limits  of  said  town,  upon  applicatioi^and  the  payment  of 
a  sum  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars;  and  all  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  dis- 
bursed as  said  board  of  trustees  shall  direct,  for  the  benefit' 
of  said  town:  Provided,  however.  Twenty -five  dollars  of 
the  tax  for  each  tavern  license  or  privilege  of  selling 
liquor  in  said  town  so  granted  by  said  trustees  shall  be 
paid  to  the  trustee  of  the  jury  fund  for  said  county. 

§  3.  That  before  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  grant 
to  any  one  the  privilege  of  selling  liquor  in  said  town,  the 
person  bo  applying  shall  have  first  obtained  a  license  to 
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keep  a  tavern  from  the  county  courft  of  said  county;  and       1869. 
the  privilege  of  selling  liquor  ^hall  not  be  granted  to  con- 
tinue longer  than  the  tavern  license  is  in  full  force. 
§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1626. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  sale  of  intoxicating^  spirits  in  the  town  of  Clin- 
ton, Hickman  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
spirituous,  vinous,  malt,  or  other  intoxicating  liquors,  by 
the  drink,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of 
Clinton,  Hickman  county,  until  he  shall  first  have  obtain- 
ed license  from  the  Hickman  county  court  in  the  manner 
now  prej^cribed  by  law,  and  shall  also  have  paid  to  the 
corporate  authorities  of  said  toWn  such  sum  as  they  may, 
from  time  to  time,  fix  by  ordinance:  Provided^  however^ 
said  amount  shall  not  exceed  one  l)undred  dollars  per 
annum. 

§  '2.  Any. person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  keeping  a  tippling-house, 
and  each   sale  shall   be  a  separate    and  distinct  offense. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  ninety  days  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1629. 

AN  AOT  to  provide  Books  for  the  Coantj  of  Pike. 

Whereas,  There  was  passed  at  this  session  of  the  Leg- 
islature a  bill  to  provide  books  for  the  counties  of  Pike 
and  LfCtcher,  which  bill  was  approved  on  the  0th  day  of 
March,  1868,  and  the  necessary  appropriation  therein 
being  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  at  the  pas-

§  2.  It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  State  Librarian,  imme- 
diately upon  the  passaj^e  of  this  bill,  to  purchase  the 
books  herein  specified,  and  to  deliver  the  same  at  Frank- 
fort, Kentucky,  packed  ready  for  shipping  to  the  Repre- 
sentative in  the  Legislature  from  the  county  of  Pike, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  clerk 
of  the  Pike  county  court,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor 
and  furward  it  to  the  Librarian. 

§  3.  If  the  above-named  volumes  of  the  Kentucky  re- 
ports cannot  be  purchased  without  purchasing  the  entire 
set,  the  Librarian  is  directed  to  purchase  two  entire  sets 
of  Kentucky  reports;  and  he  will  deliver  the  several  vol- 
umes above  mentioned  as  above  directed;  the  remainder 
of  the  sets  he  will  retain  for  the  use  of  the  State  Library. 

§  4.  The  State  Librarian  will  certify  the  amount  of 
money  necessary  to  make  the  above  purchase,  for  pack- 
ing, and  for  paying  transportation  on  the  same  to  Frank- 
fort, to  the  Auditor,  who  will  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
Treasurer  for  the  amount,  who  is  directed  to  pay  the  same 
out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CH4PTER  1630. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Common  Schools  of  the  Citj  of  Newport. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Uie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Newport  be, 
and  are  hereby,  empowed  to  levy  and  collect  a  special 
tax,  not  to  exceed  five  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  valu- 
ation of  the  taxable  property  of  the  city,  for  the  sole  and 
exclusive  benefit  of  the  common  schools  of  said  city;  said 
tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  at  the  same  time,  and  in 
the  same  manner,  that  the  annual  revenue  taxes  of  the 
city  are  levied  and  collected,  and  shall  be  in  addition 
thereto;  and  when  said  tax  is  collected,  it  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  school  board  af  said  city. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage  and  con- 
tinue in  force  for  one  year  only.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Stanford  Male  and  Female  Seminarj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontrenlth  of 
Kentucky  : 

^  I,  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Stanford  Mnle  and 
Female  Seminary,  located  at  Stanford,  Lincoln  county,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  granted  full  power  and  authority  to 
apply  any  funds  in  their  hands  or  under  their  control,  or 
any  part  of  the  '*  Endowment  Fund,"  belonging  to  aaid 
seminary,  not,  however,  exceeding  the  sum  of  four  thou- 
sand dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  feniale  seminary 
building  at  or  near  Stanford,  Lincoln  county,  Kentucky; 
and  a  majority  of  said  board,  including  the  president,  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  decide  what  apiount  must  be 
raised  by  individual  subscription,  before  any  part  of  said 
endowment  fund  is  applied  to  the  erection  of  said  buildings 
or  the  purchase  of  grounds. 

(  2.  A  majority  of  said  hoard  may,  if  deemed  expedient 
by  them,  use  of  said  fund  the  Hum  of  four  thous^arid  dollars, 
for  the  purpose  of  purchai^ing  grounds,  erecting  said  house, 
and  otherwise  improving  the  property,  whether  any  other 
moneys  are  subscribed  or  not. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1632. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  **An  act  to  incorporate   the    Bank   of  RaaselWille," 

approved  June  2,  1865. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Bank  of  Ruseellville,"  approved  Jlme  2,  1805,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  amended,  so  as  to  allow  any  person  to  serve 
as  director  in  said  bank  who  shall  own,  in  his  own  right 
and  name,  five  shares  of  stock,  instead  of  twenty-five,  as 
provided  in  said  act  of  incorporation.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KcntiJLcky : 

§  1.  That  Senaca  Wade,  John  McElroy,  and  Allen  G. 
Drake,  men  of  color,  trustees  of  the  African  School,  at 
Lebanon,  Kentucky,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
to  sell  and  convey  to  John  Goggin  the  lot  of  land  they 
now  hold  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  colored  people  of 
Marion,  and  to  receive  in  exchange  the  lot  now  owned  by 
Baid  Goggin,  subject  to  all  the  restrictions,  &c.,  and  in 
trust  for  the  colored  people  of  Marion  county,  Kentucky, 
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1869.       ^^  they  now  hold  the  lot  of  land  to  be  conveyed  to  Gog- 
gin.

§  1.  That  hereafter  there  shall  be  two  school  trustees 
elected  in  each  ward  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  at  the  same 
time,  and  in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  quali- 
fications, that  members  of  the  council  for  said  city  are 
now  elected;  and  shall  ho4(i  their  offices  for  the  same 
length  of  time  as  members  of  said  city  council;  and  the 
first  election  for  said  trustees  under  this  act  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  1869;  and  the  board  of  trus- 
tees then  elected  shall,  within  three  months  after  their 
election,  divide  themselves,  by  lot,  into  two  classes — first 
class  and  second  class — and  the  seats  of  the  members  of 
the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  on  the  first  Monday  in  May, 
1870,  and  the  seats  of  the  members  of  the  second  class 
shall  be  vacated  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  1871;  and 
one  trustee  from  each  ward  shall  be  elected  annually 
thereafter. 

§2.  That  the  trustees  thus  elected  shall  be  the  trustees 
of  the  common  schools  and  of  the  male  and  female  semi- 
naries of  Paducah;  and  they  shall  have  all  the  rights, 
privileges,  and  powers  that  the  trustees  of  said  male  and 
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female  seminaries  now  have,  and  shall  be   styled  "The       1869. 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Paducah." 

§  3.  'fhat  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  is  to  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1637. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  nn  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  establish  a  Police  Judge 

for  the  Town  of  Carrollton."

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  act  establishing  a  police  judp^e  for  the 
town  of  Carrollton  be,  and  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to 
authorize  the  marshal  of  said  town,  on  his  own  view,  or 
on  reliable  information  of  others,  to  arrest,  without  war- 
rant, all  persons  charged  with  crime  or  disorderly  con- 
duct within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  and  he 
shall  safely  keep  said  persons  by  confinement  in  the  jail 
of  Carroll  county,  or  otherwise,  until  such  persons  can 
be  conveniently  brought  before  the  police  judge  or  some 
other  magistrate  for  examination  and  trial;  and  for  this 
purpose,  the  jailer  of  said  county  shall  receive  and  safely 
keep  all  persons  placed  in  his  custody  by  said  marshal. 

§  2.  That  upon  the  trial  of  any  person  or  persons  for 
criminal  or  penal  offenses  within  his  jurisdiction,  as  now 
established  by  law,  before  the  police  judge  of  the  said 
town  of  Carrollton,  the  said  judge  may,  if  such  per- 
son or  persons  be  found  guilty  of  the  offense  alleged 
against  him  or  them,  punish  the  defendant  or  defendants 
by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  at  his  discretion;  and 
in  case  the  punishment  is  by  fine  alone,  and  the  same  is 
not  immediately  paid  or  replevied,  the  said  judge  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  an  order  committing  the  defend- 
ant or  defendants  to  prison  until  such  fine  is  paid  or  re- 
plevied; but  such  imprisonment  shall  not  continue  for  a 
period  longer  than  one  day  for  each  two  dollars  of  said 
fine,  exclusive  of  costs. 

§  3.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the 
police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall  be  elected  annually 
on  the  first  Thursday  in  May. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  authorize  the 
presiding  judge  of  Kenton  county  court  to  sell  the  poor- 
house  in  said  county,"  approved  February  27,  1867,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  that  W.  L.  Alanson, 
H.  H.  Muilins,  and  Walker  Wilson,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  appointed  commissioners,  with  full  power  and 
authority  to  collect  the  unpaid  purchase  money  for  which 
the  poor-house  and  lands  were  sold,  by  suit  or  otherwise, 
in  the  name  of  Kenton  county;  and  they  are  further 
authorized  and  empowered  to  collect,  by  suit  or  other- 
wise, in  the  name  of  Kenton  county,  from  John  P.  Har- 
rison, or  any  other  person,  so  much  of  the  purchase 
money  as  may  have  been  paid  to  him,  the  said  Harrison, 
or  to  any  other  person,  and  which  he,  the  said  Harrison, 
or  such  other  person,  have  not  paid  over  to  the  said 
county  of  Kenton ;  and  the  said  commisMoners  are  here- 
by authorized  to  reinvest  the  proceeds  of  said  sale  of  the 
poor-house  and  land  in  some  property  suitable  for  a 
poor-house,  and  take  the  title  of  the  property  so  pur- 
chased to  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  Kenton  county 
court,  and  their  successors  in  office  forever,  to  be  held 
and  used  by  them  as  a  poor-house  and  lands  for  said 
county  :  Provided^  Nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent  the  said  commissioners  from  purchasing  at 
once  such  property  as  may  be  suitable  for  poor-house 
purposes. 

§  2.  That  the  sale  heretofore  made  of  the  poor-house 
and  lands  belonging  to  Kenton  county,  to  John  A.  Hall, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  declared  binding  upon  the 
county  of  Kenton  and  the  said  Hall,  and  that  the  deed 
made  in  pursuance  of  said  sale  is  also  declared  legal 
and  binding,  and  shall  have  the  effect  to  invest  the  title 
to  the  same  in  fee  simple  in  the  said  Hall,  his  heirs  and 
assigns.

court  to    resubmit  said  proposition;  for  remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  i/ie  Commonwealth 
of.

§  1.  That  the  said  order  of  said  court,  at  its  last  Decem- 
ber term,  resubmitting  said  question  to  a  vote  of  the  peo- 
ple, be,  and  is  hereby,  ratified  and  declared  to  be  valid; 
and  said  court  is  empowered  to  submit  to  the  voters  of 
said  county  the  proposition  to  take  stock  in  turnpikes,  in 
pursuance  of  said  act  of  9th  March,  1868,  as  often  as  in 
its  judgment  shall  be  proper  and  right;  and  any  action 
of  said  court  in  regard  thereto  shall  be  as  binding  as  if 
the  said  power  had  been  granted  by  said  act.

§  1.  Thnt  the  county  court  of  Trimble  county  is  hereby 
authorized  to  appoint  a  treasurer  for  said  county,  whose 
duty  it  bhall  be  to  receive  and  hold  all  moneys  belonging 
to  said  county  which  may  be  ordered  into  his  hands  by 
aaid  court,  and  to  pay  the  same  over  at  the  proper  times 
to  such  persons  as  may  be  entitled  to  same  under  the  orders 
of  said  court,  made  in  conformity  with  law.

and  sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  and  received  by 
said  court, conditioned  that  he  will  well  and  truly  discharge 
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1869.  ^^®  daties  of  his  office,  and  pay  oat  such  moneys  as  may 
come  to  his  hands  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  and  such 
balance  as  may  remain  in  his  hands,  when  he  fi^o^  out  of 
office,  to  his  successor,  or  to  such  other  persons  as  said. 
county  court  may  direct.  He  shall  receive  for  bis  services 
a  sum,  to  be  fixed  by  said  county  court,  not  to  exceed  five 
per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  money  received  and  di:»barsed 
by  him. 

§  2.  An  action  shall  lie  on  said  bond,  in  any  coart  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  in  favor  of  the  county  of  Trimble 
and  against  said  treasurer,  for  any  breach  of  bis  official 
duty. 

§  3.  Nothing:  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  ^ive 
the  judge*of  the  Trimble  county  court  any  greater  pow^er 
to  order  the  payment  of  claims  against  said  county  than 
he  now  has  under  existing  laws.

§  3.  The  traeteeq  shall  he  a  body  corporate,  and,  by  the 
name  of  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Ashland,  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  and  may  appoint  all  necessary  agents  and  attor- 
neys in  that  behalf.  They  may  elect  one  of  their  body 
chairman  of  the  board. 

^  4.  They  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  take,  and  hold 
the  title  to  not  exceeding  forty  acres  of  land  in  or  near  the 
town,  for  a  public  cemetery.  They  shall  have  the  power 
to  improve  such  ground,  and  appoint  a  keeper  thereof;  to 
sell  small  parcels  of  the  gi'ound  to  individuals,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  interment;  to  receive  and  collect  subscriptions  to 
aid  in  purchasing,  improving,  taking  care  of,  and  repair- 
ing such  ground. 

§  5.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  tax  any  show  or  ex- 
hibition and  bowling-alleys  within  the  town,  or  within  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  limits  thereof,  to  the  same  amount 
as  they  may  be  taxed  by  the  State. 

^  6.  No  stallion  or  jackass  shall  stand  within  the  bounds 
of  the  town,  without  first  being  authorized  so  to  do  by  a 
license  from  the  trustees  thereof,  designating  the  place  at 
which  he  is  to  stand.  For  a  violation  of  this  section,  the 
keeper  and  owner  of  such  animal  shall  be  jointly  and  sev- 
erally liable  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  each  day,  to  be 
recovered  by  warrant  in  behalf  of  the  trustees  of  the 
town. 

§  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  keep  a  journal  of  their 
proceedings,  and,  at  the  request  of  a  member,  the  ayes 
and  noes  on  any  question  shall  be  recorded.  At  the  next 
meeting,  the  proceedings  shall  be  read  and  signed  by  the 
member  who  presided  at  the  last  preceding  meeting.  If 
he  is  not  present,  by  the  person  presiding  when  they  are 
read.  No  member  shall  have  a  vote  on  a  subject  in  which 
he  has  a  private  interest.  A  meeting  of  the  board  may 
be  called  by  the  chairman  or  by  two  members.  They 
shall  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  levied,  collected,  and 
disbursed,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  thereof  for  what 
objects  each  sum  is  disbursed.  Their  books  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  citizens  of  the 
town. 

^  8.  They  shall,  once  in  each  year,  give  a  full  and  fair 
statement  in  writing,  signed  by  the  chairman,  of  all  sums 
collected  and  all  sums  disbursed  the  preceding  year,  and 
what  for,  and  of  all  debts  due  them  or  owing  by  them, 
which  shall  be  posted  up  for  inspection  at  three  of  the 
most  public  places  in  town. 

§0.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  full  power  and  author- 
ity to  cause  any  or  all  the  streets,  alleys,  and  lanes  in  said 
town  to  be  improved,  or  reimproved,  or  repaired,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  in  any  manner  they  may  deem  advisable,  at 
the  expense  and  cost  of  the  owners  of  the  property  front- 
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log  the  same.  Said  trustees  shall  have  full  power  and  1869. 
authority  to  cau:3e  and  procure  any  op  all  the  streets,  al- 
leys, and  lanes  in  said  town,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  be 
graded,  culverted,  or  otherwise  drained,  paved,  and  curb- 
ed, or  graded,  curbed,  and  macadamized,  or  graded,  curb- 
ed, and  graveled,  or  to  be  graded,  curbed,  and  paved 
entirely  across  the  street,  or  paved  and  curbed  a  portion 
of  the  distance  across  the  street  and  macadamized  the 
balance  of  the  distance  between  the  paved  portions;  or, 
after  the  grading,  to  put  upon  the  same  either  any  or  all 
of  said  kinds  of  improvements,  and  to  underlay  either 
any  or  all  of  the  said  kinds  of  improvements,  after  the 
grading,  with  gravel,  or  sand,  or  both,  and  to  spread  upon 
the  top  of  either  any  or  all  of  said  kinds  of  improve- 
ments gravel,  or  sand,  or  both;  and  to  do,  or  cau:<e  to  be 
done,  either  any  or  all  of  said  kinds  of  improvements 
with  bowlders  or  any  other  sort  of  stone,  at  the  expense 
and  cost  of  the  owners  of  lots  and  fractions  of  lots  front- 
ing on  such  streets,  alleys,  or  lanes;  and  a  petition,  in 
writing,  to  the  said  trustees  of  the  owner  or  owners  of 
the  larger  part  of  the  ground,  between  the  points  to  be 
improved,  fronting  on  any  street,  alley,  or  lane,  shall  be 
sufficient  to  authorize  the  said  trustees  to  contract  for 
either  any  or  all  of  the  above-mentioned  kinds  of  im- 
provements: Provided,  That  the  said  trustees,  not  less 
than  four  concurring  in  the  vote,  may  cause  any  street, 
alley,  or  lane,  to  be  improved  as  aforesaid,  at  the  cost 
and  expense  of  the  owners  of  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots 
fronting  the  same,  without  petition  or  consent.  The  cul- 
verting  and  draining  shall  be  included  in  the  cost  and 
expense  as  a  part  of  the  grading.  And  when  the  im- 
provements ordered  shall  be  completed,  the  said  trustees 
shall  apportion  the  cost  and  expense  thereof  pri  rata 
among  the  lot-owners  according  to  the  value  of  their 
respective  lots  or  fractions  of  lots;  or  may,  in  their  dis-  . 
cretion,  so  apportion  a  part  of  the  cost  and  expens^e  of 
such  improvement  upon  the  pn>perty  fronting  thereon  and 
pay  the  balance  out  of  the  general  revenue  of  the  town. 
And  a  lien  is  hereby  given  on  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots  for 
the  same;  which  cost  and  expense  may  be  listed  and  col- 
lected as  other  taxes,  by  the  town  collector,  or  by  any 
special  collector,  either  of  whom  shall  have  power  to  sell 
and  convey  the  lots  and  parts  of  lots  for  the  same,  accord- 
ing to  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  the  trustees  may 
prescribe.  All  sales  to  be  at  or  near  the  premises,  aiier 
having  been  advertised  as  required  by  law  in  sales  of  real 
estate  under  execution.  Any  statement  made  by  any  coi- 
lector  in  any  bond  or  deed  selling,  or  conveying  property 
sold,  for  the  payment  of  any  of  the  taxes  hereby  imposed, 
or  imposed  by  any  other  part  of  this  act,  shall  be  prima 
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1869.  ^^^'^  evidence  of  the  troth  of  the  facta  stated  to  have  been 
done,  but  8uch  statemente  may  be  contradicted:  Provided 
further^  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lot  or  lota,  or 
parts  of  lots,  Hold  for  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  im- 
provements as  aforesaid,  who  have  not  consented,  in 
writing,  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  allowed  three  years 
in  which  to  redeem  the  same  by  paying  to  the  purchaser 
of  said  lot  or  lots,  or  part  of  a  lot,  so  sold  as  aforesaid, 
the  purchase  money,  with  fifteen  per  centum  interest  per 
annum,  and  all  the  taxes  and  levies  that  may  have  subse- 
quently accrued  and  been  paid  by  the  purchaser,  and  ten 
per  cent,  thereon;,  and  those  who  have  consented  in 
writing  may  redeem  at  any  time  within  one  year  on  like 
terms:  Provided  further^  That  infants,  femes  coverty  and 
pere^ons  of  unsound  mind,  shall  have  one  year  in  which 
to  redeem,  on  like  terms,  after  their  respective  disabili- 
ties shall  be  removed,  not  exceeding,  however,  fifteen 
years  from  the  date  of  sale.  In  the  collection  of  any 
taxes  imposed  by  this  act,  the  town  may  become  the 
purchaser  at  any  sale  made  for  the  purpose  of  collecting 
any  tax,  through  any  person  authorized  to  bid  \^  the 
trut^tees. 

§  10.  The  trustees  shall  have  full  power  and  authority

SSTjlrlded^Ac^  *^"^  pave  a  foot-walk  in  front  ol  their  lots  not  exceeding 

sixtt'en  feet  wide,  with  good  brick,  rock,  or  plank,  in  ac- 
cordance to  the  directions  of  the  trustees;  or  cause  the 
owners  of  lots  or  parts  of  lots  to  grade,  curb,  and  gravel 
a  (bot-walk  in  front  of  their  respective  lot  or  lots,  or  part 
of  lots.  They  may  require  some  portions  to  be  done  in 
one  manner  and  others  in  another,  as  they  may  deem 
proper.  They  may  require  the  pavements  and  sidewalks 
to  be  repaired  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary; and  may,  in  such  repairing,  require  a  different  mate- 
rial to  be  used  from  that  of  which  the  pavement  or  side- 
walk is  made.  Where  the  trustees  shall  deem  proper  to 
order  sidewalks  to  be  made,  or  repairs  thereto,  reasonable 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  owner  or  owners  to  make  such 
pavement  or  foot-walk,  or  improvement.  The  notice  shall 
be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and 
shall  specify  the  time  within  which  such  improvement, 
pavement,  foot- walk,  or  repairs,  shall  be  commenct'd  and 
fini.^hed.  Twenty  days  within  which  to  commence  the 
work  fhall  be  deemed  reasonable.  If  the  owner  of  any 
lot  or  lots,  or  parts  of  lots,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  begin  such 
pavement,  foot- walk,  or  repairs  within  the  time  prescribed;

tions. If  the  owner  of  any  lot  or  fraction  of  lot,  before 
which  the  trustees  may  des^ire  to  make,  or  cause  to  be 
made,  the  improvements  provided  for  in  this  section,  does 
not  reside  in  the  county  of  lioyd,  then  the  notice  required 
by  this  section  shall  be  po&^ted  in  at  least  two  public  places 
in  said  town  for  at  least  one  month,  and  have  the  same 
effect  as  personal  service.  The  lien  created  by  this  act 
shall  attach  from  the  time  the  improvement  is  ordered  to 
be  put  under  contract.  They  shall  have  power  to  require 
the  owners  of  lots  or  parts  of  lots  to  fill  them  with  earth 
to  such  grade  as  they  may  fix,  and  to  make  drains  and 
keep  them  in  repair.

§  11.  In  the  collection  of  any  tax  authorized  by  this  act, 
the  collector  shall  first  sell  the  personal  property  of  the 
person  owing  such  tax:  Provided^  That  no  personal  prop- 
erty shall  be  sold  but  such  as  may  be  liable  to  execution 
under  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth:  Provided 
fuiihcry  That  the  failure  of  any  collecting  otRcers  to  sell 
personal  property  as  herein  directed,  shall  not  render  in- 
valid sales  made  of  real  estate  as  directed  in  this  act. 

§  12.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  and  authority,  by 
by-lavvs,  to  fix  tines  and  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  they  may  adopt  for  the  government 
of  the  town,  and  may  alter  and  amend  the  same;  may  re- 
peal and  again  re-enact,  and  from  time  to  time  fix  such 
fines  and  penalties  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  laws  and  Constitution:  Provided,  That  no 
fine  shall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  nor  shall  imprisonment 
extend  beyond  ten  days.  The  proceedings  to  enforce  such 
fines  and  penalties  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
w^ealth  of  Kentucky,  for  the  use  of  the  trut«tees  of  the  town 
of  Ashland,  befoi*e  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  or  any 
justice  of  the  peace  residing  within  the  town.  If  at  any 
time  there  should  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  police  judge, 
or  he  absent,  and  no  justice  of  the  peace  residing  in  said 
town,  then  such  fines  and  forfeitures  may  be  recovered  be- 
fore any  justice  of  the  peace  for  Boyd  county.

thence  with  the  lines  of  hi.s  lands,  so  as  to  include  the 
same,  to  the  intersection  of  the  lower  line  of  Fourth  street 
extended;  thence  with  said  line  of  Fourth  street  extended 
southwesterly  to  the  south  side  of  the  Back  road;  thence 
southeasterly  with  said  road,  on  the  south  side  thereof,  to 
its  intersection  of  the  line  of  Broadway  street  extended; 
thence  with  said  line  of  Broadway  street  extended,  north- 
easterly, to  the  lot  of  Mrs.  Orra  Bagby;  thence  southeast- 
erly, a  line  parallel  to  the  course  of  Winchet«ter  street,  to 
the  intersection  of  the  upper  line  of  F  street  extended;

Thompson,  the  then  presiding  judge  of  said  county  court, 
during  said  period;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tfie  General  Assembly  of  tiie  Commonwecdtk 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  said  W^m.  R,  Thompson  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  sign  the  orders  of  the  Bullitt  county  court  unsigned 
from  the  4th  day  of  September,  18(52,  to  20lh  July,  1863, 
including  both  days;  and  said  orders,  when  so  signed,  shall 
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b'e  held  legal  and  valid,  and  their  validity  shall  date  back        1869. 
to  the  date  of  their  respective  entries. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1648. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  Public  Square  of  Greenup  County. 

Whereas,  The  presiding  judge  of  the  Greenup  county 
court  was  authorized  by  said  act,  chapter  270,  to  lease 
portions  of  the  public  square  in  Greenupshurg;  and 
whereas,  leases  have  been  granted  under  said  act  to 
John  C.  Adams,  Geo.  E  Roe,  Je^se  Corum,  and  John 
Seaton,  which  have  been  confirmed  by  the  county  court 
of  said  county;  and  wherea^?,  it  is  not  deemed  best  to 
further  encumber  the  public  square  with  more  private 
ojSices;  therefore, 

Be  it  cmtcLed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  neither  the  presiding  judge  nor  county  court 
of  Greenup  county  shall  have  power  to  grant  any  other 
leases  of  any  portion  of  said  public  square:  Provided^ 
however^  That  said  leases  so  granted  as  aforesaid  shall 
not  be  invalidated,  but  shall  remain  in  full  force  accord- 
ing to  their  terms  and  conditions,  and  for  the  times  for 
which  they  were  granted. 

§  2.  All  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  commisfsioner  of  common  school  districts 
for  Lawrence  county  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  allowed  to 
make  his  report  for  school  districts  Nos.  38,  19,  50,  58,  61, 
18,  and  26,  in  Lawrence  county,  for  the  year  1862,  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction;  and  when  said  re- 
port .shall  be  made  as  required  by  law,  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  will  transmit  a  copy  of  the  same  to 
the  Auditor,  whereupon,  the  Auditor  shall  drawvhis  war- 
rant upon  the  Treasurer,  in  favor  of  the  common  school 
commissioner  of  Lawrence  county,  for  the  amount  due 
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1869.  districts  Nos.  38,  50,  58,  01,  18,  and  26,  in  Lawrence 
county,  for  the  year  18t>2,  na  nhown  by  the  report  hereia 
authorized  to  be  made,  to  he  paid  out  of  any  s<urj*lu8 
money  belonging  to  Lawrence  county;  and  if  there  be  no 
such  surplus*,  then  to  be  paid  out  ol'  the  bond  iuad  for 
Lawrence  county. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  eflect  from  its  passA^e.

CHAPTER  1650.. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Town  of  Carlisle,  in  Nicholas  County,  to  take 
Stock  in  its  corporate  capacity  la  the  Haysville  and  Lexiogiou  Railroad 
Company,  Northern  DividioQ. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwecdth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  upon  the  petition  of  not  less  than  ten  tax-pay- 
ers of  the  town  of  Carli:<lt^,  Nicholas  county,  it  c«hall  be  the 
duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  town  to  submit  to  a  vote  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  town,  on  a  day  to  he  design«led 
by  such  trustees,  not  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  filing 
or  pres?enting  of  such  petition,  tlie  question  of  sub^^cribin;;^ 
for  and  on  behalf  of  said  town  the  amount  of  ^tock  pro- 
posed by  such  petition  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Maysville 
and  Lexington  railroad  company,  Northern  Division,  not 
exceeding,  however,  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars; 
and  if  a  majority  of  those  voting  shall  vote  in  favor  of 
making  such  subscription,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
board  of  trustees  to  enter  the  result  of  said  vote  upon  ita 
record;  and  the- president  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town  shall  make  the  subscription  in  accordance  with  the 
vote.  tSaid  election  shall  be  held  at  the  place  in  said 
town  and  by  the  officer  as  now  required  by  law  in  hold- 
ing elections  for  officers  of  said  town;  and  notice  of  said 
election  shall  be  given  by  said  officer,  by  printed  adver- 
tisements posted  up  at  (.i)  three  or  more  public  places  ia 
said  town  at  least  ten  days  before  the  election. 

§  2.  That  if  said  town  shall  subscribe  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  railroad  company  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
said  town  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  town,  in  denomina- 
tions of  not  less  than  ($100)  one  hundred  nor  more  than 
($1,000)  one  thousand  dollars,  in  payment  thereof,  with 
coupons  attachei).  The  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  pres- 
ident of  the  board  of  trustees  and  countersigned  by  the 
town  clerk;  and  the  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk 
alone.  Such  bonds  shall  be  negotiable  and  payable  to 
bearer,  in  the  town  of  Carlisle,  at  not  more  than~^30) 
thirty  years  from  their  date,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a 
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rate  not  ereater  than  (8)  eight  per  cent.,  payahle  semi-       1869. 
annunlly  in  the  town  of  Carli!»le. 

§3.  Thht  in  case  eaid  town  shall  subscribe  to  the  capital 
Btock  of  paid  railroad  company  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  i»<sue  bonds  for  the  payment  of  such  subscrip- 
tion, it  hhall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town  to  cause  to  be  levied  and  collected  a  tax,  from  year 
to  year,  sufiitient  to  pay  the  pemi  annual  interest,  on  all 
the  real  estate  and  personal  property  in  said  town  subject 
to  taxation  under  the  revenue  laws  of  the  State,  including 
the  amounts  owned  by  residents  of  said  town  which  oug^ht 
to  be  given  in  under  the  equalization  laws. 

§  4.  That  taxes  levied  under  the  authority  of  this  act 
shall  be  collected  by  the  officer  of  said  town  who  is  by 
law  the  collector  of  taxes  levied  for  the  ordinary  purposes 
of  said  town.  But  before  such  officer  shall  be  authorized 
to  collect  said  tax,  he  shall  execute  a  bond,  with  such 
security  or  securities  as  may  be  approved  by  the  trustees  of 
sa1<I  town,  conditioned  that  said  officer  will  promptly  and 
faithfully  collect  and  pay  over  to  the  proper  persons,  with- 
in the  time  prescribed  by  law,  all  taxes  levied  under  this 
act  which  may  be  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection. 

§5.  That  tiie  officer  having  in  his  hands  for  collections 
taxes  levied  under  this  act  shall  have  all  the  powers  of 
distraining  and  selling  personal  property  which  sheriffs 
have  in  the  collection  of  the  Stale  revenue;  but  the  owner 
of  any  real  estate  sold  may  redeem  the  same  at  any  time 
within  one  year  after  such  sale,  by  paying  the  purchase 
money  and  (10)  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  thereon,  with  all 
taxes  paid  by  the  purchaser  ihereon  after  his  purchase, 
and  (iO)  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  thereon. 

§  0.  'i  hat  the  officer  selling  real  estate  for  taxes  levied 
ander  this  act,  shall  give  to  the  purchaser  a  certificate  of 
hid  said  purchase,  which  shall  describe  the  real  estate, 
and  state  the  amount  for  which  it  was  sold,  and  the  date 
of  the  sale,  which  certificate  shall  be  lodged  by  the  pur- 
chaser with  the  clerk^of  the  county  court  within  ((lO)  days, 
who  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose,  for  which  said  clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  charge 
a  lee  of  (50)  fifty  cents;  and  if  such  certificate  is  not 
lodged  for  record  as  herein  provided,  the  land  may  be 
redeemed  at  any  time  within  (15)  years,  on  paying  the 
purchase  money  and  (6)  six  per  cent,  per  annum  there- 
on. 

§  7.  That  the  officer  collecting  taxes  under  this  act  shall 
receive  such  compensation  as  may  be  allowed  him  by  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  town. 

§  8.  That;  one  half  of  the  tax  levied  in  any  one  year, 
shall  be  collected  by  the  collecting  officer  and  paid  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  town  or  board  of  trustees,  within 
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1869.  0^^)  ^"®  handred  and  twenty  da3'e  after  the  same  is 
placed  in  hid  hands,  and  the  ret^idue  within  (0)  six  months 
alter  the  first  ought  to  have  been  paid;  and  it  the  officer. 
whoee  duty  it  is  to  collect  taxes  levied  under  this  act, 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  execute  bond  as  required  by  this 
act,  for  (20)  twenty  days  after  the  tax  is  levied,  he  shall 
forfeit  his  office,  and  the  board  of  trustees  may  appoint 
a  collector,  who  shall  execute  bond  with  securities,  and 
have  all  the  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and 
liabilities  as  the  collecting  officer  before  named  in  col* 
lecting  taxes  under  this  act. 

^  9.  That  if  the  officer  or  collector,  having  in  his  hands 
for  collection  taxes  levied  under  this  act,  shall  fail  to  col- 
lect and  pay  over  the  same  within  the  time  prescribed, 
said  officer  or  collector  shall,  with  his  sureties,  be  liable 
for  the  amount  not  paid  as  required,  and  (10)  ten  per 
cent,  thereon,  to  be  recovered  on  motion  on  (10)  ten 
days'  notice,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction;  and  any 
execution  issued  on  such  judgment  shall  not  be  re- 
plevied, and  shall  be  indorsed  by  the  officer  issuing  it, 
that  no  security  of  any  kind  is  to  be  taken. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town  to  see  that  the  collecting  officer  or  collector  coUecta 
and  pays  over  taxes  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection, 
according  to  law,  and  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
against  him  on  his  failure  to  do  so.  They  shall  appro- 
priate such  moneys,  when  collected,  to  the  payment  of 
the  interest  on  the  bonds  of  their  town;  they  shall,  when- 
ever a  dividend  is  declared  by  said  railroad  company, 
cause  their  treasurer  to  receive  the  same,  and  pay  the 
interest  on  their  bonds  out  of  it;  and  when  a  surplus 
shall  remain,  after  paying  the  interest  due,  they  shall 
apply  such  surplus  to  the  purchase  of  their  bonds,  if 
they  can  be  purchased  at  par  or  less;  and  if  they  can- 
not be  purchased  at  par,  they  shall  invest  such  surplus 
in  some  safe  and  profitable  manner,  and  in  such  way 
that  the  money  may  be  readily  realized  when  needed  to 
buy  or  pay  off*  their  bonds. 

^11.  That  all  dividends  which  shall  be  received  upon 
the  stock  held  and  owned  by  said  town  under  this  act, 
shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  set  apart  to  be  held  sacred  as 
a  sinking  fund,  to  be  only  used  as  provided  in  this  act, 
for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the 
bonds  issued  under  the  authority  of  this  act. 

§  12.  That  in  case  the  dividends  upon  the  stock  held 
and  owned  under  this  act  by  said  town,  and  for  which 
bonds  shall  have  been  issued,  shall  not  be  sufficient  to 
enable  said  town  to  pay  off  its  bonds  at  maturity,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees,  whenever  said  fact 
shall  become  apparent,  to  cause  a  tax  to  be  levied  from 
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year  to  year,  and  collected  on  all  the  property  in  said  1869. 
town  which,  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  is  subject  to 
taxation,  to  pay  interest  sufficient,  with  the  profits  which 
may  be  realized  by  the  board  on  said  collections,  to  dis- 
charge the  bonds  at  maturity,  or  at  any  time  before 
maturity,  when  they  may  be  bought  or  paid  at  par  or 
less :  Provided,  That  any  tax  levied  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section,  shall  be  collected  by  the  same  ofii-  ^ 
cer  or  collector,  under  the  same  powers,  and  subject  to 
the  same  rettponsibillties,  in  every  respect,  as  provided 
in  this  act,  in  relation  to  the  collection  of  taxes  levied 
to  pay  interest. 

§  13.  That  dividends  accruing  to  said  town  upon  its 
stock  in  said  company,  after  the  discharge  of  its  bonds, 
shall  go  into  the  treasury  of  the  town,  and  be  controlled 
and  expended  as  taxes  levied  by  said  corporation  are  or 
may  be  authorized  by  law  to  be  used. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  elfect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1651. 

AN  AOT  to  release  to  the  Town  of  Smithland  all  right  aod'tiUe  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky  in  and  to  Cumberland  Hospital. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  building  situate  in  the  town  of  Smithland, 
known  as  the  Cumberland  Hospital,  together  with  all  the 
interest  owned  by  the  State  of  Kentucky  in  and  to  the 
lands  upon  which  the  same  was  built,  or  in  any  lands  in 
any  way  connected  therewith,  as  well  as  to  all  furniture 
and  other  fixtures  belonging  thereto,  and  to  any  and  all 
property  and  assets  belonging  to  said  hospital  now  in  the 
bands  of  any  party  or  parties,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
surrendered  by  the  State  of  Kentucky  to  the  corporate  au- 
thorities of  said  town  of  Smithland,  to  be  held  and  used 
for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  carrying  on  a  high 
school  in  said  town. 

§  2.  Said  hospital  building,  lands,  and  other  property,  is, 
for  the  present,  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  corporate 
authorities  of  said  town;  but  in  case  at  any  time  a  high 
school  or  seminary  shall  be  incorporated  in  said  town, 
then,  upon  a  petition  signed  by  a  majority  of  all  the  legal 
voters  of  said  town,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  corporate 
authorities  to  convey  said  buildings,  lands,  and  other  prop- 
erty, to  the  legally  appointed  trustees  of  such  high  school 
or  seminary,  subject  to  such  restrictions  as  may  be  pre- 
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1869.        Bcribed  by  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  incorporating^ 
the  name. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  School  Districts  Nos.  3  and  19,  of  Lawrenoe 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CammonvoeaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  commi8$>ioner  of  common  schools  for  Law- 
rence county  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  allowed  to  make  his 
report  for  school  districts  Nos.  3  and  10,  in  Lawreoce 
county,  for  the  year  1868,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
Mny,  1869,  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction; 
and  when  8aid  report  shall  be  made  as  required  by  law, 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  will  transmit  a 
copy  of  the  same  to  the  Auditor,  whereupon  the  Auditor 
shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  treasurer,  in  favor  of  the 
school  commissioner  of  Lawrence  county,  for  the  amount 
due  school  districts  Nos.  3  and  19  for  the  year  18G8,  as 
shown  by  the  report  herein  authorized  to  be  made,  to  be 
paid  out  of  any  surplus  belonging  to  Lawrence  county; 
and  if  there  be  no  such  surplus,  then  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
bond  fund  for  Lawrence  county. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  edect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1656. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Road  Lawa  for  the  Coanties  of  Hickman,  Fulton, 

and  Ballard. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  county  courts  of  the  counties  of  Hickman, 
Fulton,  and  Ballard,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered, at  any  time  they  may  deem  proper,  to  lay  off  their 
respective  counties  into  road  precincts,  the  boundaries  of 
which  shall  be  distinctly  defined,  and  the  plat  of  said  pre- 
cincts, with  the  necessary  explanations,  shall  be  entered  of 
record  on  the  order  books  of  said  county  courts.  For  each 
of  said  road  precincts  there  shall  be  appointed  a  surveyor, 
whose  duty  shall,  in  all  things,  be  the  same  as  now  pre- 
scribed by  law;  and  he  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  penalties 
prescribed  by  law  for  failure  to  discharge  the  duties  im- 
posed upon  him. 
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^  2.  Every  person  subject  by  existing  laws  to  work  apon  1869. 
the  public  roads,  who  tesides  within  the  limits  of  said  road 
precincts,  shall  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  surveyors  of 
said  precincts,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  his  name  was 
on  the  list  of  hands  furnished  the  surveyors  of  the  roads  by 
the  county  courts  in  conformity  with  existing  laws.  The 
order  of  the  county  court  appointing  surveyors  for  said 
precincts  shall  give  a  full  and  complete  description  of  the 
precinct  over  which  he  shall  be  appointed  surveyor,  which 
order  shall  be  delivered  to  him  in  the  manner  now  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

§  3.  The  existing  laws  relating  to  roads  and  passways 
shall  not  be  i^pealed  or  suspended  to  any  extent  in  either 
qf  said  counties,  until  the  county  court  thereof  shall  com- 
ply with  the  conditions  of  this  act;  nnd'^ach  of  said  coun- 
ties have  the  right  to  act  independently  of  the  other. 

§  4.  No  part  of  existing  laws  relating  to  roads  and  pass- 
ways  are  repealed  by  this  act,  except  where  the  same  are 
clearly  inconsistent  therewith. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1657. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act^  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  an  act  providing  for 
the  erection  of  Public  Buildings  in  Lewis  Gonntj." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act, 
providing  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings  in  Lewis 
county,'^  approved  January  the  17th,  1808,  is  amended 
as  follows:  The  lax  levied  by  said  act  shall  be  levied, 
collected,  and  appropriated  by  the  Lewis  county  court 
to  the  building  of  the  turnpike  roads  named  in  said  act, 
and  the  following  additional  roads :  the  Concord  and 
Tollsboro,  the  Vanceburg,  Quincy,  and  Springville,  the 
Vanceburg  and  Kinniconick  road,  and  any  other  turn- 
pike roads  now  incorporated,  or  hereafter  incorporated, 
and  which  roads  shall  be  built  in  Lewis  county. 

(  2.  That  there  shall  be  collected  a  poll-tax  of  three 
dollars  upon  and  from  all  male  persons  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  residing  in  Lewis  county;  and,  after  paying 
the  annual  expenses  of  said  county,  the  balance  shall  be 
applied  to  assist  in  building  turnpike  roads  in  said  county. 
That  said  tax  shall  be  collected  each  year,  whether  any 
or  all  the  roads  named  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment  commence  or  prosecute  their  work  or  notj 
ftnd  the  fourth  section  of  said  act  is  amended  to  thia 
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1869.*  extent:  the  money,  when  collected,  shall  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  the  county  bonds  i|^ued  by  the  order  of 
the  Lewis  county  court,  under  the  various  acts  of  the 
Legislature,  to  aid  in  building  turnpike  roads  in  said 
county,  always  paying  those  honds  first  falling  due;  and 
said  tales  are  pledged  and  dedicated  as  a  fund  to  pay 
off  said  county  bonds,  and  shall  never  be  divested  from 
that  object,  and  this  shall  be  construed,  and  is  intended 
to  include,  the  bonds  already  issued,  and  all  bonds  here- 
'  after  issued  by  the  Lewis  county  court  to  aid  any  tura- 
pike  road  in  said  county. 

§  3.  That  the  title  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  changed  to  *'An  act  aa- 
thorizing  and  requiring  the  Lewis  county  court  to  aid  in 
building  turnpike  roads  in  said  county/' 

§  4.  That  in  order  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  a  separate 
act  for  each  turnpike  road,  it  is  hereby  enacted  that  the 
Lewis  county  court  is  authorized,  empowered,  and  re- 
quired to  assist  all  turnpike  roads  built  in  Lewis  county 
to  the  extent  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  mile,  and 
this  assistance  shall  be  rendered  by  said  court  issuing 
the  bonds  of  said  county  to  the  road  intended  to  be 
assisted,  and  deliver  said  bonds  to  the  president  or  board 
of  directors  of  said  road;  said  bonds  shall  draw  interest 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  be 
due  within  twenty  years  from  their  date;  said  court  shall 
issue  said  bonds  at  the  request  of  the  president  of  the 
road  desiring  said  bonds,  upon  proof  that  the  portion 
of  road  for  which  the  bonds  are  asked  has  been  pat 
under  contract,  to  a  responsible  contractor  or  contract- 
ors; that  sufficient  subscriptions  have  been  raised  (by 
the  aid  of  $1,000  per  mile)  by  responsible  individuals, 
to  build  that  part  of  said  road  for  which  the  bonds  of 
the  county  are  asked;  that  said  road,  or  that  part  of  it 
under  contract,  as  the  case  may  be,  will  be  speedily 
built,  and  be  a*  substantial  good  turnpike  when  finished. 

§  5.  That  the  fifth  section  of  said  act  (approved  January 
17th,  1868)  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1661. 

AN  ACT  to  proTide  a  Mecbaaics'  Lien  Law  for  the  Ciij  of  Loaimlle  and 

County  of  Jefferson. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  ComnumwealA 
oj  Kentvehf: 

§  1.  That  all  persons  who  shall  perform  labor^  or  farnisk 
materials,  fixtures^  or  machinery  for  constracting,  finish* 
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ing:,  filtering,  adding  to,  or  repairing  any  hoase,  bailding,      1869. 
mill,  manufactory,  or  other  structure,  within  the  city  of 
Louisville  or  county  of  JeflTerson,  by  or  under  any  employ-  > 

ment  or  contract,  express  or  implied,  shall  and  may  have 
a  joint  lien  upon  such  house^  building,  mill,  manufactory^ 
or  other  structure,  and  upon  the  interest  of  the  employer 
in  the  parcel  of  land  on  which  such  structure  may  be  situ- 
ated, and  in  the  previous  structure  added  to^  altered,  or 
repaired,  to  secure  the  payment  of  their  several  demands, 
which  lien  shall  be  prior  and  superior  to  all  other  liens  or 
encumbrances  on  any  such  house,  building,  mill,  manu- 
factory, or  other  structure^  and  the  fixtures  and  machinery 
so  constructed,  when  the  structure  is  wholly  new;  and 
upon  any  machinery  or  fixtures,  alterations,  additions,  or 
repairs  te  a  previous  building,  which  are  capable  of  being 
severed  or  removed  from  such  previous  building  without 
material  injury  thereto,  and  shall  be  prior  and  superior  to 
all  other  liens  or  encumbrances  upon  the  interest  of  the  " 
employer  in  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  built  upon,  and  upon 
any  previous  structure  so  altered,  repaired,  or  added  to,  cre- 
ated after  the  commencement  of  constructing  the  house, 
building,  mill,  manufactory,  or  other  structure,  or  adding 
to,  altering,  or  repairing  a  previous  structure:  Provided^ 
That  no  lien  shall  so  attach  for  any  sum  amounting  to  less 
than  ten  dollars. 

§'3.  That  any  person  or  persons,  having  a  lien  under 
this  act,  may  enforce  the  same  by  petition  in  equity  in  the 
Louisville  chancery  court,  or  in  any  court  of  similar  juris- 
diction which  may  hereafter  be  established  or  exist  in  said 
county  and  city:  Provided,  Such  petition  be  filed  within 
one  year  from  the  completion  of  the  work  or  furnishing 
the  materials.  All  the  persons  having  a  lien  may  Join  in 
the  petition,  or  one  or  more  may  file  a  petition  against  the 
employer,  and  the  other  persons,  or  any  of  them,  having 
a  lien.  Any  person  having  a  lien,  not  a  party  to  the  case, 
may,  on  his  motion,  be  made  a  party  defendant;  and  all 
defendants  having' liens  ma}'  set  up  their  respective  claims 
by  answer,  without  the  necessity  of  making  the  same  a 
cross-petition.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  em- 
ployer to  make  distinct  answer  to  each  claim  set  up  in 
petition  or  answer,  without  other  service  of  process,  ex- 
cept the  summons  on  original  petition.  In  all  respects, 
other  than  as  herein  provided,  the  case  shall  proceed  and 
be  conducted  according  to  equity  law  and  practice,  and  the 
rules  of  the  court  in  which  the  same  may  be  prosecuted. 
No  lien  shall  exist  in  favor  of  any  person  or  persons,  by 
virtue  of  this  act,  who  shall  not  have  proceeded  within 
the  time  aforesaid  to  enforce  the  same;  and  the  lis  pendens 
shall  be  construed  to  commence  as  to  the  several  demands 
from  the  time  of  filing  the  petition  or  answer  asserting  or 
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18Q9.  netting:  up  the  same;  and  any  party  in  interest  other  than 
the  employer,  may,  by  motion  of  record  previous  to  judg- 
ment, without  answer,  require  any  claimant,  or  all  claim- 
ant:^,  to  prove  their  demands  as  if  controverted  by  general 
denial;  and  the  plaintiflT,  on  service  of  summons,  and  each 
defendant,  on  filing  his  answer  and  claim,  may  proceed  to 
take  evidence  to  prove  the  same. 

$  3.  That  any  journeyman,  laborer,  mechanic,  artisan, 
lumber  merchant,  brick-maker,  or  other  person  performing^ 
labor  or  furnishing  materials  for  any  of  the  purpo:tes  de- 
scribed in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  not  under  contract 
or  employment  of  the  owner,  but  as  sub-contractor,  may 
avail  himself  of  this  act  by  giving  notice  in  writing  to  the 
owner  or  employer,  before  payment  is  made  to  the  con- 
tractor or  building  mechanic,  that  he  looks  to  the  property 
for  the  payment  of  what  may  be  due  to  him  for  such  labor 
done  or  materials  furni.-«hed  ;  whereupon,  he  shall  have  and 
acquire  a  lien  as  valid,  and  to  be  enforced  in  the  same  way, 
as  if  he  had  contracted  with  or  furnished  to  the  owner  or 
employer:  Provided^  That  the  lien  or  liens  so  acquired  by 
subcontractors  shall  not  swell  the  aggregate  payments  or 
indebtedness  of  the  owner  or  employer  beyond  what  he 
would  be  bound  for  by  contract,  where  the  work  has  been 
done  on  contract,  or  in  other  cases  bevond  what  be  would 
be  lawfully  bound  for  upon  the  ^uan/u/Ti  m^rui^  after  giving 
credit  for  payments  made  beiore  notice  by  sub-contractors; 
and  it  is  further  provided,  that  the  demands  of  sub-con- 
tractors shall  be  severally  paid  out  of  what  may  be  due  to 
the  contractor  or  building  mechanic  under  whom  tbey 
claim,  if  so  much  be  due  to  him,  after  giving  credit  to  the 
employer  as  to  each  demand  of  sub-contractors  for  pay- 
ments made  to  the  contractor  or  building  mechanic,  prior 
to  notice  as  above  provided;  and  no  sub-contractor  shall 
be  prejudiced  on  account  of  any  payment  made  by  the 
employer  to  the  contractor  or  building  mechanic,  after  no- 
tice as  aforesaid  by  such  sub- con  tractor  ;  and  if  payments 
are  made  by  the  employer  after  notice  by  one  or  more  sub- 
contractors, and  prior  to  notice  by  another  or  others,  such 
notice  or  notices  so  given,  prior  to  such  payments,  shall 
have  preference  to  the  extent  of  such  payments;  and  in 
such  cases  the  sub-contractors  shall  be  classified  ;  and  un- 
der these  regulations  the  court  shall  distribute  the  fund 
amongst  the  partied  according  to  their  respective  rights 
and  equities. 

§  4.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawfnl  for  any  such  owner  or 
employer,  upon  receiving  notice  Irom  any  sub-contractor 
as  provided  in  the  third  section,  to  assume  the  amount 
justly  due  to  such  sub-contractor,  and  thereupon  at  once 
become  entitled  to  credit  therefor  as  a  payment  as  between 
himself  and  the  contractor:   Prowded^  That  this  be  not

Jone  to  tlie  prejudice  of  any  frab-contpactor  who  may  have       1869. 
given  previous  notice  of  his  claim  and  lien.  , 

§  5.  Any  sub-contractor  may,  before  furnishing  any  ma- 
terials or  performing  any  labor  as  aforesaid,  give  notice  to 
the  owner  or  employer  of  his  intention  to  furnifh  or  per- 
form the  same,  and  the  contract  price  or  probable  value 
thereof,  and  that  he  look«  to  the  property  for  payment; 
and  if,  within  the  next  day  after  receiving  such  notice,  the 
owner  or  employer  does  tiot  warn  or  notify  such  sub-con- 
tractor not  to  furnish  such  materials  or  perform  such  labor 
on  the  credit  of  the  property,  and  the  sub  contractor  goes 
on  to  furnififh  the  materials  or  perform  the  labor,  he  shall 
have  a  lien,  as  in  the  first  section  provided,  for  the  sum 
juetly  due  to  him,  not  exceeding  that  named  in  the  notice, 
not  to  be  seated  or  lessened  on  account  of  any  payments 
made  by  the  owner  or  employer  to  the  contractor  or  build- 
ing mechanic,  whether  before  or  after  such  notice ;  and 
after  doing  work  or  fiirnishing  materials,  either  without 
notice  or  under  notice  as  aforesaid,  the  sub-contractor  may 
give  like  notice,  and  do  or  fcirnisli  other  work  or  materials 
with  tike  effect  and  opon  like  conditions,  as  above  herein 
provided. 

§  6.  The  liens  herein  provided  shall  be  enforced  by  ap- 
propriate orders,  judgments,  or  decrees,  for  the  sale  of  the 
property  on  which  the  lien  exists,  according  to  equity 
usage;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  employer  did  not 
own  or  had  no  right  to  bind  the  land  lor  a  sufficient  e^^tate 
to  satisfy  the  liens,  then  the  court  may  provide  for  the  sale 
and  removal  of  the  house,  bui4ding,  mlH^  manufactory,  or 
other  Btruci4]re,  where  it  is  wholly  a  new  str-ucture,  or  of 
the  fixtures,  machinery^  alterations,  additions,  or  repairs, 
upon  which  the  Uen  exists,  so  far  ai9  the  same  may  or  can 
be  removed  without  material  injury  to  the  former  structure 
not  owned  by  the  employer,  or  to  rent  the  same  for  the 
benefit  of  lien  claimant's,  if  it  shaJI  appoar  the  rents  will 
pay  the  lien  claims  in  a  reasonable  tin^e,  in  eases  where 
th^  owner  of  the  land  or  former  structure  consents  to  the 
renting^  on  election  given. 

^  7.  And  if  the  land  upon  which  any  such  structure  i^i 
erected,  or  the  land  and  structure  upon  which  any  such 
alterations  and  repairs  are  made,  shali  be  owned  by  or 
held  for  any  infant  or  ^pstui  que  trust,  or  as  the  separate 
estate  of  a  married  woman,  withoiH  power  of  sale  or  en- 
cumbranoe,  and  the  court  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  con- 
tract or  employment  was  not  such  as  to  bind  the  land,  or 
any  interest  therein,  sufficient  to  raise  the  amount  neces- 
sary to  satisfy  the  liens,  then  it  may  and  shall  be  compe- 
te-nt  fbi*  the  guardian  of  such  infant,  or  the  trustee  or 
married  woman,  to  exhibit  his,  her,  or  their  petition,  or, 
by  answer   to   any  petition   pending   under   this   act,  to 
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1869.  allege  and  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  coart  tbet  it 
would  redound  to  tbe  interest  of  the  infant  or  cestui  que 
trusty  or  married  woaian,  to  caiMse  said  property  so  buiil 
upon  or  improved  to  be  either  sold  or  leased  or  rented  out^ 
to  pay  tbe  lien  claims  established,  rather  than  rennove  the 
structure  or  improvements^  or  to  ascertain  the  compara- 
tive value  of  the  property  independent  of  tbe  improve- 
nients,  and  of  the  improvennents,  and  to  have  tbe  wbole^ 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  sold,  and  the  lien 
claims  paid,  or  the  proceeds  distributed  between  the  mar- 
ried woman,  infant,  or  cestui  que  irusi^  and  the  lien  claim- 
ants, the  court  making  proper  orders  for  tbe  safe-keepings 
or  the  reinvestment  of  the  portion  going  to  such  infant  or 
^cestui  que  trust  or  married  woman. 

§  8.  If  the  interest  of  tbe  employer  in  the  land  oo  which 
the  work  or  materials  were  done  or  furnished  is  that  of  a 
lessee  for  years,  or  other  interest  less  than  a  fee  simple^ 
the  court  may  either  sell  the  house  or  other  improvemeats, 
with  tbe  privilege  to  the  purchaser  or  his  assigns  to  enter 
and  remove  it;  or  may  sell  the  interest  of  the  employer 
during  his  term,  with  privilege  of  removal  of  the  house  or 
other  improvement;  or  may  sell  the  land,  subject  to  the 
contingency  affecting  tbe  title;  or  may  order  the  property 
to  be  rented^  whichever  may  seem  best  for  the  intereFt  of 
all  parties  consistent  with  the  liens  and  equities  hereia 
created. 

^  9.  In  case  any  lumber  merchant,  briek-maker,  or  other 
material  man,  shall  have  furnished  or  sold  materials  to 
any  contractor  or  building  mechanic,  who  shall  be  en- 
gaged in  building  more  than  one  structure  at  the  same 
time,  and  it  shall  be  beyond  the  power  of  such  material 
man  to  make  it  appear  in  proof  how  much  of  bis  mate- 
rials went  into  any  one  structure,  the  court  may  permit 
his  lien  claim  to  be  proved  and  established  against  any 
and  all  such  structures,  and  the  interest  in  the  land,  km 
herein  provided:  Provided^  That  no  valid  lien  of  any  other 
mechanic  or  material  man  is  lessened  or  impaired  by  any 
such  allowance  beyond  the  amount  actually  proved  as  to 
each  structure:  And  provided  alw,  That  the  rights  by  thia 
section  provided  shall  take  efl'ect  only  from  tbe  date  of  its 
being  claimed  by  suit,  and  subject  to  prior  conveyancea 
and  equities. 

§  10.  Any  notice  provided  for  in  this  act  may  be  served 
by  the  sheriff  or  any  constable  of  said  city  or  county,  by 
delivering  a  true  copy  thereof,  and  whose  return  thereon 
shall  be  received  in  evidence  without  further  proof,  or  the 
service  of  the  notice  may  be  proved  by  a  disinterested 
witness,  or  as  provided  by  existing  laws  as  to  notices  gen* 
erally. 
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§  11.  The  act  providing  a  general  mechanicB*  lien  law  1869. 
for  certain  cities  and  counties,  approved  February  17« 
1858,  so  far  as  it  is  inconsistent  with  this  act,  and  only  as 
to  the  city  of  Louisville  and  county  of  Jefferson,  be  re- 
pealed; but,  as  to  the  matters  provided  for  by  amendment, 
approved  June  3d,  1865,  as  to  the  said  city  and  county, 
and  in  all  respects  as  to  the  other  cities  and  counties  to 
which  those  acts  extend,  they  shall  continue  in  force.

CHAPTER  1662. 

AN  ACT  to  protect  small  Birds  and  Oame  in  Lewis  County. 

Be  it  enacUd  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  pursue,  hunt,  kill,  or 
in  any  manner  injure  any  of  the  birds  commonly  known 
as  the  blue  bird,  swalioNV,  martin,  robin,  wren,  or  any 
other  bird  whatsoever,  smaller  than  the  quail,  including 
the  quail  and  dove,  in  Lewis  county,  at  any  season  of  the 
year,  or  at  any  time  or  under  any  circumstances,  without 
the  consent  of  the  owners  of  said  lands. 

^  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful,  on  the  lands  of  another 
person  or  on  another's  premises,  without  his,  her,  or  their 
permission,  at  any  time  to  hunt,  pursue,  catch,  kill,  or  in 
any  manner  destroy  or  injure,  any  quail,  partridge,  pheas- 
ant, wild  goose,  wood  duck,  teal,  or  other  wild  duck,  wood- 
cock, or  to  have  in  possession,  or  expose  for  sale,  any  of 
the  game  mentioned  in  this  act,  taken  from  the  premises 
or  lands  of  another.  In  like  manner  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  hunt,  kill,  or  injure  any  deer  on  the  land 
or  premises  of  another,  without  the  proprietor's  consent; 
and  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  fifteen  dollars  and  costs  of  suit. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  ld63. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  ao  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  the  Deposit  Bank 

of  Princeton,  Kentucky.'* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  savings  and 
deposit  bank  in  the  town  of  Princeton,  Kentucky,  with 
a  capital  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hun- 
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1869.  'red  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as  here- 
inafter specified;  and  the  subscribers,  their  associates, 
successors,  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  in- 
corporate, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  *'  deposit  Bank 
of  Princeton,''  and  shall  so  continae  for  twenty-five 
years  from  its  organization ;  and  shall  have  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  ot  a  natural  person  in  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  in  suing  and  being  sued,  and  of 
impleading,  answering,  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatever;  said  bank  may  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

^  2.  SSaid  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  three  directors,  who  shall  be  stockholders  resid- 
ing in  this  State ;  they  shall  hold  their  office  until   their 
successors  are  elected   and  qualified;  and  after  the   first 
election,   s^all   be   elected  the  first  Monday  in   July   in 
each  year,  or  as   soon  thereafter  as  practicably  conven- 
ient; and   in   case   of  vacancy,  the   remaining  directors 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  successor;  they  may  elect 
one  of  their  number  president,  who  shall  preside  at  their 
meetings,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  by  this  charter  or  their  by-laws;  they  shall  have 
power  to  sell  any  of  the  stock  remaining  unsold;  to  de- 
clare dividends  of  the  profits  ari/ing  out  of  the  business 
of  the    bank;  to  appoint  such   officers,   agents,  and   em- 
ployes, as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  busi- 
ness of  the   bank,   and    pay  them    for   their  services;  to 
take   from   the   president,   cashier,   and   other   employes, 
such  bond  as  they  may  deem   proper  and  reasonable,  to 
secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties; 
and  to  make  such   by-laws  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  proper  management  of   the  aflairs  of  the  bank,: 
Provided^  The  same  be  not  contrary  to  the  ConBtitution 
and   laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States.     The 
stock  shall  be  deemed   personal    property,  and  shall   be 
transferable  only  on  the  books  of  the  bank  by  the  stock- 
holder or  his  attorney,  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  the  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  establish;  but 
the  corporation  shall  have   a  lien  on  the  stock  to  secure 
any  indebtedness  to  the  bank  by  the  stockholders. 

§  3.  That  T.  L.  McNary,  R.  B.  Railiff,  and  Hugh  F. 
McNary,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  any  two 
of  whom,  after  giving  notice  to  the  others,  may  open 
books  in  the  town  of  Princeton,  and  receive  subscrip- 
tions for  the  capital  stock  of  said  bank;  and  whenever 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  of  said  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed  for,  it  shall  be  their  doty  to  give  notice  to 
the  stockholders,  and  appoint  a  day  for  the  election  of 
a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until 
the   ensuing    annual   election.      The    payments   for    the 
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shares  shall  be  as  follows,  viz :  Five  dollars  on  each  1869. 
shA*e  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  and  ten  dollars  vtrithia 
thirty  days  after  the  election  of  the  first  board  of  direct- 
ors, and  the  remainder  in  such  amounts,  and  at  such 
times,  as  the  directors  may  require:  Provided^  That  no 
one  call  shall  be  for  a  larger  amount  than  ten  dollars 
per  share,  and  at  shorter  notice  than  thirty  days;  and 
furthermore,  that  nothing  contained  herein  t^hali  be  con- 
strued so  as  to  prevent  any  stockholder  irom  making 
payments  on  his  stock  in  advance  of  the  calls  made  by 
the  directors;  said  corporation  may  commence  business 
so  soon  as  one  third  the  amount  subscribed  shall  have 
been  paid  in  as  capital. 

§  4.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold  and  silver, 
bank  notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully  cir- 
culating as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner, 
at  such  times,  and  with  such  rate  of  interest,  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  with  the  depositors  by  special  or  general 
contract;  may  deal  in  the  loaning  of  motiey;  may  buy 
and  sell  bills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes,  uncurrent 
money,  stocks,  bonds,  mortgages,  and  other  evidences  of 
debt;  take. personal  and  other  securities  for  the  payment 
of  the  same,  and  dispose  of  the  latter,  except  real  estate, 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  parties  in  writing, 
and  pass  a  valid  title  to  the  same;  all  promissory  notes 
and  inland  bills  of  exchange,  which  may  be  discounted 
and  owned  by  said  bank,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  put 
upon  the  same  footing  of  foreign  biMs  of  exchange,  and 
like  remedy  may  be  h»d  thereon,  jointly  and  severally, 
against  the  drawers  and  indorsers.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallk 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established  in 
Cynthiana,  Kentucky,  a  deposit  b^nk,  which  shall  be  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Deposit 
Bank  of  Cynthiana;  and  shall  have  power  and  authority 
in  that  name  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  i» 
all  courts  and  places  as  a  natural  person;  and  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  aad  alter  and  change  the  same 
at  will. 
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1869.  (  ^-  '^^^  property,  business,  and  affkira  of  said   bank 

shail  be  under  ther  management,  government,  and  con- 
trol of  a  boird  of  seven  directors,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  president  of  the  board,  and  T.  J.  Megibben, 
C.  B.  Cook,  T.  A.  Frazier,  Thos.  V.  A.^bbrook,  H.  W. 
Shawhan,  Ruddel  Sharp,  and  l\  T.  Martin,  are  hereby 
constituted  and  appointed  a  board  of  directors  for  said 
hank,  to  serve  as  such  until  others  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified;  and  should  any  of  the  persons  above  named 
fail  or  refuse  to  qualify  and  serve  as  directors,  bis  or 
their  place  or  places  may  be  declared  and  treated  as 
vacant,  and  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  remainder;

promissory  notes,  buy  and  sell  exchange,  stocks,  bonds, 
and  other  securities  and  things;  and  the  promissory  notes 
made  payable  at  Us  banking  house,  which  may  be  dis- 
counted by  said  bank*,  and  inland  bills  of  exchange, 
which  may  be  discounted  or  purchased  by  it,  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills 
of  exchange,  and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly 
and  severally,  against  the  makers,  drawers,  iadorsers,  or 
other  parties  thereto. 

f  4.  The  said  bank  may  acquire  and  hold,  possess  and 
nse,  occupy  and  enjoy,  all  such  real  and  personal  property, 
goods,  chattels,  or  other  things,  as  may  be  ^convenient  for 
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the  transaction  of  its  bubine^s,  or  which  may  he  pledged       1869. 

or  conveyed  to  it  as  secarity  for  any  debts  or  purchase  in 

satisfaction  of  any  debts,  judgments,  or  decree,  and  sell 

and  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same,  except  real 

estate,  as  a  natural  person;  and,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 

president  or  cashier  of  said  bank,  during?  the  firnt  week  in 

each  year,  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  this  Commonwealth 

fifty  cents  on  each  hundred  dollars  of  capital  stock  held 

and  paid  for  in  said  bank,  which  shall  be  in  full  of  all  tax 

or  bonus,  and  be  a  part  of  the  common  school  fund  of  this 

Commonwealth. 

^  5  The  said  bank  shall  have  power  to  make  advances 
on  approved  securities  of  any  kind,  and  it  may  receive 
stocks,  bonds,  and  other  things,  in  pledge  for  the  security 
of  loaned  or  debts  owing,  and  sell  the  same  on  the  non- 
payment of  the  debts  or  demand  at  the  stipulated  time  of 
payment,  according  to  any  agreement  made  between  the 
parties  in  writing  at  the  time  of  loan  or  renewal  thereof^ 
and  pass  a  good  title  to  the  purchaser;  and  any  power 
given  for  that  purpose  shall  be  irrevocable,  until  the  debt 
or  demand  is  paid  or  duly  tendered.  Said  bank  may  re- 
ceive deposits  of  gold,  silver,  bank  notes,  United  States 
Treasury  notes,  or  other  currency,  and  pay  the  t^ame  in 
kind,  or  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  special  or  general  con- 
tract, and  may  allow  interest  on  deposits,  not  to  exceed 
the  rates  allowed  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.  It 
may  issue  certificates  of  credit,  payable  throughout  the 
United  States  and  elsewhere,  for  the  convenience  of  mer- 
chants and  travelers,  but  shall  not  issue  any  notes  or  bills 
to  circulate  as  rhoney. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  bank  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  enact  and  put  in  force  such 
rules,  bylaws,  and  regulations^,  for  the  management,  gov- 
ernment, and  control  of  its  property,  business,  and  affairs, 
as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  alter,  amend,  and  repeal 
the  same  at  will;  and  shall  specify  therein  the  number  of 
directors  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business.  They  may  appoint  such  officers,  agents, 
and  servants  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the 
business  of  the  bank,  and  pay  them  such  sums  for  their 
services,  and  take  from  them  bonds  in  such  penalties  to 
secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  as  th^y 
mtfy  think  reasonable  and  proper;  and  upon  any  bonds 
thus  takeU)  recovery  may  be  had  for  breaches  of  the  con- 
tract thereof.  If  any  officer  of  the  bank  shall  appropriate 
any  funds  of  said  bank  to  his  own  use,  or  shall  willfully 
fail  to  make  correct  returns,  or  knowingly  make  false  ones^ 
on  the  books  of  said  bank,  with  the  intent  to  cheat  or  de- 
fraud the  corporation  or  other  person,  such  officer  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof. 
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1869.  ^^  sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  jail  or  penitentiary  of 
this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  nor 
more  than  twenty  years. 

§  7.  The  stock  of  said  bank  shall  be  deemed  personal 
property,  and  shall  only  be  assigned  in  accordance  vrith 
such  rules  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  from  time  to  time 
prescribe ;  and  said  bank  shall  hold  a  lien  on  the  shares  of 
any  stockholder  who  may  be  indebted  to  it,  and  such  shares 
shall  not  be  assignable  or  transferred  until  the  debt  shall 
be  paid  or  discharged. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage  and  re- 
main in  i'orce  for  twenty-one  years  from  the  first  organiza- 
tion of  the  said  institution,  provided  it  is  organized  within 
three  years  from  its  passage. 

§  9.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  exam- 
ine into  the  affairs  of  said  corporation,  by  any  committee 
they  may  appoint  for  that  purpose.

^  1.  1  hat  the  Louisville  turnpike  company  shall  have 
the  right,  with  the  conssent  of  a  majority  in.  stock  of  the 
stockholders  in  said  road,  to  contract  with,  sell  and  con- 
vey, to  the  city  of  Louisville,  all  that  portion  of  their  road 
lying  and  being  within  the  corporate  [limits]  of  said  city. 

§  )i.  That  the  said  turnpike  road  company  shall  have 
the  right  to  reduce  their  capital  stock  in  proportion  as  the 
length  of  road  sold  bears  to  the  whole  length  of  said 
road. 

§  3.  That  the  said  Louisville  turnpike  company,  with 
the  con^ient  of  a  majority  in  stock  of  the  stockholders  in 
said  roadf  shall  have  the  right  to  subscribe  tor  stock  in 
any  connecting  road,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  ten 
thousand  dollars;  and  to  the  extent  of  any  such  subscrip- 
tion she  may  add  to  her  capitnl  stock. 

^  4.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1666.  1869. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Frankfort  Lumber,  Brick,  and  Implement  Mnu- 

ufacturing  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Lewis  E.  Harvie,  Philip  Swifjfert,  Hugh  Rod- 
man, R.  C.  Steele,  W.  J.  Chinn,  George  W.  Craddock, 
and  John  S.  Harvie,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  are 
hereby,  constituted  and  created  a  corporation,  by  the 
name  of  the  Frankfort  Lumber,  Brick,  and  Implement 
Manufacturing  Company.  It  i»hall  be  capable  of  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  purchasing,  holding,  and 
selling  property;  and  shall  have  all  the  rights,  immunities, 
and  powers  that  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
management  and  prosecuting  of  its  business,  which  shall 
be  the  manufacturing  and  vending  of  lumber,  farming 
implements  and  utensils  of  any  and  all  ssorts,  fire-brick, 
tile,  and  retorts.  It  may  purchase  and  hold  real  estate  to 
any  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
or  may  lease  the  same;  and  may  at  any  time  sell  any  real 
estate  so  purchased,  and  convey  title  to  the  same. 

§2.  The  capital  stock  shall  not  exceed  tw^o  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each.  The  board  of  managers  may,  at  their  dis- 
cretion, receive  subscriptions  of  stock  up  to  the  limit  above  ^ 
fixed.  The  subscriptions  of  stock  shall  be  payable  in  such 
calls  as  the  board  of  managers  may,  from  time  to  time, 
make  upon  the  shareholders,  and  the  payment  thereof  may 
be  enforced  by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  company.  The 
corporation  may  forfeit  and  sell  delinquent  shares;  declare 
and  pay  dividends  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  may 
direct. 

§  3.  The  affairs  of  the  company  shall  be  conducted,  after 
its  regular  organization  as  hereinafter  provided,  by  a  board 
of  five  managers,  one  of  whom  nhall  be  chosen  president, 
and  all  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders.  They  shall  con- 
duct and  manage  all  business,  and  may  exercise  all  or 
.  any  of  the  corporate  powers  of  the  company,  except  those 
herein  granted  expressly  to  the  stockholders,  in  accord- 
ance with  any  resolutions  or  bylaws  prescribed  by  the 
stockholders:  Provided,  Such  resolutions  or  by-laws  do  not 
conflict  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  the  United  States. 
They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  arise 
in  their  own  body  until  the  next  annual  election  of  man- 
agers; and  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  be  removed  at  the 
pleasure  of  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders. 

§  4.  The  individaals  above  named  shall  constitute  the 
first  board^of  managers;  they  shall  call  together  the 
shareholders  at  some  convenient  day  after  this  act  takes 
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1869.  effect,  for  the  purpose  of  orf^anizing:  the  company  and 
electing  a  board  of  managers,  to  hold  until  the  next 
annual  election.  The  president  and  managers,  after 
those  herein  named,  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  success^ors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
,  §  5.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers on  the  first  Tuesday  in  Ma}',  or  such  other  day  as  the 
stockholders  may  appoint  by  by-law,  for  the  election  of 
the  board  of  managers,  and  the  transaction  of  any  other 
business  of  the  corporation  which  may  come  before  theni; 
and  at  every  such  meeting,  the  board  of  managers  shall 
lay  before  them  a  full  (statement  of  the  bueiiness,  condi- 
tion, and  accounts  of  the  corporation.  Stockholders* 
meetings  may  be  called  at  other  times  by  the  board  of 
managers,  or  by  the  mfgority  in  interest  of  the  stock- 
holders, of  which  at  least  one  week's  notice  shall  be 
given  in  a  Frankfort  newspaper.  Each  stockholder  shall 
have  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  owned  by  him, 
and  may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy,  in  writing. 

§  G.  The  president  and  managers  may  appoint  a  super^ 
intendent  or  superintendents,  and  such  other  agents  as 
may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  manage  the  atfairs  of 
the  corporation,  and  may  prescribe  their  duties  riespect- 
ively,  and  may  allow  them  such  salaries  as  may  be 
deemed  just;  and  may  take  from  any  of  them  bond  for 
the  faithlul  performance  of  their  duties. 

§  7.  The  shares  of  said  corporation  shall  be  personal 
estate,  and  shall  be  transferable  on  the  books  of  the 
company,  according  to  its  by-laws;  but  the  corporation 
may  hold  a  lien  on  the  shares  of  any  stockholder  who 
may  be  indebted  to  it,  and  such  shares  shall  not  be  trans- 
ferred without  the  consent  of  the  president  and  managers^ 
until  such  debt  shall  be  paid  or  discharged. 

§  8.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  build  or 
construct  any  wagon  road  or  railroad  from  any  of  its  lands, 
mines  or  quarries,  to  the  Kentucky  river,  and  from  said 
river  to  its  place  of  manufacture;  and  shall  have  power 
to  appropriate  the  necessary  lands  for  the  right  of  way 
therefor,  upon  paying  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands 
a  just  compensation  for  the  same;  and  if  the  price  there* 
for  cannot  be  agreed  upon  and  determined  by  and  be- 
tween the  parties,  then  the  company  may  apply  to  the 
county  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  same  is  situated 
for  the  appointment  of  proper  viewers,  &c.;  and  the  court 
shall  be  governed  by  the  general  laws  now  in  force  in  this 
State  in  assessing  damages  under  writs  of  ad  quod  damnum 
for  lands  taken  for  turnpikes. 

§  9.  Said  company  may  borrow  money,  from  time  to 
time,  and  pledge  the  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  of  the 
company,  if  necessary,  to  secure    the    payment  of  the 
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same,  and  may  sell  or  issue  their  notes  or  bonds  as  evi-  1869. 
dence  of  such  debt;  but  shall  not  borrow  or  sell  their 
bonds  or  notes  to  an  amount  exceeding  the  true  valua- 
tion of  their  stock  subscribed,  or  a  fair  estimated  worth 
of  their  lands,  buildings,  and  other  property.  It  shall 
have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  and  change 
at  pleasure,  if  the  president  and  managers  deem  it  proper 
to  purchase  such  seal;  but  if  they  do  not,  then  all  writings 
made  in  the  name  of  the  corporation,  and  approved  by  the 
managers,  and  signed  by  the  president,  with  his  name  as 
president,  shall  be  binding  on  the  corporation  as  much  aa 
if  done  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation.  The  stockhold- 
ers, after  they  have  paid  the  Su\l  amount  of  stock  sub- 
scribed by  them,  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  debt  or  obli- 
gation or  contract  entered  into  by  the  corporation. 

§  10.  The  stockholders  may  dissolve  the  corporation 
whenever  experience  proves  that  it  cannot  carry  on  a 
profitable  business;  and  upon  such  dit«8olution,  the  cor-* 
porate  powers  of  the  president  and  managers  shall  con- 
tinue for  five  years  thereafter;  and  the  power  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  in.  the  name  of  the  corporation,  shall  continue 
for  the  same  length  of  time,  with  a  view  to  wind  up  and 
close  the  business  and  affairs  of  the  company,  and  to  sell 
their  property,  and  collect  the  proceeds  and  pay  their 
debts,  and  divide  the  residue  among  the  shareholders,  if 
any.

CHAPTER  1667. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Wincheater  Fuel  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  6y  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  a  body-poHtfc  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  of  the  *'  Winchester  Fuel  Company," 
with  perpetual  succession,  and  full  power  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  to  have  and 
possess  all  the  powers  necessary  and  proper  to  the  carry- 
ing out  of  the  purposea  for  which  said  corporation-is  cre- 
ated ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal. 

§  2.  That  said  corporation  is  created  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  and  aupplying  the  stockholders  and  other  citi- 
zens  of  Clarke  county  with  wood,  coal,  and  other  fuel^  and 
to  that  end  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  buy,  sell, 
and  deal  in  wood,  coal,  and  other  fuel,  and  may  acquire  by 
purchase  any  real  and  personal  property  necessary  in  the 
prosecution  of  said  business.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said 
company  shall  not  exceed  seven ty-iive  thousand  dollars. 
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1869-        which  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars 
each. 

§  3.  That  John  Catherwood,  B.   P.   Buckner.  Wm.  W. 
Beckour,  W.  E.  Reese,  T.  F.  Phillips,  and  R.  H.  C.  Bash, 
or  such  of  them  as  shall  act,  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
ml:«sioner«    to   effect    an    organization    of   said   company. 
They  shall  have  power  to  open  hooks  and   receive  sub- 
scriptions of  stock,  and  nn?iy,  in  their  discretion,  require  aQ 
installment  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars  on  each  share,  to 
be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscription,  and  shall  have  power 
to  receive  and  receipt  for  the  same  in  the  name  of  the  com- 
pany.    When,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioners  herein 
named,  or  such  of  them  as'shall  act  under  the  authority  of 
this  act,  a  sufficiency  of  stock  shnli  be  subscribed  to  justify 
it,  they  shall  proceed  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
who  shall  elect  five  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected. 
The  board  of  directors  shaH  choose  one  of  their  number 
president,  another  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  exe- 
cute to  the  board   covenants,  with  good   security,  bound 
therein  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices.     None  but  stockholders  shall  be  eligible 
to  the.  office  of  director.     The  board  of  directors  shall  have 
power  to  fill  any  vacancies  in  the  board  of  directors  result- 
ing from  death,  resignation,  sale  of  stock,  or  removal  from 
the  county.

The 
fltock  of  the  company ^shall  be  personal  estate  and  descend 
as  such,  and  shall  be  transferable  alone  on  the  books  of  the 
company.     At  all  elections  held  under  the  authority  of  this 
act,  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each 
share  of  stock  owned  by  him,  and  the  stockholders  may 
vote  at  elections  in  person  or  by  proxy. 
'    §  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  adopt 
by-laws  for  the  management  of  the  company,  provided  the 
same  shall  not  contain   any   provision  repugnant  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 
They  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall 
have   power  to  execute  all    such  deeds,  mortgages,  and 
other  conveyances,  as  may  be  necesaary  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  business  of  the  company.     All  such  deeds,  mort- 
gages, and  other  conveyances,  shall  be  executed  by  the 
president  and  secretary,  under  the  aeal  of  the  corporation, 
and  shall  recite  the  order  of  the  board  authorising  their 
execution. 
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§  5.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend,       1869.    ** 
or  repeal  this  charter. 

§  0.  This  act  shall  take  efTect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1668. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Owensboro  Gas-light  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  i.  I'hat  the  city  council  of  the  cit}'  of  Owenshoro  may 
select  the  mayor  of  said  city,  or  some  member  of  the  city 
council,  who,  so  long  as  be  shall  continue  in  oflice,  or  un- 
til his  power  is  revoked  by  the  council,  represent  the  said 
city  in  all  meetings  of  the  directors  of  the  Owensboro  Gas- 
light Company,  and  cast  all  votes  that  said  city  of  Owens- 
boro may  be  entitled  to  cast  at  all  meetings  of  its  directors 
and  in  all  alf'airs  of  said  company. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1669. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kentuckj  Cheese  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  established  in 
the  county  of  Clark,  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the 
Kentucky  Cheese  Company,  with  a  capital  stock  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one

use  a  common  seal,  and  alter,  change,  or  renew  the 
flame  ut  pleasure;  and  may  make  and  establish  all  neces-

agement of  itsi  afTaira  and  conduct  of  it.^  business,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  the  laws 
of  thin  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  the  man- 
ufacturing of  cheese  and  butter,  in  any  and  all  the  depart- 
ments thereof,  and  to  buy  or  sell,  in  or  out  of  this  State, 
such  stock  and  materials  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  suc- 
cessful carryine:  on  of  said  business. 

§3.  That  J. 'L.  Wheeler,  J.  V.  Grigsby,  James  H.  Hol- 
loway,  Silas  Barkley,  W.  D.  Sutherland,  Leeland  Hath- 
away, George  Stapleton,  and  H.  McCoy,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  appointed  commietsioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
open  books  for  subscription  of  stock  in  said  corporation, 
and  at  such  times  and  at  such  places  in  Clark  county  as 
they  or  any  three  of  them  may  deem  expedient ;  and 
when  not  less  than  two  thousand  dollars  of  said  stock 
are  subscribed  for,  then  said  commissioners,  or  any  three 
of  them,  may,  by  publication  of  not  less  than  five  days  in

CHAPTER  1671. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Citj  of  Covington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  ^General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  boundary  of  the  city  of  Covingfton  shall 
include  all  the  territory  embraced  within  the  limits  of  said 
city  by  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
and  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  concerning  the  city  of 
Covington,"  approved  March  2,  1850,  and  another  act, 
entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Cov- 
ington," approved  March  Ist,  1860,  and  all  the  real  estate 
within  said  boundary  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  for  mu- 
nicipal purposes. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1672. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  To^n  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Morganfield. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Morganfield  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  grant 
coffee-house.licenses  within  the  limits  of  said  town. 

§  2.  Before  granting  such  license,  the  trustees  s^hall  re- 
quire of  the  applicant  satisfactory  proof  of  his  good  moral 
character,  and  require  him  to  take  an  oaih  and  execute  ^ 
bond  to  the  Commonwealth,  with  approved  sureties,  in 
the  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  the  eSect  that  he 
will  keep  an  orderly  house;  will  vend  good,  wholesome 
liquors;  that  he  will  not  sell  liquor  to  a  minor  without  the 
written  consent  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  nor  to  persons 
in  anywise  intoxicated;  that  he  will  not  sufl^er  or  permit 
any  gambling  in  his  house;  and  that  he  will  in  all  things 
conform  to  the  laws  governing  cofiee-houses  and  taverns 
in  this  State,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 
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1869.  ^  ^'  '^^^^  ^^y  ^l^rk,  salesman,  or  assistant,  such  coflee- 

house  keeper  may  have  in  his  employ,  shall  take  the  oath 
aforesaidi. 

§  4.  Before  ohtaining;  such  license,  the  applicant  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  State  tax,  pay  such  town  tax  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  as  the 
trut^tees  may  impose  upon  colfee-houtfes. 

§  5.  For  any  breach  of  the  bond  herein  required  to  be 
executed,  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had,  and  tjje  same 
penalties  imposed,  as  are  by  law  had  and  ifnpo"«ed  for 
breaches  of  the  bonds  of  tavern-keepers:  Provided,  honxver^ 
the  penalty  of  no  one  act  or  omission  shall  exceed  ^\'e 
hundred  dollars. 

§  0.  The  trustees  of  said  town  slj^all  have  the  same 
power  and  duties  in  regard  to  suspending  and  suppress- 
insf  the  licence  of  coffee-houses  granted  by  them  as  judges 
of  the  county  courts  now  have  with  regard  to  tavern 
licenses;  and  the  proceedings  for  such  suspension  or  sup- 
pression shall  be  the  same  as  in  like  cases  of  tavera 
licenses. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

such  real  er^tate  in  Kenton  county,  Kentucky,  by  contract 
with  the  owner,  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  apply  to 
and  to  have  from  the  county  court  of  Kenton  county.  .

CHAPTER  1675. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Clij  of  Paducab. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  city 
of  Paducah,"  approved  March  10,  1850,  be  amended  as 
follows:  if,  after  election,  any  member  of  the  city  council 
ceases  to  he  a  bona  fide  freeholder  within  said  city,  his  seat 
shall  thereby  be  vacated,  and  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  aa 
directed  by  charter. 

§  2.  The  mayor  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not  less  than 
five  hundred  nor  more  than  two  thousand  dollars  per  an- 
num, to  be  fixed  by  ordinance. 

§  3.  The  council  shall,  at  such  times  as  may  be  fixed  by 
ordinance,  elect  one  person  as  treasurer,  and  as  many  col- 
lectors of  taxes  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  not  exceeding- 
one  lor  each  ward.  All  of  the  officers  so  chosen  shall,  be- 
fore entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  ofGce,  take  such  oaths 
or  aflirmations,  and  enter  into  such  bonds,  with  conditions 
and  sureties,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  charter  or  ordi- 
nances. And  the  council  shall,  by  ordinance,  fix  their 
compensation  and  term  of  ofHce,  and  prescribe  their  duties 
and  the  manner  of  discharging  them. 

§  4.  That  all  moneys  authorized  to  be  collected  by  stat- 
ute from  shows,  concerts,  lectures,  theatres,  or  other  exhi- 
bitions (except  circuses),  given  within  the  city  limits,  at 
which  an  entrance  fee  is  charged,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
city  treasury  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  city. 

§  5.  That  the  said  council  may  pass  ordinances  to  pro- 
cure the  grading,  paving,  guttering,  and  curbing  of  side- 
walks on  any  of  the  squares  within  the  city  limits.  When 
the  street  has  been  graded  and  paved,  or  graded  and  oth- 
erwise improved,  for  more  than  one  year,  said  work  to  be 
at  the  cost  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  lots  or  parts  of  lots 
fronting  on  such  sidewalks,  and  to  be  apportioned  accord- 
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ing  to  the  amount  of  work  actually  done  "in  front  of  such  1869. 
lots  or  parts  of  lots,  and  for  such  cobts  a  lien  is  hereby 
created  against  such  lots  or  parts  of  lots:  Provided,  how- 
ever.  That  no  such  ordinance  shall  be  enforced  until  an 
advertis^etnent  has  been  published  at  least  ten  days,  in  one 
or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  Paducah,  describ-' 
ing  the  square  or  squares,  or  part  of  square  or  squares,  in 
which  the  sidewalks  are  situated  which  it  is  proposed  to 
pave,  grade,  gutter,  and  Curb,  and  giving  the  name  or 
names,  or  the  owner-or  owners,  when  known,  fronting  the 
proposed  paving,  grading,  guttering,  and  curbing,  and  no- 
tifying the  owner  or  owners  that  if  the  work  is  not  done 
within  thirty  days  from  the  first  publication  of  the  adver- 
tisement, the  ordinance  will  be  enforced. 

§  6.  The  council  shall  have  power,  by  ordinance,  to  have 
such  sidevvftlks  as  in  their  opinion  require  it,  recurbed.  re- 
paved,  regutlered,  and  repaired,  at  the  cost  of  the  owner 
or  owners  of  lots  fronting  on  such  sidewalks,  and  to  be 
apportioned  according  to  the  amount  of  work  actually  done 
in  front  of  such  lots  or  parts  of  lots;  and  for  such  costs  a 
lien  is  hereby  created  against  such  lots  or  parts  of  lots. 

§  7.  That  all  of  section  eleven  (II)  and  section  twelve 
(12),  article  fourth  (4th),  except  that  part  of  section  twelve 
relating  to  interpreter  of  the  city  court,  and  so  much 
of  sections  four  (4),  sixteen  (16),  and  twenty  (20),  article 
fifth  (5th),  as  relates  to  slaves,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
repealed. 

§  8.  That  hereafter  there  shall  be  two  school  trustees 
elected  in  each  ward  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner  that  members  of  the  council 
are  now  elected,  and  shall  possess  the  same  qualifications, 
and  hold  their  offices  for  the  same  length  of  time,  as  mem- 
bers of  said  city  council;  and  the  first  election  for  said  trustees 
under  this  act  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  May, 
1869;  and  the  board  of  trustees  then  elected  shall,  within 
three  months  after  their  election,  divide  themselves  by  lot 
into  two  classes,  first  and  second  class  ;  and  the  seats  of 
the  members  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  on  the  first 
Monday  in  May,  1870,  and  the  seats  of  the  members  of  the 
second  class  shall  be  vacated  on  the  first  Monday  in  May, 
1871  ;  and  one  trustee  from  each  ward  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually thereafter. 

§  U.  That  the  trustees  thus  elected  shall  be  the  trustees 
of  the  common  schools,  male  and  female  seminaries,  of  the 
city  of  Paducah;  and  they  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privi- 
leges, and  powers,  that  the  trustees  of  said  male  and  fe- 
male seminaries  now  have,  and  shall  be  styled  the  trustees 
of  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Paducah. 

§  10.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith, 
relative  to  the  election  of  trustees  for  the  public  schools, 
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]869.        nift^e  and  female  Feminaries,  of  the  city  of  Paducah.  be, 
and  the  Hftine  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  11.  That  all  acts  or  partt*  ot  acts,  either  in  the  orfg'iDal 
charter  or  amended  charter  of  the  city  of  Faducah,  in  con- 
flict with  the  preceding  amendments,  be,  and  ihe  sa.rne 
hereby,  repealed. 

§  12.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
sage.

CHAPTER  1G76. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  a  Bo:ini  of  Trustees  of  the  Bishops'  Fund  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  oi  Ki-iiiucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ihe  General  Assembly  of  the  CumtnoniveultA 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  Th^t  the  Rev.  O.  B.  Thayer,  the  Rev.  G.  M.  Ever- 
hart,  R.  A.  Robinson,  Thomas  S.  Kennedy,  and  Jaa. 
Bridgelord,  are  hertby  incorporjited  into  a  Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  the  Bij'hopa'  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Ef)iscopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky,  and  shall  continue 
in   office   until  tht^ir  successors  are  elected  and  quHiiJied. 

§  2.  That  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  said  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  shall  have  power,  in  perpetuity,  to 
elect,  Iroin  tiipe  to  lime,  members  of  the  board  of  trustees; 
fimit  their  term  of  office;  provide  fur  creatin^^  and  for  fill- 
ing vacancies  in  said  board;  may  hold  them  to  a  strict 
accountability,  and  tnay  require  of  them,  or  either  of 
thein,  bond  and  security,  with  penalties  attached,  for  the 
faithlul  performance  of  iheir  duties,  and  for  the  proper 
use  of  the  funds  and  property  intrusted  to  their  control. 

§  3.  The  said  board  of  trustees,  and  their  successors  io 
office,  are  hereby  empowered  to  elect  from  their  number 
such  executive  officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and 
to  define  the  duties  of  the  same;  to  adopt  and  amen<l  by- 
laws and  rules  for  their  own  guidance;  to  make  and  break 
at  pleasure  a  corporate  seal;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract 
and  be  contracted  with;  to  receive,  hold,  loan,  assitjfn,  buy, 
sell  atid  convey,  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  moneys, 
stocks,  bonds,  moriija^es,  public  or  private  securities,  or 
other  obligations  or  evidences  of  debt  that  may  come  in- 
to their  possession,  or  be  duft  to  them,  as  trustees  of  said 
Bish«)ps'  Fund;  and  to  exercise  in  their  corporate  capacity 
any  other  rights  and  privileges  pertaining  to  this  trust  and 
necessary  to  the  proper  discharge  thereof,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  this  Cotnmon wealth  and  of  the  United 
States. 

§  4.  The  said   board  of  trustees   are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  receive,  recover,  hold,  invest,  sell,  coa- 
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vey,  assij^n,  transfer,  and   reinveat  all  and   any  voluntary        1869  ' 
donations^,   contributions,    subscriptions,   and    bequests,  of 
any   kind   whatever,  that   mHy  be   given,  subscribed,   de- 
vised, or  conveyed  for  the  object  or   purposse  of  creating, 
increasinor^  or  endowing  the  said  Bishops'  Fun<l ;  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  of  which   shall  be  exclusively  used  and 
applied   to  the   maintenance   and  for  the   support  of  the 
Bishop   and   the  Assistant   Bishop,  if  there   be  one,  of  the 
said  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in   the  Diocese  of  Ken-        * 
tucky,  including    the   purchase,   if    deemed    advisable,   of 
residences  for  either  or  both  the  said   Bishop  and  Assist- 
ant Bishop.     The  Diocesan   Convention  of  the  said  Pro- 
testant   Episcopal    Church    shall    fix     and    determine    the 
annual   proportion    which   shall  be   paid   for   the   support 
of  the  Bishop  and  for  the  support  of  the  Assistant  Bishop, 
by  the  board  of  trustees,  out  of  the   Bishops'  Fund,  or  the 
proceeds  thereof,  or  out  of  the  income  of  the  same. 

§  5.  No  member  or  officer  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
receive  any  compensation  out  of  the  Bishops'  Fund,  or  the 
product  thereof,  for  his  services;  nor  shall  either  or  any  of 
the  said  trustees  ever  be  interested,  either  directly  or  in- 
directly, whether  as  principal,  surety,  or  agent,  in  any 
loan  or  other  transaction  involving  the  use,  benefit,  or 
appropriation  of  said  fund,  or  any  portion  thereof;  nor 
ehall  the  principal,  at  its  current  assessed  value  of  said 
fund,  ever  exceed  at  any  time  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  without  the  consent  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth,  authorizing  the  in- 
crease of  the  fund  over  and  above  the  said  liniitation. 

5  6.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  heretofore  passed,  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

^  7.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1677, 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Little  Flat  Creek  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ilie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Little  Flat  Creek  turnpike 
road  company  be  so  amended  so  as  to  authorize  said 
company  to  extend  and  make  said  road  from  the  town 
of  Bethel  to  the  mouth  of  Bald  Eagle  creek,  in  Bath 
county,  or  to  some  point  near  the  mouth  of  said  creek; 
and  in  the  making  of  said  extension,  said  company  shall 
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1869.  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  under  the 
same  restrictions,  as  are  provided  for  in  the  original 
charter.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Lebanon  and  Calvary  Turnpike  Road  Compaoj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  ComrnontoeaHh 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  a  company  shall  be  formed,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Lebanon  and  Calvary  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  for  the  purpocse  of  constructing  an  artificial 
road  from  Calvary  to  intersect  the  turnpike  road  from 
Lebanon  to  Bradfordsville,  at  some  point  near  Lebanon. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  snid  company  shall  be  ei^ht 
thousand  dollars,  to  he  divided  into  shares  of  lifty  dollars 
each;  and  if  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  amount  of 
capital  stock  is  not  suflicient  to  accomplish  the  object  of 
this  act,  then  the  president  and  directors  may  enlarge  it  to 
such  amount  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  open  sub- 
scription therefor  in  such  manner  as  they  may  think 
proper. 

§  3.  Books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  company 
shall  be  opened  the  first  Monday  in  March  next,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  will  be  convenient,  at  Lebanon,  Kentucky, 
under  the  direction  of  L.  A.  Spalding,  Ben.  Luckett,  Jas. 
Calwell,  J.  D.  Fogle,*  and  Celestus  Abell,  or  some  two  or 
more  of  them,    who    may  be    appointed    commissioners. 
The  said  commissioners  shall  get  a  book  or  books,  and 
the  subscribers  to  the  stock  in  said  company  shall  enter 
into  the  following  obligation,  viz:  We,  whose  names  are 
hereunto  subscribed,  promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and 
directors  of  Lebanon  and  Calvary  turnpike  road  company 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  share  of  stock  so  sub- 
scribed,  agreeable   to    an   act  of  the   General    Assembly 
of  Kentucky  incorporating  said  company.     Witness  our 
hands  and  seals  this  —  day  of ,  18 — . 

§  4.  All  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to

width  or  length,  the  company  may  determine. 

§  6.  Tliat  the  number  and  place  of  locating  gates  be 
determined  by  the  company;  and  although  .the  road  may 
not  be  over  four  miles,  that  the  company  have  the  right  to 
charge  toll  as  though  the  road  was  five  miles  in  length. 

§  7.  That  the  Marion  county  court,  a  majority  of  the 
justice.-*  being  present,  may' subscribe  five  hundred  dollars 
per  mile  in  stock  in  said  road;  and  the  county  court  of 
said  county  is  hereby  authorized  to  levy  a  tax  of dol- 
lars on  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  in  said  county 
to  pay  said  sum.

Whereas,  The  general  appropriation  bill  for  work  and 
labor  done  on  Green,  Barren,  and  Kentucky  rivers,  omit- 
ted to  mention  all  the  claims  of  George  Wills,  of  Henry 
county,  and  to  make  an  appropriation  to  him  therefor;

^  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Slate  Treas- 
ury for  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  out  of  any  moneys 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  in  favor  of 
George  Wills,  for  money  advanced  by  order  of  Samuel 
Steele,  former  superintendent  of  the  Kentucky  river  navi- 
gation, to  Robert  Williams,  contractor,  to  repair  dam  at 
lock  No.  3,  on  said  river,  in  August,  1867.

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  directed  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer,  in  favor  of  said  John 
French,  for  the  sum  of  fifty-seven  dollars  and  filty-two 
cents  damages,  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  eleven  cents 
for  delinquent  list,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  not  other- 
wise appropriated.

advisable :  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  confer  upon  the  said  company  any 
lottery  privileges,  or  authority  to  dispose  of  any  property, 
real,  or  personal,  except  by  sale,  mortgage,  or  hypotheca- 
tion.

a  sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars  and  not  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  day  such  obstruction  remains  upon 
the  said  streets  or  sidewalks.  But  the  trustees  may  grant 
to  any  person  erecting  or  repairing  any  building  in  said 
town  the  right  to  place  any  material  on  said  streets  op 
sidewalks  for  a  reasonable  time,  and  may,  from  time  to 
time,  extend  said  privilege  for  good  cause. 

§  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  town,  Saniurj  rule*, 
annually,  to  prepare  sanitary  rules  for  the  government  of 
said  town,  which  shall  be  enforced  by  the  enactment  of 
suitable  by-laws. 

§  16.  That 'the  penalties  now  fixed  by  law  for  all  infrac-      in  relatione 
tions  of  the  penal  laws  of  this  Comtnonwealth   shall    be  ^^^' 
doubled  for   all  offenses  committed  within   the  corporate 
limits  of  said  town,  when  any  part  of  the  penalty  is  a 
fine;  but  if  it  be  for  imprisonment,  that  part  of  the  pen- 
alty shall  not  be  increased. 

§  17.  That  an  election  shall  be  holden  in  said  town  on        EieotioD  U 
the  first  Saturday  in  May,  in  each  year,  for  the  election 
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1869.  ®f  trustees,  after  said  electioD  shall  be  advertised  for  ten 
days  at  the  court-house  door,  and  three  other  public  places 
in  said  town,  at  which  time  live  white  persons,  citizend  of 
the  town,  shall  be  elected  to  serve  as  trustees  of  said  town, 
.  three  at  least  of  whom  shall  be  owners  of  real  estate  in 
said  town.  Said  trustees  shall  qualify  on  or  before  the 
third  Saturday  in  May,  and  shall  hold  their  office  until 
the  qualification  of  their  successor  in  office. 

§  18.  That  it  sha-ll  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said

iobeop«n«d.      opened,  and  be  kept  open;  and  they  shall  have  no  power 

to  permit  any  person  to  close  any  street  or  alley  in  said 
town;  but  shall  have  authority  to  change  the  location  of 
any  street  or  alley,  upon  the  application  of  the  owners  of 
the  adjacent  property  and. the  owners  of  property  over 
whose  lots  said  change  may  be  made. 

§  19.   That  the  trustees  of  said   town  shall   have    the 
Mfty  Appoint  power,  when  in  their  opinion  the  necessity  demands  it,  to 

0PMUii  poh«e.    appQJnt  one  or  more  sober,  discreet  men,  as  a  special  po- 
lice, to  assist  the  town  marshal  in  executing  the  law,  and 
aid  in  preserving  order  in  said  town.     Such  person  shall 
not  act  as  a  policeman  until  after  he  has  received  a  copy 
of  the  order  appointing  him  tp  the  position,  designating 
the  length  of  time  he  is  to  hold  his  position,  and  duty 
required  to  be  performed.     Whilst  holding  such  position, 
he  shall  have  all  the  ministerial  powers  of  the  town  mar- 
shal for  said  town  in  making  arrests  for  breaches  of  the 
penal  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  for  violations  of 
the  laws  and  by-laws  governing  said  town;  and  the  said 
town  shall  be  responsible  for  any  illegal  conduct  of  said 
officer;  and  any  person  aggrieved  by  the  act  or  acts  of 
such  person   whilst  holding  a  certificate  of  appointment 
from  the  trustees  of  said  town,  may  institute  his  suit  in 
any  court  of  said  county  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  for 
the  recovery  of  any  damages  such  person  may  have  sus- 
tained at  the  hands  of  such  officer;  and  if  such  person 
should  recover  a  judgment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
trustees  to   pay  said  judgment;   but  nothing  in   this   act 
shall  be  construed  to  prevent  either  party  from  appealing 
from  the  judgment  of  any  court,  in  the  same  manner,  and 
under  the  same  limitations  and  restrictions,  as  is  now  pro- 
vided by  law. 

§  20.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  grant  to 
inreiatsonto   ^^y  person  the  right  to  erect  ten-pin  alleys  in  said  town, 

ten-pin  alleys,  upon  their  paying  a  tax  of  twenty-five  dollars  annually  to 

the  treasurer  of  said  town;  but  if  the  owner  or  keeper 
shall  permit  any  money  or  other  thing  to  be  bet,  won,  or 
lost  in  said  alleys  upon  the  result  of  any  game,  his  license 
shall  be  immediately  revoked  by  the  trustees  of  said  town, 
and  he  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  two  hun- 
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dred  dollars  and  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars;  and  1869. 
if,  upon  the  rendition  of  judgment,  such  person  fails  imme- 
diately to  replevy  or  pay  such  line,  he  shall  be  committed 
to  jail  until  said  fine  is  replevied  or  paid;  such  fine  to  be 
recovered  upon  indictment  of  the  grand  jury  of  Muhlen- 
burg  county.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  pre- 
scribe rules  for  the  government  of  such  ten-pin  alleys  as 
is  prescribed  in  sections  eight  and  nine  of  this  act. 

§  21.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  impose  a      Maytaxbu- 
tax,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  upon  each  billiard-    *"  ^  **' 
table  in  said  town. 

§  22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  town  to  inreiationu 
prescribe  the  places  and  manner  in  which  powder,  ben-  ^^^^^*^*' 
zine,  and  coal  oils  shall  be  stored  and  sold;  also,  to  see 
that  all  chimneys  and  flues  are. kept  in  good  order,  and 
require  the  owners  thereof  to  repair  such  flue,  stove,  or 
chimney;  and  upon  his  or  her  failure  to  do  so,  in  ten  days 
after  notice,  to  cause  said  repairs  to  be  made  at  the  costs 
of  the  owner;  and  for  this  purpose,  they  shall  have  ingress 
and  egress  to  all  buildings,  the  flues,  stoves,  or  chimneys 
of  which  have  been  ordered  to  be  repaired. 

§  23.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act,  so  far  as  the  same  applies  to  the  town  of  Green- 
ville, are  hereby  repealed. 

§  24.  This  act  to  take  eSect  thirty  days  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mechanics  of  Hopkins  Conntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1,  That  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  for 
the  benefit  of  the  mechanics  of  Union  county,"  approved 
January  the  22d,  1849,  be,  and  the  same  are,  applied  to 
Hopkins  county,  with  this  exception,  that  the  lowest  sum 
for  which  a  lien  may  attach  shall  be  ten  dollars,  instead  of 
twenty  dollars,  as  therein  provided. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to   incorporate  the  Newport*  and   Dayton  Turnpike    Road  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  ComrnoTuveahk 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  Henry  Weaverin^,  James  B.  Chadwick,  Geo. 
Nolte,  H.  D.  Helm,  Ant  )ii  Link,  Charles  Kuhlman,  and 
George  E.  Currie,  and  their  a^^s^ociates  and  8Ucces«r=op4, 
ph^il  be,  and  ihey  are  hereby,  incorporated,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Newport  and  Dayton  turnpike 
road  company;  and  8hall  have  and  exercise,  by  that 
name,  the  powers  and  privileges  usual  and  necessary -to 
their  exi.-^tence  a*^  a  body-politic  and  corporate. 

§  2  Said  company  are  hereby  authorized  to  condtraet 
and  maintain  a  turnpike  or  gravel  road,  from  a  point  at 
the  east  line  of  the  city  of  Newport,  near  Taylors  creek, 
to  the  west  line  of  the  city  of  Dayton,  to  run  with  and 
along  the  pre^^ent  county  road  leading  from  Newport  to 
Dayton,  and  as  a  part  of  said  turnpike  road;  may  also 
build  a  toll-bridge  across  Taylor's  creek,  at  the  point 
where  said  turnpike  may  cross  said  creek. 

§  3.  Said  company  may  charge  for  the  passage  of  per- 
sons, animals,  and  vehicles,  over  said  road  and  bridge, 
any  sucns  not  exceeding  the  following  rates,  to-wit  :  For 
horses,  mules,  and  cattle  passing  over  said  bridge,  two 
(vJ)  cents  each;  lor  light- wheeled  vehicles  passing  over 
said  bridge,  one  (1)  cent  per  wheel  of  such  vehicle;  for 
heavy-wheeled  vehicles  passing  over  said  bridge,  two  (2) 
cents  per  wheel  of  such  vehicles;  and  for  passing  over 
said  road  horses,  mules,  and  cattle  may  be  charged  tolls 
at  the  rate  of  one  cent  per  mile  for  each  mile  traveled 
by  them;  and  light-wheeled  vehicles,  one  cent  per  mile 
for  each  wheel  of  such  vehicle  for  each  mile  traveled; 
and  heavy-wheeled  vehicles,  one  cent  and  a  half  per 
mile  for  each  wheel  of  such  vehicle  for  every  mile 
traveled;  hogs  and  sheep  shall  not  be  charged  over  one 
fifth  the  rates  fixed  for  horses  and  cattle;  said  company 
may  erect  a  toll-gate  at  the  bridge,  and  commence  charg- 
ing tolls  at  the  rates  herein  fixed,  whenever  said  bricige 
is  completed,  so  as  to  be  ready  for  the  safe  passage  of 
persons,  vehicles,  and  animals. 

§  4.  The  corporators  named  in  the  first  section  shall 
constitute  the  board  of  directors  for  one  year  after  the 
organization  of  the  company,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified.  The  stockholders  shall  meet 
at  the  city  of  Dayton,  in  Campbell  county,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  June  of  each  following  year,  for  the  election 
of  ^ve  directors;  the  directors  may  elect  such  officers  and 
agents,  and  may  make  such  rules  and  by-laws  for  the 
government  of  said  company,  as  they  may  deem  proper,

not  violating  therein  the    provisions  of  this    act  or  the       1869. 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  ten  dollars 
each;  but  the  capital  stock  may  be  increased  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  board  of  directors  to  such  sum  as  may  be 
necessary  to  build  said  bridge  and  turnpike;  yaid  com- 
pany may  begin  operations  as  soon  as  twenty-five  hun- 
dred dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed  to  the  stock. 

^  6.  Said  company  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  powers 
usually  granted  turnpike  companies,  and  necessary  to  ob- 
tain or  condemn  rights  of  way,  take  and  use  earth,  stone, 
or  timber,  and  such  other  rights,  powers  and  privileges,  as 
shall  authorize,  empower,  and  enable  said  corporation  to 
lay  out,  construct,  maintain,  and  repair  their  said  turnpike 
or  gravel  road  and  toll- bridge  on  said  route,  and  over  such 
land  as  a  majority  of  the  board  of  directors  may  elect,  and 
shall  have  power  to  condemn,  take  and  use  earth,  stone,  or 
timber  necessary  therefor. 

§  7.  The  stockholders  of  said  company  shall  meet  an- 
nually in  the  city  of  Dayton,  in  Campbell  county,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  June,  and  may  hold  such  other  meetings 
as  may  be  called  by  the  board  of  directors,  or  a  majority 
in  interest  of  the  stockholders;  and  at  such  meeting,  each 
stockholder  may  cast  one  vote  for  each  share  held  in  said 
company,  to  the  number  of  five,  and  for  every  five  shares 
thereafter  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  may  cast  such 
vote  in  person  or  by  proxy,  duly  authorized  in  writing; 
and  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  transact  business. 

^  8.  Said  corporation  may  receive  subscriptions  to  its 
capital  stock  by  the  city  of  Newport  and  city  of  Dayton, 
or  either  of  them;  and  any  such  subscription  by  either  or 
both  of  said  cities,  duly  authorized  by  the  city  council  of 
said  cities,  shall  be  held  legal  and  binding  on  either  of 
said  cities  so  subscribing. 
'  ^  9.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1G97. 

AN  ACT  to  create  a  Mechanics'  Lien  Law  for  Marshall  Countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  carpenters,  joiners,  brick-masons,  stone- 
masons, plasterers,  tinners,  painters,  brick-makers,  lumber- 
merchants,  or  millers,  and  ail  other  persons  performing 
labor  or  furnishing  material  for  the  construction  or  repair 
of  any  building  virithin  Marshall  county  (journeymen  ex- 
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1809.  cepted),  shall  have  a  lien,  to  the  extent  of  their  respectiTe 
interests,  upon  the  building  they  may  construct  or  repair. 
or  towards  the  construction  or  repairing  of  which  they  may 
have  furninhed  material  or  performed  labor,  and  also  upon 
the  lot  or  tract  of  land  on  which  such  building  is  situated; 
which  lien  ^hall  extend  to  the  interest  of  the  employer, 
and  to  such  building  and  lot  or  land. 

§  2.  That  if  such  employer  holds  or  claims  by  execatory 
contract,  and  for  any  cause  whatever  such  executory  con- 
tract shall  be  set  aside  or  rescinded,  the  lien  herein  g^iven 
shall  continue,  so  far  as  the  person  to  whom  the  estate 
may  come  or  with  him  so  may  remain,  by  reason  of  :?ucfa 
re&(cii3sion  or  setting  aside,  shall  be  made  richer  by  s»ach 
building,  repairing,  or  materials  furnished. 

§  3.  That  where  the  employer  shall  be  directed  by  the 
judgment  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  shall 
by  law  be  entitled  to  compensation  from  the  succes&fal 
claimant  for  improvements  made  on  the  premises,  the  per- 
sons who,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  have  liens  as 
against  such  employer,  shall,  to  the  extent  of  their  liens 
respectively,  be  substituted  for  the  person  evicted,  and  re- 
cover compensation  from  the  successful  claimant,  so  far  as 
by  law  such  claimant  is  bound  to  make  compensation  to 
the  evicted  person. 

^  4.  That  the  lien  declared  shall  exist  against  private 
corporations,  private  quasi  corporations,  and  societies,  or 
trustees  holding  estates  for  charitable  uses,  whether  the 
building,  repairing,  or  furnishing  of  materials  shall  be  done 
or  furnisihed  at  the  request  of  such  corporation,  quasi  cor- 
poration, society,  or  trustee,  or  by  their  servants  or  agents 
authorized  by  parol  or  otherwise. 

§  5.  That  all  and  every  person  claiming  a  lien  in  virtue 
of  this  act  shall,  within  six  month?  after  the  cessation  of 
work  thereon  by  order  of  the  party,  or  his  or  its  agent, 
against  whom  the  lien  is  sought  to  be  enforced,  and  shall 
file  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Marshall  county  court  his 
claim  or  account  specifying  the  lien  claimed  by  him,  which 
shall  operate  as  a  notice  to  the  world  of  such  lien ;  and 
no  lien  shall  exist  in  favor  of  any  person,  in  virtue  of  this 
act,  who  has  not  tiled  his  accounts  in  the  time  aforesaid, 
or  proceed  by  suit  to  enforce  said  lien ;  in  which  latter  case 
the  lis  pendens  shall  be  construed  to  commence  from  the 
time  of  filing  the  suit. 

§  6.  That  the  rules  of  equity  for  the  enforcement  of  liens 
and  settling  of  priorities  shall  govern  proceedings  arising 
under  this  act,  as  well  as  liens  under  this  act,  and  other 
liens  upon  the  same  property. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1698.  1869. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Jane  E.  Farris  and  her  Cbildren. 

Whereas,  Dabney  Farrar,  of  Muhlenbarg  county,  Vir- 
ginia, by  his  last  will,  bequeathed  certain  of  bis  estate  to 
his  wife  "during  life  or  widowhood,"  and,  after  her  death, 
the  same  to  go  into  the  hands  of  Willianfi  Farris,  of  Lin- 
coln county,  Kentucky,  as  trustee,  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  Jane  E.  Farris,  wife  of  Henry  W.  Farris, 
and  her  children;  and,  after  her  death,  to  be  equally  di- 
vided between  "the  lawful  issue  of  her  body,"  &c.;  and 
whereas,  the  widow  of  said  testator  has  departed  this  life, 
and  also  William  Farris,  the  trustee  appointed  by  said 
will;  and  whereas,  the  proceeds  of  the  real  estate  be- 
queathed are  now  ready  to  be  paid  over  to  a  trustee; 
therefore, 

\  Be  it  enajcted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  upon  the  application  of  Jane  E.  Farris,  wife 
of  Henry  W.  Farris,  now  of  Jelferson  county,  Kentucky, 
t)ie  presiding  judge  of  the  Jefferson  county  court  be,  and 
iie  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  a  trus- 
tee to  receive  and  execute  the  trust  created  by  said  will; 
and  said  judge  will  take  from  the  trustee  appointed  by 
him  bond,  with  approved  security,  payable  to  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  Jane 
£.  Farris  and  her  children,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  and  discharge  of  the  said  trust,  upon  which 
an  action  may  be  maintained  by  any  of  said  beneficiariea 
for  each  and  every  breach  of  said  trust. 

§  2.  Thi»  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1699. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Agricultural  Works. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonu^ealth 
of  KenttLcky: 

§  1.  That  R.  A.  Robinson,  John  B.  Smith,  George  W. 
Anderson,  Wm.  L.  McCampbell,  and  S.  W.  Pope,  their 
associates  and  assigns,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
"  Louisville  Agricultural  Works,"  with  perpetual  succes- 
sion; and  by  that  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all 
courts  and  places  whatsoever;  may  have  a  common  seal, 
and  alter,  make,  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure;  may 
buy,  hold,  sell  and  convey,  all  kinds  of  estate,  real,  per- 
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1869.        sonal,  and    mixed,  necessary  for   the  prosecution    of   its 
business. 

§  2.  The  business  of  said  company  ehhli  be  the  mana- 
facture  and  sale  of  reapers  and  mowers,  threshere,  horse- 
powers, plows,  cultivators,  and  other  agricultural  imple- 
ments  and  machinery.  Its  office  and  place  of  busine:^ 
may  he  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  or  in  any  other  place  ia 
the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
iiollars  each,  which  shall  be  deemed  personal  estate,  and 
transferable  on  the  books  of  the  company  in  such  manner 
as.  may  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws.  The  stock  shall  be 
paid  in  such  installments  and  at  such  times  as  the  board 
of  directors  may  determine;  and  for  default  of  payment. 
the  by-laws  may  authorize  a  forfeiture  of  the  stock,  and 
the  company  shall  be  entitled  to  a  prior  lien  upon  all  the 
«tock  of  any  stockholder  indebted  to  the  compan}',  to  the 
full  extent  of  his  indebtedness.  The  said  company  shall 
have  power  to  increase  its  capital  stock,  not  to  exceed 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  by  a  vote  of  the 
majority  of  all  the  stock  represented. 

§  4.  The  atlairs  of  said  company  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  board  of  directors  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
seven,  to  be  fixed  by  the  stockholders,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  president;  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected,  and  each 
one  of  whom  shall  own  at  least  five  shares  of  the  said 
capital    stock.     The   said    board   of  directors   shall    have 
power  to  make  all  by-laws,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure,  which   may   be   necessary   to  carry   out  the  powers 
herein  expressly  granted,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  or  the  Constitution  and  lawa 
of  this  State;  and  to  prescribe  by  said  by-Jaws  the  man- 
ner and  times  of  the  election  of  officers;  to  employ  any 
^  and  all  agents  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  on  the  busi- 

ness; to  require  bonds  of  its  employes  and  officers;  and 
to  do  all  things  necessary  or  proper  to  the  successful  pros- 
ecution of  the  said  business. 

^  5.  The  above  named  corporators  shall  be  commission- 
ers to  open  books  of  subscription;  and  when  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  said 
company  may  commence  business;  and  the  above  named 
corporators  shall  have  power  to  elect  the  first  board  of 
directors. 

§  6.  Every  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for 
each  share  of  the  said  stock  which  he  may  own  at  the 
election  of  officers,  and  in  all  stockholders'  meetings;  and 
he  may  vote  either  in  person  or  by  written  proxy,  signed 
by  himself. 
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§  7.  There  shall  be  annual  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  1869. 
and  specittl  meetings  may  he  called  by  the  directors*,  or  by 
any  number  of  stockholder:^  representing  a  majority  of  the 
voten,  under  such  regulations  as  the  by-laws  may  pre- 
Bcribe,  and  at  puch  meetings,  the  officers  of  the  company 
shnll,  if  required,  submit  a  full  statement  of  its  attairs, 
bu^^iness,  nnd  accounts. 

§  6.  Mo  banking  privileges  are  conferred  by  this  char- 
ter. 

§  0.  This  act  ^hall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1700. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '^An  act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the 

Town  of  Ctidiz,'  approved  April  4,  186L. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  Thar  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter 
of  the  town  of  Cadiz,"  approved  April  4,  1861,  be,  and  is 
hereby,  amended,  by  adding  thereto  the  following  as  aa 
addltionnl  t«ection:  And  when  any  person  is  tried  and 
fined  for  any  of  the  aforesaid  offenses,  and  fails  to  pay

may  be  deemed  necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  this  State  or  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shr)!!  not  exceed 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  ol  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  and  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  company  shall  prescribe. 
The  corporators  herein  named  shall  constitute  the  board 
of  directors  of  said  company  for  one  year,  at  the  end  of

^  i.  That  the  boundary  lines  of  Shepherdsviile  he  so 
changed  as  to  include  within  the  town  limits  the  residence 
and  lot  of  ground  now  owned  by  George  Field,  a  ni2&ii  of 
color.

CHAPTER  1723. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  act,  approved  February  16,  1866,  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  seyeriil  acts  in  relation  to  the  Town  of 
Greenup^burg,  and  also  of  the  seTeral  acts  amendatory  thereor." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonwealiA 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  Thaf  in  case  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
fail  to  give  the  notice  and  hold  the  election,  as  he  is  re- 
quired to  do,  annually,  by  the  first  section  of  article  two, 
chapter  one  hundred.  Revised  Statutes,  he  shall  be  fined  in 
any  sum,  in  the  discretion  of  a  Jury,  not  ex^et'ding  twenty- 
live  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  action  at  the  suit  of  any 
one,  or  on  indictment  of  a  grand  jury;  and  the  board  of 
tru!*tees  then  in  office  shall  not,  under  any  state  of  case, 
hold  their  office  longer  than  twenty  days  alter  the  first  day 
of  June  of  each  year. 

§  2.  In  case  an  election  for  trustees  of  said  town  is  failed 
to  be  held  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  of  June,  then  the 
county  judge  of  Greenup  county,  or  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  may,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  on  the  written  re* 
quest  of  any  two  voters  of  said  town,  to  auttiorize  the  elec- 
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tion  to  take  place  at  any  day  thereafter  within  four  months       1869. 
thereMfrer;  and  said  officer  ordering  s«ai(i  election  shall  con- 
duct it  in   the  same  manner  as  the  clerk  of  the  board  is 
required  to  do,  and  shall  have  the  same  power  and  author- 
ity as  is  g;iven  to  him. 

§  3.  No  ad  valorem  tax,  under  the  authority  of  said  trus- 
tees, shall  be  collected  on  any  other  property  than  the  real 
estate  within  the  corporate  limits;  and  no  such  tax  for  all 
purposes,  or  any  assessment  under  their  authority,  shall 
excet^d.  for  any  one  year,  one  dollar  on  one  hundred  dollars 
of  such   valuation. 

§  4.  The  one  half  of  the  costs  of  paving,  grading,  open- 
ing, and  improving  the  streets,  alleys,  and  lanes  of  said 
town,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  town  treasury,  and  the  other 
half  by  the  proprietors  of  lots  and  lands  adjoining  them, 
in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  said  lots  on  them. 

§  5.  The  trustees  shall  not  create  any  debt  on  said  town 
by  borrowing  money,  or  otherwise,  which  shall  not  be  paid 
out  of  the  iunds  of  the  town  within  said  year,  nor  pay  on 
any  debt  a  greater  interest  than  six  per  cent.;  and  for  all 
debts  so  created  by  them,  by  borrowing  money  contrary  to 
this  section,  said  trustees  shall  be  personally  liable. 

§  ().  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sherift'  of  Greenup 
county  to  open  a  poll  and  hold  an  election  at  the  court- 
house in  the  town  of  Greenupsburg,  between  the  hours  of 
eight  o'clock  A.  M.  and  ^\ei  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  June  next,  at  which  election  none  but  the  qualitied 
voters  resiiiing  in  the  limits  of  said  town  shall  be  entitled  "^ 

to  vote;  and  he  shall  submit  this  act  to  said  voters  for  their 
approval  or  rejection.  The  poll-book  shall  be  compared 
by  the  sai^je  board  now  established  by  law  to  cumpare 
poll-books  of  general  elections;  and  if  a  majority  of  the 
votes  are  cast  in  favor  of  this^act,  it  shall  thenceforth  be 
in  full  lorce  ;  but  if  a  majority  of  said  votes  are  cast  against 
it,  then  ii  shall  be  declared  rejected  and  of  no  binding  force 
whatsoever. 

^  7.  iSriid  sheriff  shall  give  at  least  ten  days'  notice,  by 
written  notices  posted  at  public  places  in  said  town.

an  academy,  in  the  town  of  Greenupsburg,  and  those  who

the  hou^e,  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a  body-politic,  on- 
der  the  name  and  fc*t}le  of  the  "  Greenupsburg  Academj 
Company;"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  eon- 
tract  and  be  contracted  with. 

^  2.  The  affairs,  management,  and  prudential  concerns 
-of  the  corporation  shall  be  under  the  control  of  three  di- 
rectors, to  be  chosen  by  the  stockholders.     The  bharee  of 
«  stock  i^hall  be  ax  fixed  in  the  articles  of  association  orig- 

inally entered  into;  and,  in  the  election  of  directors,  each 
stockholder  shall  have  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  he 
may  have  subscribed  an<l  paid.     The  first  election  of  di- 
rectors shall  be  held  at  the  academy  building,  on   the  firsi 
Saturday  in  May,  1809.     Notice  thereof  shall  be  givea  by 
postijig   written   advertisements  at  three  or   more   public 
places  in   the   town.     The  election  shall   take  place    be- 
tween the  hours  of  nine  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  three  o'clock, 
P.  M.,  ot  said  day.     The  stockholders  present  shall    ap- 
point a  secretary  to  conduct  the  election.     The  result  of 
the  election  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  and  signed   by  the 
secretary.     The  directors  elected  shall  choose  one  of  their 
number  to  act  as  chairman  of  the  board.     They  shall  hold 
their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
An  annual  election  of  directors  shall  be  held  on  the  firat 
Saturday  of  May  in  each  year.     If,  from  any  cause,   an 
election  should  not  be  held,  the  board  of  directors,  or  any 
two  of  them,  shall  order  an  election,  upon  the  application 
of  any  two  or  more  of  the  stockholders,  and  fix  the  day  of 
election,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  for  at  lea^t  ten 
days,  by  posting  written  notices  in  three  or  more  public 
places  in  the  town. 

^  3.  The  corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  and  per- 
sonal  estate,  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  which 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  com- 
pany in  establishing  an  academy  for  educational  par* 
poses. 

§  4.  The  board  of  directors  may  pass  by-laws  for  the 
protection  and  preservation  of  their  property;  and  for  thia 
purpose,  may  impose  fines  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for 
each  offense,  and  imprisonment  not  exceeding  five  days; 
and  such  fines  and  penalties  may  be  enforced  by  proceed- 
ings before  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  having  juris- 
diction thereof,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  for  the  use  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

$  5.  The  board  of  trustees  may  lease  the  academy  and 
grounds  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Greenups- 
burg,  to  be  used  for  educational  purposes,  for  such  length 
of  time  and  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 
§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT   to  incorporate  the  Cabin  Creek   Turnpike   Road  Company,  and 

to  levy  a  tax  to  aid  iu  building  said  road. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontoealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  body  corporate  and  politic  be,  and  hereby 
is,  created  and  authorized  to  be  formed  and  organized, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Cabin  Creek  turnpike 
road  company;  and  under  that  name  and  style  it  shall 
have  perpetual  succession;  may  have  a  common  seal; 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
in  all  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  object  and  business  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  to  construct,  keep  up,  and  maintain  a  turnpike  road 
from  some  point  on  the  Concord  and  Tollsboro  turnpike 
road,  down  Cabin  creek,  crossing  the  line  between  Mason 
and  Lewis  counties,  and  joining  some  turnpike  in  Mason 
county,  leading  to  May^ville;  said  company  shall  also 
have  power  and  are  hereby  invested  with  authority  to 
construot,  keep  up,  and  maintain  a  turnpike  road  I'rom 
their  road  on  Cabin  creek,  the  most  practicable  route 
to  the  Ohio  river,  opposite  the  town  of  Manchester,  Ohio, 
and  may  extend  their  road  and  unite  with  any  other  turn- 
pike road  or  roads  in  Lewis,  Mason,  or  Fleming  counties. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each.

§  1.  That  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Lewis  and  Mason 
County  turnpike  road  company,  approved  March  7,  1868, 
is  amended  as  follows:  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  extend  their  road,  on  the  end  in  Lewis 
count}',  beyond  Equalization  to  Kinniconick  .creek,  and 
may  connect  their  road  with  any  other  road  or  roads  they 
may  deem  expedient,  in  Lewis  or  Fleming  county. 

$  2.  That  to  enable  said  company  the  more  speedily  to 
build  their  road,  and  to  equalize  as  near  as  possible  the 
burthens  of  building  said  road,  there  is  hereby  levied,  and 
shall  be  collected,  on  all  property  and  money,  &c.,  taxed 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  for  State  revenue,  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth,  situated  on  each  side  of  said  road, 
as  the  same  may  be  or  has  been  located,  and  within  one 
and  a  half  miles  of  the  same,  one  dollar  per  year  from 
the  time  th&t  part  of  said  road,  in  Lewis  county,  or  some 
portion  of  the  same,  not  less  than  four  miles,  shall  be 
located  and  put  under  contract  to  be  built;  said  tax  shall 
continue  to  be  levied  and  collected  until  said  road  is  fin- 
iBhed  and  paid  for;  said  road  shall  be  divided  into  sections 
of  from  two  to  four  miles;  and  the  local  tax  levied  by  this 
act  shall  be  appropriated,  by  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company,  to  building  that  section  of  said  road  in  which 
the  taxable  property  is  situated ;  and  when  any  one  sec- 
tion is  finished  and  paid  for,  then  the  local  tax  in  that  sec- 
tion shall  cease.  This  tax  shall  be  collected  only  on  prop- 
erty in  Lewis  county,  and  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend 
to  property  in  Mason  or  Fleming  county;  the  several  tax- 
payers shall  become  stockholders  in  said  company  for  the 
amount  of  tax  they  pay.  The  county  court  of  Lewis  shall, 
upon  being  requested  so  to  do,  appoint  two  discreet  per- 
sons to  assess  and  fix  a  value  upon  the  property  liable  to 
the  tax  levied  under  this  act;  said  persons  shall  make  oat 
a  list  of  all  property  on  each  side  of  said  road  within  one 
y     and  a  half  miles  of  the  same,  in  Lewis  county,  with  a  de- 
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1869.  ^cription  of  the  name,  its  valae  and  owner's  name,  and 
return  said  list  to  the  Lewis  county  court,  at  its  May  or 
June  term,  in  each  year;  said  court  ehall  list  s&id  taxes 
with  the  sherifl'  of  Lewis  county  for  collection;  and  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  sheriff  to  receive,  collect, 
and  pay  over  to  the  president  of  said  company,  the 
amount  of  taxes  collected  on  said  list  and  assessment; 
said  money  must  be  paid  over  on  or  before  the  25th  day 
of  December  in  each  year;  and  for  any  default  of  said 
sheriff  under  this  act,  be  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable 
on  his  official  bond  as  sheriff;  he  shnll  be  entitled  to  the 
same  compensation  for  collecting  and  pH^ing*  over  said 
taxes,  as  now  allowed  by  law  for  collecting  the  State 
revenue;  the  money  thus  collected  shall  be  expended  on 
that  part  of  said  road  in  Lewis  county  alone.  Where 
property  is  located  within  the  prescribed  distance  of  two 
turnpike  roads,  and  might  be  subject  to  two  local  taxes 
under  the  law,  the  distance  shall  be  equally  divided  be- 
tween the  two  road:?,  and  the  tax  collected  and  paid  over 
to  that  road  (in  Lewis  county)  nearest  the  tax-payer,  so 
that  no  pro'pert}'  or  person  shall  be  taxed,  at  the  same 
time,  to  help  build  two  roads,  under  any  law  or  laws 
levying  a  local  tax  to  aid  in  building  turnpikes. 

§  3  This  compan}'  fe>hail  be  entitled  to  the  same  aid  (of 
$1,000  per  mile)  as  the  Vanceburg,  Salt  Lick,  Tollsboro, 
and  Mayeville  turnpike,  and  on  the  same  terms  and  condi- 
tions, from  Lewis  county;  and  the  Lewis  county  court  ia 
hereby  required  to  assist  said  road  (that  part  in  Le\ivis 
county)  to  the  amount  of  $1,000  per  mile,  it  being  the 
intention  to  put  all  turnpike  roads  in  Lewis  county  on 
the  same  footing  in  regard  to  the  assistance  from  the 
county  court. 

^  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  W.  F.  Collier,  R.  D.  Solmonds,  W.  W.  Evans, 
W.  W.  Howell,  J.  B.  Lewis,  D.  McVow,  and  J.  B.  Harris, 
and  their  successors,  are  hereby  created  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  in  the  name  and  style  of  the  Franklin  Manu- 
facturing Company,  and  by  that  name  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession; may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
8ued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and  places; 
have  a  common  seal,  and  break  or  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure;  and  may  have  all  necessary  or  convenient  by- 
aws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said 
company,  and  the  management  of  said  business,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  State  or  Federal  Constitutions. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  appoint  any  one  or  more  of  its  members,  or  other  person 
or  persons,  to  manage,  control,  and  direct  the  business 
thereof  according  to  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  adopted  by  said  com- 
pany for  its  government  and  the  transaction  of  its  busi- 
ness; and  said  company  may  be  organized  by  the  aforesaid 
corporators,  or  a  majority  thereof,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  they  may  appoint. 

^  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
exceed  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  subscribed  in 
such  manner,  and  paid  in  at  such  times  and  in  such  in- 
fitallments,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  company  in  its 
by-laws,  which  by-laws  may  provide,  upon  the  non-pay- 
ment ol'  such  assessment,  or  any  part  thereof,  within  the 
time  fixed  for  their  payment,  that  the  appropriate  officer 
or  agent  of  the  company  may  proceed  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation  to  advertise  and 
sell  such  delinquent  shares,  or  so  many  of  them  as  may 
be  necessary  to  pay  the  sums  due  thereon,  with  incidental 
charges. 

^  4.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  hold  such 
estate,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  in  Kentucky,  by  purchase, 
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1869.  lease,  or  otherwise,  as  it  may  deem  necessary  and  proper 
for  carrying  on  a  foundry  and  general  maaafactuiiag 
business,  tlie  conversion  of  timber  into  lumber,  the  man- 
ufacture of  iron  of  all  sorts,  and  the  building  of  houses, 
machinery,  and  other  thing  which  may  be  necessary  for 
manufacturing  as  aforesaid,  and  the  transportation  of 
coal,  iron,  or  lumber,  and  all  other  things,  with  power  to 
sell  and  convey  all  such  products,  material,  and  estate  at 
pleasure;  and  to  some  one  or  more  or  all  of  the  purposes 
and  objects  aforesaid  the  business  of  said  company  shall 
be  confined:  Provided^  however^  That  whatever  may  be 
necessary  and  expedient  as  incidental  to  said  business  is 
not  excluded  from  the  power  of  said  company. 

^  5.  The  said  company  may  borrow  money  on  aach 
terms,  and  secure  the  same  in  such  way,  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  by-laws  or  determined  on  by  the  stock- 
holders; but  no  banking  privileges  are  granted  to  said 
company.

Whereas,  On  the  30th  day  of  January,  1828,  a  charter 
was  granted  by  the  Kentucky  Legislature  incorporating 
Jefierson  Seminary,  in  Barren  county^  in  which  act  Robert 
Ferguson  and  others  were  named  as  trustees,  who  after- 
wards organized  as  such  under  said  charter,  took  posses- 
sion of  the  buildings  and  property  of  said  seminary,  and 
conducted  its  affairs  through  a  long  series  of  years,  during 
which  time  various  ones  of  the  trustees  died  and  others 
were  selected  and  qualified  in  their  stead;  but  it  is  now 
represented  thai  all  the  trustees  named  in  said  charter* 
and  all  who  have  been  selected  and  qualified  in  their 
places,  are  dead,  except  John  B.  Wilson;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  bjf  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Comnumwealik 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Tho.  W.  Bibb,  Henry  H.  Burks,  and  Nathan 
Burks,  are  hereby  appointed  trustees,  with  said  John  B. 
Wilson,  of  said  seminary;  and  they,  with  him,  are  de- 
clared to  be  vested  with  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privi- 
leges, which,  by  said  act,  were  conferred  upon  the  said 
Ferguson  and  others  named  in  said  act. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN    ACT   to  incorporate  the  Qermania  Market   Company,  of  Lonisville. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwecdth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  John  £ngeln,  Francis  Reidhar,  Jacob  Schmidt, 
Philip  Winkler,  Michael  Billing,  George  P.  Doern,  Julius 
Von  Borries,  and  James  R.  Delvecchio,  their  associates 
and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  "Germania 
Market  Company,"  for  and  during  the  term  of  thirty 
yeaM,  with  all  the  powers  and  authority  incident  to  cor- 
porations, for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  may  erect  buildings,  purchase, 
have,  hold,  retain,  enjoy,  sell,  lease,  and  'convey  the  neces- 
sary real  and  personal  estate  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
a  market  for  the  sale  and  purchase  of  meats,  vegetables, 
fruits,  wares  and  merchandise,  anywhere  within  the  city 
of  Louisville;  and  may  rent  stalls  or  apartments  to  any 
other  person  or  persons. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  be 
less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  nor  more  than 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  personal  estate,  and 
transferable  on  the  books  of  the  corporation  in  such  man- 
ner as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws. 

§  4.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be^  managed 
and  conducted  by  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven 
directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  president,  and  all 
of  whom  shall  be  stockholders,  and  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
The  directors  shall  make  all  by-laws  necessary  or  proper 
for  the  management  of  the  business;  may  appoint  and 
employ  all  agents  and  servants  they  may  deem  necessary 
or  proper,  and  do  all  things  expedient  for  the  successful 
prosecution  of  the  said  business. 

^  5.  The  above-named  corporators,  or  such  of  them  as 
a  majority  shall  appoint,  may  open  books  of  subscription 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation,  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  they  may  prescribe;  and  when  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed,  the  said  corporation 
may  commence  business. 

§  6.  At  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  each  share  of 
capital  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.  The  by-laws 
shall  prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of  the  election  of 
directors,  and  the  number  of  stockholders  or  directors 
necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

§  7.  The  said  corporation  niay  borrow  money  on  such 
terms  and  conditions,  and  at  such  rates  of  interest,  as 
may  be  agreed  on,  and  secure  the  same  by  mortgage 
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1869.  ^pon  the  whole  or  any  part  of  its  franchises  and  prop- 
erty; and  may  issue  and  sell  ito  bonds,  bearing  such  rate 
of  interest  as  may  be  prescribed,  not  exceeding  ten  j^jBr 
cent,  per  annum,  and  secure  said  bonds  by  mortgage 
upon  the  whole  or  any  part  of  its  franchises  or  property : 
Provided^  ho)oever,  That  the  sum  or  sums  so  borrowed, 
and  the  bonds  so  issued,  shall  not,  at  anyone  time,  ex- 
ceed the  capital  stock  subscribed. 

§  8.  The  said  corporation  may  contract  or  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts 
and  places  whatsoever  by  its  said  corporate  name;  and 
may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  may 
break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure;  but  the  failure  to  use 
a  common  seal  shall  not  invalidate  any  of  its  contracts. 

§  9.  The  above-named  corporators,  or  such  of  them  aa 
the  majority  shall  select,  shall  be  the  Rrst  board  of  direct- 
ors of  said  corporation,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.

to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  the  same  to  alter 
or  exchange  at  pleasure.  Said  corporators  shall  have  the 
power  to  prescribe  the  necessary  qualifications  of  mem- 
bers, and  establish  the  admission  fee  to  be  paid  by  each 
person,  and  prescribe  such  other  rules  and  regulations  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  control  and  government 
of  their  association; 

§  2.  The  fund  accumulated  from  admission  fees,  dues, 
donations,  &c.,  may  be  invested  in  stocks,  bonds,  mort- 
gages or  real  estate,  aa  the  association  may  select.

§  1.  That  so  much  of  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  reduce 
into  one  the  several  acts  in  regard  to  the  town  of  Lancas- 
ter, and  fop  olUer  purposes/'  approved  March  9th,  1867, 
and  made  applicable  to  the  town  of  Independence,  and 
the  police  judge  and  the  police  court  of  Independence,  as 
requires  four  trustees  to  make  their  acts  binding,  shall, 
wherever  four  occur  in  said  act,  be  legal  if  done  by  a  ma- 
jority of  their  body;  and  that  the  29th  section  of  said  act 
be  made  to  read,  ** fines*  and  costs  owing  said  town,"  in- 
stead of  "fines  owing  said  town;"  and  where  the  same 
reads,  *^  two  dollars  per  day,"  the  same  shall  be  made  to 
re^d,  ^*  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  two  dollars  per 
day;"  and  that  the  conclusion  of  the  2l8t  section  of  said 
act,  where  it  reads,  **  the  town  of  Lancaster,"  the  same 
shall  read,  "the  county  of  Kenton;"  and  in  all  other 
places  in  said  act, "  Independence "  shall  take  the  place 
of  ^'Lancaster,"  and  "Kenton"  for  ''*  Garrard,"' wherever 
the  same  occurs. 

§  2.  That  the  corporation  of  the  town  of  Independence 
be  extended  by  continuing  the  north  and  south  lines  of  the 
same  a  due  west  course,  sufiiciently  far,  so  that  a  parallel 
line  to  the  original  line  of  said  corporation  will  inclose 
the  residence  of  G.  W.  Carlisle:  Provided^  That  the  land 
of  said  Carlisle  shall  not  be  taxed  for  town  purposes  until 
the  same  shall  be  laid  out  into  town  lots.  That  the  said 
north  and  south  lines  extend  east  twenty  poles  by  parallel 
lines  to  the  original  corporate  line:  Provided  ahoy  That  the 
land  included  thereby,  belonging  to  E.  J.  McCoUum,  shall 
not  be  taxed  for  town  purposes  until  the  same  be  laid  out 
in  town  lots.  That  the  east  and  west  lines,  as  here  de- 
scribed, extend  north  twenty  roils  from  the  original  corpo- 
rate line,  and  so  far  as  will  make  a  line  running  due  east 
and  west  intersect  the  same  on  the  west  line. 

§  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  ed'ect  from  its  passage.

Said  corporation 
ehaii  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with, 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and 
shall  have  all  the  rights,  immunities,  and  powers  that  may 
be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  management  and  prose- 
cuting of  its  business,  which  shall  be  the  manufacturing  of 
wool,  cotton,  flax,  hemp,  and  tow  into  rolls,  batting,  thread, 
yarn,  cloth,  or  other  things  into  which  said  articles  can  be 
manufactured;  and  the  manufacturing  of  grain  into  meal, 
flour,  and  other  articles,  and  the  manufacturing  of  lumber; 
also  the  sale  of  the  same.  The  corporation  may  purchase 
and  hold  real  estate  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  or  may  lease  the  same,  in  or  out  of  the  State ;  and 
may  purchase  and  sell  such  machinery,  buildings,  or  per- 
sonal property,  and  convey  the  same,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  from  time  to  time. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  not  exceed 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollal*a 
each.  Subscriptions  of  stock  shall  be  made  by  persona 
signing  their  names  to  an  agreement  to  take  the  number 
of  shares  placed  opposite  their  names,  and  obligating  them- 
eelves  to  pay  the  Glasgow  Manufacturing  Company  the 
amount  thereof.  J.  W.  Dickey,  J.  N.  Locke,  Meredith 
Reynolds,  P.  H.  Leslie,  John  Lewis,  T.  M.  Dickey,  M.  M. 
Winlock,  and  Amasa  P.  Childress,  or  any  three  of  them, 
may  open  a  book  or  books  for  subscription  to  such  an 
agreement;  and  whenever  the  sum  often  thousand  dollars 
is  subscribed,  they  may  call  together  the  subscribers,  who 
may  organize  the  corporation  by  electing  a  president  and 
four  managers. 

§  3.  The  president  and  managers  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified;  and  shall  conduct  and  manage  the  affairs  of  the 
corporation  in  such  manner  as  the  stockholders,  by  their 
by-laws,  shall  direct. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, and  oftener  if  called  by  the  president  and  managers, 
or  a  majority  of  the  stockhoideps  in  interest.  At  every  such 
meeting,  the  president  and  managers  shall  submit  a  full 
statement  of  the  affairs,  business,  and  accounts  of  said  cor- 
poration ;  and  additional  stock  may  be  subscribed  until  the 
whole  amount  authorized  by  this  act  is  taken. 

§  5.  Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for 
every  share  of  stock  owned  by  him,  and  to  vote  in  person 
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or  by  proxy,  at  every  regular  or  called  meeting.    The  pres-      1869. 
ident  and  managers  may,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  see  fit, 
make  calls  on  the  shareholders  not  exceeding  twenty  per 
cent,  at  any  one  time. 

§  6.  The  president  and  managers  may  appoint  a  super- 
intendent, and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  or 
proper  to  manage  its  affairs,  and  prescribe  their  duties. 

§  7.  The  stockholders  may  dissolve  the  corporation  when 
they  think  proper  to  do  so ;  and,  upon  such  dissolution,  the 
corporate  powers  of  the  president  and  managers  shall  con- 
tinue for  five  years  thereafter;  and  the  power  to  sue  and 
be  sued  in  the  name  of  the  corporation  shall  continue  for 
the  same  length  of  time,  to  allow  the  managers  to  sell  prop- 
erty and  wind  up  the  business  of  the  corporation. 

§8.  The  stockholders,  after  they  have  paid  the  full  amount 
of  ««tock  subscribed  by  ihem,  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  debt 
or  obligation  or  contract  entered  into  or  contracted  by  the 
corporation,  and  at  no  time  for  a  greater  amount  than  that 
subscribed  by  them. 

§  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1734. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  the  Southwest  Kentackjr  Mutual  Aid  and  Benevolent 

Life  Insurance  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Edward  J.  Bullock,  Milton  H.  Wright,  of  Hick- 
man county;  Samuel  il.  Jenkins,  John  K.  Kemp,  of  Bal- 
lard county;  Irvin  Anderson  and  John  Eaker,  of  Graves 
county;  Peter  Boaz,  Joel  W.  Ferguson,  of  Calloway  coun- 
ty; Jesse  C.  Gilbert  and  John  Dycus,  of  Marshall  county; 
L.  D.  Husbands,  J.  Q.  A.  King,  T.  S.  McGuire,  R.  M. 
Harding,  and  A.  Heimeberger,  of  McCracken  county,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  and  created  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  *' South- 
west Kentucky  Mutual  Aid  and  Benevolent  Life  In:surance 
Company;"  and  by  that  name  they  are  empowered  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  shall  have  the 
right  to  make  contracts;  to  own,  purchase,  and  receive  by 
donation,  and  to  sell  and  convey  property,  real  or  per- 
sonal; to  deal  in  bills  of  exchange  and  negotiable  notes. 

§  2.  The  object  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  contract 
for  the  assurance  of  liie,  to  issue  policies  for  life  insurance, 
and  to  do  all  acts  relative  to  that  kind  of  insurance,  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  and  provisions  hereinafter 
specified;  and  this  company  shall  have  the  right  to  rein- 
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1869.        ^^^^  ^^  other  companies  if  desirable,  but  at   its  own  coati 
and  expeiieie,  and  Tor  itn  own  benefit. 

§  3.  All  adrninii^trative  powers  nhall  be  vested  in  fifteea 
directors,  of  whom  five  shall  form  a  quorum,    and  sucb 
other  officers  and  clerks  as  they  may  appoioC.      The  di- 
rectors shall  hold   their  office  for  the  term   of  two  years 
from  the  date  of  their  appointment  or  election.      The  per- 
sons above  named  shnll  constitute  the  first  board  of  di- 
rectors, and  shall   hold  office  for  the  term  of  tw^o   yeara 
from  the  day  of  their  first  convening.     In  the   event  of  a 
vacancy  of  the  board  of  directors,  occasioned    by  the  de- 
cease or  resignation  of  a  member  or  otherwise,  before  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  his  appointment,  such    vacancy 
shall  be  supplied  by  the  electioii  of  a  fit  and   propeh  per- 
son by  the  remainder  of  the  board.     The  board  of  direct- 
ors shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  elect  a  president,  a  vice 
president,   a  secretary,  and   a  treasurer,  and   such    other 
officers  as  may  be   necessary  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
the  association,  which  last  may  be  elected,  from    time  to 
time,  as  required.     No  one  shall  be  a  director  who  is  not 
a  member  of  this  company.     The  president  shall    be   a 
member   of   the    board   of   directors,    and    preside    at    alJ 
meetings  of  the  board  and  at  the  meetings  of  the   policy- 
holders, and  shall  conduct   the  business  of  the  cooipauy 
generally  under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  directors. 
The  vice  president  shall   be   a   member  of  the  hoard  of 
directors,  and  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  aforesaid  in  the 
absence  of  the   president,  and,  in   his  absence,  sig'n    the 
policies  of  insurance.     The  secretary  and  treasurer,  anJ 
such  employes  as  the  president  may  appoint,  shall,  before 
entering  upon   the  discharge  of  their  duties,  give    bond, 
with  security,  approved  by  the  board  of  directors,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties. 

§  4.  Each  person  admitted  a  member  of  this  company 
shall  pay  into  the  ireasuiy,  if  between  the  ages  of  sixteen 
(1(5)  and  thirty  (30)  years,  inclusive,  the  sum  often  dollars; 
between  the  ages  of  thirty-one  (31)  and  forty  (40)  years, 
inclusive,  fifteen  dollars;  between  the  ages  of  forty-one 
(41)  and  filty  (50)  years,  inclusive,  twenty  dollars,  and  be- 
tween the  ages  of  fifty-one  (51)  and  sixty  (HO)  years,  in- 
clusive, twenty-five  dollars,  which  sum  shall  entitle  the 
party  who  has  paid  it  to.  a  life  insurance  policy,  which 
shall  entitle  the  policy-holder  to  a  sum  equal  to  one  dollar 
for  each  enrolled  member  on  the  books  of  the  company  at 
the  date  of  his  or  her  death,  payable  to  his  or  her  repre- 
sentative or  assigns,  within  sixty  days  after  the  receipt  of 
a  certified  evlclence  of  the  death  of  the  policy-holder;  but 
in  no  ca:<e  shall  the  amount  paid  on  said  policy  exceed 
three  thousand  dollars.  Whenever  the  number  of  mem- 
bers shall  exceed  three  thousand,  contribution  of  all  the 
members,  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  set 
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apart  as  a  separate  fun(l,  anrl  on  the  decease  of  any  pol-  1869. 
icy-holder  thereafter,  and  so  lon^  as  said  contribution 
exceeds  three  thousand  dollars,  the  excess  shall  be  appro- 
priated pro  7'ata,  for  the  purpose  of  diminishing  said  con- 
tribution or  assessment.  The  said  diminution  shall  be  the 
same  for  each  and  every  member  of  the  company. 

§  5   On  the  notification  of  the  death  of  any  policy-holder 
to  ihe  officers  of  the  company,  accompanied  with  a  cer- 
tificate fully  setting  forth  the  facts,  and  indors^ed  by  the 
attending  physician  or  jury  of  inquest,  an  assessment  shall 
be  made  upon  each   policy-holder  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
one  djollar  and  twenty-five  cents,  which  is  payable  at  the 
office  of  the  company  within  thirty  days  after  notificiition. 
The  failure  to  pay  this  assessment  within  the  above-stated 
time,  on  the  part  of  any  policy-holder,  shall  operate  a  for- 
feiture of  his  or  her  policy,  and  the  name  ol"  such  delin- 
quent shall  be  erased  from  the  books  of  the  company,  unless 
sufficient  reasons  are  given,  to  be  submitted  to  and  deter- 
mined upon  by  the  b^oard  of  directors  within  a  reasonable 
time  thereafter,  and  the  assessment  paid  into  the  treasury. 
Any  policy-holder  who  has  forfeited  his  policy,  from  neg- 
lect  to   pay  the  regular  assessment  on  the  decease  of  a 
member,  shall  be  debarred  from  all   benefit  arising  from  ' 
the  previous  subscriptions  ;  but  he  shall  not  be  prevented 
from  applying  for  a  new  policy  by  a  subscription  as  a  new 
member.     All  application  for  membership,  or  to  become  a 
policy-holder  in  this  company,  must  be  made  in  writing  to 
the  board  of  directors,  stating  the  name,  age,  residence, 
and  occupation  of  the  applicant;  and  any  false  statement 
that  shall  become  apparent  to  the  board  of  directors  after 
the  issue  of  the  policy  shall  annul  said  policy.     No  appli- 
cation shall  be  received  unless  accompanied  with  certifi- 
cate from  a  respectable  physician,  or  the  company's  physi- 
cian, that  the  applicant  is  in  good  health,  and   free  from 
pulmonary  or  other  constitutional  disease ;  the  company 
reserving  the  right  to  have  any  applicant,  upon  his  certifi- 
cate from  any  other  than  the  company's  physician,  exam- 
ined by  the  company's  physician  ;  and  in  all  cases  when 
he  makes  an  examination,  he  shall  be  allowed  a  fee  of  one 
dollar,  to  be  paid  by  the  applicant.     All  transfers  of  poli- 
cies shall  be  made  upon  the  books  of  the  company. 

§  6.  Upon  the  death  of  a  member,  the  secretary  shall 
immediately  notify  the  policy-holders  of  the  fact,  and  call 
for  the  contribution  specified  in  section  four,  by  causing 
said  notification  to  be  published  in  five  consecutive  issues 
of  that  newspaper  which  has  the  largest  circulation  in  the 
city  of  Paducah,  and  by  letter  addressed  to  the  nearest 
post-office  to  those  who  live  at  a  greater  distance  than 
forty  miles  from  Paducah;  and  such  publication  or  letter 
80  addressed  shall  be  due  notice  to  each  policy-holder;  and 
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1869.  ^"  failure  to  comply  within  the  time  and  in  the  raanoer 
specified  in  said  section  four,  he  or  she  shall  forfeit  his  or 
her  policy  as  policy-holders  in  said  company" :  Promdeiy 
That  any  policy-holder  who  shall  deposit  in  the  treasury 
an  amount  to  cover  any  specified  number,  as  aaaessmeots 
paid  in  alvance,  and  required  to  be  paid  by  section  foar, 
and  at  the  same  time  furnish  the  secretary,  in  virritin^,  with 
name  of  the  post-office  nearest  his  residence,  the  policy  of 
such  policy-holder  shall  not  be  declared  forfeited  until  "iler 
said  amount  deposited  shall  have  been  exhausted,  and  such 
policy-holder  notified  thereof,  and  the  failure  thereafter  of 
said  policy-holder  to  comply  with  section  four  respecting 
assess^ments. 

§  7.  Before  the  terra  of  office  of  the  incumbent  directors 
shall  expire,  the  president  shall  appoint  three  discreet  pol- 
icy-holders, who  shall  be  judges  of  election.  They  shall 
cause  the  policy-holders  to  be  notified  of  the  time  and 
place  of  election  of  new  directors,  by  publication  for  one 
month  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Paducah. 

§  8.  The  principal  office  of  business  of  this  company 
shall  be  in  the  city  of  Paducah,  and  the  enrollment  book 
of  the  company  shall  be  open  to  access,  at  all  time^,  to 
policy-holders. 

§  9.  iShould  the  net  earnings  of  the  company  exceed 
sixty  thousand  dollars,  the  board  of  directors  shall  have 
the  right  to  distribute  such  excess,  from  time  to  time,  to 
the  policy-holders,  per  capita^  as  dividends  on  the  prof^u  of 
the  company  :  Provided^  That  no  member  shall  be  entitled 
to  such  dividends  who  has  not  been  a  member  for  twelve 
months  next  preceding  the  day  said  dividends  shall  be 
declared. 

§  10.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  member  of  this 
company  except  those  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and 
sixty  years. 

§  11.  No  member  of  this  company  shall  be  liable  for  any 
of  the  obligations  of  the  company,  beyond  the  sum  or  sums 
which  may  be  due  by  such  member  in  virtue  of  the  require- 
ments specified  in  section  four.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the      Boundary  of

Middleton's  old  dwelling;  thence  north  60,  west  80  poles,

I         laws.     They  t^hfxW  have  the  power  to  suppress  all  tijipling 
and  gambling-houses,  and   to  fine  all  those  who   may  vio- 
late their  by-laws  and  ordinances  any  sum 'not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars.     They  shall  have  the  right  to  tax  and 
the  rij^hl  to  li:ense  all  coifee-hou-^es,  victualers,  confec- 
tioneries, restaurants,  and  Vix  the  tax  thereon  in  any  sum 
I  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  to  dis- 

continue any  of  said  licenses  at  pleasure:  Provided,  The 
treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  pay  to  the  trustee 
of  the  jury  fund  for  Barren  county  the  sum  that  is  now 
or  may  be  required  by  the  laws  ot  this  Commonwealth 
for  each  license  in  said  town  each  year.  Any  law  giving 
the  county  court  of  Barren  county  authority  to  license 
merchants  and  druggists  to  sell  spirituous  liqiiors  in  said 
town  or  corporation  is  hereby  repealeil;  but  the  license 
which  any  merchant,  druggist,  or  colFee-hijuse  keeper  has 
obtained  shall  be  good  until  the  time  shall  have  expired 
for  which  it  was  obtained. 

5  5.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established  in  said  ^  JjkllJJ^'*"'* 
town  a  police  court,  to  be  known  and  styled  Gave  City 
police  court,  the  ofHcers  of  which  shall  consist  of  a  judge 
and  marshal.     R.  C.  Hayslip,  the  present  police  judge  of 
said  town,  is  hereby  appointed  judge  of  said  court,  who 
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1869.  ehall  continue  in  office  until  the  first  Saturday  in  May, 
18t59,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  W.  H.  Pace,  the  present  marshal  for  said 
town,  is  hereby  appointed  marshal  of  said  court,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first  Saturday  in  May, 
1869,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  The  successor  of  said  judge  shall  be  commis- 
sioned by  the  Governor;  and,  before  entering  ppon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  in  addition  to  the  oath  prescribed  by 
the  Constitution,  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the 
peace,  police  or  other  judge,  or  notary  public  for  Barren 
county,  that  he  will,  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  faithfully, 
and  without  partiality,  favor  or  affection  to  any  one,  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  judge  of  Cave  City  police  court  dur- 
ing his  continuance  in  office.  The  successor  of  said 
marshal,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  in 

Mihof  manhft!  addition  to  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  take 

an  oath  before  the  judge  of  said  police  court  to  faithfully 
and  impartially,  without  favor  or  aff'ection  to  any  one, 
discharge  the  duties  of  marshal  of  Cave  City  police  court 
during  his  continuance  in  office;  and  shall  execute  a  bond, 
with  one  or  more  good  and  sufficient  securities,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  judge  of  said  court,  in  the  same  penalty, 
payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  and  with  the 
same  conditions  of  a  constable's  bond;  and  the  same  may 
be  put  in  suit  for  a. failure  to  pert'brm  the  conditions  of  said 
bond  by  any  one  injured,  in  the  same  manner  suits  are 
now  authorized  to  be  brought  on  a  constable's  bond;  and 
said  marshal  and  his  securities  shall  also  be  subject  to 
motions  against  them  before  said  police  court  or  other 
tribunals  having  jurisdiction  for  a  failure  of  duty  or  to 
pay  over  money  to  the  persons  entitled  to  receive  the 
same,  under  the  same  rules,  regulations  and  restrictions, 
as  motions  are  authorized  to  be  made  against  constables.

by  death  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  filled  by  an  election  for

He  shall  hold  a  court 
for  the  trial  of  civil  causes  on^the  first  Saturday  in  each  of 
the  months  of  February,  May,  Augu?<t,  and  November. 

§  7.  Appeals  may  be  taken  from  the  judgment  of  said 
court  in  the  same  manner,  nnd  under  like  regulations,  as 
are  tnken  from  judgments  of  justices  of  the  peace  and  the 
courts  having  like  jurisdiction  of  them. 

§  8.  The  certified  copies  of  the  ofiiciHl  acts,  records,  and 
proceedings  of  said  court,  shall  be  evidence  and  have  the 
same  effect  as  records  of  justices  of  the  peace. 

§  9.  That  the  judge  of  said  court  shall  be  removable  in 
the  same  manner  and  for  the  causes  that  justices  of  the 
peace  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  removable. 

§  10.  That  the  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  trustees  of  said 
town  shall,  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  election  of  trustees

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1869.  CHAPTER  1736. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Citizens  of  BarboorTille,  in   Knox  Coa«tj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gineral  Assembiy  of  the  Commonwealik 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  sherifT  of  Knox  county  cau^e  an  election 
to  be  held  at  the  court-house,  in  the  town  of  BarbourriUe, 
on  the  fiivt  Monday  in  May,  1869,  and  shall  caui^e  a  poll 
to  be  opened  in  favor  of  prohibitini;  the  sale  of  f«ptrituoiis 
liquors  by  retail  within  two  miles  of  said  town ,  ais^o,  a 
poll  againr^t  said  prohibition;  and  he  will,  as  sberitf,  con- 
duct said  election. 

§  2.  That  all  persons  living  within  two  miles  of  the 
court-house  in  said  town,  who  are  qualified  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  to  vote  ai  any  State  election,  shall  have 
the  right  to  vote  at  said  election. 

§  3.  That  William  Mathews  and  Thomas  J.  Pitzer  are 
hereby  authorized  and  coni^tituted  judges  at  said  election, 
and  K.  P.  Stickley  is  appointed  clerk;  but  before  they  act, 
they  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace 
or  county  judge,  that  they  will  faithfully  and  impartially 
discharge  the  duties  of  judges  and  clerk  respectively;  and 
in  case  any  of  the  officers  fail  to  act,  the  other  officers, 
after  they  have  been  sworn,  shall  appoint;  and  after  the 
person  appointed  shall  have  been  sworn,  he  shall  act;  or 
should  all  refuse,  the  county  judge  shall  appoint  the  offi- 
cers, who  shall  in  like  manner  act,  when  sworn  as  before 
stated. 

§  4.  That  said  election  shall  be  in  every  respect  con- 
ducted as  other  elections  authorized  by  law,  and  e^hall  be 
publi£>hed  by  written  notice  on  the  court-house  door,  and 
three  other  public  places  in  the  town  of  Barbourville,  for 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  election;  and  if,  at  said  elec- 
tion, a  majority  of  the  citizens  living  within  two  miles  of 
the  town  vote  in  favor  of  the  prohibition  of  the  sale  of 
ardent  spirits  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  the  judges  and 
clerk  of  the  election  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  county 
judge,  who  shall  cause  said  certificate  to  be  entered  of 
record  in  his  office,  and  shall  cause  a  copy  there4if  to  be 
posted  upon  the  court-hou!<e  door,  and  upon  the  tront  door 
oi  each  tavern  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  together  with 
notice  to  cease  the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors.     Afier  the 
same  has  been  done,  he  shall  enter  an  order  on  his  record 
that  this  act  has  been  complied  with,  at  which  time  this 
act  shall  be  in  force;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son to  sell  or  vend  ardent  spirits,  directly  or  indirectly^ 
within  two  miles  of  the  court-house  in  the  town  of  Bar- 
bourville; and  any  person  violating  this  statute  shall  be 
dealt  with  as  now  provided  by  law  to  prevent  the  illegal 
sale  of  spirituous  liquors.     But  this  act  shall  not  be  so 
construed  as  to  prohibit  any  druggist,  physician,  or  mer- 
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cbant  from  keeping  pure  spirits,  which  may  be  sold  in  case  1869. 
of  sickness  for  medical  purposes,  when  prescribed  by  any 
practicing  physician,  he  certifying  that  such  spirits  are 
necessary:  Provided,  hoioever^  That  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prohibit  any  person  from 
selling  spirituous  liquors  within  said  boundary  until  the 
expiration  of  any  license  which  may  have  been  granted 
liim  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1737. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Town  of 

Mayalick,"  approved  February  1,  1837. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  an  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Mayslick, 
approved  February  1,  1837,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
BO  amended  as  to  authorize  and  empower  the  trustees  of 
the  town  to  extend  the  limits  of  the  town  so  as  to  take 
in  and  embrace  the  residence  of  George  Myall  or  the 
property  of  Miss  Lizzie  Mathews,  the  residence  lately 
owned  by  R.  D.  ChirV,  and  the  dwelling  situated  upon 
the  seminary  lot. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful,  at  any  election  of  trustees 
for  said  town,  to  elect  a  police  judge  and  town  marshal 
for  the  term  of  two  years,  whose  qualifications  shall  be 
the  same  as  are  required  under  the  act  of  incorporation 
for  trustees  of  the  town;  and  the  police  judge  shall  have, 
within  the  limits  of  the  town,  and  for  a  distance  of  one 
half  mile  outside  of  the  limits,  the  same  jurisdiction  over 
penal  and  criminal  cases  as  justices  of   the  peace   now 
have  under  existing  laws.     He  shall  be  a  conservator  of 
the  peace,  and   have  jurisdiction   over   affrays,   a^^saults 
and  batteries,  riots,  breaches  of  the   peace,  unlawful  as- 
semblies,  all  cases  of   indecent  or  immoral  behavior  or 
conduct,  calculated  to  disturb  the  peace  or  dignity  of  the 
tov/n;  over  all   cases  of  drunkenness.  Sabbath-breaking, 
ranning  horses,  firing  guns  or  pistols,  making  reports  by 
burning   powder  or  fire-works,  blowing  horns,   hallooing 
aloud  by  day  or  night,  and  other  riotous  and  disorderly 
conduct  within  the  limits  of  the  town,  all  of  which  are 
hereby  declared  to  be   misdemeanors;  and  all  fines  im- 
posed by   the  police  judge  of  the  town  of  May  slick  for 
any  of  the  above-named  misdemeanors  shall,  when   col- 
lected, be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  town.     He  shall 
have  power  to  impose  fines  in  all  cases  of  misdemeanors 
to  the  amount  of  ten  dollars,  without  the  intervention  of 
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1869.  ^  j^^'*yi  ^"^  shall  have  the  right  to  imprison  the  person 
BO  fined  in  the  county  jail  until  the  same  is  paid,  by  iin- 
prjgonraent  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  day,  in  default 
of  payment.  lie  shall  have  power  to  issue  suhpcenas 
for  witnesses  in  cases  pendin^r  before  him,  and  upon 
their  failure  to  attend,  m^y  award  compulsory  process 
to  compel  thfir  attendance.  He  shall  have  power  to 
fine  and  imprison  for  contempt  of  court:  Prwided^  The 
fine  does  not  exceed  ten  dollars,  nor  the  imprisonment 
twelve  hours.  That  upon  all  judgments  rendered  by  the 
said  police  judge,  either  party  shall  have  the  right  of 
appeal  from  said  judgments,  in  the  same  manner  that 
appeals  are  taken  from  judgments  of  justices  of  the 
peace.  The  fees  of  police  judge  shall  be  the  same  as 
allowed  justices  in  similar  cases. 

^  3.  The  marshal  sh^ll  see  that  the  ordinances  of  the 
said  town  are  carried  into  execution,  and  shall  collect 
and  pay  over  all  fines  imposed  by  the  police  judge  for 
misdemeanors,  <fec.  lie  shall  serve  or  execute  ail  pro- 
cesses issued  by  the  police  judge.  He  shall  give  bond 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  in  such  sum  as 
the  trustees  of  the  town  may  think  proper,  and  take  an 
oath  to  discharge  faithfully  his  duties  as  marshal.  He 
shall,  within  the  limits  allowed  the  police  judge,  have 
concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  constables  in  penal  and 
criminal  cases,  and  his  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  allowed 
to  constables  in  similar  cases. 

§  4.  All  vacancies  that  may  occur  after  an  election  of 
either  trustee,  police  judge,  or  town  marshal,  shall  be 
filled  by  appointment  by  a  majority  of  the  trustees  in 
office,  until  the  next  regular  election. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1738. 

AN  ACT  to  Charter  the  \Vood  House  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  William  H.  Saspeen,  Robert  J.  Marten,  John 
P.  Glass,  Hiram  A.  Phelps,  John  McGowan,ahd  Joseph  K. 
Gant,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body- politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
of  ''The  Wood  House  Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  defend,  in  all  courts 
and  places  whatsoever,  as  if  a  natural  person.  The  said 
com|)any -shall  have  power  to  acquire  and  bold,  by  pur- 
chase,  gift,  devise,  or  otherwise,  in  fee  or  for  a  term  of 
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yeara,  puch  real  estate  and  buildings  in  the  cit}'  of  Hop-       1869. 
kinsville,  Kentucky,  as  mny   he  (l«*emp<l   necessary  or  ex- 
pedient for  H  large  and  cosiveiiient  hotel. 

§  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  keep,  man- 
age, and  conduct  a  hotel  in  llrpkinsville;  to  purchnse, 
tVoiii  lime  to  lime,  all  necessary  furnilure,  equipuients, 
goods,  »nd  supplies;  to  employ  clerks,  servants,  hi\A  other 
agents  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  keeping  and  man- 
agement of  its  affairs.  The  saiti  company  may,  if  it  should 
be  deemed  expedient,  lease  the  sai^l  h»»tel.  with  or  without 
furniture,  for  a  term  or  term  of  years.  It  may  erect  and 
build  all  storehouses  and  other  huil«lin«^s  deemed  nece^*sary 
or  expedient  for  the  successful  keepin;^  and  con  luct  o|  said 
hotel;  and  lease  or  PMit  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  as 
may  be  tieemed  advisable. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  diviiied  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each  ;  v\hich  shares  sh;ill  be  personal  estate,  and  trans- 
ferable on  the  books  of  the  cijiiioariv  in  such  mtnner  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  its  by-laws.

of  this  act  sh<tli  be  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company, 
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1869.  ^^^  ^^'^  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  «.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  borrow 
money,  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  at  any  rate 
of  interest  not  exceeding  eight  per  centum  per  annum,  and 
issue  its  bonds  therefor,  for  sums  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  payable  at  any  ti.iie  not  exceeding  twenty  years, 
with  interest  payable  semi-annually,  and  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  said  bonds  by  a  mortgage  or  mortgages  on  any 
part  or  the  whole  of  its  property,  real  or  perr'onal.

AN   ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An   act  to  incorporate  the  Capital 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,"  approved  February  L7th,  1866. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  name  of  the  Capital  Mutual  Life  Insurance 
Company  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  changed  to  the  ^'Capital 
Life  Insurance  Oompany,  of  Kentucky;"  and  in  and  by 
this  name  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  fran- 
chises conferred  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment. 

^  2.  That  section  four  of  the  said  act  to  which  this  is 
amended  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed;  and  in  lieu 
thereof  it  is  hereby  enacted,  that  the  corporate  powers  of 
the  company  shall  be  invested  in  and  exercised  by  a  board 
of  directors,  of  not  less  than  thirteen  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  persons,  and  such  officers  and  agents  as  the  board 
of  directors,  or  a  majority  of  a  quorum  thereof,  may  ap- 
point and  empower.  At  least  thirteen  of  the  directors  shall 
reside  in  the  city  of  Frankfort  or  county  of  Franklin,  and 
a  majority  of  them  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  and 
transact  the  business  of  the  corporation. 
*  §  3.  That  in  addition  to  the  persons  named  in  the  first 
section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  the  fol- 
lowing persons  shall  be  incorporators,  viz:  Alvin  Duvall^ 
George  W.  Craddock,  R.  H  Crittenden,  J.  IS.  Price,  H.  I. 
Todd,  E.  II.  T<iylor,  jr.,  D.  Howard  Smith,  A.  G.  Hodges, 
J.  T.  GrHy,  J.  T.  Boyle,  W.  A.  Dudley,  K.  J.  Browne, 
James  W.  Tate,  W.  A.  Gaines,  James  SaUell.  J.  M.  Todd, 
P.  P.  Oldershaw,  W.  R.  Thompson,  W.  T.  Scott,  Charles 
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Bri(]<re8,  G.  Spratt,  J.  F.  Speed,  Grant  Green,  and  T.  A.  1869. 
Matthews,  and  together  with  those  named  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  the  act  to  which  t|;iis  is  an  amendment,  shall  be 
the  first  board  of  directors  of  the  Capital  Life  Insurance 
Company,  of  Kentucky,  and  shall  continue  as  directors 
until  the  first  Tuesday  in  July,  1860,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected.  The  said  directors,  or  thirteen  of 
their  number,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  president;  and  a  quorum  of  the  board  of  di- 
rectors may  appoint,  or  authorize  their  president  to  ap- 
point, a  secretary,  treasurer,  general  agent,  and  other 
agents  and  officers;  but  no  person  shall  be  president  or 
director  who  is  not  a  stockholder  in  the  said  company. 
The  incorporators  and  directors  hereinbefore  named  shall 
have  authority  and  power  to  increase  the  number  of  the 
board  of  directors  to  a  number  not  exceeding  one  hundred, 
who  may  reside  in  any  counties  of  the  State,  es^cepting 
the  thirteen  required  to  be  residents  of  Franklin  county. 

§  4. .That  the  Capital  Life  Insurance  Company,  of  Ken- 
tucky, incorporated  by  this  and  the  act  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment,  are  hereby  invested  with  authority  to  con- 
duct insurance  as  a  stock  as  well  as  a  mutual  insurance 
company;  and  to  do  and  perform  all  other  things  relative 
to  the  objects  of  this  incorporation,  which  now  is  or  shall 
be  lawful  for  any  other  life  insurance  company  or  corpo- 
ration to  do  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  any  and  all  general  insurance  laws 
which  are  or  may  be  hereafter  in  force  in  this  State;  and 
the  said  Capital  Life  Insurance  Company,  of  Kentucky, 
may  invest  their  capital  and  funds  in  United  States,  State, 
county,  city,  and  railroad  mortgage  bonds,  bank  stock,  and 
other  stocks  and  securities,  deemed  safe  and  satisfactory 
by  the  board  of  directors,  or  such  executive  or  financial 
committee  as  the  board  of  directors  may  appoint. 

§  5.  That  any  one  or  more  of  the  persons  herein  named, 
or  of  those  named  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment, may  act  as  commissioners,  and  open  books  of  sub- 
scription to  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  at  any  time 
and  place,  with  or  without  notice;  and  the  said  books  shall 
be  kept  open  until  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
subscribed;  and  at  the  time  of  subscription  there  shall  be 
paid  ten  dollars  on  each  share  subscribed  to  the  commis- 
sioner receiving  subscription.  The  said  company  shall 
not  commence  business  until  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars are  subscribed,  and  at  least  fifty  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  paid  in,  and  be  held  in  cash  or  invested  before 
the  said  company  shall  commence  business  of  insurance. 

§  6.  That  the  last  clause  of  section  twenty-two  of  the 
act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  limiting  the  duration 
of  the  company  to  thirty  years,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the 
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1869.  ^^'^  company  invested  with  perpetual  succeasion  of  n am- 
bers. 

§  7.  That  Bections  eighteen  and  nineteen  of  the  act  to 
which  this  i:^  an  amendment  ar^  hereby  repealed. 

§  H.  That  the  capital  8tock  oC  said  company  ^hall  be 
divided  into  share.-i  of  dltv  dollars  each,  inslea<l  of  i>ne 
hundred  ddlinrs  e^ch,  as  provided   in  act  of  inorpnratido. 

§  9.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

north  38  east,  to  a  point  where  the  west  line  nf  said   Tixy- 
lor's   lane*,  extended   straight,   wtmid    intersect   the   same; 
thence  with  the  line  of  said  Taylor's  lane  south  5  4  east, 
to  a  point  on  the  Covert  Run  turn|>ike;  thence  south  3!l^ 
east,  to  said  Taylor's  post-and-rail  fence  at  the  fo<»t  f»f  the 
hill;  thence  south  30^  west,  to  a  point  in  East  Row;  thence 
with  the  same  to  Harris  street;  thence  binding  on  James 
Taylor's  East  Row  addition  laid  out  last  year  and   record- 
ed,   to    the    corner   of    East    Row    and    Jelferson    streets;

That   the  city  of  Newport  shall   not   be  allowed   to  levy 
any  tax   or  assessments  of  any  kind   on   said   above  de- 
scribed tract  of  land  while  owned  by  him  for  the  period 
of  four  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act:  And  provided 
also,  That  said   Taylor  reserves  to  himself  and   his  heirs 
and  legal  representatives  the  right  to  control  the  way  nrid 
manner  of  laying  otf  said  tract  of  land  as  additions  to  the 
said  city  of  Newport:  Aad  provided  also.  That   if,  at  tde 
end  of  the  four  years,  any  part  of  said   tract  of  land  shall 
not  be  laid  off  by  him  into  lots,  but  used  by  him  lor  agri- 
cultural purposes,  that  the  same  shall  be  taxed  at  a  lair 
rate  as  such,  by  the  acre,  and  not  as  town  lots.

§  I.  'i'liat  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Dixon,  in  Webster 
county,  Kentucky,  approved  the  0th  February,  1801,  be, 
and  ilip  same  is  hereby,  re-enacted,  and,  so  far  as  not  in- 
cotisisieiit  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  i^  hereby  de- 
cIa^(^i   t-i  be   in   full   force  and  virtue. 

§  •^.  That  James  M.  Dixon,  Dr.  Geo.  P.  Cosby,  P.  II. 
Jones,  Urorge  W.  Soverin,  and  AI.  C.  Doris,  be,  and  they 
are  lier«-by,  a)){}ointed  trustees  of  said  town,  to  act  as  such 
until  I  lie  regular  election  as  hereinafter  prescribed. 

^  3.  That  the  boundary  of  said  town  shall  be  the  sanne 
as  lixed  in  the  said  act  of  the  6th  of  February,  1661, 
chartering  said  town. 
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1869.  (  ^-  That  the  officers  of  said  town  shall  consist  of  a 

police  judge,  town    marehal,   assessor,  and  five  trustees, 
all  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  said  town,  and    white 
men    over   twenty-one   years   old;   and   the   police  judge 
and   marshal  shall  respectively  have  the  same  qualifica- 
tions as  are  required  of  county  court  judges  and  sheriSs.

That  s^id  assessor  i^hjill  t»e 
liable  on  his  said  bond  lor  nny  malt'easanee,  inislV-a-'anre, 
or  nonieasance  in  olfice,  to  the  ^ame  extent  thai  i-onnty 
assessors  are  liable  on  their  official  bonds;  and  he  tih.itl  re- 
ceive >-uch  c<»mj>ensatit»n  for  his  said  servicM*  as  the  fru^s- 
tees  fd'sMid  town  tna}*,  liy  an  order  entered  on  their  l>o»»k3, 
allow  him  fiom  lime  to  time.  'I'hat  vacancies  in  llie  offi  e 
of  assessor  of  said  town  shall  be  tilled  by  app<iintineiit  by 
the  police  judge  thereot,  until  the  next  rejrujjtr  elect  ion. 

§  8.   That    there    shall    l)e    five    trustees    tor   sai  I    tt>wn, 
elected  l)y  the  (|Maiilied  voters  tiiere<d\  on  the  lir.-t  Alonday 
in  August,  in   the  year    \>{\[),  and   every  twt>  years    there- 
after, who.-e   term  ol   oHice  >hall    be   two  years,  an<l    until 
their  succ-essors  are  <lul_s   elected  and  (inaLlid.     That  said 
trustees   ^llall,  imnieMiatidy  alter   their  election,   meet  and 
organize    by    electing   one   <if   their   body    cbairinan,    who 
ehall   be   r^tyled    tjie  chairman   of  the   board   ot   irnsteen  of 
the  town  ot    Dixon,  and  by  electing  one  of  tht'ir  said    body 
clerk,  who  shall   be  st\led   tlie  cleik  of  the   board  of  trus* 
tees  of  the   town    of   Dixon.     That   the  chainnan    of  the 
board  of  said   trustees  shall   have  power  to  call   a  meeting 
of  the  iru-tees  ui   8aid  town,  at  any  and  all  times  lb  tt  he 
shall  see  proper,  lor  the  transaction  of'  business*  pertaining 
to    their    saiil    oflice.     That    saivi    chairman    shall    presi-le 
over  all    tlie   meetings   and   df  lit>erations  of  said   board   o( 
trustees,  and   preserve  gi>od   order  and   decorum,  and   sign 
all    minutes,  orders,  drafts,  &c.,  entered   of  rectird    by  said 
trustees.

on    his    order-book,    and    filed    in    his    office.      That    said 
chainnan,  before  he  enters  upon  the  discharge  (»f   the  du- 
ties of  his  otlije,  shall   take  the  oaths  prescribed   by  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  Kentucky  for  chair. n  in  of  boards 
of  trustees  of  towns,  and  execute  bond,  with  good  secu- 
rity, to  be  a|>proved  by  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  in 
the  penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  all  the  duties  of  his  office,  which   bond  sh^II 
be  attested  by  said  police  judge,  and  by  hiiu  eulered  of 
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record  on  his  order-book,  and  filed  in  his  oiSce  for  safe-  1869. 
keeping,  upon  which  bond  suit  or  motion  niay  be,  from 
time  to  time,  instituted  in  the  police  court  of  said  town 
by  any  one  aggrieved,  for  any  mal,  non,  or  misfeasance 
committed  by  the  said  chairman  in  his  official  transac- 
tions, by  giving  five  days^  written  notice  thereof  before 
the  day  of  judgment  or  trial  thereon.  That  the  clerk  of 
the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  he 
shall  make  an  entry  of  all  the  meetings  of  said  board  of 
trustees,  and  enter  therein  all  the  proceedings  of  said 
meetings,  and  keep  and  preserve  the  same,  and  give 
attested  copies  thereof  when  required.  That  the  trustees 
of  said  town  are  hereby  empowered  to  assess  and  collect, 
as  hereinbefore  stipulated,  annually,  taxes  for  the  par- 
poses  of  said ''town,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property  in  said 
town,  and  a  tax  not  exceeding  two  dollars  on  each  tithe, 
annually,  in  said  town.  That  said  trustees  shall  see  to 
and  keep  all  the  streets  and  cross-streets,  alleys  and  side- 
walks, in  said  town  clean  and-  in  good  repair  alt  the  time; 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  owners  of  real 
estate  in  said  town,  on  Main  and  main  cross-streets,  to 
pave  or  cause  to  be  paved  and  curbed  in  front  of  their 
said  property,  the  curbing  to  be  of  good  material;  the 
pavement  to  be  of  brick,  six  feet  wide,  and  to  see  that  the 
same  be  kept  clean  and  in  good  repair  all  the  time;  and  ^ 
in  case  the  owners  of  said  property  fail  or  refuse  to  curb, 
pave,  &c.,  as  herein  provided,  the  said  trustees  are  here- 
by empowered  to  have  the  same  done,  by  advertising  and 
letting  out  the  same  to  the  lowest  bidder;  and  the  said 
property  thus  curbed  and  paved  shall,  in  every  instance, 
be  bound  to  him  who  does  the  curbing  and  paving  thereof 
until  the  price  therefor  shall  be  fully  paid  him  by  the 
owner  thereof,  his  agent  or  attorney;  and  the  said  lien 
thus  created  may  be  enforced  by  the  contractor  by  action 
in  the  circuit  court,  and  the  property  sold  in  satisfaction 
of  said  lien.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  pass 
all  needful  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  for  the  proper 
government  of  the  said  town  and  its  citizens,  and  the 
property  therein  contained,  that  they  may,  from  time  to 
time,  see  fit,  under  circumstances  pointing  to  the  ends  of 
civil  and  moral  justice,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky.  That  all  vacaq- 
cies  in  the  ofEce  of  trustee  in  said  town  shall  be  filled  by 
the  police  judge  thereof,  by  appointment,  until  the  nej^t 
regular  election.  That  said  trustees  shall  be  liable  to 
presentment  by  the  grand  jury,  and  prosecuted  for  any 
and  all  misfeasance,  nonfeasance,  or  malfeasance  in  ofQce, 
as  provided  by  the  laws  of  this  State.     That  said  trustees 
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1869.  shall  have  power  to  employ  an  attorney  at  law  to  prose- 
cute all  actions  in  behalf  of  said  town,  both  criminal, 
penal,  and  civil,  and  pay  him  such  fees  as  they  may  agree 
upon. 

§  9.  That  all  fines,  forfeitures,  and  taxes  arising  in  said 
town  shall  be,  when  collected,  paid  to  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  and  by  him  disbursed  for 
the  benefit  of  the  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  property 
of  said  town,  as  may  be,  from  time  to  time,  ordered  by  the 
said  board  of  trustees. 

§  10.  That  H.  H.  Smith  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  appointed 
police  judge  of  said  town  of  Dixon,  to  act  as  such  until 
the  regular  election,  as  hereinbefore  prescribed.  And  that 
Henry  Brewer  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  appointed  town  mar- 
shal in  and  for  the  town  of  Dixon,  to  act  as  such  until  the 
regular  election,  as  hereinbefore  mentioned;  and  that  C. 
S.  Cobb  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  appointed  assessor  in  and 
for  the  town  of  Dixon,  to  act  as  such  until  the  regular 
election  aforesaid. 

§  11.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed;  and  this  act  to  take  eflect 
and  be  in  force  from^nd  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1743. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Town  of 

New  Concord,  in  Calloway  Conntjr." 

Wbebeas,  The  election  mentioned  in  section  five  of  an 
act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  New  Con- 
cord, in  Calloway  county,"  was  not  held  at  the  time  pre- 
scribed therein;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentttcky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  first  election  of  trus- 
tees of  the  town  of  New  Concord,  in  Calloway  county,  to 
be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  1869,  at  which  time 
there  shall  be  elected  a  police  judge,  marshal,  and  treas- 
urer. The  said  election  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held 
by  Cyrus  Owen,  P.  A.  Stilley,  and  C.  D.  Boaz,  or  any  two 
of  them,  who  shall  return  the  poll-books  to  the  county 
clerk's  office  of  said  county,  there  to  be  kept  and  used,  and 
in  the  manner  as  prescribed  by  law;  and  their  certificates 
of  election  shall  be  given  to  each  of  the  officers  named  in 
this  election. 

(  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.
